AMENDMENT  TO  SPECIAL  QUARANTINE  REGULATIONS  FOR  FRIJIT  VES- 
SEI^  PLYING  BETWEEN  FRUIT  PORTS  OF  CENTRAL  AMERICA  AND 
PORTS  OP  THE  UNITED  STATES  SOUTH  OF  THE  SOUTHERN  BOUNDARY 
OF   MARYLAND. 

[Department  Circular  No.  65,  1906.    Bureau  of  Public  Health  and  Marine-Hospital 

Service.] 

Treasury  Department,  Office  of  the  Secretary, 

Washington^  July  5,  1906. 

To  United  States  consular  officers^  masters  and  owners  of  vessels^  col- 
lectors of  customs^  national^  State^  and  local  qvxirantine  officers,^  and 
others: 

To  permit  ve^els  plying  between  fruit  ports  of  Central  America, 
where  yellow  fever  is  known  to  exist,  and  United  States  ports,  to 
enter  ports  of  the  United  States  south  of  the  southern  boundary  of 
Maryland  without  detention,  the  following  alternative  to  paragraph 
13  of  Department  Circular  No.  32,  1906,  is  hereby  promulgated  and 
will  remain  in  force  until  further  notice. 

Said  paragraph  13  of  Department  Circular  No.  32,  1906,  is  as 
follows: 

13.  Fruit  vessels  plying  between  United  States  ports  and  fruit  ports 
where  yellow  fever  is  known  to  exist  will  not  be  admitted  to  entry 
under  the  provisions  of  these  special  regulations  until  they  have  been 
not  less  than  five  days  from  the  port  of  departure  before  being  admitted 
to  pratique  at  the  quarantine  station  at  tne  port  of  arrival. 

Whenever  the  master  or  agent  of  the  vessel  so  desires,  the  follow- 
ing alternative  is  offered: 

Measures  to  he  enforced  at  southern  ports  of  the  Un  ited  States. 

Fruit  vessels  plying  between  ports  of  the  United  States  and  fruit 
ports  where  yellow  fever  is  known  to  exist  will  be  permitted  to  enter 
as  soon  as  the  crew,  except  the  master  and  chief  engineer,  shall  have 
been  removed  from  the  vessel  and  placed  in  quarantine  at  the  station,  and 
the  living  quarters  of  the  vessel  thoroughly  fumigated  and  a  new  crew 
placed  in  charge.  The  quarantine  oflScer  at  the  port  of  arrival  shall 
certify  the  number  gf  the  crew  removed,  and  shall  compare  and  verify 
the  same  with  the  bill  of  health  of  the  vessel. 
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Immediately  after  unlading  at  the  dock  all  parts  of  the  vessel  shall 
be  simultaneously  fumigated  for  the  destruction  of  mosquitoes  with  2 
pounds  of  sulphur  per  1,000  cubic  feet  of  space.  After  such  fumiga- 
tion lading  for  outgoing  cargo  may  commence. 

^The  new  crew  will  accompany  the  vessel  to  the  quarantine  station, 
when  change  of  crew  will  again  take  place.  If  the  vessel  departs 
without  cargo  the  vessel  may  be  fumigated  en  route  to  quarantine. 
The  relief  crew  shall  then  remain  at  quarantine  for  the  arrival  of 
another  vessel  or  until  relieved  by  the  quarantine  oflScer. 

Two  sets  of  quarters  shall  be  maintained  at  the  quarantine  station, 
one  for  the  local  crew  and  one  for  the  crew  of  incoming  vessels,  and 
both  quarters  shall  be  fumigated  immediately  after  being  vacated. 

The  requirements  of  these  provisions,  and  each  step  and  detail 
thereof,  shall  be  certified  by  the  proper  quarantine  oflBcer  before 
clearance  papers  are  granted.

[Reports  to  the  Surgeon-General,  Public  Health  and  Marine- Hospital  Service.] " 

Report  from  South  Atlantic  quarantine  station^  Ga. — Smallpox  on 

Sapelo  Island. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Gwyn  reports,  June  29,  as  follows: 

An  additional  case  of  smallpox  has  occurred  on  Sapelo  Island.     The 

patient,  age  about  20  years,  amved  from  a  sawmill  located  about  2 

miles  from  Brunswick,  Ga.,  about  June  25. 

Report  from  West  Pascagoula^  La. — Sa/nitary  inspection. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Francis  reports,  June  20,  as  follows: 
Nearly  all  the  residences  have  cisterns  or  rain  barrels  which  are  not 
properly  screened.     I  found  Stegomyia  without  difficulty. 

Report  from  Gulfport.;  Miss. — Sanitary    measures    recommended — 

Enteric  f ever. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Amesse  reports,  July  1,  as  follows: 

The  sanitary  status  of  Gulfport  and  vicinity  remains  unchanged. 
The  alarm  caused  by  the  rumors  following  the  announcement  of  yel- 
low fever  at  Ship  Island  has  subsided  and  there  is  everywhere  a  feel- 
ing of  confidence  that  neither  a  recrudescence  nor  a  reintroduction  of 
fever  will  occur  this  season. 

By  a  visit  to  the  quarantine  station  and  the  prompt  investigation  of 
several  reports,  I  have  been  able  to  contribute  in  some  measure  to  allay- 
ing this  public  apprehension,  but  I  have  not  succeeded  in  arousing  the 
proper  degree  of  community  of  effort  to  effect  a  thorough  sanitary 
policing. 

As  reported  last  week,  while  waiting  the  completion  of  the  sewage 
system  the  sanitation  of  premises  is  neglectea.  I  have  called  the 
attention  of  all  the  leading  physicians  and  many  responsible  business 
men  to  the  danger  from  these  conditions,  pointing  out  the  possibili- 
ties of  a  general  enteric  epidemic  which  this  might  cause.  TJie  city 
council  has  promised  to  taKe  the  matter  up  at  its  next  meeting,  July 
3,  and  provide  means  for  inspection  and  general  sanitation. 
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During  the  week  1  new  case  of  enteric  fever  has  been  reported,  leav- 
ing 5  cases  under  treatment  at  this  writing.  The  weather  continues 
hot  and  dry.  There  are  no  collections  of  stagnant  water,  and  in  10 
days  I  have  been  unable  to  find  larvae  of  the  St^omyia.  In  the  houses 
harboring  yellow  fever  last  year  there  is  no  illness  of  any  kind.  Five 
hundred  circulars  have  been  sent  to  householders  through  the  mails. 

Report  from  Moss  Pointy  Miss. — Sanitary  conditions — Appointment 
of  sanitary  inspectors  recommended. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Francis  reports,  June  20,  as  follows: 

At  Moss  Point  I  met  the  mayor,  who  stated  that  he  was  anxious 
to  put  his  town  in  a  good  sanitary  condition  and  that  he  would  carnr 
out  any  suggestion  which  I  would  make.  I  met  also  Doctors  C.  G, 
McEacbern,  J.  N.  Rape,  and  L.  S.  Anderson. 

The  estimated  population  of  Moss  Point  is  6,000,  which  is  about 
twice  as  large  as  tnat  of  Scranton. 

The  water  supply  of  the  main  part  of  the  town  is  derived  fr<Ma 
artesian  wells,  but  the  other  portions  of  the  town  depend  for  their 
water  on  surface  wells,  rain-water  barrels,  and  cisterns. 

I  inspected  42  premises  in  Moss  Point  and  found  that  4  were  breed- 
ing Steganwia^  14  were  breeding  ddex.,  and  24  were  free  from  wig- 
gletails.  The  streets  and  gutters  were  dry;  there  has  been  a  drought, 
and  no  standing  water  was  found  anywhere. 

The  elimination  of  Stegomyia  resolves  itself  into  the  destruction  of 
their  breeding  places  in  the  back  yards.  The  four  places  in  which  1 
found  Stegomyia  were  in  rain  barrels,  a  neglected  pot,  a  watering 
place  for  chickens,  and  a  keg  at  a  pump. 

The  cisterns  were  not  generally  inspected.  I  found,  however,  that 
they  were  for  the  most  part  only*  partially  screened,  or  left  open. 

The  mayor  showed  me  the  city  ordinance  which  calls  for  screening, 
oiling,  ana  emptying  of  water  containers,  but  he  said  that  it  was  not 
enforced  and  there  was  no  evidence  that  the  back  yards  were  under 
sanitary  supervision.  I  proposed  that  the  mayor  appoint  sanitary 
inspectors  to  make  weekly  visits  to  each  house  and  see  that  the  sani- 
tarv  ordinances  were  being  complied  with.  I  offered  to  spend  a  day 
witli  the  sanitary  inspectors  and  show  them  where  to  examme  for  the 
Stegomyia  wiggletails. 

During  my  stay  in  Moss  Point  1  did  not  hear  of  a  suspicious  case  of 
fever. 

1  have  but  one  recommendation  to  make,  which  is  that  sanitary 
inspectors  be  appointed  whose  business  it  is  to  see  that  no  mosquitoes 
are  allowed  to  breed  in  any  back  yard.  It  is  a  simple  thing  to  demand, 
and  it  will  most  surel}'  eliminate  Stegomyia. 

It  is  needless  to  examine  the  ponds,  pools,  and  gutters  for  Stegomyia. 
It  is  purely  a  question  of  cisterns,  rain  barrels,  and  small  water  con- 
tainers about  the  house  and  yard. 

Report  from  Scranton^  Miss. — Sanitary  conditions  and-  re^xmimenda- 

tions. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Francis  reports,  June  30,  as  follows: 
I  arrived  at  Scranton,  Miss.,  June  6,  1906,  and  first  called  on  Mr. 
W.  M.  Denny  to  whom  1  had  a  letter  of  introduction  from  the  Hon. 
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E.  J.  Bowers,  Member  of  Congress.  He  introduced  rae  to  Mr.  A.  D. 
Krebs,  mayor  of  Scranton,  and  to  Drs.  W.  R.  Kell,  B.  F.  Duke,  J.  A. 
Tabor,  Mr.  W.  R.  Mosely,  collector  of  the  port,  and  to  Mr.  McVea 
Young.  All  of  these  gentlemen  were  anxious  to  further  my  investiga- 
tions and  to  assist  me  in  any  way  possible. 

The  water  supply  of  Scranton  is  derived  from  artesian  wells,  driven 
wells,  surface  wells,  cisterns,  and  rain  barrels.  The  artesian  water  is 
piped  over  the  central  portion  of  the  town.  The  water  is  good  and  it 
IS  unfortunate  that  the  entire  population  can  not  be  supplied  with  it, 
for  were  it  the  only  source  of  water  the  breeding  places  of  Stegomyia 
eould  be  reduced  to  a  minimum.  The  driven  wells  are,  of  course,  free 
from  Stegomyw^  and  1  have  never  seen  the  larvae  of  Stegomyia  in  the 
open  surface  wells  where  the  level  of  the  water  is  8  feet  below  the 
surface  of  the  ground. 

The  cisterns  and  rain  barrels  are  few  within  the  territory  supplied 
with  artesian  water,  but  along  the  river  from  the  city  toward  the  sea 
kalf  of  the  houses  are  supplied  with  cisterns,  and  in  that  portion  of 
the  town  known  as  the  "Beach"  there  are  half  as  many  cisterns  as 
there  are  houses.  Some  of  the  cisterns  are  properly  screened,  some 
arc  partially  screened,  and  others  are  wide  open.  Rain  barrels  are 
found  in  many  of  the  house  yards  along  the  line  of  the  street  railway. 

In  these  ram  barrels  I  found  many  ^tegomgia  larvae.  In  that  por- 
tion of  Scranton  which  lies  toward  Moss  Point  I  found  a  number  of 
rain  barrels  and  in  many  of  them  the  Stegomyia  larvae  were  present. 

In  one  city  block  I  found  the  larvae  in  the  following  localities:  Bucket 
in  back  yard  of  sailor  boarding  house;  pan  in  yard  of  negro  sailor 
boarding  house;  tank  of  city  laundry;  i-am  barrel  at  corner  of  house; 
receptacle  for  watering  chickens;  keg  at  corner  of  house;  bucket  in 
yard  of  city  waterworks. 

I  made  a  detailed  inspection  of  90  premises  in  Scranton  and  found 
Stegoinyia  breeding  in  '28  of  them. 

Scranton  has  a  good  city  ordinance,  which  if  carried  into  effect 
would  rid  her  of  Stegomyla.  So  far  this  year  the  city  has  put  into 
effect  no  measures  to  eradicate  mosquitoes  from  the  cisterns,  min 
barrels,  back  yards,  or  gutters.  Should  yellow  fever  be  introduced 
it  would  find  plenty  of  Stf^gomyia  to  tmnsmit  it.  There  are  evidences 
of  last  year's  screening  of  cisterns,  but  the  cisterns  ought  all  to  be 
gone  over  anew. 

There  has  been  practically  no  rain  this  summer,  so  that  there  are  no 
ponds  or  pools  containing  stao^nant  water. 

I  found  mosquitoes  breeding  in  the  gutters  in  onlv  2  places  in 
Scranton,  viz,  in  front  of  the  sailor  boarding  house  anfi  opposite  the 
Catholic  institution.     In  both  instances  thev  were  Culex pungeiis. 

I  have  but  one  recommendation  to  make,  which  is  that  sanitary 
inspectors  be  appointed  who  will  make  a  house  to  house  inspection, 
visiting  each  back  yard  at  least  once  a  week,  and  giving  such  atten- 
tion to  Hcreening  or  oiling  of  permanent  water  containers  and  the 
emptying  of  other  water  containers  that  no  mosquitoes  could  reach 
maturity  on  the  premises. 

The  writing  of  ordinances  and  the  distribution  of  circulars  do  not 
solve  the  problem.  Each  householder  requires  an  objeot  lesson  by  a 
competent  inspector  on  his  own  premises.  The  inspector  must  go  to 
the  premises,  inspect  them,  point  out  specifically  to  the  owner  the 
breeding  places  of  Stegotnyut^  show  him  the  wiggle  tails  and  how  to  get 
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rid  of  them,  and  the  inspector  must  then  carry  out  under  the  owner's 
eyes  all  measures  necessary  to  rid  the  locality  of  mosquito-breeding 
places. 

The  mayor  of  Seranton  appointed  a  sanitary  inspector,  and  I  accom- 
panied him  and  showed  him  the  bree,ding  places  of  Stegomyia  and  the 
method  of  getting  rid  of  them. 

STATISTICAL   REPORTS  OF  STATES   AND    CITIES    OF  THE    UNITED   STATES, 
YEARLY    AND  MONTHLY. 

Michigan.— Month  of  May,  190t>.  The  total  number  of  deaths 
reported  to  the  Department  of  State  for  the  month  of  May  was  3,027, 
a  decrease  of  70  from  April,  but  an  increase  of  327  over  the  number 
returned  for  the  corresponding  month  of  the  preceding  year.  The 
death  rate  was  13.8  per  1,000  estimated  population,  as  compared  with 
14.6  for  the  preceding  month. 

By  ages  there  were  545  deaths  of  children  under  one  year,  215  deaths 
of  children  aged  1  to  4  years,  and  890  deaths  of  elderly  persons  aged 
65  years  and  over. 

Important  causes  of  death  were  as  follows:  Tuberculosis  of  lungs, 
211;  other  forms  of  tuberculosis,  42;  typhoid  fever,  27;  diphtheria 
and  croup,  34;  scarlet  fever,  21;  measles,  40;  whooping  cough,  55; 
pneumonia,  275;  meningitis,  50;  cancer,  156;  accidents  and  violence, 
174. 

Estimated  population, 
100, i^H).  Total  number  of  deaths  120,  including  diphtheria  4,  enteric 
fever  4,  scarlet  fever  2,  and  8  from  tuberculosis. 

Ohio — CltveUuuL—^ionth  of  May,  1906.  Estimated  population, 
444),<HX).  Total  number  of  deaths  699,  including  diphtheria  10,  enteric 
fever  8,  measles  14,  scarlet  fever  2,  whooping  cough  9,  and  76  from 
tuberculosis. 

3iHt  LrverpooL— Month  of  May,  1906.  Estimated  population, 
20,000.  Total  number  of  deaths  33,  including  enteric  fever  1,  scar- 
let fever  1,  whooping  cough  1,  and  4  from  tuberculosis. 

Estimated  popula- 
tion, 100,000;  white,  62,250;  colored,  37,750.  Total  number  of  deaths, 
151;  white,  62;  colored,  89,  including  enteric  fever  3,  scarlet  fever  1, 
whooping  cough  4,  and  12  from  tuberculosis.

Three  bills  of  health  for  Panaman  port  were  visaed. 

History  of  yellow  fe^er  case  at  Limon, 

An  American,  who  had  been  for  a  few  months  resident  in  and  about 
Limon,  with  a  positive  history  of  having  been  in  the  town  since  the 
morning  of  June  16,  was  found  in  the  park  yery  sick  and  taken  to  the 
hospital  June  19. 

This  morning  the  physician  in  charge  of  the  hospital  and  the  city 
health  officer  officially  reported  the  case  as  yellow  fever.  It  is  impos- 
sible as  yet  to  trace  the  infection,  but  most  probably  it  came  from 
Colon,  as  eighteen  days  ago  many  passengers  were  brought  from  that 
place  into  Limon.  1  commence  to-day  to  fumigate  the  living  Quarters 
of  all  fruit  vessels  bound  for  southern  ports,  and  have  issuea  orders 
that  no  passengers  be  received  for  said  port«. 

CUBA. 

Report  from  Cienfuegos — Inspection  of  vessels. 

Consul  Baehr  reports,  June  25,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  June  23,  1906.  Bills  of  health  were  issued  to  5  vessels 
bound  for  the  United  States,  crew  194.  Two  cabin  passengers  in  transit 
for  New  York  and  5  cabin  passengers  from  Spain  landed  at  this  port. 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  these  vessels  were  reported  good;  no 
sickness. 

No  quarantinable  diseases  reported  at  this  port  during  the  week. 
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Report  from  Habana — Inspection  and  fumigation  of  vessels — Yellow 
J'ever — Dengue  fever — Immunity  certificates  required  at  New  York 
quarantine — Quarantine  agairist  southern  parts  of  the  United  States 
to  be  raised  July  S.

Two  cases  of  yellow  fever  were  reported  during  the  week,  one  on 
the  18th  and  another  on  the  20th  instant.  The  first  case  mentioned  was 
discovered  after  he  hrfd  been  wandering  about  the  city  sick  for  live 
days.  His  residence  was  reported  as  being  at  87  Espemnza  street. 
It  was  afterwards  learned  that  he  had  been  sleeping  at  the  plaza  Vapor 
or  Tacon  market.  The  man  having  a  fever  lasting  seveml  days  finally 
went  to  Espeianza  street,  where  he  had  resided  some  years  before. 

This  ambulant  case  gave  an  opportunity  for  infecting  the  Stegomyia 
mosquito  and  thus  spreading  infection.  It  also  appeared  to  be  serious 
on  account  of  the  proximity  of  the  Esperanza  street  residence  to  the 
water  front,  a  district  frequented  by  crews  from  ships.  I  am  informed 
that  fumigation  was  done  in  all  suspected  places  by  the  sanitary 
demrtment. 

Owing  to  the  daily  rains  which  have  prevailed  the  last  two  and  one 
half  weeks  the  Stegomyia  have  increased. 

Four  suspects  of  yellow  fever  were  reported  under  observation  at 
the  close  of  the  week.  Sixteen  cases  of  dengue  were  reported  durin^ 
the  week,  of  which  14  have  recovered.  These  cases,  with  the  14  oi 
the  previous  week,  show  the  disease  to  be  on  the  increase. 

The  information  cabled  to  me  relative  to  the  presence  of  yellow 
fever  at  La  Vega,  Santo  Domingo,  was  at  once  transmitted  by  me  to 
Acting  Assistant  Surgeons  Wilson  at  Santiago  and  Nunez  at  Matan- 
zas,  and  to  the  Cuban  authorities  in  Habana.  The  chief  quarantine 
oflBcer  for  the  island  of  Cuba  at  once  wired  to  all  the  quarantine  ofli- 
cers  on  the  island,  and  ordered  that  vessels  from  Santo  Domingo  and 
Haiti  be  considered  as  infected  and  treated  in  accordance  with  the 
quarantine  regulations. 

On  account  of  the  quarantine  declared  by  New  York  against  Cuba 
by  which  passengers  will  be  required  to  remain  in  detention  at  New 
Vork  to  complete  three  days,  this  office,  upon  request  from  the  steam- 
ship agents,  nas  issued  certiticates  of  immunity  to  passengers  present- 
ing proper  evidence.  The  evidence  accepted  is  proof  of  having  had 
yellow  lever  or  of  ten  }' ears'  residence  in  an  endemic  focus. 

For  Cubans,  the  proof  of  evidence  must  be  ten  years  prior  to  De- 
cember, 1901,  the  date  when  Cuba  ceased  to  be  an  endemic  fociis;  ten 
years'  residence  in  Key  West  prior  to  1887  is  also  accepted,  but  such 
evidence  must  have  the  vis^  or  the  representatives  of  the  Service  at 
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Key  West.  In  order  that  the  records  may  be  complete  for  the  future 
identitication  of  the  individual,  2  small  photographs  are  required  to 
complete  the  registration.  These  can  be  obtained  by  the  individual 
at  a  very  small  expense. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Steamship  Company  will  now  opemte  2  vessels 
between  Habana  and  New  Orleans,  taking  on  passengers  at  this  point 
for  New  Orleans  and  consuming  six  days  on  the  voyage  between 
Habana  and  the  Mississippi  River  quarantine.  All  such  passengers 
will  be  required  to  obtain  certificates  of  health  from  this  office  to  be 
issued  on  the  day  of  sailing  and  only  after  the  temperatures  are  taken 
and  found  to  be  normal. 

July  2,  1906.  Cuba  will  raise  quarantine  against  southern  ports 
of  United  States  on  July  8. 

Report  from  MatanznH — Inspection  CQfid  fumigation  of  vessels. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  June  26,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  June  28,  1906.  Bills  of  health  were  issued  to  6  vessels 
leaving  for  United  States  ports;  6  health  and*  acclimation  certificates 
were  granted  to  passengers  bound  for  New  York  and  Tampa,  Fla. 
Of  these  passengers  orily  one  left  this  port  direct  for  New  York;  the 
others  went  via  Habana.  Two  pieces  of  baggage  were  inspected  and 
passed. 

On  May  23  the  Swedish  steamship  Nonntviu  destined  to  New  Orleans 
direct,  was  fumigated  under  my  supervision,  leaving  immediately  after 
the  fumigation  was  completed  with  all  well  on  board. 

No  quarantinable  diseases  were  reported  either  in  the  city  or  this 
province. 

Report  from  Santiago — Tnj^ectioji  and  fumigation  of  vessels — Quar- 
antine ordered  agaiw<t  llaiti  and  Santo  Domingo  on  accaunt  of 
yellow  fever. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Wilson  reports,  June  20,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  June  16,  1906.  Bills  of  health  issued  to  4  vessels  bound 
for  the  United  States.  Two  of  these,  the  steamships  Salvador  and 
Jidia,,  were  fumigated  to  kill  mosquitoes,  on  June  12  and  15,  respec- 
tively. Both  were  bound  for  Porto  Rico,  the  Salvador  going  via  Haiti 
and  the  Julia  via  Santo  Domingo. 

On  June  15  the  port  physician  informed  me  that  he  had  just  received 
a  telegram  ordering  him  to  apply  quarantine  against  Haiti  and  Santo 
Domingo. 

EGYPT. 

Suspect  plague  on  steamship  Circassia, 

[From  report  of  the  quarantine  officer  at  Suez.] 

Steamship  Circassia  left  Bombay  May  8,  1906,  arrived  at  Suez 
May  14.  Crew,  116;  passengers,  77;  destination,  Marseille.  The  vessel 
carried  a  physician,  but  no  disinfecting  apparatus.  The  physician 
stated  that  a  Hindoo  sailor  embarked  at  Bombay,  fell  ill  May  12,  with 
fever  and  general  symptoms.     On  the  second  day  a  small  left  inguinal 
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^nglioD  appeared,  which  was  painful,  and  the  patient  was  promptly 
u^Iated  in  a  tent  on  the  deck.  On  the  succeeding  days  the  ganglion 
increased  in  size,  but  without  fever,  as  the  physician  asserts.  After 
medical  visit  the  quarantine  authorit}^  of  Suez  stated  two  left  inguinal 
buboes  of  the  size  of  an  egg,  one  above  the  other,  suppurated  and 
sensitive  to  pressure;  temperature  of  the  patient,  36.4;  pulse,  100. 

In  view  of  the  port  of  departure  of  the  vessel  and  the  development 
of  the  disease  three  days  after  leaving  Bombay,  the  case  was  declared 
suspect  plague  and  the  patient,  with  one  contiict,  was  sent  to  the  sani- 
tary station  of  the  Wells  of  Moses.  The  vessel  was  disinfected.  As 
the  patient  had  been  isolated  on  board  since  May  13,  the  Circfussla  was 
allowed  to  pass  the  canal  in  free  pratique,  but  >vas  held  under  obser- 
vation until  departure  and  no  person  allowed  to  board  her  except  the 
agent. 

FRANCE. 

Report  from  La  Rochelle — Epidemic  of  miliainj  fever  in  co7UHular 

district. 

Consul  Jackson  reports,  June  14,  as  follows: 

An  epidemic  of  miliary  fever  has  broken  out  in  this  consular  district. 

Exact' statistics  have  not  been  received,  but  the  cases  number  sev- 
eral hundred.  The  localities  most  affected  are  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
small  communes  of  Aulnay  and  Matha. 

GERMANY. 

Decrease  of  mortcdity  from  tuhercuLosis. 

Consul  Brittain,  at  Kehl,  reports,  June  11,  as  follows: 
The  returns  furnished  by  the  German  National  Congress  of  Tuber- 
culosis show  that  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  38  per  cent  in  the  mor- 
tality from  tuberculosis  since  1875,  and  that  the  sanatoriums  have 
restored  to  health  and  to  their  work  34  per  cent  of  the  persons  treated 
in  them.  During  1905  no  fewer  than  26,621  persons  coming  under  the 
workmen's  insurance  act  were  treated  in  the  sanatoriums. 

The  object  of  the  san«itoriums  is  to  treat  patients  as  soon  as  symp- 
toms of  tuberculosis  develop,  especially  young  patients.  A  large  per- 
centage of  those  treated  are  restored  to  health.  These  sanatoriums  are 
located  on  the  mountains  and  surrounded  by  Dine  forests.  One  of  the 
most  successful  institutions  is  at  Saales,  in  Alsace.

MEXICO. 

Report  from.  Progreso — Yellow  fever  in  Merida — Inspection  and 
fumigation  of  vessels. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Harrison  reports,  June  23,  as  follows: 

Perioa  June  17,  1906,  included,  to  June  23  not  included. 

No  quarantinable  disease  was  reported  in  Progreso,  and  general 
conditions  were  good.  In  Merida  there  were  several  new  cases  of 
yellow  fever  committed  to  the  hospital,  and  also  a  number  of  suspicious 
cases.  In  this  month,  up  to  date,  there  have  been  17  cases  of  3"ellow 
fever  in  all  reported  in  Merida  and  5  or  6  deaths.  Yesterday  there 
were  6  cases  in  the  hospital  and  25  suspects  under  observation.  Some 
of  these  cases  were  imported,  but  most  of  them  originated  in  Merida, 
there  being  4  or  5  known  foci  of  infection  in  the  city,  3  among  the 
hotels  in  the  center  of  the  town. 

Six  steamers,  carrying  250  in  crews  and  56  passengers,  were  dis- 
patched; of  these,  3  were  disinfected. 

NICARAGUA. 

Report  frota  Blxiejields^  fruit  port — Passengers  from  Central  A  merican 
ports  not  allowed  on  fruit  vessels  for  Neio  Orleans;  permitted  on 
vessels  for  Mobile —  Vaccination  of  creio. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Layton  reports  as  follows:  Weel^  ended 
June  24, 1906.  Present  officially  estimated  population,  3,500;  general 
sanitary  condition  of  this  port  and  the  surrounding  country  during 
the  week,  good.  On  the  21st  instant  the  order,  effective  from  the  16th 
instant,  issued  by  Louisiana  State  board  of  health,  that  no  more  pas- 
sengers will  be  admitted  from  Central  America,  was  received  in  Blue- 
fields.  Mobile  cables  that  passengers  will  be  received  subject  to 
Treasury  Regulations,  order  received  June  22,  1906.

'accinated.  Nearly  all  had  been  here  2  weeks  or  more,  awaiting  per- 
misiiion  to  sail,  New  Orleans  having  quarantined  the  entire  Central 
American  coast. 

The  marine  medical  inspector  of  steamship  Corinto  was  transferred 
by  order  of  Louisiana  State  board  of  health  to  steamship  Dwtator^  the 
route  of  these  vessels  having  been  changed.  The  Corinto  going  to 
Mobile  does  not  require  a  marine  medical  inspector  on  board. 

PANAMA.  4 

Report  from  Colon — Sanitary  conditions — Quarantine  at  Limon 
against  Colon — Malarial  fever. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Goodman  reports,  June  20,  as  follows: 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  Colon  and  its  vicinity  continue  unchanged. 
Since  the  case  of  yellow  fever  reported  on  May  22  no  cases  of  a  sus- 
picious nature  have  been  observed  in  Colon.  1  have  been  informed 
oy  the  chief  sanitary  oflScer  that  on  June  9  a  susj)icious  case  was  found 
in  Panama.  The  patient,  an  Italian,  had  arrived  from  Limon  2 
days  before  being  taken  sick,  from  which  it  was  argued  that  the  infec- 
tion, if  any  existed,  was  cpntracted  in  that  place.  After  careful  obser- 
vation the  board  of  diagnosis  concluded  that  the  case  was  not  one  of 
yellow  fever. 

Limon  has  (j^uarantined  against  Colon  as  regards  passenger  traffic. 

Since  the  rainy  season  has  set  in  and  Anopheles  are  abundant  ma- 
larial fever  has  increased  among  the  negroes,  and  the  hospitals  are 
crowded  to  their  full  capacity.  The  recently  arrived  West  Indian 
negroes,  especially  the  Barbadians,  of  whom  a  large  number  have 
been  brougnt  to  the  Isthmus  by  the  Canal  Commission,  are  the 
greatest  sufferers. . 

From  June  1  to  June  17  there  were  officially  reported  in  Colon  and 
Cristobal  44  deaths,  of  which  11  were  from  malarial  fever,  11  from 
pneumonia,  2  from  dysentery,  4  from  tuberculosis,  1  from  filariasis, 
and  the  remainder  from  other  ordinarv  diseases.  These  deaths  were 
all  among  the  negroes.  The  health  of  the  white  residents  is  excep- 
tionally good  and  a  death  among  them  is  of  rare  occurrence.  Little 
or  no  sickness  is  reported  among  the  crews  of  vessels  lying  in  the 
canal  or  along  side  the  docks  in  Colon. 

Sanitary  conditions  at  Bocas  del  Toro, 

The  following  is  received  from  Minister  Magoon  at  Panama  under 
date  of  June  13: 

Conditions  in  Bocas  are  gratifying.  The  Panamanian  Government  is 
carrying  out  a  plan  of  racmern  scientific  improvement  that  will  make 
the  town  healthful  and  beautiful.  The  streets  have  been  widened  and 
the  bouses  moved  faAck  to  proper  alignment.  All  houses  that  reauired 
it  (130  in  number)  have  been  raised.  A  system  of  drainage  ana  sani- 
tation is  being  installed  and  will  be  finished  within  seven  months.  The 
sys^tem  consists  of  a  large,  open,  concrete  ditch  bisecting  the  island  oa 
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which  the  town  stands.  The  ditch  reaches  the  sea  at  both  ends  and 
will  be  flushed  by  the  tides.  A  sea  wall  2i  feet  high  has  been  con- 
structed around  the  town.  « 

Eight-inch  pipes  are  being  laid  through  each  of  the  streets  running 
at  right  angles  to  the  large  ditch,  and  4-inch  pipes  are  laid  on  either 
side  of  each  street  intersecting  the  streets  where  the  larger  pipes  are 
located.  These  pipes  are  for  sewer  and  drainage  purposes  and  may  be 
connected  with  all  the  houses.  This  system  of  pipes  will  also  be 
flushed  by  the  tides.  As  soon  as  the  pipes  are  laid  the  land  sur- 
rounded by  the  sea  wall  and  the  open  ditch  will  be  filled  up  with  coral 
sand  pumped  in  from  the  bay.  Tnis  sand  will  hold  about  30  per  cent 
of  water  and  will  prevent  the  formation  of  standing  pools  of  water,  in 
which  mosquitoes  might  breed.  The  dredge  has  arrived  and  the  work 
has  progressed  sufficiently  for  the  dredge  to  be  started  this  week. 

Tne  United  Fruit  Company  maintains  a  hospital  at  Bocas  del  Toro, 
consisting  of  3  structures  on  an  island  in  the  bay.  These  structures 
are  well  adapted  for  the  pui*pose,  have  broad  verandas,  all  openings 
screened,  etc.,  and  the  equipment  of  the  hospital  is  modem  and  eom- 

Elete.     The  doctor  in  charge  of  the  hospital  states  that  in  six  years  there 
as  been  no  case  of  yellow  fever  there  which  had  not  been  imported. 

PERU. 

Report  from  Callao — Inspection  of  vessels — Plague  in  Peru — Yellow 
fever  on  steamship  Chile. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Wightman  reports,  June  3,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  June  2,  1906.  Vessels  dispatched  as  follows: 
The  German  steamship  Setos^  on  May  28,  for  San  Francisco,  with 

general  cargo,  2  passengers,  and  1  new  member  of  crew  from  this 

port. 
The  Chilean  steamship  Loa^  on  June  2,  for  Ancon,  Canal  Zone, 

with  general  cargo,  62  cabin  passengers,  89  steerage,  and  2  new  crew 

from  this  port.

The  new  case  in  Lima  occurred  May  31. 

No  further  case  of  smallpox  has  been  reported  in  either  Callao  or 
Lima. 

Of  the  2  cases  of  yellow  fever  mentioned  in  my  last  report  as  having 
occurred  on  board  the  steamship  Chile^  1  died  during  the  week  and  the 
other  is  now  convalescent.  The  vessel,  with  her  detained  personnel, 
was  released  from  quarantine  June  1,  no  further  eases  having  devel- 
oped. 
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Bills  of  health  from  Chilean  ports  show  no  material  changes.  The 
2  cases  of  suspicious  nature  mentioned  in  my  last  report  as  having 
occurred  near  Valparaiso  have  apparently  not  been  officially  confirmed, 
a^  bills  of  health  irom  that  port  are  clean. 

PHILIPPINE   ISLANDS. 

Reports  from  Manila^— Plague  and  smallpoic — Cholera  in  the  prov- 
inceB — Examination  of  rats  for  plague  infection — Inspection  of 
vessels. 

Chief  Quarantine  Officer  Heiser  reports,  May  3  and  11,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  April  28, 1906.  Quarantinable  diseases  reported  for  the 
citv  of  Manila  as  follows:  Smallpox — 1  case,  0  deaths.  Plague — 1  case, 
1  death. 

During  the  week  cholera  was  reported  from  the  provinces  as  fol- 
lows: 17  cases,  16  deaths. 

The  following  vessel,  bound  for  a  United  States  port,  was  treated 
during  the  wecK: 

On  April  23,  1906,  the  British  steamship  Den  of  Kelly ^  with  56 
crew,  was  granted  a  supplemental  bill  of  health  for  New  York.  Crew 
were  inspected  on  board  at  hour  of  sailing.  Miscellaneous  cargo 
certified,  4,982  packages. 

Week  ended  May  5,  1906.  No  quarantinable  diseases  reported  for 
the  citjr  of  Manila. 

During  the  same  period  cholera  was  reported  from  the  provinces  as 
follows:  Province  of  Pampanga — 1  case,  1  death;  province  of  Rizal — 
6  cases,  4  deaths;  total — 7  cases,  5  deaths. 

The  city  of  Manila  has  continued  free  from  cholera  and  the  number 
of  cases  in  the  provinces  has  showed  a  marked  reduction.  A  rather 
strange  feature  of  the  outbreaks  that  are  occurring  in  the  provinces  at 
the  present  time  is  the  fact  that  in  a  town  wl)ich  has  been  known  to 
have  been  free  from  the  disease  for  a  numl)er  of  weeks  several  cases 
will  suddenly  make  their  appearance.  In  every  instance  it  has  been 
impossible  to  trace  the  origin  of  the  infection. 

Pl^igue. — Rats  have  been  examined  from  every  section  of  the  city 
of  Manila.  They  have  all  been  negative  for  plague  bacilli,  with  the 
exception  of  those  found  in  the  district  of  Binondo  which  were  reported 
in  the  report  from  this  office  for  the  week  ended  April  7,  1906.  The 
bfection  among  the  rats  in  that  district  is  gradually  extending,  but  is 
still  confined  to  within  a  radius  of  six  blocks.  So  far,  there  have 
been  no  further  cases  in  human  beings. 

During  the  week  vessels  departing  for  United  States  ports  were 
treated  as  follows: 

On  April  30  the  U.  S.  army  transport  Thomas^  with  180  crew  and 
647  passengers,  en  route  to  San  Francisco  via  Nagasaki  and  Honolulu, 
was  granted  a  bill  of  health.  Crew  and  steerage  passengers  were 
bathed  and  their  effects  and  baggage  disinfected.  Cargo  inspected 
and  either  disinfected  or  passed  and  labeled  accordinglv.  Vessel  par- 
tially disinfected.  All  pei*sonson  board  were  inspected  at  the  hour  of 
sailing. 

On  May  2  the  British  steamship  Lidr<iwa(U^  with  61  crew  and  2 
passengers,  was  granted  a  supplemental  bill  of  health  for  New  York  . 
via  Cebu  after  the  usual  inspection  of  personnel  and  cargo.

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RUSSIA. 

Precautions  dgahist  tra7isjaimio7i  of  cholera  hy  means  of  traffic  on  the 

Vistula. 

The  following  is  received  from  Consul-General  Mason  at  Berlin 
under  date  of  June  11: 

In  view  of  the  introduction  last  year  of  Asiatic  cholera  into  Prussia 
by  means  of  the  Russian  raftsmen  on  the  river  Vistula,  the  following 
svnopsis  of  regulations  issued  in  Warsaw,  Russia^  was  published  in 
this  week's  Bulletin  of  the  Imperial  Health  Office  in  Berlin: 

Medical  stations  have  been  opened  to  watch  if  persons  sick  with,  or 
suspicious  of  l>eing  sick  with,  cholera  are  on  board  ship  and  rafts. 

Medical  men  are  in  charge  of  these  stations,  the  assistants  required 
bein^  engaged  by  them  ana  under  their  control. 

It  IS  their  duty  to  see  to  all  details  of  administration  and  sanitation. 

It  is  especially  required  that  all  doors  and  windows  be  protected 
against  flies  and  insects  by  wire  netting;  also  that  all  food  be  pro- 
tected from  insects. 

Special  care  is  also  to  be  devoted  to  cleanliness  and  disinfection  of 
rooms,  linen,  etc. 

All  ships  or  rafts  which  stop  at  the  station  or  pass  it  are  to  be 
examined  by  the  superintending  physician,  inclumng  the  sleeping 
accommodation  of  the  crew,  etc.,  and  the  physician  is  to  see  that  all 
regulations  issued  for  ships  and  rafts  are  carefully  observed.  In 
cases  of  gross  neglect  legal  proceedings  against  defaulters  are  to  be 
instituted. 

The  medical  man  at  a  station  has  to  send  a  weekly  report  to  the 
phvsician  superintending  the  respective  district. 

When  a  snip  or  raft  leaves  the  Empire  the  passing  permits  are  to 
be  taken  by  the  physician  of  the  frontier  station  and  sent  to  the  dis- 
trict superintendent. 

The  stations  are  rendered  conspicuous  by  a  white  flag  in  the  day- 
time and  by  two  green  lights  at  night. 

If  a  patient  sutfering  with  or  under  suspicion  of  cholera  is  found 
on  board  a  vessel  or  raft,  he  is  to  be  carried  ashore  an^  attended  to. 
The  vessel  is  to  be  inspected  with  special  care,  and  for  the  next  5  days 
from  the  day  of  landing  the  patient,  the  vessel  or  raft  is  considered 
under  suspicion  of  cholei-a  ana  shall  be  most  carefully  examined  at  the 
next  point  of  insi)ection. 

Effects  of  patients  must  be  carefully  disinfected.  If  such  articles 
should  be  spoiled  by  the  disinfection  or  have  to  be  burned  they  must 
be  appraised  and  destroyed  in  the  presence  of  two  witnesses,  provided 
this  is  absolutely  imperative. 

In  cases  which  are  difficult  to  ascertain  excrement  must  be  sent  to 
the  district  physician  or  to  the  nearest  laboratorj\ 

In  case  of  death  the  body  is  to  be  dissected  and  part  of  the  intes- 
tines forwarded  for  examination. 

All  cases  of  cholera  must  be  repoited  every  week  to  the  Warsaw 
authorities.

London. — One  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles  58,  scarlet  fever  6, 
diphtheria  7,  whooping  cough  24,  enteric  fever  1,  and  17  from  diar- 
rhea. The  deaths  from  all  causes  correspond  to  an  annual  rate  of  12.7 
per  1,000.  In  Greater  London  1,564  deaths  were  registered.  In  the 
''outer  ring''  the  deaths  included  2  from  diphtheria,  6  from  measles, 
2  from  scarlet  fever,  and  5  from  whooping  cough. 

Ireland. — The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  June  9,  1906,  in  the  21  principal 
town  districts  of  Ireland  was  18  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
which  is  estimated  at  1,093,959.

Report  from    Cape   Town — Plague-infected  rodents  found  at  East 

London. 

The  following  is  received  from  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  the 
colony,  under  dates  of  May  28  and  June  16,  1906: 

Ea^  London, — During  the  week  endeii  May  26,  136  rodents,  of 
which  18  were  found  dead,  were  bacterioloffically  examined.  Of  this 
number  9  were  found  to  be  plague  infected. 

Week  ended  June  2,  1906:  160  rodents  bacteriologically  examined; 
22  found  dead;  1  plague  infected. 

BRAZIL. 

Report  from  Rio  de  Janeiro — Inspection  of  vessels — Plague^  smallpox^ 

and  yellow  fever. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  June  6  and  13,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  June  3,  1906.  Vessels  were  inspected  and  received 
bills  of  health  as  follows:  May  28  the  British  steamship  Trunkby^  for 
Philadelphia,  with  a  cargo  of  manganese  ore,  no  passengers,  no  change 
in  the  personnel  of  the  crew,  and  with  no  one  ashore  except  the  cap- 
tain of  the  vessel;  May  29  the  British  steamship  Aviemoor^  for  Tampia, 
in  water  ballast,  with  no  passengers,  and  with  no  alteration  in  the  crew 
personnel  while  here;  British  steamship  Sallnst,  for  New  Orleans, 
with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers,  and  with  no  change  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  crew  while  here,  and  on  June  2  the  British  steamship 
Bgron^  for  New  York,  with  18  first-class  and  13  steerage  passengers, 
and  2  new  members  of  the  crew  taken  on  while  in  this  port. 

Mortality,  week  ended  June  3,  1906:  Total  deaths,  260.  No  deaths 
creases  reported  for  yellow  fever  or  variola;  1  new  case  of  plague, 
and  1  death  from  the  same  cause.  At  the  end  of  the  week  there  were 
in  the  hospital  of  S^o  Sebastiao  9  cases  of  suspicious  illness  under 
observation,  but  no  case  of  well-defined  plague,  variola,  or  yellow 
fever. 

Week  ended  June  10, 1906:  No  vessels  left  this  port  for  ports  in  the 
United  States  or  its  colonial  possessions,  and  no  bills  of  health  were 
issued  by  the  American  consulate-general. 

Mortality,  week  ended  June  10, 1906:  Total  deaths,  292.  No  deaths 
were  caused  by  yellow  fever,  plague,  or  variola.     One  new  case  of 
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variola  was  reported.  At  the  close  of  the  week  there  were  in  the 
hospital  of  Sao  Sebastiao  12  cases  of  illness  of  a  suspicious  character, 
but  no  cases  of  any  well-defined  illness  of  the  types  mentioned. 

BRITISH   HONDURAS. 

Report  from  Belize^  fruit  port — Mosquitoes. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Cooke  reports  as  follows: 
Week  ended  June  28, 1906.  Present  oflScially  estimated  population, 
9,000;  general  sanitary  condition  of  this  port  and  the  surrounding 
country  during  the  week,  good.

Tbree  bllltt  gf  health  for  Panaman  port  were  visaed. 

Thti  ?^et'<md  case  of  yellow  fever  has  occurred  in  Limon.  A  Spaniard 
arrived  from  Habana  June  8,  remained  in  Limon  four  days,  and  went 
from  there  to  Zent  Junction,  a  railroad  station  23  miles  from  Limon. 
He  came  back  to  Limon  after  being  sick  four  days,  on  June  23,  slept 
ill  LiMion  that  night,  and  was  taken  to  the  hospital  next  day. 

I  saw  the  case  June  25,  and  diagnosed  it  yellow  fever,  which  was 
CDncmTPd  in  by  the  hospital  surgeon  and  city  physician.  The  patient 
i$  doing  well  and  will  probably  recover. 
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The  first  case,  which  was  in  Limon  four  days  before  being  carried  to 
the  hospital,  came  from  the  same  district  as  Zent  Junction.  A  sanitary- 
inspection  is  now  being  made  of  that  place,  together  with  efforts  to 
locate  the  infection. 

SUgomyia  present — Results  of  sanitary  campaign  against  mosquitoes. 

As  the  result  of  a  sanitary  campaign  instituted  against  mosquitoes 
more  than  a  year  ago  and  carried  out  by  destroying  or  screening  water 
tanks  and  barrels,  cleaning  up  back  yards,  filling  surface  depressions, 
etc.,  the  number  of  Stegomyia  was  reduced  to  almost  nil.  For  the 
last  few  months,  however,  they  have  begun  to  reappear,  though  not 
in  large  quantities. 

The  piei*s  at  which  the  fruit  vessels  load  and  unload  being  from 
1,000  to  1,500  feet  from  shore,  and  there  being  no  exposed  standing 
water  on  them,  are  free  from  the  presence  of  mosquitoes.

No  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  were  reported  during  the  week.  The 
last  case  reported  was  on  June  lU,  1906. 

Ten  cases  of  dengue  were  reported  during  the  week. 

In  reply  to  Bureau  letter  dated  June  26, 1906,  relative  to  the  case  of 
yellow  fev^er  reported  on  June  19,  the  address  of  which  was  given  as 
87  Esperanza  street,  which  was  only  the  residence  for  a  part  of  dajr 
when  discovered  and  was  given  to  avoid  fumigation  of  his  true  resi- 
dence at  Plaza  Vapores,  Galliano  and  Reina  streets,  and  requesting  to 
be  informed  if  this  latter  place  was  fumigated,  I  ascertained  that  one- 
half  the  block  on  Esperanza  street  was  fumigated  and  that  only  a 
small  portion  of  the  Plaza  Vapores  on  Reina  street  was  fumigated. 

From  Doctor  Finlay  I  had  learned  that  the  man  had  also  been  sleep- 
ing in  the  open,  on  the  counters  in  the  market,  which  is  prohibited 
bv  law,  so  that  the  authorities  must  have  traced  the  sleeping  place  of 
t6is  man  to  be  also  in  that  portion  of  the  square  which  was  fumigated 
by  them.  The  entire  square  of  Plaza  Vapores  or  Tacon  market  was 
not  fumigated. 

Report  from  Maiamas — Inspection  and  fumigation  of  vessels — Mala- 
rial  fever  on  steamship  Eiswich  Lodge — Precautionary  detention  of 
vessels. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nufiez  reports,  July  3,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  June  30,  1906.     Bills  of  health  granted  to  10  vessels 
bound  to   United  States  ports.      Of  these  the  British  barkentine 
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Persia  and  the  Spanish  steamship  Miguel  Oallart^  leaving  June  25  for 
Mobile  and  New  Orleans,  respectively,  and  the  Norwegian  steamship 
Hanaeat^  also  destined  to  New  Orleans,  the  latter  sailing  June  30, 
were  fumigated  under  my  supervision  during  the  past  week.  After 
the  time  of  exposure  had  expired  these  vessels  left  with  all  the  fumi- 
gated compartments  closed,  which  were  to  be  opened  only  at  sea,  in 
order  to  preclude  the  possibility'  of  reintroduction  of  mosquitoes  while 
lying  in  this  harbor. 

The  British  steamship  Elswich  Lodge^  originally  from  Tampico,  via 
Cardenas,  had  3  cases  of  malarial  fever  on  board  among  the  crew  after 
leaving  her  port  of  departure.  Two  of  these  eases  developed  at  Car- 
denas prior  to  sailing,  and  the  third  case  occurred  while  at  this  port. 
The  latter  case  showed  the  intermittent  type  of  malaria.  This  vessel 
cleared  June  30  for  New  York  direct,  all  the  crew  showing  normal 
temperature.  The  facts  in  regard  to  these  cases  were  stated  in  the 
bill  of  health  issued  by  this  office. 

The  barkentine  Persia  and  the  steamship  Elswich  Lodge  were  sub- 
jected to  precautionary  quarantine  by  the  Cuban  authorities  during 
their  stay  in  this  harbor.

Report  from  Progreso — Tdkno  fever  in  Merida — Inspection  and 
fumigation  of  vessels. 

Actinff  Assistant  Surgeon  Harrison  reports,  June  30,  as  follows: 
Period  from  June  23  to  June  30,  inclusive,  1906.  No  quarantina- 
ble  disease  was  reported  for  this  port.  In  Merida  there  were  from  10 
to  14  cases  of  yellow  fever  in  the  lazaretto  daily.  June  26  there  were 
4  deaths  in  the  hospital  from  yellow  fever.  The  number  of  suspects 
was  from  10  to  20  or  more  uncler  observation  at  one  time.  The  usual 
measures  are  being  taken  to  combat  the  disease,  but  the  fever  seems  to 
be  increasing. 

Six  steamers  were  dispatched,  with  233  in  crews  and  65  passengers. 
One  of  the  steamers  was  fumigated. 

PANAMA. 

Report  from  Colon — Inspection  of  vessels — Malarial  fever. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Mohr  reports,  June  26,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  June  25,  1906. — Vessels  cleared  for  ports  in  the  United 
'  States  and  granted  bills  of  health  as  follows: 

American  schooner  Miles  M,  Merry  for  Tampa,  June  15,  with  12 
crew  and  no  passengers;  living  quarters  and  holds  fumigated. 

British  steamship  Chelston  for  Boston,  via  Cartagena  and  Nica- 
raguan  ports,  June  16,  with  99  crew  and  no  passengers. 

American  steamship  Colon  for  New  York,  June  15,  with  103  crew 
and  142  passengers. 

British  steamship  La  Plata  for  New  York,  via  Kingston,  Jamaica, 
June  20,  with  172  crew  and  458  passengers  from  this  port  and  50  pas- 
sengers in  transit. 

American  steamship  AUianca  for  New  York,  June  21,  with  68  crew 
and  130  passengers. 

German  steamship  Prinz  Eitel  Friedrich  for  New  York,  via  Sa van- 
illa and  Santa  Marta,  with  93  crew  and  10  passengers. 

More  than  thirt}'^  days  have  elapsed  since  the  last  case  of  yellow 
fever  was  reported  in  Colon,  and  up  to  the  present  time  nothing  fur- 
ther of  a  suspicious  character  has  been  observed  by  the  health  officer 
in  the  town  or  in  the  hospitals  and  dispensaries.  Official  information 
of  a  case  of  yellow  fever  in  Limon  has  been  received  by  the  chief 
quarantine  officer,  and  a  quarantine  against  passengers  from  that  port 
has  been  established. 

Malarial  fever  is  on  the  increase  among  all  classes,  especially  the 
negroes,  and  all  cases  coming  under  the  observation  of  the  health  offi- 
cer or  presenting  at  the  dispensaries  and  the  hospital  are  carefully 
scrutinized.  All  cases  of  death  at  the  hospital  are  subjected  to  a  post- 
mortem examination,  special  attention  being  paid  to  pneumonia  and 
malarial  fever,  the  Latter  disease  being  made  the  subject  of  careful 
study.

PERU. 


Report  from  CaJlOfO — Plague  in  Peru — Plague  and  smallpox  at  Anto- 
fagasta — Summary  of  transactions  of  Service^  May^  1906, 

Assistant  Surgeon  Wightman  reports,  June  3  and  10,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  June  9,  1906.  There  were  no  transactions  at  this  sta- 
tion, excepting  1  vaccination.  One  case  of  plague  occurred  in  Lima, 
and  the  disease  as  reported  from  the  rest  of  the  country  appears  to  be 
correspondingly  light.  I  was  informed  by  Doctor  Arce,  director  de 
aalubndad,  that  vesterday  there  were  only  4  cases  reported  as  existing 
b  the  whole  of  Feru.  In  mv  last  report  plague  statistics  were  given 
as  from  May  14  to  May  31,  whereas  the  correct  dates  should  have  been 
from  Mav  24  to  May  31. 

There  have  been  no  further  cases  of  smallpox  reported  in  Lima  or 
Callao. 

Bills  of  health  of  steamship  Memphis^  received  to-day,  show  4  cases 
of  smallpox  and  four  of  plague  in  Antof agasta  in  two  weeks  previous 
to  May  29,  but  no  other  changes  of  note  in  (Chilean  ports. 
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Summary  of  transactions  in  May^  1906, 

Vessels  dispatched  for  ports  in  the  United  States  or  the  Republic 
of  Panama,  10,  of  which  8  were  fumigated  prior  to  departure.  There 
were  inspected  690  members  of  crews,  339  cabin  passengers,  and  162 
steerage.  The  effects  of  persons  bound  for  Ancon,  Canal  Zone,  or  for 
United  States  ports  were  inspected  and  passed  or  disinfected  under 
my  supervision,  the  effects  of  those  bound  for  ports  between  Callao 
and  Ancon  being  done  under  supervision  of  the  Peruvian  quarantine 
oflBcers.  Certificates  of  health  were  issued  to  138  persons  going  to 
Ancon;  9  persons  were  vaccinated,  and  1  received  a  certificate  of 
immunity  to  smallpox.  The  disinfection  of  6  bales  of  hides  for  New 
York  was  supervised. 

PHILIPPINE   ISLANDS. 

Report  from  Manila — Cholera  and  smallpox — Origin  of  cholera  infec- 
tion at  Manila — Inspection  of  vessels. 

Chief  Quarantine  Officer  Heiser  reports,  May  31,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  May  19, 1906.  Quarantinable  diseases  reported  for  the 
city  of  Manila,  as  follows:  Smallpox,  3  cases,  no  deaths;  cholera,  3 
cases,  3  deaths. 

During  the  same  period  cholera  was  reported  from  the  provinces, 
as  follows:  Province  of  Pampanga,  14  cases,  8  deaths;  province  of 
Cavite,  2  cases,  2  deaths;  total,  16  cases,  10  deaths. 

During  the  week  vessels  for  United  States  ports  were  treated,  as 
follows: 

On  May  15  the  British  steamship  THumph^  with  30  crew,  was 
gmnted  a  bill  of  health  for  lloilo  after  the  usual  inspection. 

On  May  15  the  American  steamship  Tremont^  with  142  crew  and  56 
passengers,  bound  for  Tacoma  via  China  and  Japan  ports,  was  granted 
a  bill  of  health.  Baggage  and  cargo  inspected  and  either  disinfected 
or  passed.  All  persons  on  board  were  inspected  at  the  hour  of  sailing. 
Cargo  certified,  2,054  packages. 

Week  ended  May  26, 1906.  Quarantinable  diseases  reported  for  the 
city  of  Manila  as  follows:  Smallpox,  2  cases,  no  deaths;  cholera,  1 
case,  1  death. 

During  the  week  cholera  was  reported  from  the  provinces  as  fol- 
lows: Province  of  Pampanga,  17  cases,  13  deaths;  province  of  Cavite, 
1  case,  1  death;  province  of  Rizal,  5  cases,  4  deaths;  total,  23  cases, 
18  deaths. 

It  is  believed  that  the  source  of  the  cholera  reinfection  which 
occurred  in  the  city  of  Manila  during  the  past  two  weeks  and  which 
was  reported  in  the  regular  report  for  the  week  ended  May  12,  1906, 
has  been  definitely  traced.  It  appears  that  at  the  Manila  and  Dagu- 
pan  railway  station  a  pail  system  was  maintained,  the  contents  of 
which  were  dumped,  contrary  to  law,  into  a  near-by  canal.  It  is 
believed  that  one  of  the  passengers  arriving  from  a  province  in  which 
cholera  is  present  used  one  of  the  pails  at  the  railroad  station  and  that 
his  dejecta  contained  cholera  spirilla.  The  first  cases  that  made  their 
appearance  occurred  among  persons  who  resided  on  the  streets  on 
each  side  of  the  canal.  A  bacteriological  examination  made  of  samples 
of  water  taken  at  several  places  near  to  the  place  where  the  fecal 
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contents  were  emptied  showed  that  cholera  organisms  were  undoubtedly 
present.  The  persons  who  contracted  cholera  in  all  probability  used 
this  canal  for  washing  purposes  and  thereby  indirectly  infected  their 
food. 

It  is  furthermore  believed  that  the  few  cases  which  occurred  in 
the  immediate  neighborhood,  but  not  on  the  streets  referred  to,  can 
be  accounted  for  b}^  assuming  that  some  Chinese  truck  gardeners 
gathered  some  of  the  fecal  matter  in  question  and  used  it  for  sprink- 
ling the  vegetables.  This  latter  assumption  is  strengthened  by  the 
fact  that  a  substance  which  strongly  resembled  human  fecal  matter 
was  found  in  the  sprinkling  cans  of  the  Chinese  gardeners.  The 
nuisance  was  immediately  abated,  and  after  a  heavy  rain  had  washed 
the  canal  clean  no  further  cases  of  cholera  occurred  along  the  streets 
in  question.  The  one  or  two  isolated  cases  which  have  occurred  since  in 
the  neighborhood  are  attributed  to  vegetable  infection. 

During  the  week  vessels  bound  for  United  States  ports  were  treated 
as  follows: 

On  May  21  the  U.  S.  army  transport  Sheridan^  with  173  crew  and 
628  passengers,  was  granted  a  bill  of  health  for  San  Francisco  via 
Nagasaki  and  Honolulu.  The  crew  and  steerage  passengers  were 
bathed  and  their  effects  and  baggage  disinfected.  Forecastles,  hos- 
pitals, troop  decks,  and  upper  decks  fumigated  with  sulphur  and 
washed  down  with  bichloride  solution.  All  persons  on  board  were 
inspected  immediately  prior  to  the  sailing  of  tne  vessel. 

On  May  24  the  British  steamship  /Sutner/and,  with  37  crew,  hemp 
laden,  was  granted  a  bill  of  health  to  San  Fmncisco  via  Iloilo,  after 
the  usual  inspection. 

On  May  26  the  British  steamship  Sungkiang.  with  67  crew,  was 
granted  a  supplemental  bill  of  healtn  to  Cebu  and  Iloilo.

The  aggregate  number  of  deaths  regis- 
tered from  all  causes  was  542,  including  measles  19,  diphtheria  5, 
enteric  fever  5,  scarlet  fever  2,  and  8  from  whooping  cough.

Report  front  Gnlfport^  Miss, — Sanitary  measures  adopted. 

Passed  Assistant  Sur^on  Amesse  reports,  July  9,  as  follows: 

On  representations  from  the  local  health  officer  and  the  Service  offi- 
cers in  (rulfport,  strongly  urging  the  immediate  cleaning  of  the  city, 
the  mayor  and  board  of  aldermen  have  issued  orders  to  this  effect  to 
all  property  owners,  and,  in  addition,  have  authorized  the  health  officer 
to  immediately  employ  a  sanitary  inspector  and  sufficient  force  of 
employees,  with  suitable  and  necessary  tmnsportation,  to  put  all  streets, 
alleys,  public  squares,  and  buildings  in  order  at  the  earliest  i>ossible 
date.  The  sanitary  inspector  will  also  make  house-to-house  visits  in 
the  two  districts  infected  with  yellow  fever  last  year,  reporting  all 
cases  of  illness  and  violations  of  the  city  ordinances  regarding  stag- 
nant water,  uncovered  wells,  unscreened  cisterns,  etc. 

During  the  week  there  have  been  no  new  cases  of  enteric  fever 
reported.  At  Mississippi  City,  a  suburban  town  of  about  1,000  inhab- 
itants, I  visited  5  cases,  aUo  examining  a  number  of  cases  of  malarial 
fever. 

I  shall  endeavor  to  personally  examine  every  febrile  case  in  this 
neighborhood.  The  profession  is  extending  every  courtesy  and  phy- 
sicians advise  me  daily  of  their  practice. 

During  the  past  week  a  disastrous  fire,  threatening  at  one  time  the 
whole  city,  destroyed  one  entire  block  of  buildings  and  at  the  same 
time  eliminated  the  most  insanitary  square  in  Guliport. 

The  sewage  system  is  being  rapidly  constructed  and  can  be  com- 
pleted by  September  1.

One  bill  of  health  for  a  Panaman  port  was  visaed. 

Suja/aary  of  transactions  and  sanitary  conditions. 

March  22  to  July  1,  1906: 

One  hundred  and  sixteen  vessels  bound  for  ports  of  the  United 
States  or  its  dependencies  were  inspected  and  given  bills  of  health. 
These  vessels  carried  crews  to  the  number  of  4,875,  transit  passengers 
462,  and  passengers  direct  from  this  port  1,032.  Since  June  20,  the 
day  on  which  the  first  case  of  yellow  fever  for  this  season  was  reported, 
eight  vessels  bound  for  southern  ports  were  fumigated  according  to 
special  regulations.  Twenty-eight  bills  of  health  for  Panaman  ports 
were  visaed,  as  requested  by  the  Panaman  Government. 

During  the  same  period  1  death  occurred  from  yellow  fever  in 
Limon. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  Limon  has  been  much  and  favorably 
commented  on  during  the  past  year.  My  report  of  1904  shows  the 
deplorable  condition  of  the  town  at  that  time  from  a  sanitary  point  of 
view  and  the  utter  indifference  of  the  authorities  to  these  conditions. 
The  report  of  1905  showed  an  awakening  to  the  necessity  of  sanitation, 
the  character  and  amount  of  work  done,  and  the  good  results  obtained. 
There  was  no  case  of  yellow  fever  in  or  around  the  port  during  that 
year. 

On  my  arrival  here,  March  21,  1906,  I  found  a  very  clean  town, 
with  very  few  mosquitoes.  These,  however,  soon  began  to  increase 
in  numbers,  and  I  was  baffled  in  my  search  for  their  breeding  places 
until  1  discovered  that  many  of  the  tanks  and  barrels  were  screened 
last  year  with  iron  wire  gauze  which  was  rapidly  rustinff  and  leaving 
holcji  for  the  inlet  of  mosquitoes.  On  other  premises  the  owners  had 
partly  removed  the  screens  or  were  using  barrels  without  screens. 

Concurrent  with  this  was  the  laxity  in  enforcing  quarantine  regu- 
lations, especiall}'  against  Colon  after  j  ellow  fever  was  declared  present 
in  that  port  (May  22).  Scores  of  passengers  from  Colon  were  admitted 
and  scattered  in  Limon  and  throughout  the  adjacent  country. 

On  June  16  an  American  came  from  near  Zent  Junction,  a  milroad 
station  22  miles  from  Limon;  was  in  Limon  four  days  when  he  was 
taken  to  the  hospital,  and  on  the  20th  the  case  was  diagnosed  yellow 
fever. 
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The  patient  died  June  21,  and  the  diagnosis  was  confirmed  at  necropsy. 
On  June  23  a  Spaniard  came  from  Zent  Junction  sick,  slept  in  a  board- 
ing house  in  Limon  that  night  and  was  taken  to  the  hospital  next  day. 
On  the  25th  the  case  was  pronounced  yellow  fever,  and  on  that  day  the 
room  he  had  used  in  Limon  was  fumigated.  This  case  has  gone  on  to 
convalescence. 

The  (^sta  Kican  Government  and  the  United  Fruit  Company  have 
each  sent  a  physician  to  Zent  Junction  to  trace,  and,  if  possible,  find 
the  focus  or  infection.     Their  reports  as  yet  are  negative. 

There  are  hundreds  of  nonimmunes  to  yellow  fever  in  Limon. 

More  than  one  half  of  the  vessels  clearing  from  this  port  are  fruiters 
bound  for  southern  ports,  and  as  such  are  subject  to  special  regulations 
issued  by  the  Service. 

Of  the  77  deaths  above  rej)orted  66  may  properly  be  charged  to 
Limon,  which  with  its  population  of  5,000  gives  an  annual  death  rate 
per  1,000  of  44.8.  During  the  same  period  in  1904  the  number  of 
deaths  was  73;  in  1905,  78.

Report  from  Yokohama — Inspection  of  vessels — Plague  rats  found  in 
Tokyo — System  of  ea^amination  of  rats  for  plaque  infection. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Gumming  reports,  June  19,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  June  16,  1906.     Bills  of  health  granted  after  inspec- 
tion to  5  steamships,  having  an  aggregate  personnel  of  552  members 
of  crews  and  921  passengers,  of  whom  248  were  bathed;  289  pieces  of 
baggage  were  disinfected. 
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Of  these  vessels  2  were  fumigated  and  cleaned  for  the  purpose  of 
destroying  vermin,  as  they  were  from  infected  ports  without  Amer- 
ican bill  of  health;  1  was  fumigated  with  sulphur  by  the  local  quar- 
antine authorities.  These  5  vessels  were  bound  to  Cebu,  Seattle,  New 
York,  San  Francisco,  or  Manila. 

Four  hundred  and  ninetv-six  would-be  steerage  passengers  were 
examined  with  reference  to  their  freedom  from  any  loathsome  or  danger- 
ous contagious  disease  contemplated  in  the  United  States  immigration 
laws,  and  of  these  91  were  recommended  for  rejection,  193  for  accept- 
ance, and  the  rest  to  be  held  for  diagnosis  or  treatment. 

Official  health  reports  show  Yokohama  to  continue  in  ^ood  sanitarv 
condition,  there  having  been  only  1  case  of  smallpox  during  the  week 
ended  June  3  and  none  during  the  week  ended  June  10,  1906. 

An  occasional  plague-infected  rat  continues  to  be  found  by  the 
authorities  in  Tokyo,  1  having  been  found  June  13  in  a  warehouse  in 
that  city.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Doctor  Shiba3^ama,  who  is  chief 
assistant  to  Doctor  Kitasato  at  the  imperial  institute  for  infectious 
diseases,  and  who  is  chief  of  the  central  board,  etc.,  for  Tokyo,  I  have 
had  an  opportunity  to  study  the  extremely  thorough  and  efficient 
methods  adopted  to  fight  plague  in  that  great  city.  There  is  a  stand- 
ing offer  of  5  sen  (2i  cents  gold)  for  every  rat,  dead  or  alive,  delivered 
to  any  police  box  in  the  citv.  Upon  delivery  the  policeman  gives  a 
ticket  tor  the  money,  payable  at  the  nearest  police  station;  he  then 
ties  to  the  rat  a  wooa  label  showing  at  what  place  it  was  found  and 
drops  the  rat  into  a  covered  tin  box,  and  each  day  a  wagon  collects 
these  boxes  and  carries  them  to  the  central  station  or  to  a  new  branch 
near  'Hondo.  The  rats  are  laid  in  rows  on  long  tables  and  opened  by 
assistants,  and  blood  smears  from  the  spleen  or  heart  are  taken,  there 
being  8  smears  from  a  row  on  each  slide;  these  are  fixed  by  flame, 
stained  with  gentian-violet,  and  examined,  there  being  4  principal  and  5 
assistant  physicians  at  the  central  station  for  this  work.  Shoula  plague- 
like bacilli  be  found,  the  rat  corresponding  to  the  slide  is  taken  and 
from  the  wood  label  placed  on  it  by  the  policeman  the  house  from  which 
it  came  is  found,  ana  proper  and  thorough  measures  are  at  once  taken 
to  thoroughly  clean  tne  premises,  and  if  necessary  the  whole  block  is 
surrounded  by  a  galvanized  fence  to  prevent  egress  of  rats,  and  a  cor- 
don is  used  to  iscuate  the  square. 

From  9,000  to  10,000  rats  per  day  are  caught  and  examined.  Essen- 
tially the  same  method  is  used  in  this  city,  but  no  infected  rats  have 
been  reported  for  many  months.  «

Summary  of  typhus  fever  in  City  of  Mexico, — The  following  infor- 
mation 18  received  from  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Hamilton  at  El 
Pikso,  Tex.,  under  date  of  July  6: 

[From  offlciAl  press  reports.] 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  typhus  epidemic  in  October,  1905,  to 
June  3(),  1906,  there  has  been  a  total  of  4,174  cases  and  992  deaths  from 
the  disease  in  the  Federal  District,  which  practically  means  the  City  of 
Mexico. 

Report  from    Veracruz — Inspection  of  vessels — Sanitary    conditions 
gifod — Mosquitoes  prevalent. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Frick  reports,  July  9,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  July  7, 1906. 

July  3:  Fumigated  and  passed  the  British  steamship  Nyanza^  bound 
for  New  Orleans,  with  29  m  the  crew;  vessel  sails  in  ballast. 

Julv  4:  Fumigated  and  passed  the  British  steamship  Floridian^ 
bouna  for  New  Orleans,  with  44  in  the  crew  and  10  first-class  passen- 
gers; vessel  sails  in  a  partial  general  car^o. 

Julv  6.  Inspected  and  passed  the  American  steamship  Merida^  bound 
for  New  York  via  Progreso  and  Habana,  with  129  in  the  crew;  93 
first-class,  and  83  second-class,  or  steerage,  passengers.  Vessel  sails 
in  general  cargo. 

The  sanitary  situation  may  be  said  to  be  most  favorable,  particularly 
so  when  considered  comparatively  with  other  years.  We  are  now 
having  the  first  occasional  rains  of  the  rainy  season.  Stegomyiu  and 
Anopheles  are  gradually  becoming  more  noticeable.

The  crew  of  steamship  Dictator^  upon  arrival  here  and  before  load- 
ing fruit  in  Rama  (Nicaragua),  were  vaccinated.  Vessel  ordered  to 
New  Orleans.  The  marine  medical  inspector  of  Louisiana  State  board 
of  health  transferred  from  steamship  Corinto^  bound  for  Mobile,  to 
Dictator^  without  landing. 
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The  British  steamship  Chehton^  from  Cartagena,  Colombia,  arrived 
here  June  25;  did  not  actually  enter  the  harbor.  The  master  came 
ashore  to  request  a  bill  of  health  for  Boston  and  for  a  physician.  He 
reported  half  the  personnel  of  his  ship  ill.  Usuall}^  the  mahogany 
steamers  are  not  boarded;  the  agent  sends  out  a  bill  of  health,  secured 
under  provisions  of  paragraph  3,  page  14,  of  the  National  Quarantine 
Regulations.  I  went  out  to  the  vessel  and  found  one-third  of  the  crew 
ill  with  malarial  tertian  fever,  also  12  of  the  loading  crew.  I  made 
note  to  that  effect  on  the  bill  of  health.  Of  the  laboring  or  loading 
crew  there  were  08  in  all,  taken  aboard  at  Inagua,  West  Indies,  to  be 
returned  there  on  the  steamer's  return  trip  bound  for  Boston.

No  further  eases  of  yellow  fever  have  been  reported  since  the  case  on 
May  22.  Malarial  fever  is  on  the  increase.  Large  numbers  of  negroes 
continue  to  arrive  from  the  West  India  Islands,  especially  Barbados, 
and  shortly  after  their  arrival  are  found  crowding  the  hospitals  and 
dispensaries  with  cases  of  malarial  fever.  Anopheles  mosquitoes  now 
infest  the  town  in  swarms  and  as  a  result  malaria  is  quite  prevalent 
among  the  white  population.  I  have  noticed  that  those  who  adhere 
rigorously  to  the  prophylactic  use  of  quinine  remain  comparatively, 
if  not  entirely,  free  from  the  disease.

Chief  Quarantine  Officer  Heiser  reports,  June  2  and  14,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  June  2,  1906.  Quarantinable  diseases  were  reported 
for  the  city  of  Manila  as  follows:  Smallpox,  1  case,  no  deaths;  cholera, 
1  case,  1  death. 

During  the  same  period  cholera  was  reported  for  the  provinces  as 
follows:  Province  of  Rizal,  1  case,  no  deaths;  Mariveles  Quarantine 
Station,  on  vessel,  1  case,  1  4eath;  total,  2  cases,  1  death. 

If  the  quarantine  which  is  imposed  upon  outgoing  vessels  needed 
any  justification  it  was  furnished  b}*  a  vessel  that  was  bound  last  week 
from  Manila  to  the  provinces.  The  schooner  Florence  S.^  which  sailed 
from  here  May  25, 1906,  developed  a  case  of  cholera  while  undergoing* 
her  quarantine  detention.  The  case  was  immediately  isolated,  passen- 
gers and  crew  were  bathed,  and  their  effects  disinfected.  The  water 
supply  of  the  ship  was  pumped  out,  tanks  were  disinfected,  and  fresh 
water  of  known  purity  was  furnished.  Food  stuffs  which  were  likely 
to  harbor  the  cholera  organism  were  destroyed.  To  the  short  period 
of  time  which  elapsed  between  the  occurrence  of  the  case  and  the  time 
of  disinfection  may  be  attributed  the  fact  that  no  further  cases  occurred. 
The  detection  in  this  case  was  most  fortunate,  because  the  vessel  was 
bound  for  the  southern  islands,  to  ports  where  no  medical  officers  are 
available,  and  if  the  case  had  been  taken  ashore  in  all  probability  a 
serious  outbreak  would  have  started,  the  extent  of  which  might  easily 
have  become  alarming. 

The  case  of  cholera  terminated  fatally,  and  the  diagnosis  was  con- 
firmed by  necropsy. 

During  the  week  vessels  cleared  for  United  States  ports  as  follows: 

On  May  29  the  American  schooner  Churchill^  with  10  crew,  was 
granted  a  bill  of  health  for  South  Bend,  Wash.,  after  the  usual 
inspection. 

On  June  2  the  British  steamship  Tsinan^  with  69  crew  and  10  pas- 
sengers, en  route  from  Yokohama  to  Zamboanga,  was  granted  a  sup- 
plemental bill  of  health. 

On  June  2  the  British  steamship  Crown  of  Castile^  with  43  crew 
and  5  passengers,  en  route  from  Singapore  to  New  York,  was  granted 
a  supplemen^l  bill  of  health  after  inspection.

Etperimental  transrnissiar^  of  Rocky  Mountain  Spotted  Fever  by  means 

of  the  tick, 

PRELIMINARY  NOTE.

[DetAiled  April  19, 1906,  by  the  Surgeon-General  t3  investigate  the  disease  in  Montana.] 

The  belief  that  spotted  fever  was  caused  by  a  piroplasma,  a  genus 
of  organisms  carriea  by  ticks,  and  the  coincidence  of  the  season  of  prev- 
alence of  the  fever  with  that  in  which  the  ticks  are  found,  suggested 
to  Wilson  and  Chowning  the*  possibility  that  the  tick  was  the  agent 
concerned  in  the  transmission  of  the  dbease. 

The  theory  was  extremely  difficult  of  either  proof  or  disproof,  the 
fatality  being  too  great  to  justify  experimentation  with  human  sub- 
jects, and  until  the  present  season  none  of  the  lower  animals  were 
shown  to  be  susceptible  to  the  infection. 

During  the  spring  of  1906,  guinea  pigs  and  monkeys  were  proved  to 
he  susceptible  to  spotted  fever  by  direct  inoculation  with  blood  from 
patients.  The  typical  fatal  disease  was  repeatedly  produced  by  Rick- 
etts  and  by  ravseif,  and  I  am  still  continuing  the  disease  from  one 
animal  to  another. 

To  prove  or  disprove  tick  infection  now  seemed  possible,  and  with 
this  iaea  in  view,  I  placed  1  male  and  3  female  ticks  (Dermaceiitor  occi- 
dentalis)  on  a  guinea  pig  suffering  with  spotted  fever.  They  remained 
until  removed  after  the  death  of  the  animal  two  and  one-half  days 
later.    The  female  ticks  were  but  slightly  enlarged. 

These  ticks  were  taken  to  the  Hygienic  Lalx)ratory,  Washington, 
D.  C.,  the  male  dying  in  transit.       • 

Nine  days  after  removal  from  the  first  guinea  pig,  the  remaining 
female  ticks  were  placed  upon  a  healthy  guinea  pig.  One  was  killed 
by  the  guinea  pig.  The  otners  remained  until  tney  dropped  off  alter 
6ve  days.  Three  days  later  the  guinea  pig  began  to  show  symptoms. 
It  developed  the  same  clinical  picture  as  those  animals  inoculated 
directly  with  infectious  blood.  There  was  fever,  emaciation,  enlarge- 
ment of  the  scrotum,  very  marked  hemorrhagic  eruption  on  skin  of 
scrotum,  ears,  feet,  and  hack.  At  death  two  hemorrhagic  spjots  on 
the  scrotum  were  becoming  gangrenous.  The  tick-infected  pig  had 
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been  kept  in  a  separate  cage,  and  at  no  time  was  in  any  contac.t  with 
other  animals  having  spotted  fever.  A  guinea  pig  was  inoculated  with 
the  heart's  blood  from  the  tick-infected  pig.  It  has  sickened^  and 
apparently  will  develop  the  disease. 

Whether  the  transference  was  mechanical,  or  whether  the  infecting 
organism  must  undergo  a  c^cle  of  development  remains  to  be  deter- 
mmed,  and  will  be  the  subject  of  further  experiments.  However,  it 
seems  conclusive  that  the  tick  is  capable,  under  certain  circumstances, 
of  conveying  the  infection  from  gmnea  pig  to  guinea  pig,  whether  the 
transmission  be  mechanical  or  biological. 

This  fact  is  the  first  positive  experimental  evidence  in  favor  of  the 
tick  theory  and  reopens  the  question  of  this  method  of  infection  in 
man.  At  least  it  deserves  the  serious  consideration  of  people  living 
within  infected  territory.

3  steamers.  There  were  inspected  6  vessels,  596  crew  and  393  steer- 
t^  passengers,  and  there  were  disinfected  Q^  pieces  of  baggage. 
Vaccination  certificates  were  issued  to  97  persons  bound  to  the  United 
States,   and  1  immigrant  per  steamship  Minnesota  to  Seattle   was 
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examined  and  passed.  One  case  of  elevated  temperature,  a  saloon  boy 
on  board  the  steamstiip  Minnesota^  was  noted  on  the  bill  of  heaHb  of 
that  vessel.  * 

There  were  323  steerage  passengers  en  route  to  France  on  the 
steamship  Laos^  via  Manila^  whose  bagea^  was  not  disinfected,  as 
they  were  soldiers  and  sailors  transferred  direct  from  the  French  fleet 
without  landing  in  Shanghai,  each  of  whom  was  provided  with  a 
certificate  of  recent  vaccination  by  the  surgeon  of  the  ship  from 
which  he  came.

The  port  appears  to  be  almost  entirely  free  from  quaitrntinable 
disease,  except  leprosy,  .of  which  no  statistics  are  kept,  and  a  few 
lingering  cases  of  smallpox  among  the  natives.

July  7,  1906,  included,  to  July  14,  1906: 

No  yellow  fever  has  appeared  in  Progreso  and  no  other  quarantin- 
able  disease,  except  one  case  of  confluent  smallpox  found  on  board  the 
Mexican  steamshif)  Sonera  from  Tampico.  The  case  was  removed 
from  the  ship  while  at  anchorage  at  some  distance  from  shore  and 
carried  in  a  small  boat  direct  to  the  lazaretto,  and  did  not  enter  the 
town.  I  am  informed  that  the  ship  was  then  thoroughly  disinfected. 
Merida  still  reports  continuance  of  the  yellow  fever,  but  with  a 
smallei*  number  of  new  cases  during  the  past  week,  so  that  the  disease 
appears  to  be  under  control.

Report  from  Colon — Smallpox — Mortality  during  month  ofJune^  1906. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Mohr  reports,  July  10,  as  follows: 

Seven  cases  of  smallpox  were  discovered  on  July  9  and  10  by  the 
sanitary  inspectors  in  2  houses  occupied  by  negroes  and  natives  in  the 
heart  of  the  city.  The  cases  were  in  different  stages  when  found,  from 
convalescent  to  the  acute  pustular  stage.  The  history  of  the  cases 
shows  that  the  first  case  was  that  of  a  child  that  had  been  brought 
from  Cartagena  more  than  a  month  ago,  the  child  having  shown  3 
good  vaccination  scars  on  passing  quarantine.  This  child  had  been  in 
Colon  fully  a  month  before  the  disease  appeared,  and  when  found  was 
in  the  desquamative  stage.  The  next  cases  were  4  adults  in  the  pus- 
tular stage  and  were  pursuing  their  usual  avocations,  at  no  time  com- 
plaining of  being  ill.  A  search  of  the  surrounding  premises  brought 
lorth  2  more  cases,  both  children,  one  entirely  recovered  and  the  other 
in  the  pustular  stage,  showing  no  further  symptoms.  The  first  child 
above  referred  to  was  the  source  of  the  other  cases,  and  the  assump- 
tion is  that  the  infection  was  brought  by  means  of  clothing.  Vigor- 
ous measures  have  been  adopted  to  check  the  spread  of  the  disease. 
The  inhabitants  of  Colon  have  been  nearly  all  vaccinated,  as  have  all 
new  arrivals  on  the  Isthmus  during  the  past  two  years. 

During  the  month  of  June  86  deaths  were  officially  reported  in  Colon 
and  Cristobal  from  the  following  causes:  Malaria,  24;  pneumonia, 
22;  dysentery,  6;  tuberculosis,  0;  tetanus,  1;  pyaemia,  2;  toxaemia,  1; 
tilariasis,  1;  cerebral  hemorrhage,  1;  cerebral  abscess,  1;  coma,  1; 
heart  disease,  2;  broncho-pneumonia,  1;  dyspncea,  1;  asphyxia,  1; 
abscess  of  liver,  1;  diarrhea,  1;  nephritis,  2;  puerperal  hemorrhage, 
1;  traumatic  shock,  1;  burns,  1;  drowned,  2;  stillbirths,  4;  unknown,  2. 

Of  these  only  2  were  white  men,  1  from  malarial  fever  and  1  found 
drowned.

9,  whooping  cough  14,  and  22  from  diarrhea.  The  deaths  from  all 
causes  correspond  to  an  annual  rate  of  11.7  per  1,000.  In  Greater 
London  1,495  deaths  were  registered.  In  the  '*  outer  ring"  the  deaths 
included  5  from  diphtheria,  8  from  measles,  2  from  scarlet  fever,  and 
2  from  whooping  cough. 

Irtlnmi. — The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  June  30,  1906,  in  the  21  principal 
town  districts  of  Ireland  was  15.4  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
which  is  estimated  at  1,093,959.  The  lowest  rate  was  recorded  in 
Drogheda,  viz,  4.1,  and  the  highest  in  Armagh,  viz,  14.5  per  1,000. 
In  Dublin  and  suburbs  125  deaths  were  registered,  including  enteric 
fever  2,  whooping  cough  1,  and  30  from  tuberculosis.

AFRICA. 

Report  from  Algiers — Typhus  feoer  at  Bona  extinct. 

Consul  Johnston  reports,  June  30,  as  follows: 

The  outbreak  of  typhus  fever  at  Bona,  reported  June  10,  was 
promptly  stamped  out.  The  prison  in  which  the  outbreak  occurred 
was  evacuated  and  disinfected.  Only  1  case  proved  fatal.  The  dis- 
ease is  believed  to  have  completely  disappearea. 


Report  from  Cape  Town- 


-Examination  of  rodents  fo^*  plague  infection 
at  East  London. 


The  following  is  received  from  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  the 
Colony,  under  date  of  June  8,  1906: 

East  London. — Week  ended  June  16,  1906:  95  rodents,  of  which  9 
were  found  dead,  bacteriologically  examined.  No  plague  infection 
found. 

ARGENTINA. 

Report  from  Buenos  Ayres — Medical  conference  called  to  study  Uprosy 
and  to  formulate  measures  for  coinhating  the  disease — Summary  of 
smallpox  and  statistics  of  vaccination. 

Charff^  d'affaires  ad  interim  White  reports,  June  14,  as  follows: 
The  development  in  the  littoral  provinces  of  leprosy  has  assumed 
such  proportions  that  the  national  government  has  seen  fit  to  call  a 
special  medical  conference  to  study  the  disease  and  to  suggest  meas- 
ures for  combating  it. 

Smallpox  has  been  prevalent  in  a  large  part  of  the  countr3\  In  the 
northern  provinces,  notably  Corrientes,  it  has  been  extensively  epi- 
demic. In  the  capital  it  has  spread  unchecked  from  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  and  with  remarkable  rapidity  during  the  four  months  from 
February  to  May.  The  following  figures  are  furnished  by  the  public 
health  service  of  the  city:

Rirportfrom  Rio  de  Janeiro — Inspection  ofvesndn — Plague  and  small- 
pox— No  yellow  fefcev present — Improved  sanitary  conditions. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  June  21  and  28,  as 
follows: 

Week  ended  the  24th  instant.  No  vessels  left  this  port  requiring 
inspection,  nor  were  any  bills  of  health  issued  by  the  American  con- 
sulate-general. 

M(rrta/ity.—Week  ended  June  17,  1906.  Total  deaths,  263.  No 
deaths  from  yellow  fever,  plague,  or  variola.  There  were  no  cases  re- 
ported of  either  yellow  fever  or  plague  during  the  week,  but  1  case 
of  variola  was  reported.  At  the  end  of  the  week  there  were  no  cases 
of  yellow  fever,  plague,  or  variola  in  the  Hospital  SSo  SebastiSo;  13 
cases  regarded  as  suspicious  were  under  observation. 

There  have  been  no  cases  or  deaths  caused  by  yellow  fever  for  more 
than  three  weeks  in  this  citv,  no  plague  for  a  few  days  over  two  weeks, 
and  but  2  cases  of  variola  during  the  past  two  weeks,  with  no  deaths 
from  this  disease. 

During  the  week  ended  the  17th  instant  the  following-named  vessels 
left  this  port  for  United  States  ports,  were  inspected  and  received 
bills  of  health  from  this  consulate-general.  On  the  11th  instant  the 
British  steamship  Italian  Pnnce  for  New  York  with  a  cargo  of  coffee, 
no  passengers  or  any  class  from  here,  and  with  no  change  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  crew,  and  on  the  IGth  instant  the  British  steamship 
Tere7ice^  with  a  cargo  of  coffee  for  New  York,  16  steemge  and  8  tirst- 
class  passengers  from  this  port  for  its  port  of  destination. 

Mortality, — Week  ended  June  24,  1906.  Total  deaths  during  the 
week,  227.  Plague  caused  1  death,  with  4  new  cases.  No  cases  or 
deaths  from  yellow  fever  or  from  variola. 

At  the  close  of  the  week  there  were,  in  the  Hospital  S^o  Seba.stijlo, 
2  cases  of  plague,  no  cases  of  yellow  fever  or  of  variola,  and  5  cases  of 
dospicious  illness  under  observation. 

This  is  the  fifth  week  since  there  has  been  a  case  or  death  from  yel- 
low fever,  a  condition  not  prevailing  here  for  many  years.  The  city 
is  freer  from  mosquitoes  of  all  varieties  than  it  has  ever  been  known 
to  be. 
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This  is  the  midwinter  season,  but  as  the  thermometer  in  the  city 
never  falls  below  20^  C.  at  night,  there  is  no  reason  why  mosquitoes 
should  be  injured  by  the  temperature.  The  board  of  health  under 
the  management  and  direction  of  Doctor  Cruz,  the  director-general 
of  public  health  of  the  Repufblic,  has  done  most  efficient  work. 

Report  from  Bahia — Summary  of  plague. 

Consul  Morawetz  reports,  July  5,  as  follows: 

Cases  of  bubonic  plague  at  Bahia  from  January  1  to  July  5,  1906: 
January,  5  cases,  3  deaths;  February,  23  cases,  16  deaths;  March,  27 
cases,  28  deaths;  April,  12  cases,  6  deaths;  May,  7  cases,  2  deaths; 
June,  9  cases,  9  deatns;  total,  83  cases;  64  deaths. 

The  last  death  occurred  on  June  28,  and  the  last  new  case  developed 
July  2,  1906.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Frick  reports,  July  16,  as  follows: 

July  9:  Inspected  and  passed  the  Austrian  steamship  Pecine^  bound 
for  a  port  in  the  United  States  via  Cienfuegos,  with  24  in  the  crew; 
vessel  sails  in  ballast  and  was  fumigated  prior  to  departure  under 
sui>ervision  of  the  Cuban  medical  officer. 

July  10:  Inspected  and  passed  the  Norwegian  steamship  City  of 
Mexico^  bound  for  New  Orleans  via  Mexican  ports,  with  20  in  the  crew; 
vessel  sails  in  the  remains  of  an  American  cargo.  Inspected  and 
passed  the  American  schooner  Gertrude  A.  BartUtt^  bound  for 
Mobile,  with  7  in  the  crew;  vessel  sails  in  ballast. 

Julv  12:  Inspected  and  passed  the  British  steamship  Edenhall,, 
bound  for  a  port  in  the  United  States  via  Cardenas,  Cuba,  with  24  in 
the  crew;  vessel  sails  in  ballast.  Inspected  and  passed  the  American

Ne^c  cases  of  s^nallpox. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Mohr  reports,  July  16  and  18,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  July  15, 1906.  Vessels  cleared  for  ports  in  the  United 
States  and  were  granted  bills  of- health  as  follows: 

American  steamship  Advance  for  New  York,  July  6,  with  64  crew 
and  80  passengers. 

German  steamship  Virginia  for  New  York,  via  Santa  Marta,  July  8, 
with  82  crew  and  8  passengers. 

American  steamship  Panama  for  New  York,  July  11,  with  103  crew 
and  76  passengers. 

British  steamship  Indianajnilis  for  a  port  in  the  United  States,  via 
Caibarien,  Cuba,  July  11,  with  25  crew  and  no  passengers;  holds  and 
living  quarters  fumigated. 

Spanish  steamship  Mamid  Calvo  for  Ponce,  P.  R.,  July  12,  with  124 
crew  and  30  passengers  from  this  port  and  50  in  transit. 

British  steamship  Gretavale  for  a  port  in  the  United  States,  via  Morro 
Castle,  Cuba,  July  13,  with  25  crew  and  no  passengers;  holds  and  living 
quarters  fumigated. 

Norwegian  steamship  Frey  for  a  port  in  the  United  States,  via  Dai- 
quiri, Cuba,  July  14,  with  25  crew  and  no  passengers;  holds  and  living 
quarters  fumigated. 

American  schooner  A,  M,  Stammer  for  Pascagoula,  July  14,  with  8 
crew  and  no  passengers;  holds  and  living  quarters  fumigated. 

Owinff  to  the  increase  in  malarial  fever  and  the  abundance  of 
Anop/teJes  mosquitoes,  cases  of  this  disease  are  becoming  more  fre- 
quent among  the  crews  of  vessels  lying  at  the  docks  in  this  port.  Five 
cases  occurred  on  board  the  steamship  Gretavah\  3  cases  on  the 
schooner  A.  M.  Stammer^  and  1  case  on  the  steamship  Frey;  all  were 
of  the  tertian  type  and  yielded  to  quinine  treatment. 

Since  the  first  cases  of  smallpox  were  discovered  on  the  9th  instant 
13  new  cases  have  developed  from  the  original  focus.  These  bring 
the  total  to  20  cases,  all  of  which,  with  a  number  of  contacts,  have 
been  isolated  in  a  temporary  camp.  A  cordon  has  been  placed  around 
the  infected  area  where  all  suspects  have  been  vaccinated  and  held  to 
complete  the  period  of  incubation  after  the  disinfection  of  all  sus- 
pected houses  is  accomplished.  A  general  vaccination  will  be  insti- 
tuted as  soon  as  a  suppl}^  of  vaccine  can  be  obtained. 

July  18:  New  cases  of  smallpox  continue  to  appear  among  the 
negroes  living  in  the  infected  area.  On  the  16th  instant  6  cases  were 
found  among  those  quarantined  in  the  infected  district,  and  6  aises 
have  developed  among  the  contacts  isolated  in  the  camp.     The  infected 
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district  is  very  densely  populated,  as  inanv  as  140  people  having  been 
found  inhabiting  two  or  three  houses.  A  large  number  have  been  vac- 
cinated, and  as  soon  as  a  sufficient  supply  of  vaccine  matter  is  received 
a  general  vaccination  will  be  instituted;  Thus  far  there  have  been  no 
deaths  fl'om  the  disease,  and  among  the  cases  no  deaths  are  expected 
to  occur,  the  disease  running  a  very  mild  course. 

No  yellow  fever  has  been  reported  since  the  case  which  occurred  on 
May  22,  and  nothing  of  a  suspicious  nature  has  been  observed. 

PERSIA. 

Report  from   Teheran — Status  of  plague  in  Seistan — Conditions 

impnyt^ed. 

The  following  is  received  from  the  sanitary  council  of  the  Persian 
Empire,  under  date  of  July  2: 

During  the  week  ended  June  30  only  1  death,  with  no  new  cases, 
was  reported  in  the  province  of  Seistan,  where  the  disease  has  been 
reported  present  since  November  15,  1905.  There  remain  only  15  old 
cases,  considered  cured,  in  5  villages.  Plague  has  disappeared  from 
20  villages  in  which  it  was  prevalent. 

PERU. 

Report  from  Callao — Inspect imi  of  vessels — Pla</ue  in  Peru — Plague 
and  synallpfKT  in  Chile — (hitgoing  quarantine  by  Peruvian  authori- 
ties suspeiuled — Disinfection  of  baggage  continued  by  Service, 

Assistant  Surgeon  Wightman  reports,  June  24  and  26  and  July  2, 
as  follows: 

Week  ended  June  23,  1906.  The  British  steamship  Peru  was  dis- 
patched on  June  23  for  Ancon,  Canal  Zone,  with  general  cargo,  51 
cabin  passengers,  30  steerage  passengers,  and  2  new  members  of  crew 
from  this  port. 

On  account  of  the  improved  condition  of  the  plague  here  and  in 
Lima,  the  Pemvian  health  authorities  suddenly  suspended  all  outgoing 
quarantine  and  closed  the  station  for  disinfection  of  baggage  on  the 
22d  instant.  For  this  reason  it  was  impossible  to  properly  disinfect 
the  effects  of  passengers  embarking  on  the  steamship  7Vr//,  and  this 
vessel  left  with  condition  noted  on  ner  bill  of  health. 

Callao  remains  apparently  free  from  plague  and  there  has  not  been 
any  case  reported  in  Lima  since  that  of  the  6th  instant,  mentioned  in 
xr\y  report  for  the  week  ended  June  9. 

Bills  of  health  from  Iquique  show  the  epidemic  of  smallpox  still 

§  resent.     Those  from  Antofagasta  show  14  cases  of  smallpox  with  2 
eaths  and  18  cases  of  plague  with  2  deaths  during  the  two  weeks 
prior  to  June  16. 

June  26:  The  Peruvian  sanitary  department  will  continue  to  fumi- 
gate all  vessels  from  Chilean  ports  on  arrival  at  Ilo  or  Mollendo  and 
those  from  Ecuadorian  ports  at  Paita  as  formerl}-,  but  no  work  will 
be  done  on  vessels  going  out  from  Callao. 

The  establishment  for  disinfection  of  baggage,  on  which  I  have 
depended  for  that  part  of  my  work,  was  closed  and  the  employees 
were  dislmnded. 
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Through  the  courtesy  of  Dr.  Julian  Arce,  director  de  salu6ridad, 
and  of  Dr.  Castro  Gutierrez,  chief  of  the  department  in  Callao,  the 
disinfection  station  has  been  reopened  for  use  when  required  by  me, 
and  that  without  expense  to  the  steamship  companies.  Doctor  Arce 
merely  stipulating  that  these  companies  shall  recognize  it  as  a  favor 
bv  making  a  written  request  for  the  use  of  the  station  in  each  case. 
Hence  it  nas  been  made  possible  for  me  to  continue  the  work  in  the 
same  manner  as  before. 

There  has  been  no  case  of  plague,  either  in  man  or  animal,  reported 
in  Callao  since  March  26,  but  as  there  was  a  case  in  Lima  on  the  6th 
instant  and  as  dead  rodents,  some  of  which  are  proved  to  be  plague 
infected,  are  still  being  found  in  that  city,  I  consider  it  too  early  for 
us  to  suspend  operations. 

During  the  week  ended  June  30,  1906,  the  only  vessel  disoatched 
bv  this  oflBce  was  the  German  steamship  Anuhis^  which  left  June  27 
for  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  with  general  cargo  and  a  total  personnel  of 
84,  of  whom  I  new  member  of  crew,  9  cabin,  and  6  steerage  passen- 
gers were  from  this  port. 

A  new  case  of  plague  developed  in  Lima  on  June  30,  and  has  been 
oflScially  confirmed,  making  2  cases  for  that  month.  The  latest  report 
receivecl  by  courtesy  of  the  director  de  s^lubridad  states  as  below:

The  director  de  salubridad  informs  me  that  he  considers  Paita  the 
most  dangerous  loc^ation  in  Peru  as  regards  plague  at  the  present  time, 
not  so  much  on  account  of  the  actual  number  of  cases  as  on  account  of 
bad  local  conditions.  He  is  making  an  effort  to  have  a  part  of  the  town 
destroyed  by  fire. 

The*  Peruvian  sanitary  department  will  continue  to  fumigate  such 
vessels  leaving  Callao  as  have  lain  at  a  wharf  without  precautions 
against  the  ingress  of  rats. 

Bills  of  health  from  Chilean  ports  do  not  show  any  material  changes. 

PORTO   RICO. 


Report  from  San  Juan — Malarial  fever  on  U.  S.  S.  Columbia. 

Chief  Quarantine  Oflicer  Foster  reports,  July  16,  as  follows: 
The  U.  S.  S.  Columbia^  from  Santo  Domingo  and  Panama,  arrived 
at  this  port  on  July  14, 1906,  with  several  companies  of  marines,  among 
which  there  were  174  cases  of  malarial  fever,  contracted  while  in  camp 
on  the  Canal  Zone.  In  view  of  the  ports  of  departure,  1  refused  to 
pve  them  pratique  without  disinfection  of  vessel  and  five  days'  deten- 
tion of  personnel.  In  pursuance  of  the  advice  given  by  this  office  and 
bv  their  own  medical  corps,  the  vessel  was  ordered  by  the  Navy 
liepartment  to  proceed  to  Boston,  Mass.,  for  which  port  she  departed 
this  afternoon.

Report  fro^m  Gulf  port  ^  Miss. — Sanitary  conditions  satisfactory. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Amesse  reports,  July  30,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  July  28,  1906.  The  sanitary  squad  has  continued  its 
effective  work,  eradicating  many  foci  of  enteric  infection  and  com- 
pelling property  owners  to  keep  their  premises  free  from  debris  of 
every  kind.  Several  new  cases  of  enteric  fev^r  were  reported.  Half 
the  population  are  unprovided  with  the  proper  means  for  the  disposal 
of  waste. 

As  far  as  a  most  careful  survey  can  determine,  there  is  no  sickness 
of  a  suspicious  character  in  Gulf  port  or  Mississippi  City,  The  encamp- 
ment of  the  National  Guard  of  Mississippi  was  concluded  Julv  26. 
The  hospital  report  showed  few  admissions  and  no  deaths.  Malarial 
cases  were  reported. 

Disinfection  of  schooner  Joseph  G,  Ray  at  Galveston^  Tex.  ^  for  tuber- 
culosis. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Gardner  reports,  July  24,  as  follows: 
A  seaman  suffering  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  taken  off  the 
American  schooner,  Joseph  G.  Ray.    The  forecastle  of  the  schooner 
was  disinfected,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Department 
Circular  No.  15,  1902.

AFRICA. 

Report  from  Freetown^  Sierra  Leon^ — Sanitary  conditions  good. 

Vice-Consul  Dougherty  reports,  July  3,  as  follows: 
Conditions  remain  about  the  same.     There  has  been  a  slight  increase 
in  the  number  of  deaths  among  the  natives  during  the  past  few  weeks. 
The  whites  have  suffered  a  good  deal  from  sickness,  but  the  mortality 
has  not  increased.     No  malignant  diseases  are  prevalent. 

Report  from   Cape  Town — Plague-infected  rodents  found   at  East 

London, 

The  following  is  received  from  the  medical  oflScer  of  health  for  Cape 
Colony,  under  date  of  June  25,  1906: 

East  London, — Week  ended  June  23,  1906: 119  rodents,  of  which  11 
were  found  dead,  bacteriologically  examined.  Of  this  number  2  were 
found  to  be  plague  infected. 

AUSTRALIA. 

Plague hulletiyis — Plague  in  Queensland^  N^et/^  South  Wales^and  Western 
Australia — Examination  of  rodents  for  plague  infection. 

The  following  information  is  taken  from  reports  received  from 
Consul-General  Bray,  at  Melbourne: 

In  Queensland  a  mild  case  of  plague  was  reported  at  Brisbane  on 
the  9th  instant.  The  patient  was  a  boy  employed  as  a  porter  at  a 
railway  station.  He  i.^  now  convalescent.  During  the  four  weeks 
ended  June  16,  1906,  1.789  rodents  were  destroyed  and  1,006  were 
examined. .  Ten  were  found  infected. 

In  New  South  Wales  1  case  was  reported  at  Sydney  during  the 
week  ended  June  16,  1906.  The  patient  had  been  employed  in  rat 
catching  at  a  place  on  the  inner  harbor.  No  infection  was  found 
among  rodents  taken  from  the  locality.  During  the  four  weeks 
endedJune  16, 1906,  7,786  rodents  were  destroyed  and  2,250  examined. 
Infection  was  found  in  6. 

In  New  South  Wales  1  case  was  reported  at  Fremantle  during  the 
week  ended  June  2,  1906,  and  during  the  week  ended  June  9,  1  case. 
The  patients  had  worked  on  the  same  premises.  One  case  ended 
fatally  during  the  week  ended  June  9.  During  the  three  weeks  ended 
June  16,  87  rats  were,  examined  at  Perth  and  95  at  Fremantle.  Of 
the  latter  number  2  were  found  infected.

Rt^jH/rt  from    Banes — InreHtigatioii  of  sanitary  conditions  on   Nipe 

Bay — Malarial  ferer. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  McConnell  reports,  July  22,  as  follows: 

I  visited  Antillia,  Preston,  and  Saetia,  the  settlements  of  Nipe  Bay, 
and  investigated  the  conditions  at  those  places.  I  found  nothing  sus- 
picious. 

Antillta  is  the  terminus  of  the  Cuban  Central  Railroad,  and  it  is 
from  this  point  that  the  rumor  of  yellow  fever  originated.  I  am 
informed  that  a  number  of  persons  applied  for  tickets  to  points  on  the 
railroad,  some  of  whom  were  too  ill  to  proceed.  These  cases  came 
from  Guaro,  a  camp  about  18  miles  from  Preston.  The  sick  at  this 
camp  are  attended  by  the  resident  physician  at  Preston.  He  assures 
me  that  these  cases  and  others  seen  by  him  at  thCjsame  time  presented 
no  symptoms  of  yellow  fever,  but  were  frankly  malarial  fever.  He 
9tate6  that  his  examination  of  the  blood  contirpied  the  diagnosis;  that 
there  was  no  albumin  in  the  urine,  and  that  the  pulse  conformed  abso- 
lutely to  the  temperature.  The  deaths,  he  believes,  were  due  to  insuf- 
ficient and  bad  food  and  lack  of  early  treatment. 

Doctor  Gomez,  of  Saetia,  also  saw  these  cases,  and  states  positively 
that  none  were  suspicious  of  yellow  fever. 

There  were  no  sick  at  Antillia  when  I  was  there.  At  Preston  I  saw 
about  20  cases  of  fever,  all  malarial  with  the  exception  of  1  case  of 
enteric  fever.     The  sanitary  arrangement  there  is  excellent. 

No  fever  exists  at  Saetia. 

At  Banes  numerous  cases  of  malarial  fever,  measles,  and  enteric 
fever  exist,  but  I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  suspicious  illness. 

I  fumigated  the  steamship  Freke  clearing  for  Charleston  on  the 
19th  instant,  certifying  that  the  vessel  had  been  fumigated  and  had  in 
all  respects  complied  with  the  provisions  of  Department's  circular 
No.  32. 
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Report  from  Hahana — Yelloxn-fevei^  death  at  Colon^  in  Matanza» 

Province, 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  von  Ezdorf  reports,  August  2,  as  follows: 
A  case  of  yellow  fever  confirmed  1st  instant;  died  last  night  at  hospital 
in  Colon,  Matanzas  Province.  Case  was  from  Mercedes  plantation,  near 
Guareiras,  which  is  south  of  Colon.  Infection  has  not  been  traced. 
Last  December  Real  Campina,  on  same  railroad,  south  of  Guareiras, 
was  infected. 

Report  from  Matanzas — Inspection  and  fumigation  ofvesneh — YeU</w 

fever. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  July  30,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  July  28,  1906:  Bills  of  health  granted  to  3  vessels,  the 
ultimate  destination  of  which  were  ports  in  the  United  States.  They 
were  all  in  good  sanitary  condition,  and  left  without  any  sickness  on 
board  up  to  the  time  of  their  inspection.  Three  certificates  of  immu- 
nity were  issued  to  passengers  bound  to  the  United  States  via  Habana. 

No  quarantinable  disease  has  been  reported  in  the  city  or  province. 

August  2:  Yellow  fever  at  Colon;  died  last  night.  Case  confirmed 
by  necropsy. 

ECUADOR. 

Report  from  Guayaquil — Smallpox  and  yellow  fever — Inspection  and 
fumigation  ofvcHsels. 

Temporary  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Gomez  reports,  July  15,  as 
follows: 

Two  weeks  ended  July  14,  1906:  Present  oflicially  estimated  popu- 
lation, 60,000.  Mortality  from  all  causes,  193,  including  yellow  fever 
9,  and  smallpox  7. 

Four  bills  of  health  were  issued.  July  4  German  steamship  Anubis 
cleared  for  San  Francisco;  no  passengers  from  here  for  that  port; 
vessel  fumigated.  July  11  British  steamship  Quito,,  a  coasting  steamer, 
cleared  for  Ancon,  Canal  Zone;  no  passengers  from  hei'e  for  that  port. 
July  11  Chilean  steamship  ^4(?o/im<7wa  cleared  for  Ancon,  with  18  cabin 
and  .5  steerage  passengers:  vessel  fumigated.  July  12  German  steam- 
ship Ahydos  cleared  for  San  Francisco;  no  passengers  from  here  for 
that  port;  vessel  fumigated. 

Fifty-two  pieces  of  baggage  passed;  9  certificates  of  immunity  to 
yellow  fever  issued. 

The  movement  of  yellow  fever  at  the  pesthouse  during  the  last  two 
weeks  was  as  follows:  Remaining,  9;  new  cases,  9;  cured,  6;  deaths,  8.

Report  from  CaUax) — Inspection  and  fumigation  of  vesaeh — Plague 
and  smallpox  in  Chilean  ports. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Wightman  reports,  July  8,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  July  7,  1906.  Vessels  dispatched  by  this  office  as 
follows: 

The  British  steamship  Coya  on  the  1st,  for  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  with 
general  cargo,  and  a  total  personnel  of  35,  of  whom  4  cabin  passengers 
and  3  members  of  the  crew  were  from  this  port. 

The  British  steamship  Earl  of  Douglas  on  the  2d,  for  New  York, 
with  general  cargo,  and  a  total  personnel  of  59,  of  whom  3  cabin  pas- 
sengers were  from  this  port. 

The  Chilean  steamship  Aconcagua  on  the  4th,  for  Ancon,  Canul 
Zone,  with  general  cargo,  and  a  total  personnel  of  187,  of  whom  65 
cabin  passenger^  and  43  steerage  were  from  this  port. 

The  German  steamship  Ahyaos  on  the  5th,  for  San  Francisco,  Cal., 
with  general  cargo,  and  a  total  personnel  of  55,  of  whom  1  cabin  pas- 
senger and  1  new  member  of  crew  were  from  this  port. 

All  the  vessels  were  fumigated  prior  to  departure,  one  hold  of  the 
steamship  Q)ya  being  excepted  from  fumigation.  Effects  of  steerage 
passengers  were  inspected  and  passed  or  fumigated. 

No  new  ease  of  plague  was  reported  in  Lima  or  Callao  during  the 
week,  and  no  new  statistics  of  plague  in  other  localities  of  Peru  have 
been  received  since  the  last  one  forwarded.

During  the  same  week,  cholera  was  reported  for  the  provinces  as 
follows:  Province  of  Rizal,  10  cases,  6  deaths. 

Vessels  bound  for  United  States  ports  were  treated  as  follows:  On 
June  13  the  American  ship  Wm,  P.  Frye^  with  29  crew,  was  released 
after  live  days'  quarantine  and  proceeded  to  Honolulu. 

On  June  15  the  U.  S.  army  transport  Sherman^  with  183  crew  and 
343  passengers,  was  granted  a  bill  of  health  for  San  Francisco  via 
Nagasaki  and  Honolulu.  Crew  and  steerage  passengers  were  bathed 
and  their  effects  and  baggage  disinfected  at  Mariveles  quarantine 
station.  Forecastles,  decks,  and  steerage  compartments  of  vessel 
disinfected  by  washing  down  with  bichloride  solution.  Cargo  inspected 
and  either  disinfected  or  passed,  and  so  labeled.  All  persons  on  board 
inspected  at  the  hour  of  sailing. 

On  June  16  the  American  schooner  H.  K.  Hall^  with  12  crew,  was 
released  after  five  days'  quarantine  prior  to  sailing  for  Port  Townsend. 

On  June  16  the  American  ship  Arthur  Sewall^  with  29  crew,  entered 
quarantine  prior  to  sailing  for  Honolulu. 

On  June  16  the  American  ship  James  Taft^  with  13  crew,  entered 
quarantine  prior  to  departure  for  Port  Townsend.

After  cholera  had  almost  entirely  disappeared,  with  the  exception 
of  a  U'w  isolated  cases,  it  suddenly  made  its  appearance  in  a  number 
of  widtily  separated  towns.  At  Tanay,  one  of  the  small  towns  situated 
in  thi*  [H  uvince  of  Kizal,  bordering  upon  Laguna  de  Bay  (Lake  of 
Ikiy).  tlir  iiisease  has  assumed  epidemic  proportions,  nearly  100  cases 
iM^iriif  n^^>orted  within  ten  days.  The  disease  also  appeared  at  Camp 
8totseni>er^%  Angele.s,  Guagua,  and  San  Luis,  in  the  province  of  Pam- 
mtijjrH;  ut  Slalolos,  in  Bulacan  Province;  at  Pila,  Siniloan,  and  Santa 
Crux,  Lai^una  Province;  and  at  Pasig  and  Cainta,  province  of  Kizal. 
One  tii>te\vorthy  feature  of  the  outbreak  is  that  the  appearance  of  the 
dixi*ase  m  the  places  mentioned  above  occurred  almost  upon  the  same 
day.  So  far  no  satisfactory  explanation  has  been  offered  for  the  out 
brmk.  Those  who  believe  in  the  theory  of  Pettenkofer,  namely,  that 
ourhri*ftk^  of  cholera  depend  on  certain  conditions  of  the  soil,  which 
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occur  when  certain  meteorological  conditions  are  present,  are  pro- 
claiminfi^  that  this  is  a  vindication  of  hi8  theory. 

Another  case  of  cholera  was  detected  at  Mariveles  June  22,  1906, 
on  the  steamship  Ban  YeksX  the  outgoing  quarantine  inspection,  which 
is  made  of  vessels  bound  for  ports  in  the  Philippine  islands.  The 
case  was  promptly  removed  to  the  station  hospital.  The  vessel  and 
the  effects  of  the  crew  and  passengers  were  thoroughly  disinfected. 
So  far  there  has  been  no  further  outbreak. 

During  the  week  no  bills  of  health  were  issued  to  vessels  proceeding 
to  the  L  nited  States.

Vessels  whose  first  port  of  call  is  either  Iloilo  or  Cebu  will  be  per- 
mitted to  sail  direct,  but  pratique  will  not  be  granted  at  port  of  arrival 
until  fiftv  hours  have  elapsed  irom  the  time  of  departure  from  Manila.

[Reports  to  the  Sargeon-Creneral,  Public  Health  and  Marine-Hospital  Service.] 
Report  from  Charlotte^  N.  C. — Investigation  of  enteric  fever. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Anderson  reports,  Julv  17,  1906,  a^  fol- 
lows on  the  outbreak  of  enteric  fever  at  Charlotte,  N.  C,  the  investi- 
gation having  been  undertaken  under  Bureau  instructions  issued  July  2, 
1906,  on  request  made  for  special  reasons  by  the  State  board  of  health 
of  North  Carolina: 

Cpon  arrival  in  Charlotte,  in  obedience  to  my  instructions,  I  called 
upon  Doctor  Hawley,  the  city  physician,  but  was  informed  by  him 
that  the  proposed  investigation  was  not  on  account  of  enteric  fever  in 
the  city  of  Charlotte,  but  of  an  outbreak  of  fever  in  Elizabeth  Semi- 
nary, situated  in  the  environs  of  the  city.  I  then  met  the  principal  of 
the  school,  the  school  physician,  and  two  members  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  and  Mr.  W.  W.  Locke,  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board, 
iioston,  Mass.,  who  had  been  engaged  by  the  school  to  investigate  the 
outbreak  of  fever  in  Elizabeth  Seminary. 

This  seminary  is  situated  on  one  of  the  hills  by  which  the  city  is 
partly  surrounded.  The  college  buildings  were  erected  in  1899,  and, 
as  far  as  I  was  able  to  learn,  modern  ideas  in  regard  to  construction, 
plambing,  etc.,  were  followed.  The  dining  room,  kitchen,  and  other 
rooms  where  food  is  kept  are  well  screened  from  flies  and  kept  clean. 
The  water  supply  is  from  the  city  mains.  The  milk  supply  up  to 
April  19  was  from  cows  kept  at  the  school,  but  from  that  date  until 
the  closinff  of  the  school.  May  22,  an  additional  supply  was  obtained 
from  the  Watkins  dairy,  from  1  to  3  gallons  being  received  daily.  Ice 
cream  was  obtained  at  various  tinies  from  Brannon,  a  dealer  in  Char- 
lotte. Brannon  obtained  his  milk  supply  from  Dotger's  and  Kirk- 
patrick's  dairies. 

Elizabeth  Seminary  had,  during  the  past  session,  180  pupils  and 
teachers:  of  these,  92  boarded  in  the  college.  Doctor  King,  tne  prin- 
cipal, had  8  in  his  family;  he  lived  in  a  separate  house  and  had  the 
same  water,  ice,  and  food,  with  the  exception  of  the  Watkins  milk,  as  the* 
school.  His  meals  were  prepared  in  his  own  house.  There  were  24 
servants  employed  in  the  buildings. 

From  May  10  to  20  the  school  physician  reports  83  cases  of  enteric 
fever  among  the  pupils  and  teachers;  from  the  infirmary  records  I 
think  we  can  be  sure  that  17  only  were  genuine  enteric,  the  other  eases 
having  a  duration  of  less  than  a  week,  some  as  short  as  four  days.     No 
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case  occurred  in  the  principaFs  family  and  none  among  the  servants, 
who  were  all  negroes.  So  far  as  could  be  determined  none  of  the  day 
scholars,  about  88  in  number,  developed  enteric  fever  during  this  time. 

In  the  city  of  Charlotte  there  is  a  good  deal  of  enteric  fever;  just 
how  much  1  am  not  able  to  say>  as  there  are  no  requirements  com- 
pelling the  reporting  of  enteric  fever;  50  cases  were  reported  for  the 
month  of  June,  and  38  cases  were  reported  under  treatment  during 
the  week  ended  July  4,  but  I  think  double  this  number  would  not  be 
too  large  an  estimate. 

Tavo  main  causes  operate  for  the  prevalence  of  enteric  fever  in  the 
city  itself:  1.  The  city  water  supph  ;  2,  the  large  number  of  wells. 

1  made  no  attempt  to  investigate  the  second  cause,  but  paid  consid- 
erable attention  to*  the  city  water  supply.  This  supply  is  derived 
from  a  watershed  about  5  miles  square;  the  water  from  the  shed  is 
collected  in  a  reservoir,  where  partial  sedimentation  takes  place,  and 
is  passed  through  a  mechanical  filter,  thence  pumped  into  a  standpipe, 
and  from  there  distributed  throughout  the  city.  There  are  about  40 
families  living  on  the  watershed.  Three  dairies,  containing  about  100 
cows,  are  also  on  the  watershed.  At  the  present  time  there  are  two 
undoubted  cas^s  of  enteric  fever,  and  possibly  a  third  one  convales- 
cent, among  those  living  on  the  watershed.  One  of  these  cases  which 
I  saw  is  within  a  mile  of  the  reservoir. 

The  flow  of  water  into  the  reservoir  is  very  rapid,  resulting  in  the 
quick  washing  by  rain  of  material  deposited  on  the  ground  into  the 
reservoir.  The^e  cases  of  enteric  fever  on  the  watershed  are  a  serious 
menace  to  the  city  water  supply,  and  some  means  should  be  found  to 
bring  about  their  removal. 

The  water,  after  passing  through  the  filtration  plant,  is  almost  color- 
less, but  a  recent  examination  of  it  bv  Penniman  and  Browne,  of  Balti- 
more, showed  the  presence  of  B,  eolL 

There  are  no  proper  examinations  made  of  the  raw  and  filtered  water 
to  determine  just  what  the  plant  is  doing.  It  is  plain  that  there  is  no 
scientific  control  of  the  filtration  system,  without  which  no  filtration 
system  can  give  satisfactory  results. 

Other  than  the  two  main  sources  of  infection  in  the  city  are  the  ice, 
milk,  contacts,  flies,  fresh  vegetables,  and  fruits  such  as  ben'ies.  Up 
to  June  1  the  ice  plant  obtained  its  water  from  an  abandoned  mine 
shaft,  which  is  so  situated  as  to  receive  the  di-ainage  of  a  number  of 
houses  and  factories.  The  manager  of  the  ice  plant  claims  that  all  the 
water  used  for  making  ice  is  distilled,  but  it  has  been  laj  experience 
with  ice  manufacturers  that  at  times  when  the  supply  of  distilled  water 
runs  low  plain  water  is  also  used. 

There  are  many  dairies  supplying  milk  in  the  city.  Time  did  not 
ermit  me  to  visit  all  of  them.     I  visited   Watkins's,  Dotger's,  and 

ulp's.  The  water  at  the  Watkins  dairy  is  from  a  spring  or  a  num- 
ber of  springs.  Two  families  reside  near  this  spring,  and  it  would  be 
easy  for  surface  drainage  to  get  into  it.  As  the  additional  source  of 
milk  supply  for  Elizabeth  College,  which  was  first  obtained  April  19, 
was  from  this  dairy,  I  examined  into  its  methods,  water,  and  general 
conditions  at  some  length.  I  was  unable  to  learn  of  any  case  of  sick- 
ness among  the  employees  or  persons  living  on  the  farm.  So  far  as  I 
was  able  to  learn,  it  was  not  tne  custom  to  sterilize  the  returned  milk 
cans  and  bottles:  they  were  simply  washed  out  with  warm  water  and 
soap  and  then  rinsed  out  with  cold  water  which  was  obtained  from  a 
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well  of  the  spring  water  outside  the  washing:  room  or  from  the  troughs 
in  which  the  milk  cans  are  kept  in  the  washing  room.  This  last  prac- 
tice seemed  to  me  to  be  particularly  pernicious;  for  if  a  returned  milk 
bottle  from  a  house  in  which  there  was  enteric  fever  should  be  infected 
by  any  means,  it  would  be  possible  in  rinsing  this  bottle  in  the  bucket 
which  was  used  to  dip  up  the  water  to  infect  many  other  bottles  and 
the  water  in  the  troughs  or  well  of  spring  water.  It  certainly  would 
seem  that  all  milk  cans  and  bottles  should  be  sterilized  before  being 
used  a  second  time. 

A  visit  was  made  to  what  is  known  as  the  "upper''  Watkins  farm, 
which  supplies  part  of  the  Watkins  milk.  The  water  supply  here  is 
a  surface  well  about  15  feet  deep;  near  the  well  is  a  negro  cabin  in 
which  at  the  time  of  my  visit  was  a  child  w4io  had  been  sick  several 
days.  Clinically  the  case  seemed  to  be  enteric  fever.  There  was  no 
privy,  and  the  dejecta  could  easily  drain  into  the  shallow  well.  The 
well  supplied  water  for  washing  the  cans  and  cooling  the  milk. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  college  tirst  began  to  get  milk  from  the 
Watkins  dairy  on  April  11),  or  just  twenty-one  days  before  the  first 
case  of  fever  developed  there,  and  that  no  case  occurred  in  the  family 
of  the  principal,  who  had  the  same  water  and  food  supph^  but  not  the 
milk  from  this  dairy,  I  am  inclined  to  regard  the  Watkins  dairy  milk 
as  a  very  probable  source  of  infection  for  the  college. 

Moreover,  the  Presbyterian  College  for  Women  had  112  boarding 
pupils  who  used  the  same  water  supply  as  Elizabeth  College,  but  a 
different  milk  supply,  and,  except  for  i  case  of  enteric  fever,  which 
from  the  history  probably  did  not  originate  in  Charlotte,  had  no  fever 
this  spring.  This  probably  excludes  the  city  water  as  the  cause  of  the 
outbreak  of  17  cases  in  Elizabeth  College. 

A  rather  general  impression  prevailed  in  certain  quarters  that  the 
plumbing  of  the  college  was  the  cause  of  the  fever,  -l^ut  it  is  generally 
accepted  among  sanitarians  that  defective  plumbing  of  itself  can  not 
cause  enteric  fever;  besides,  I  consider  the  plumbing  in  good  condition 
and  believe  that  it  had  absolutely  nothing  to  do  with  the  outbreak  of 
fever. 

A  partial  chemical  examination  was  made  by  Doctor  Kastle,  chief 
of  division  of  chemistry,  of  the  filtered  city  water  and  of  the  water 
from  the  tap  in  the  cooling  room  at  Watkins's  dairy.  This  examina- 
tion, in  connection  with  the  bacteriologic  examination,  shows  that  the 
city  water  is  bad.  The  chlorine,  nitrates,  and  nitrites  of  the  Watkins 
water  are  high  and  the  water  chemically  as  well  as  bacteriologically  is 
unfit  for  drinking  puiposes. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL   EXAMINATION. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  from  various  places,  placed  on  ice,  and 
brought  to  the  hygienic  laboratory  for  stud\\  These  samples  were 
taken  from  places  which  appeared  to  have  more  or  less  connection 
with  the  outbreak  in  Elizabeth  Seminary.  Thirteen  samples  in  all 
were  taken  from  the  following  places:

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An  examination  of  the  above  table  shows  that  the  colon  bacillus  was 
isolated  in  pure  culture  from  all  of  the  samples  studied  except  No.  6, 
which  was  doubtful.  All  of  the  samples  showed  the  "presumptive  test 
for  B.  colL^^  Samples  of  city  water  showed  B,  coil  in  as  small  as 
1  c.  c;  the  unfiltered  city  water  in  0.1  c.  c' 

All  the  samples  from  Watkins's  dairy  spring-water  well  and  from 
the  well  at  the  lower  farm  showed  B,  co/i  in  as  small  amounts  as  0.1  c.  c. 
The  Culp  and  Dotger  water  showed  B,  coli  in  10  c.  c. 

CONCLUSIONS. 


From  the  foregoing  the  following  conclusions  may  be  drawn: 

1.  That  an  efficient  daily  patrol  of  the  watershed  should  be  made  in 
order  to  detect  cases  of  illness,  especially  enteric  fever. 

2.  Some  means  should  be  provided  by  which  all  cases  of  enteric 
fever  occurring  on  the  watershed  could  be  removed  so  as  no  longer 
to  be  a  source  of  danger  to  the  city  water  supply. 

8.  Practically  the  entire  water  supply  of  the  cit}'  of  Charlotte  is 
infected.

filtration  plant  is  conducted  in  an  unscientific  and  faulty 
manner. 

6.  There  is  urgent  need  of  a  competent  biologist  and  chemist  to 
make  a  thorough  study  of  the  wells  used  for  drinking  water  in  the 
city  of  Charlotte. 
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7.  A  daily  examination  of  the  raw  and  filtered  water  should  be  made. 

8.  All  infected  or  suspicious  wells  and  springs  should  be  closed 
a^inst  use  for  all  purposes. 

9.  The  ice  factory  should  be  prohibited  from  using  water  from  the 
old  mine  shaft. 

10.  On  account  of  the  fact  that  the  water  of  certain  dairies  was 
found  to  contain  colon  bacilli,  dairymen  should  be  required  to  sterilize 
all  milk  cans  and  bottles;  these  are  used  for  fresh  milk. 

11.  On  account  of  the  ^reat  lapse  of  time  it  is  impossible  to  say 
definitely  where  the  infection  of  the  17  cases  at  Elizabeth  Seminary 
ori^nated,  but  it  was  very  probably  in  the  additional  supply  of  milk 
which   was  first  used  at    the  college  twenty-one  days   before  the 

'outbreak  of  the  fever. 

12.  Elizabeth  College  should  have  a  suflScient  number  of  cx)ws  to 
supply  milk  for  all  its  purposes. 

13.  All  the  water  used  for  drinking  purposes  in  the  college  should 
be  boiled. 

14.  No  ice  used  at  the  college  should  be  put  in  the  water  or  milk; 
these  articles  can  be  cooled  by  being  put  on  ice  or  in  some  other 
satisfactory  manner. 

15.  In  my  opinion,  the  outbreak  of  fever  at  Elizabeth  College  was 
not  due  to  defective  plumbing,  as  some  persons  claimed,  nor  was  it 
due  to  any  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  college  authorities,  and  it 
could  not*  have  been  avoided  without  biologic  examination  of  the 
college  supplies. 

16.  Patrons  of  the  school  should  have  no  hesitancy  in  sending  their 
daughters  to  Elizabeth  College  for  the  ensuing  session,  provided  the 
above  suggestions  are  carried  out. 

Rejfort  from  Baltimore^  Md, — Smallpox  on  steamship  H'eckar  from 
Brem  en —  Vessel  fum  i gated. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Stansfield,  in  temporary  charge,  reports, 
August  8,  as  follows: 

The  steamship  Neckar  arrived  at  Baltimore  August  6,  from  Bremen, 
with  one  case  of  smallpox  in  the  steerage.  The  case  was  removed  and 
placed  in  quarantine,  the  personnel  of  the  vessel  vaccinated  and  allowed 
to  land,  and  such  parts  of  the  vessel  as  were  thought  infected  were 
fumigated. 

This  action  was  taken  by  the  local  quarantine  authorities. 

Report  from  Bismarck^  X.  Dak. — Enteric  fever  oji  river  steamer  Ex- 
panaion — Precautions  against  infection  of  Yellowi^tone  Hirer, 

Acting  Assistant  Sufgeon  Smyth  reports,  August  6,  as  follows: 
Within  the  past  month  4  cases  of  enteric  fever  were  received  at 
this  station  from  the  steamer  Kvpansitm,,  engaged  in  local  traffic  on 
the  Yellowstone  River,  near  (jlendive,  Mont. 

This  vessel  is  engaged  in  carrying  supplies  and  material  to  the  dif- 
ferent canrps  on  an  irrigating  canal,  at  present  being  constructed  by 
the  General  Government,  and  I  am  informed  that  from  1,0()0  to  2,000 
men  are  constantly  on  the  irrigation  works,  divided  into  camps  of  from 
100  to  200  men.     The  sanitary  conditions  in  the  camps  are  said  to  be 
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bad,  no  provision  being  made  for  the  removal  of  refuse,  or  for  pro- 
tection of  the  water  supph'  from  pollution. 

At  present  there  are  about  100  cases  of  enteric  fever  at  Glendive, 
all,  or  most,  of  which  have  been  brought  in  from  camps  along,  the 
river. 

The  stage  of  water  in  the  Yellowstone  River  is  now  getting  low  and 
there  is  danger  of  infection  from  that  source  as  the  water  is  used  in 
the  camps  and  in  settlements  along  the  river. 

The  local  health  authorities  are  said  to  be  taking  precautions  and 
giving  instructions,  by  means  of  posters,  to  the  men  in  the  different 
camps  as  to  the  best  methods  of  preventing  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Report  from  Philadelphia^  Pa. — Typhus  fever. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Robertson,  in  tempoi-ary  charge,  reports,  August 
10,  as  follows: 

In  compliance  with  instructions  contained  in  Bureau  letter  of  the 
8th  instant,  1  visited  the  assistant  director  of  the  bureau  of  health  of 
this  city  and  obtained  from  him  the  following  data  relative  to  the  case 
of  typhus  fever  reported: 

H.  P.,  IT  jears  of  age,  born  in  Denmark,  arrived  in  New  York  on 
the  steamship  Baltic  on  June  29.  He  remained  in  New  York  Cit^^ 
from  June  29  until  July  2  awaiting  the  arrival  of  his  parents,  who 
came  to  New  York  on  the  latter  date  on  the  steamship  Lnited  Stated. 
Together  with  his  parents  he  came  to  .Philadelphia  on  July  2.  Oa 
July  10  he  was  taken  sick,  and  the  attending  physician  suspected  typhus 
fever.  This  diagnosis  was  concurred  in  by  several  members  of  the 
board  of  health,  and  on  July  17  the  patient  was  removed  to  the  munici- 
pal hospital,  where  he  was  isolated  in  a  tent  on  the  grounds.  The 
patient  died  on  July  19,  two  days  after  admission,  and  the  body  was 
cremated.  The  house  in  which  the  patient  was  taken  ill,  together  with 
several  houses  which  he  visited  were  thoroughly  disinfected.  The 
friends  and  relatives  who  were  exposed  were  not  isolated,  but  were 
kept  under  strict  observation  until  tne  period  of  incubation  had  passed.

The  following  is  received  from  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  the 
Colony,  under  date  of  July  2,  1906: 

East  London. — Weekended  June  30, 1906:  One  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven  rodents,  of  which  21  were  found  dead,  bacteriologically  examined. 
Xo  plague  infection  found. 

AUSTRALIA. 

Plague  in  Qn^fennland^  Neo)   South    Wales,  and  Wt^ntern  A^tntralla — 
Exa  tn  in  at  ion  of  rod^n  tn  for  plag  ue  infection . 

The  following  information  is  tiiken  from  plague  bulletins  received 
from  Consul-General  Bray  at  MeU)ourne: 

In  Queensland  a  fatal  case  of  plague  was  reported  June  20  at  Bris- 
bane. The  patient  was  a  Chinese  employed  as  cook  in  a  hotel.  Num- 
ber of  rodents  destroyed,  511;  examined,  339;  found  infected,  none. 

In  New  South  Wales  1  fatal  plague  case  was  reported  during  the 
week  ended  Jyne  23.  The  case  occurred  in  a  plague-free  locality. 
The  patient  had  been  employed  in  moving  material  reported  rat 
infested,  but  no  infection  was  found  among  the  rats  taken.  Two 
infected  rats  were,  however,  found  in  the  vicinity  of  the  ferry  u^ed 
bv  the  patient.  One  plague  case  remained  under  treatment  at  the 
close  of  the  week.  Numter  of  rodents  destroyed,  2,126;  examined, 
597;  found  infected,  2. 

In  Western  Australia  1  plague  case  remained  under  treatment  at 
Fremantle.  At  the  end  of  the  week  ended  June  23  numl)er  of  rodents 
examined:  At  Perth,  22;  at  Fremantle,  29;  2  found  infected  at 
Fremantle.

Report  from  Rio  de  Janeiro — Inspection  of  vessels — Plague^  mnallpox^ 
and  yellmv  fevei' — Health  conaitions  iii  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  and 
Para — Health  legislation. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  July  16,  as  follows: 

Two  weeks  ended  July  8,  1906.  Vessels  left  this  port  for  United 
States  ports  were  inspected  and  received  bills  of  health  as  follows: 
On  the  27th  ultimo  tne  British  steamship  Cavour  for  New  Orleans, 
with  a  small  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers,  and  no  change  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  crew;  on  the  3d  instant  the  Portuguese  barkentine  Ytn- 
turosa  for  New  Orleans,  in  sand  and  stone*  ballast,  with  no  passengers, 
and  with  no  change  in  the  crew  personnel  while  here;  on  the  4th 
instant  the  British  steamship  lennystm^  for  New  York,  with  34  tirst- 
cla«s  and  15  steerage  passengers  for  New  York,  and  with  4  new  mem- 
bers of  the  crew  taken  on  at  this  port;  on  the  5th  instant  the  German 
steamship  Seignnind^  for  New  York,  with  no  passengers,  and  no  change 
in  the  crew  personnel  while  here,  and  on  the  6th  instant  the  British 
ship  Canada^  for  Pensacola,  Fla.,  with  no  passengers,  in  stone  ballast, 
and  with  2  new  members  of  the  crew  taken  on  while  in  this  port. 

This  latter  vessel  had  been  in  this  port  for  over  2  months,  and 
about  10  days  after  arrival  had  2  cases  diagnosed  to  be  yellow  fever. 
The  cases  were  removed  from  the  ship  and  the  vessel  was  twice  thor- 
oughly disinfected  by  the  port  health  authorities.  As  neither  of  the 
men  supposed  to  have  yellow  fever  was  absent  from  the  ship,  in  hos- 
pital, over  4  days,  and  as  they  then  returned  to  duty,  it  is  doubtful  if 
the  cases  were  true  crises  of  yellow  fever.  They  had  been  ill  for  only 
2  days  in  1  case  and  3  days  in  the  other  case  before  being  transferred 
to  the  hospital,  and  there  were  no  other  cases  of  suspicious  illness  on 
board  the  ship  during  her  sta}'  here. 

^Yeek  ended  July  1,  iP6?6?.— Estimated  population,  915,000.  Total 
deaths,  268,  including  1  death  from  yellow  fever.  There  were  no 
cases  of  plague,  variola,  or  yellow  fever  reported  during  the  week, 
although  there  was  1  death  from  the  latter  cause.  One  case  of  lep- 
rosy was  reported  during  the  period.  At  the  close  of  the  we^k  there 
were  in  the  Hospital  S^o  Sebastiao  3  causes  of  plague  and  4  cases  of 
suspicious  illness  under  observation. 

Week  ended  July  6\  J906\—Totii]  deaths,  240.  During  the  week 
there  were  2  cases  of  bubonic  plague,  1  case  of  variola,  and  1  case  of 
leprosy  reported,  with  n6  deaths  from  these  diseases.  At  the  close  of 
the  week  there  were  in  the  Hospital  SjIo  Sebastiao  5  cases  of  plague 
and  5  cases  of  suspicious  illness  under  observation. 

Health  conditions  in  the  city  of  R!o  Grande  do  Sul^  year  1905, 

The  report  for  the  year  1905  states  as  follows:  There  are  no  pub- 
lic works  under  construction.  During  the  greater  part  of  the  year 
bubonic  plague  and  smallpox  prevailed  simultaneously  in  epidemic 
form  for  several  months,  smallix)x  causing  the  larger  number  of 
deaths. 

Health  le(jixlation  for  Rio  de  Jatieiro. 

A  resolution  has  been  presented  to  Congress  with  regard  to  the 
strict  health  regulations  in  force  in  the   Federal  district   of  Rio  de 
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Janeiro  urging  that  as  they  have  proved  their  efficacy  they  be  put 
permanently  into  force  instead  of  only  temporarily  as  at  present. 

Health  conditions  in  Beleni  {Para), 

The  last  monthly  report  received  is  that  of  April,  1906.  This  report 
shows  a  total  of  355  deaths  in  a  population  of  177,000  persons.  It 
also  shows  39  deaths  from  yellow  fever  (only  one  a  native),  no  cases 
reported,  and  1  death  from  variola.  Also  15  deaths  from  beriberi 
and  4  from  leprosy.

Week  ended  August  4,  1906:  Bills  of  health  were  issued  to  5  vessels 
leaving  for  United  States  ports;  11  immune  certificates  were  granted 
to  passengei-s  going  to  the  United  States  via  Habana;  2  vessels  were 
fumigated,  the  British  steamship  Cretavale  bound  to  New  York,  and 
the  German  steamship  Clara  Aelch  destined  to  Mobile,  Ala.  The 
Cretavale  left  Cristobal,  Canal  Zone,  July  13,  bound  to  New  York  via 
Cardenas,  Caibarien,  and  Matanzas.  According  to  the  captain's  state- 
ment, while  this  vessel  lay  at  the  port  of  origin  5  of  the  crew  were 
taken  sick  with  malarial  fever;  on  ner  way  to  Cardenas  10  new  cases 
developed,  and  3  other  cases  at  Caibarien  and  Matanzas,  making  a  total 
of  18  cases,  of  which  11  had  recovered  and  7  were  still  suffering  from 
the  disease  when  the  vessel  arrived  at  this  port. 

All  the  cases,  with  the  exception  of  2,  assumed  the  intermittent  type 
of  malarial  fever  and  readily  yielded  to  the  use  of  quinine  and  arsenic. 
One  of  the  patients  showed  the  remittent  form  of  the  disease,  and, 


957  August  17, 1906 

having  been  ill  aboard  for  sixteen  days  and  requiring  special  care  and 
nursing,  was  sent  to  the  hospital  by  the  Cuban  quarantine  officer  for 
treatment.  All  living  compartments  occupied  by  the  sick,  particularly 
the  forecastle  where  the  majority  of  the  cases  ori^nated,  were  care- 
fully fumigated  with  sulphur  dioxide  under  my  direction  and  super- 
vision. No  new  developments  occurred  on  board  and  all  hands  showed 
normal  temperature  on  August  1,  when  this  vessel  cleared  from  this 
porL 

Since  August  1  no  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  have  been  reported 
within  this  province.  The  latest  case  at  Colon  was  imported  from  a 
sugar  plantation  known  by  the  name  of  "Mercedes,"  within  the  rural 
district  of  Guareiitis,  distant  about  6  miles  from  Colon.  The  case 
occurred  in  a  Spanish  immigrant  who  had  been  working  at  theplantation 
for  the  last  six  months,  since  his  arrival  from  Spain,  without  returning  to 
Habana  during  that  time.  Near  by  is  the  town  of  Real  Campiiia,  where 
one  case  of  yellow  fever  was  reported  on  December  11  last,  and  it  is 
inferred  by  the  Cuban  sanitarj^  authorities  that  the  contagion  was  con- 
tracted at  the  latter  place,  the  only  known  focus  of  infection  which 
the  patient  confessed  to  have  recently  visited. 

This  case  was  brought  to  the  hospital  of  Colon  on  July  31  in  an 
advanced  stage  of  the  disease  and  died  during  the  evening  of  August  1. 
The  findings  at  the  necropsy  held  on  the  case  on  August  2,  according 
to  information  received  fully  confirmed  the  nature  of  the  disease  as 
yellow  fever. 

The  assigned  origin  of  the  contagion  in  this  case  appears  doubtful, 
unless  we  tulmit  the  recent  preexistence  of  other  cases  of  a  mild  form, 
not  detected,  either  at  Keal  Campina,  the  Mercedes  plantation,  or 
possibly  some  other  section  of  the  formerly  infected  territory  in  the 
vicinity  of  Colon  or  Union  de  Reyes. 

A  sanitar>'  brigade  under  the  direction  of  medical  inspectors  is  said 
to  have  been  oixlered  from  Habana  to  Colon  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing out  rigid  sanitary  measures  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.

Five  cases  of  malarial  fever  occurred  on  the  steamship  Whitehall 
while  in  port  here.  One  of  these  cases  developed  while  the  vessel  was 
being  fumigated  and  the  mailing  of  the  vessel  was  delayed  24  hours  in 
order  to  observe  the  case.  The  disease  proving  to  be  typical  inter- 
mittent malarial  fever,  the  ship,  lying  at  a  safe  anchorage  away  from 
the  shore,  was  allowed  to  proceed  on  her  voyage  without  a  second 
fumigation. 

Three  cases  of  malarial  fever  occurred  on  the  schooner  E.  Dantzler 
while  lying  at  the  dock  in  the  canal.

-Origin 


Chief  Quarantine  Officer  Heiser  reports,  July  6,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  June  30, 1906:  Cholera  has  broken  out  again  in  Manila 
in  severe  form.  For  this  period  there  were  41  cases,  with  40  deaths. 
There  has  been  a  gradual  increase  from  day  to  day.  On  the  last  day 
covered  by  this  report  there  were  16  cases  reported.  The  disease  is 
most  virulent  in  type,  practically  all  the  knowi;i  victims  dying  a  few 
hours  after  they  are  attacked.

In  the  report  for  last  week  the  fact  was  mentioned  that  cholera  had 
apDE'arnd  simultaneously  in  a  number  of  widely  separated  towns. 
Hunso<]Ut^nt  investigation  throws  considerable  light  upon  the  cause  of 
thi'  outbrtmk.  It  was  found  that  at  Pasig  there  was  a  truck  garden 
eoiKluiitod  by  a  Chinaman  who  used  liquid  human  excrement  for  the 
fertilizatimi  of  the  vegetables  grown  therein,  and  in  all  probability 
cholera  infoction  was  introduced  through  this  source.     It  was  found 
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that  the  .first  persons  attacked  in  the  different  towns  had  just  come 
from  Pasig,  and  had,  in  all  probability,  purchased  some  of  the  vege- 
tables in  the  market  at  Pasig,  and  which  had  come  from  the -garden  in 
question. 

From  Pasijz  the  disease  spread  down  the  Pasig  River  and  finally 
invaded  Manila.  The  bureau  of  health  has  had  the  greatest  difficulty 
in  combating  the  outbreak  satisfactorily  on  account  of  the  fact  that 
many  cases  were  concealed,  and  consequently  the  premises  remained 
undisinfected,  which  gave  the  disease  every  opportunity  to  spread. 
So  far  the  disease  has  been  almost  entirely  confined  to  the  poorer 
clashes,  which  would  indicate  that  the  infection  must  be  in  the  class  of 
food  stuffs  which  these  people  use.  No  quarantine  of  the  city  has 
been  attempted,  yet  there  has  been  very  little  spread  into  the  provinces. 

The  infection  in  the  provincial  towns  mentioned  in  the  report  of  last 
week  has  been  almost  stamped  out  in  every  instance.  One  notable 
exception,  however,  is  the  town  of  Tanay,  where  the  disease  continues 
to  make  progi-ess  in  spite  gf  the  measures  which  hav^e  been  adopted. 
Within  a  mUe  on  either  side  of  Tanay  are  the  towns  of  Baras  and 
Pilillia,  and  although  there  is  free  communication  with  the  infected 
locality  and  the  outbreak  has  already  extended  over  a  period  of  nearly 
three  weeks,  yet  there  has  been  no  spread  to  either  town. 

In  view  of  the  reappearance  of  the  disease  in  Manila,  it  was  thought 
advisable  to  increase  the  Quarantine  upon  outgoing  inter-island  vessels 
to  two  days.  A  copy  of  tne  circular  letter  putting  the  order  into  effect 
is  inclosed  herewith. 

On  June  28, 1906,  a  case  of  cholera  was  detected  upon  the  steamship 
Vascf)  SavaiTo  durine  the  time  she  was  undergoing  tne  outgoing  quar- 
antine detention  at  Mariv^les. 

During  the  week  vessels  bound  for  the  United  States  ports  were 
cleared  as  follows: 

On  June  26  the  American  steamship  Zym,  with  57  crew,  was  granted 
a  bill  of  health  for.  Tacoma  via  China  and  Japan  ports.  All  persons 
on  board  vere  inspected  at  the  hour  of  sailing.  Miscellaneous  cargo 
certified,  3,511  pieces. 

On  June  27  the  British  steamship  Sikh^  with  67  crew,  en  route  from 
Cebu  to  Boston  and  New  York,  was  granted  a  supplemental  bill  of 
health  after  the  usual  inspection  of  cargo  and  personnel. 

On  June  27  the  British  steamship  Kaifong^  with  67  crew,  en  route 
from  Amoy  to  Cebu  and  lloilo,  was  gi-antea  a  supplemental  bill  of 
health  after  disinfection  at  Mariveles. 

On  June  30  the  U.  S.  army  transport  Logan^  with  177  crew  and  254 
passengers,  was  granted  a  bill  of  health  for  San  Francisco  via  Nagasaki 
and  Honolulu.  Crew  and  steemge  passengers  were  bathed  and  their 
effects  disinfected  at  Mariveles.  Vessel  partially  disinfected.  Cargo 
and  freight  inspected  and  either  disinfected  or  passed  and  so  labeled. 
All  persons  on  board  were  inspected  at  the  hour  of  sailing.

Ydlow  fever  at  Nefio  Iberia^  La. 

The  following  is  received  from  Dr.  C.  H.  Irion,  president  of  the 
Lfouisiana  State  board  of  health,  New  Orleans,  La. : 

August  19.  One  case  yellow  fever  at  New  Iberia,  125  miles  from 
New  Orleans.    Am  leaving  to-night  to  take  personal  charge  of  situation. 

Rejpcrtfrom  Tampa  Bay  QuarantiTie^  Fin, — Ca^e  of  fever  on  mhooner 
City  of  l^altiwore  from  Nipe  Bay^  Chiba. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Berry  reports,  August  14,  as  follows: 

I  have  imposed  an  extra  day  of  quarantine  on  the  American  schooner 
City  of  Battiinore  from  Nipe,  Nipe  Bay,  Cuba,  with  hold  and  deck 
load  of  cedar  logs. 

On  taking  temperatures  on  day  of  arrival  I  found  one  of  crew  to 
have  a  teniperature  of  38.4;  removed  him  ashore  and  put  him  in  the 
hospital,  lexamined  his  blood  carefully  that  day  and  again  the  next, 
but  without  finding  malarial  plasmodia.  Stegomyia  mosquitoes  were 
found  breeding  in  all  water  tanks. 

The  City  of  BaUimi/re  was  again  fumigated  yesterdav,  and  to-dav, 
sixth  day  in  quarantine,  will  be  released  provided  all  on  board  are  well. 

Rejwrtfrom  Gulf  port  ^  Miss. — Malarial  ft  ver — Mosquitoes. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Amesse  reports,  August  13,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  August  11.  No  transactions  of  sanitary  importance. 
There  have  been  no  cases  of  enteric  fever  reported  since  the  latter  part 
of  July,  but  malarial  fever  is  widespread,  following  a  veritable  plague 
of  mosquitoes  carried  here  by  long-continued  southwest  winds.  None 
of  these  cases  present  special  features. 

Report  from  Gulf  quarantine.^   Miss. — Malarial  fever  on    scliooners 
Anna  M,  Stammer  and  Grijfi/t^from  Colon. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Wille  reports,  August  16,  as  follows: 
The  American  schooners  Anna  M.  Stammer  and  Griffin^  each  with 
a  complement  of  8  men,  arrived  at  this  station  during  the  past  week 
en  route  from  Colon  to  Gulfport,  Miss.,  with  entire  crews  sick  with 
SI  975 
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malarial  fever  of  the  tertian  type.  The  members  of  the  crew  recov- 
ered and  the  vessels  were  released  for  Gulfport  after  the  usual  fumi- 
gation and  detention.  The  condition  of  aflfairs  on  board  these  .vessels 
while  en  route  was  at  times  so  bad  that  it  was  barely  possible  JFor  one 
man  to  remain  on  deck  to  navigate  the  vessel.

-  Examination  of  rodents  for  plague  infection 
at  East  London. 


The  following  is  received  from  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  Cape 
Colony,  under  aate  of  July  9,  1906: 

East  Zcwdiw.— Week  ended  July  7,  1906:  169  rodents,  of  which  26 
were  found  dead,  bacteriologically  examined.  No  plague  infection 
found. 

•  Report  froin  Monrovia— Smallpox. 

Consul  Lyon  reports  as  follows: 

During  the  three  months  ended  June  30, 1906,  smallpox  was  reported 
present,  with  15  cases.  One  of  the  3  physicians  in  the  city  pronounced 
the  disease  to  be  smallpox,  while  the  other  2  declared  it  to  be  skin 
disease.  All  the  symptoms,  as  well  as  the  disfigiiring  scars  left  upon 
the  faces  of  those  attacked  by  it,  indicate  that  it  was  smallpox.

July  20  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Robertson  reported  yellow  fever 
present  in  Ceiba,  and  on  July  23  present  in  epidemic  form.  These 
statements  were  not  concurred  in  by  the  local  health  authorities,  and  in 
compliance  with  the  request  of  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Robertson 
and  Doctor  Matute,  health  officer  of  Ceiba,  for  expert  examination. 
Surgeon  Guiteras,  at  Cairo,  111.,  was  directed,  August  7,  to  proceed 
to  Ceiba  and  confer  with  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Robertson  and 
Doctor  Matute.  On  August  20  a  telegram  dated  August  19  was 
received  from  Surgeon  Guiteras  confirming  the  existence  of  yellow 
fever  at  Ceiba.  This  information  was  forwarded  by  the  Bureau, 
August  20,  to  Dr.  C.  H.  Irion,  president  Louisiana  State  board  of 
health;  Dr.  George  R.  Tabor,  health  officer  of  Texas;  Dr.  tloseph 
Goldthwaite,  health  officer,  Mobile,  Ala. ;  Dr.  Joseph  Y.  Porter,  State 
health  officer,  Florida;  Passed  Asst.

Measures  against  importation  of  yellfnc  fever. 

Consul  Johnson  reports,  July  26  and  August  9,  as  follows: 
This  port  has  had  no  ease  of  yellow  fever  since  last  March,  and  there 
has  been  no  fever  at  Choloma  or  Piraienta  since  May  13  and  July  6, 
respectively. 

All  vessels  entering  this  port  are  subject  to  a  strict  examination  by 
the  health  officer  of  Puerto  Cortez  in  order  to  prevent  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  disease  into  this  country.  In  the  epidemics  of  1892,  1897, 
and  1905  the  first  cases  of  yellow  fever  were  imported  on  foreign  ves- 
sels, and  for  this  reason  the  Government  is  taking  strict  measures  in 
the  examination  of  crews  and  passengers  coming  into  Puerto  Cortez.

INDIA. 

Report  from  Bombay — Organiztd  campaign  against  rats. 

Consul  Fee  reports,  July  13,  as  follows: 

During  the  last  two  years  a  regularly  organized  campaign  against 
rats  has  been  in  operation. 

The  city  has  l>een  mapped  out  into  wards,  professional  rat  catchers 
have  been  emploved,  and  rewards  paid  for  rats  taken.      The  rats 
caught,  dead  or  afive,  have  been  sent  to  the  Parel  government  labora- . 
tory  in  this  cit}^  where  the  plague  research  commission  are  conducting 
a  series  of  experiments  in  connection  with  rats  and  plague. 
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Report  frorn  Calcutta — Transactions  of  Service  —  Cholera^  pl/igue^  and 
smallpox — Health  conditions  iii  Bengal  in  1905 — Rat  extennina- 
tion —  Vaccination — Sanitary  measures* 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  fkkins  reports,  July  19,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  July  14,  1906,  bill  of  health  issued  to  the  steamship 
Miinica^  bound  for  Philadelphia  and  New  York,  with  a  total  crew  of 
tt6.  The  usual  precautions  were  taken,  holds  fumigated,  i*at  guards 
placed  on  wharf  lines,  and  lascars'  effects  disinfected. 

Week  ended  July  7,  1906,  18  deaths  from  cholera,  9  from  plague, 
and  11  from  smallpox  in  Calcutta. 

In  Bengal,  week  ended  July  7,  1906,  26  cases  and  21  deaths  from 
plague. 

In  India,  week  ended  July  7,  1906,  630  cases  and  586  deaths  from 
plague. 

The  very  low  temperature  and  excessive*  rainfall  during  the  pre- 
monsoon  period,  the  abnormal  heat  in  June,  and  the  early  cessation  of 
the  monsoon  were  conditions  very  favorable  for  the  development  of 
plague  and  malaria  during  the  earlier  months  of  the  year  1906  and 
rendered  the  last  quarter  most  unhealthy. 

A  considerable  rise  in  the  general  mortality  is  reported,  the  number 
of  deaths  registered  being  1,922,369,  or  38.53  per  raille,  which  was  the 
highest  rate  recorded  during  the  last  twenty  years.  This  increase  is 
ascribed  by  the  sanitary  commissioner  and  the  reporting  officers  to  the 
greater  unhealthiness  of  the  year.  The  districts  of  Gya,  Patna,  Sha- 
habad,  and  Saran  suffered  most,  having  death  rates  of  over  50  per 
mille.  The  healthiest  districts  were  Singnbhum  (22.05),  Ranchi  (25.50), 
and  Manbhum  (26.23).  Chota  Nagpur  was  as  ilsual  the  healthiest 
division^  with  a  death  rate  of  only  27.72,  while  the  |}ighest  mortality 
occurred  iti  the  Patna  division,  where  a  death  rate  of  45.86  per  mille 
was  recorded. 

The  mortality  from  cholem  was  the  highest  recorded  since  1901. 
The  deaths  from  this  disease  numbered  146,339,  giving  a  ratio  of  2.93 
per  mille,  against  1.63  in  1904,  and  2.77,  the  Quinquennial  average. 
\Vith  the  exception  of  Chota  Nagpur  division,  which  recorded  a  death 
rate  from  this  cause  of  only  0.35  per  mille,  the  whole  province  suffered 
severely,  the  ravages  of  the  disease  being  worst  in  the  districts  of  Gya 
(6.63  per  mille),  Punea  (5.17),  Patna  (5.00),  Shahabad  (4.94),  Howrah 
(4.78),  and  Bhagalpur  (4.74).  In  Puri  the  cholem  mortality  rose  from 
0.99  in  1904  to  3.97  in  1905. 

The  moitality  from  plague  was  the  highest  on  record  since  the  out- 
break in  1898,  the  totAl  number  of  deaths  being  126,084,  against  75,433 
in  the  previous  year,  and  58,255,  the  average  of  the  last  quinquen- 
nium. The  period  of  greatest  prevalence  was,  as  usual,  from  January 
to  April,  but  the  climax  was  reached  in  the  month  of  March,  in  whicn 
month  alone  40,090  deaths  from  plague  were  returned.  Twenty -seven 
districts  were  more  or  less  affected  by  the  disease,  the  districts  which 
suffered  most  being  Saran,  Patna,  Gya,  Shahabad,  Monghyr,  and  Cal- 
cutta. During  the  year  rat  extermination  was  carried  on  in  many 
Birts  of  the  province,*  but  notably  in  the  Giridih  coal  tields  and  in 
ihar.  As  an  example  of  the  efficacy  of  rat  extermination  the  sani- 
tary commissioner  cites  the  instance  of  Jagadispur  in  the  Shahabad 
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district.  The  operations  were  carried  on  there  very  thoroughly,  and 
though  there  was  a  good  deal  of  the  disease  in  Sbababad^  Ja^ispur 
itself  enjoyed  complete  immunity  despite  the  fact  that  a  very  large 
number  of"^  the  people  from  other  badly  infected  localities  came  to 
reside  there.  The  arrangements  to  keep  up  the  campaign  for  at  least 
another  twelve  months  are  complete. 

During  the  year  1,544  plague  inoculations  were  performed. 

A  total  of  1,214,487  deaths  was  reported  from  ""fever,"  the  death 
rate  from  this  cause  representing  a  ratio  of  24.34  against  20.49  per 
mille  in  the  preceding  year,  and  accounting  for  63.17  per  cent  of  the 
total  deaths  registered  from  different  causes  during  1905.  Antimala- 
rial measures  directed  to  the  destruction  of  mosquitoes  were  tried 
at  Berhampore  and  Balasore,  and  though  it  can  not  be  claimed  that 
they  have  as  yet  yielded  great  results,  they  caused  a  considerable  re- 
duction in  the  number  of  mosquitoes  and  paved  the  way  for  more  com- 
plete operations,  which  Tfill  now  be  carried  out  at  Berhampore,  Rana- 
ghat  (in  Nadia),  Jagadispur  (in  Shahabad),  and  Mohespur  (in  Jessore). 

Considemble  activity  was  displayed  by  many  municipalities  in  the 
administration  of  the  various  branches  of  sanitation.  Inquiries  were 
made  during  the  year  to  ascertain  whether  filtration  through  sand  and 
application  of  sulphate  of  copper  rendered  the  effluent  from  septic 
tank  installations  bacteriologically  pure.  The  net  result  of  the 
experiments  was  to  show  that  these  methods,  either  separatel}'  or  in 
combination,  were  capable  of  purifying  the  effluent,  but  that  in  prac- 
tice they  were  likely  to  prove  difficult  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of 
impurity  in  the  material  to  be  treated;  and  it  was  considered  doubtful 
whether  they  would  be  practicable  in  the  case  of  effluents  of  a  high 
degree  of  impurity  e'xcept  as  adjuncti^  to  other  methods  of  treatment. 
Sterilization  of  tbe  effluent  was  then  attempted  by  means  of  chlorin- 
ated lime.  The  experiment  proved  successful,  and  it  was  found  that 
an  addition  of  this  material  equivalent  to  5  grains  for  each  gallon  of 
effluent  rendered  the  fluid  virtually  sterile. 

The  sanitary  commissioner  reports  that  septic-tank  latrines  are  aD 
entire  success  when  used  for  communities  such  as  mills,  large  schools, 
railway  workshops,  and  the  like,  and  he  is  now  considering  whether 
they  can  be  adapted  to  municipal  towns.  He  will  be  asked  to  submit 
a  report  embodying  the  results  of  his  experiments.  The  sanitary 
commissioner  has  also  made  a  number  of  suggestions  for  the  adoption 
in  municipalities  of  the  septic-tank  method  as  a  substitute  for  trenches. 

The  vaccination  returns  for  the  ,year  are  confined  to  the  districts 
now  within  the  reconstituted  province  of  Bengal.  The  death  rate 
from  smallpox  for  the  whole  province  in  1905-O  (0.22  per  mille)  was 
slightly  higher  than  that  for  the  previous  year  (0.17  per  mille),  hut 
compares  favombly  with  the  average  death  rate  for  the  ten  years, 
which  was  0.37.  Perhaps  the  most  noticeable  feature  of  the  returns 
is  the  large  increase  in  the  death  rate  in  Calcutta  from  0.14  per  mille 
in  1904-5  to  2.34  in  1905-6  as  a  result  of  a  severe  outbreak  of  small- 
pox during  the  cold  weather.  The  death  rate  in  Puri  was  also  hi^h, 
that  being  the  only  district  in  the  province  where  the  protection 
afforded  to  infants  is  below  200  per  mille.  In  CXittack  there  has  been 
a  steady  decrease  in  the  annual  death  rate  from  3.(55  in  1900-1901  to 
0.04  in  the  year  1905,  the  number  of  successful  vaccinations  having 
increased  nearh'  100  per  cent  during  these  years.

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British  schooner  Vinita^  sailing  July  30  last  for  Philadelphia  via 
Coon  Island,  Nicaragua,  carried  as  passengers  3  members  of  British 
t^hooner  Hilda  (?.,  wrecked  off  Bluefields  bar  July  29.  These  pas- 
sengers were  transferred  by  the  British  consul  to  the  Vinita^  wnich 
sailed  next  day.  No  certificates  were  issued  to  said  passengers.  They 
were  bound  for  a  northern  United  States  port.  Upon  the  request  of 
the  agent  of  the  Honduranian  sloop  Pirate  and  the  British  steamship 
JWm,  engaged  in  the  mahogany  trade,  the  vessels  were  subjected  to 
the  regulations  governing  vessels  in  a  fruit  port,  and  were  granted 
bills  of  health  under  same  conditions. 

A  bill  of  health  was  also  granted  to  schooner  Despatch^  which  sailed 
August  1  for  Bocas  del  Toro,  upon  request  of  the  master.  In  said 
bill  of  health  the  sanitary  condition  of  11  passengers  at  time  of 
departure  was  noted,  but  no  personal  certificates  were  issued  to  the 
passengers  individually. 

Week  ended  August  11,  1906.  General  sanitary  condition  of  this 
port  and  the  surrounding  country  during  the  week,  infected.  Small- 
pox present.

Seventy  laborers  were  vaccinated  during  the  week.  Quarantine 
regulations  are  rigidly  enforced. 

A  ca^e  of  well-defined  smallpox  exists  in  Bluefields.  The  patient 
was  a  prisoner  in  the  city  jail  and  has  been  isolated.  Every  precau- 
tion will  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  A  complete 
history  of  the  origin  of  the  case  has  not  been  received.  Passengers 
leaving  to-day  for  Mobile  have  been  vaccinated. 

August  1(C  Two  new  cases  of  smallpox  have  occurred  since  my  cable 
of  the  5th  instant  announcing  the  existence  of  the  disease  here.  There 
are  at  the  present  time  3  known  cases.  The  first  and  second  cases 
occurred  in  the  '"cuartel,"  a  building  serving  the  double  purpose  of 
army  liarracks  and  city  jail.  The  third  case  was  discovered  this  morn- 
ing in  the  search  for  concealed  or  unreported  cases.  All  three  cases 
are  now  in  the  pustular  stage.  The  source  of  infection  was  probably 
Kama. 

No  precautions  have  been  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disea.«je. 

The  local  governor  assured  the  A^ierican  consular  agent,  the  rep- 
rejsentative  of  the  Louisiana  State  board  of  health,  and  myself  that 
he  would  appoint  a  board  of  health  to  take  full  charge  of  the  situation. 
A  plan  was  evolved  and  sanctioned  by  the  foreign  physicians  here, 
the  American  consular  agent,  and  myself. 

No  steps  have  been  taken  to  carry  out  the  proposed  measures. 

The  situation  is  a  serious  one,  and  the  local  conditions  all  favor  the 
rapid  spread  of  the  disease.

British  steamship  Winnie^  for  a  port  in  the  United  States,  via  Cien- 
fuegos,  Cuba,  August  3,  with  22  crew;  holds  and  living  quarters 
fumigated. 

British  steB>msh\p  ILiddersf  eld,  for  a  port  in  the  United  States,  via 
Morro  Castle,  Cuba,  August  3,  with  21  crew;  holds  and  living  quarters 
fumigated. 

German  steamship  Virgini^^  for  New  York,  via  Santa  Marta,  August 
6,  with  81  crew  ana  17  passengers. 

American  steamship  Panama^  for  New  York,  August  5,  with  102 
crew  and  140  passengers. 

British  steamship  Te^an^  for  New  Orleans  via  Kingston,  Jamaica, 
August  7,  with  45  crew  and  no  passengers;  holds  and  living  quarters 
fumigated. 

British  steamship  Tagus^  for  New  York  via  Kingston,  Jamaica, 
August  7,  with  160  crew  and  30  passengers  from  this  port  and  38  in 
transit. 

British  schooner  Blomidon^  for  Pascagoula,  August  9,  with  9  crew 
and  no  passengers:  all  compartments  fumigated. 

Owing  to  the  prompt  sanitarj'  measures  instituted  the  outbi-eak  of 
smallpox  has  been  effectually  checked.  Since  July  29  no  new  eases 
have  been  reported.  The  total  number  of  cases  was  33,  of  which  2 
died. 

During  the  month  of  July  there  were  119  deaths  repoited  in  the 
district  over  which  the  health  officer  of  Colon  and  Cristobal  has  super- 
vision, containing  a  population  of  14,765.  The  causes  given  were  as 
follows:  Malarial  fever,  36;  pneumonia,  21;  dysentery,  2;  enteric 
fever,  1;  smallpox,  1;  tuberculosis,  3;  filariasis,  1;  cancer,  1;  cere- 
bral hemorrhage,  2:  meningitis,  pneuraococcic,  1;  convulsions,  3; 
pericarditis,  1;  heart  disease,  valvular,  2:  cardiac  syncope,  3;  hemor- 
rhage, 1;  asthenia,  6;  hemoptysin,  1:  broncho-pneumonia.  1;  asphyxia, 
1;  peritonitis,  1;  h(,*patitis,  1;  enlarged  spleen,  1:,  diarrhea,  1: 
nephritis,  4;  ruptured  aneurism,  1;  burns,  1;  traumatism,  1;  drowned, 
1;  parturition,  1;  stillbirths,  5;  unknown,  14. 

The  rainfall  during  the  past  two  months  has  been  unusually  heavv; 
in  July  alone  the  rain  gauge  registered  16  inches.  Under  such  condi- 
tions malarial  fever  continually  increases,  and  by  aggravating  the 
insanitary  conditions  under  which  the  negroes  live  tends  to  Ihe  spread 
of  pneumonia.  Against  the  latter  disease  the  sanitary  department  has 
decided   upon   a  campaign  as  against    any  other    epidemic  disease. 
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Cases  will  be  isolated  and  all  premises  where  the  disease  occurs  will  be 
fumigated  with  .sulphur  and  disinfected  with  formaldehyde  and 
bichloride  of  mercury. 

Report  from  Bocas  del  Toro^fndt  port — Improved  sanitary  conditions. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Osterhout  reports  as  follows: 

Week  ended  August  3,  1906.  Present  officially  estimated  popula- 
tion not  obtainable;  general  sanitary  condition  of  this  port  and  the 
suiTounding  country  during  the  week,  good. 

There  is  a  decided  improvement  in  the  health  conditions.  Very 
few  mosquitoes  are  to  be  found.

The  German  steamship  Assmin  on  the  18th  for  San  Francisco,  Cal., 
with  general  cargo  and  a  total  personnel  of  75,  of  whom  1  member  of 
crew,  2  cabin,  and  5  steerage  passengers  were  from  this  port. 

The  British  steamship  Santiago  on  the  21st  for  Ancon,  Canal  Zone, 
with  general  cargo  and  a  total  personnel  of  219,  of  whom  6  members 
of  crew,  55  cabin,  and  63  steerage  passengers  were  from  this  port.

Ckpndhhms  at  New  Iberia^  La. — No  nev^  cases  of  yellow  fever  at  New 

Iberia^  La. 

A  case  of  yellow  fever  at  New  Iberia,  La.,  having  been  reported, 
Aug^ust  19,  by  Dr.  C.  H.  Irion,  the  president  of  the  Louisiana  State  board 
of  health.  Surgeon  (iuiteras  was  directed  by  the  Bureau,  August  23, 
to  pro<*eed  to  New  Iberia  and  report  on  the  conditions  existing  there 
and  the  measures  taken  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease. 

On  August  24  and  25,  Doctor  Irion  informed  the  Bureau  that  no 
new  cases  had  occurred  and  that  general  fumigation  was  in  progress. 

On  August  27  Surgeon  Guiteras  reported  as  follows: 

No  new  cases  since  initial  one.  Source  of  infection  undetermined. 
Danger  of  spread  slight.  Situation  well  in  hand.  Effective  isolation 
and  disinfection  of  infected  territor}- .  It  is  proposed  to  fumigate  all 
houses  in  city.  Work  one-fourth  completed,  including  infected  and 
surrounding  territory.  Water  containers  oiled.  Stegoinyia  fairly 
numerous.  Railroad  instructed  not  to  issue  tickets  from  Iberia. 
Free  communication  between  town  and  Iberia  Parish.  No  excite- 
ment or  apprehension. 

Rep^rrt  from  Gulf  quarantine.^  Mississippi — Malarial  fever  on  schooner 
Klizaheth  Dantzler  from  Colon. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Wille  reports,  August  21,  as  follows: 
The  American  schooner  Elizabeth  Dantzlei\  from  Colon,  arrived  at 
thi-!  station  yesterday  with  entire  crew  sick  with  testivo-autumnal 
malarial  fever  of  a  severe  type.     The  master  of  the  vessel  died  en 
route  on  the  18th  instant  and  was  buried  at  sea. 

Jiejfort  frfjin  Fort  Monroe^   Va. —  Case  of  suspicious  sichiess  on  steam- 
ship Els  wick  Lodgc^from  Tampico. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Collins  reports  as  follows: 

August  26.  Elsrwick  Lodgt  was  fumigated  yesterda3\  Has  case 
now  under  observation.  Diagnosis  not  determined.  Agents  propose 
to  i»end  ship  and  crew  at  once  to  Delaware  Breakwater.  Request 
instructions  as  to  permitting  this. 

On  August  28  the  Bureau  telegraphed  Assistant  Surgeon  Collins  as 
follows: 

Allow  Ehwick  Lodge  proceed  Breakwater.  Send  full  clinical  his- 
tory with  ship  and  give  only  limited  discharge  from  quarantine. 
Report  departure  to  Bureau. 

On  the  same  date  Assistant  Surgeon  Bahrenberg,  at  Delaware  Break- 
water Quarantine,  was  instructed  as  follows: 

Steamship  Elswiek  Lodge  will  arrive  with  case  suspicious  illness  on 
board  from  Fort  Monroe.     Hold,  observe,  and  report.

Report  from  Cape  Town — Examination  of  rodents  for  plague  infedton 
ai  £dst  London  and  King  Williams  Town;  infection  found. 

The  following  is  received  from  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  the ' 
colony,  under  Site  of  July  16,  1906: 

East  London. — Week  ended  July  14,  1906:  61  rodents,  of  which  16 
were  found  dead,  bacteriologically  examined;  7  rats  infected. 

King  Williams  Town. — rlague-infected  rodents  were  found  at  a 
store  in  this  town  on  the  13th  instant. 

AUSTRALIA. 

Plaque  in  ^ueensland^  New  South  Wales,  and  Western  Australia — 
Examination  of  rodents  for  plague  infection — Plague  on  steamship 
Britannia  at  Adelaide. 

The  following  information  is  taken  from  plague  bulletins  received 
from  Consul-General  Bray  at  Melbourne: 

QUEENSLAND. 

Brisbane. — Weeks  ended  June  30  and  July  7,  1906:  Rodents 
destroyed,  522;  examined,  330;  found  infected,  1. 

NEW   SOUTH  WALES. 

At  Sydney,  during  the  week  ended  June  30,  2  cases  and  7  deaths  of 
pneumonic  plague  were  reported.  The  neighborhood  in  which  these 
cases  occurred  was  plague  free.  Twenty-nine  contacts  were  removed 
to  quarantine  and  all  received  protective  doses  of  serum.  During 
the  week  ended  July  7,  a  plague  case  was  reported.  The  mtient  bad 
been  employed  on  wharves  known  to  have  been  infected.  During  the 
two  weeks  ended  July  7,  3,360  rodents  were  destroyed,  1,067  examined; 
11  were  found  infected. 

WESTERN   AUSTRALIA* 


At  Freemantle,  week  ended  June  30,  1  case  was  reported;  rodents 
destroyed,  47;  examined,  11.     No  infection  found. 

On  July  12  the  steamship  Brltnnnia  arrived  at  Adelaide  fi'om  Mel- 
bourne with  1  ease  of  plague  on  board.  The  patient  and  contacts  were 
removed  to  the  quarantine  station. 
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BRAZIL. 

Report  from  Rio   de  Janeiro — Inspection    of  vessels — Moi*tality — 
Plague^  smallpooc^  and  yeUow  fei'er. 

Acting  Assistant  Sargeon  Stewart  reports,  July  Z\  and  August  1, 
as  follows: 

Vessels  inspected  and  bills  of  beahfa 
received.  On  the  l7th  instant  the  British  steamafaip  Virgil^  for  New 
Oi  leaos>  witk  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers  of  any  class,  and  with 
no  change  in  the  personnel  of  tbe  crew;  and  on  the  ISth  instant  tbe 
British  steamship  Titian^  for  New  York,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  3  first- 
class  passengers,  no  steerage,  and  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the 
crew  while  in  this  port.

Total  deaths,  357,  including  29  from  yellow  fever. 

Mortality  in  city  of  Rto  de  Janeiro^  \oeek  July  ^^,  1906, — Total 
deaths,  222,  including  bubonic  plague,  2.  At  the  close  of  the  week 
there  were  in  the  hospital  SSo  Seoastiao  1  case  of  yellow  fever,  no 
cases  of  variola — 5  cases  of  bubonic  plague,  and  7  cases  of  suspicious 
illness  under  observation. 

Week  ended  July  29,  1906:  On  July  26  the  Norwegian  barkentlne 
Pehr  Ugland^  for  Mobile,  Ala.,  in  sand  ballast  obtainea  from  Kosario, 
Argentine  Republic;  no  passengers,  and  with  2  new  members  of  the 
crew  signed  on  while  in  this  port.

Leprosy, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Flint  reports,  August  20,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  August  18,  1906:  Two  original  and  4  supplemental 
bills  of  health  issued,  2  vessels  fumigated,  201  crew  inspected,  and 
61  passengers  (in  transit  for  Cuban  ports  in  vessels  bound  to  the  United 
States)  inspected. 

The  British  schooner  Charlevoix^  for  Mobile,  had  one  case  of  mala- 
rial fever  en  route,  which  was  recovering. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  is  good;  no  quarantinable  diseases. 
Two  cases  of  leprosy,  discovered  by  the  authorities  on  July  27,  were 
quickly  isolatecl  for  observation,  and  on  August  11  were  taken  io  the 
leper  hospital  at  Santa  Clara  in  a  special  car.

Pinilhm  at  Matamas,

During  the  week  3  cases  of  dengue  were  reported.  One  case  of 
yellow  fever  was  reported  in  Habana  on  the  15th  instant,  and  another 
case  was  confirmed  at  Miitanzas  which  had  been  infected  in  Habana. 

The  case  in  Habana  occurred  in  a  Spaniard  who  was  taken  sick  on 
August  7  and  on  August  10  entered  Covadonga  Hospital. 

The  case  in  Matanzas  was  in  a  member  of  the  crew  of  the  Spanish 
steamship  3Iigffel  3L  J^itiillfts^  taken  on  at  this  port.  A  supplemental 
bill  of  health  was  issued  to  this  vessel,  on  the  statement  of  the  ship's 
oflScer  regarding  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  vessel  and  health  ef  all 
on  board,  as  is  the  practice  in  this  office  with  regard  to  all  vessels 
sailing  for  the  United  States  via  foreign  ports.  It  was  noted  on  the 
bill  of  health  that  the  vessel  had  not  l^en  inspected. 

A  case  of  ict^-rtfs  grare  was  also  reported  by  the  board  of  health. 
This  case  occurred  in  a  Spaniard  who  had  been  a  resident  in  the  island 
for  the  past  thirteen  yeersand  is  therefore  believed  to  be  an  imuume^ 

August  25:  One  new  case  of  yellow  fever  reported  and  confirmed 
to-day. 

On  the  same  date  this  information  was  forwarded  b^^  the  Bureau  to 
Dr.  C.  H.  Irion,  president  of  the  Louisiana  State  board  of  health; 
Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Duke,  Pa^cagoula,  Miss.;  Dr.  Rhett  Goode, 

E resident   quarantine  board,  Mobile  Bay;  Dr.  C.   H.   Tabor,    State 
ealth  officer,  Texas;  Passed   Assistant   Surgeon  Wille,  Gulf  Quar- 
antine, Miss.,  and  Dr.  J.  Y.  Porter,  Key  West,  Fla. 

Quarantine  against  Santo  Domingo  raised  in  Cuban  portn. 

The  president  of  the  superior  board  of  health  at  Habana  was 
informed  August  6,  in  response  to  inquiry  bv  cablegram,  that  the 
American  minister  to  the  Dominican  Republic  having  stated  that  the 
disease  reported  at  La  Vega  June  9  was  enteric  fever  and  not  yellow 
fever,  the  quarantine  officer  of  Porto  Rico  had  been  directed  to  raise 
quarantine  against  Santo  Domingo. 

On  August  15  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  von  Ezdorf  informed  the 
Bureau  that  the  quarantine  established  by  Cuba  against  Santo  Domingo 
and  Haiti  had  been  removed  by  order  of  the  chief  quarantine  officer 
of  the  island. 
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Reports  from  Matanzas—Impection  of  vessels — Yellow  fever  on  steam- 
ship Miguel  M,  PiniUas. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  August  13  and  21,  as 
follows: 

Week  ended  August  11,  1906:  Bills  of  health  were  issued  to  4  ves- 
sels bound  for  United  States  ports;  6  certificates  of  immunity  were 
granted  to  passengers  going  to  the  United  States  via  Habana.  Of 
these  2  were  re  vaccinated  at  this  office  and  so  stated  in  their  health 
certificates. 

Since  August  1  no  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  have  been  reported  m 
the  province. 

Week  ended  August  18,  1906:  Bills  of  health  granted  to  3  vessels 
bound  to  United  States  pjorts;  2  certificates  of  immunity  issued  to  pas- 
sengers^ going  to  the  United  States  via  Habana.  The  Spajiish  steam- 
ship Miguel  M.  Pinillos^  bound  to  New  Orleans,  was  fumigated  August 
11,  and  being  directed  not  to  sail  and  to  await  further  orders  at  this 
port,  she  was  fumigated  a^in  on  the  15th  instant,  shortly  before  leav- 
ing for  New  Orleans,  her  fanal  p)ort  of  destination.  One  case  of  yellow 
fever  developed  on  board  of  this  vessel  in  one  of  the  crew  taken  on  in 
Habana,  whose  contagion  was  directly  traceable  to  that  city.  This 
case  was  promptly  reported  to  the  bureau  by  cable  on.  August  14,  and 
also  as  being  confirmed  by  the  Cuban  commission  on  the  17th  instant. 
The  patient  has  recovered,  but  is  still  under  observation  and  isolation 
at  the  civil  hospital  of  this  city. 

No'"  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  have  been  reported  since  August  14. 

History  of  yellow-fever  case  imported  from  Habana  on  steamship 
Miguel  M,  Pinillos, 

On  the  morning  of  the  11th  instant  the  Spanish  steamship  Miguel  M. 
Pinillos  entered  this  harbor  bound  from  Barcelona,  Spain,  to  New 
Orleans,  via  several  other  Spanish  ports,  Porto  Rico,  Santiago,  Habana, 
and  Matanzas,  leaving  Habana  during  the  previous  evening.  Shortly 
after  her  arrival  the  captain  came  to  this  omce  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  fumigation  of  the  vessel  during  the  same  afteraooa. 

At  1.30  p.  m.  I  arrived  on  board  and  commenced  the  fumigation  at  2. 
At  5,  when  the  fumigation  "was  completed,  the  captain  was  askM  to 
muster  the  crew  for  inspection.  While  this  was  being  accomplished. 
I  observed  a  man  coming  to  the  lines  with  a  very  staggering  walk  and 
looking  sick.  I  went  to  him,  and  seeing  that  he  was  about  to  faint  I 
had  him  carried  over  on  one  of  the  matches  for  his  examination. 
He  stated  as  follows:  Name,  M.  M.;  a  native  of  Cadiz,  Spain;  26  years 
of  age.  He  is  a  man  of  fair  eomplexion  and  good  constitution.  No 
history  of  any  previous  sickness  of  a  serious  nature.  He  arrived  ia 
Habana  from  his  native  country  three  months  a^o.  He  worked  duruig 
the  first  month  in  Cuba  aboard  a  coastwise  vessel  plying  between 
Habana  and  northern  ports  of  the  island.  During  ^e  last  two  montfajs 
he  had  no  occupation  and  was  wandering  about  the  streets  of  HabMka, 
homeless,  without  any  definite  place  to  stay,  sleeping  generally  in  the 
open  air  on  the  benches  in  the  public  parks,  having  scarcely  anything 
to  eat  up  to  August  10,  when  he  joinea  the  crew  of  the  vessel  referred 
to.     The  day  before  his  arrival  on  board — that  is,  on  August  9 — be 
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began  to  feel  sick,  but  did  not  report  his  condition  either  to  tbe  ship's 
surgeon  or  to  the  captain.  One  of  the  crew  stated  that  he  bad  not 
been  able  to  attend  to  his  duties  since  be  came  on  board. 

The  patient  complained  of  great  weakness,  headache,  and  dizziness; 
pain  in  the  stomach  and  back^  as  well  as  in  the  upper  and  lower 
extremities;  his  face  was  flushed,  his  eyes  were  injected  without  any 
jaundice  present,  and  the  tongue  slightly  coated  with  red  borders  and 
red  tip.  There  was  nausea,  but  no  vomiting.  I  took  his  temperature 
and  found  it  39^  C,  and  pulse  88. 

While  the  patient  was  being  examined  the  captain  was  directed  by 
a  letter  from  the  ship's  agent  not  to  sail  and  to  await  new  orders. 

The  patient  was  ordered  to  bed,  isolated  from  the  rest  of  the  crew, 
and  lodged  in  one  of  the  second-class  cabins  araidship.  He  was  pre- 
scribed a  da**e  of  calomel  followed  by  Epsom  salts  ana  quinirte. 

August  12,  8  a.  m.,  1  visited  the  case,  accompanied  by  Doctor  Garcia, 
the  Cuban  quarantine  officer,  who  had  been  summoned,  auid  observed 
the  following  symptoms:  Temperature,  39.2^;  pulse,  80,  and  his  gen- 
eral condition  the  same.  The  urine  was  exammed  and  contained  no 
albumin.  The  sulphate  of  magnesium  prescribed  him  the  day  before 
was  thrown  up  immediately  after  taking  it;  therefore  it  had  no  effect 
and  a  second  dose  was  ordered,  followed  by  quinine.  There  was  intense 
thirst,  and  cold  lemonade  taken  at  pleasure  was  advised.  The  patient 
was  seen  again  by  Doctor  Garcia  the  same  afternoon  and  it  was  found 
that  his  temperature  had  i  isen  to  40^,  while  his  pulse  had  dropped  to  76. 
There  had  been  no  vomiting,  no  jaundice,  no  epistaxis,  not  any  apprecia- 
ble injection  of  the  gums  acconipanied  by  hemorrhage,  but  the  epigas- 
tralgia  and  rachialgia  continued  the  same,  as  well  as  the  frontal  head- 
ache, without  delirium.  The  patient  occasionally  had  cough  with  some 
expectoration  of  a  greenish  sputum,  apparently  due  to  a  long-standing 
bronchial  catarrh,  as  there  was  no  appreciable  dyspncea  nor  pain,  and 
the  auscultation  of  the  chest  revealed  only  disseminated  sonorous  coarse 
rales. 

August  13,  9  a.  m:  Temperature,  38.5;  pulse,  70.  The  patient  had 
slept  verv  little  through  the  previous  m^ht.  Urine  scanty,  high  col- 
ored, and  showing  a  ti*ace  of  albumin.  The  bowels  had  not  moved  and 
a  mixture  of  cream  of  tartar  and  lemon  juice  was  prescribed  every  2 
hours.^  At  4.30  p.  m.,  name  day,  temperature,  38.5;  pulse,  61;  the 
albumin  in  the  urme  was  in  larger  proportions. 

Au^st  14,  8  a.  m:  Temperature,  37.6;  pulse,  56:  he  complained  of 
great  weakness;  the  albumin  in  the  urine  was  considerably  increased 
as  compared  with  the  previous  evening;  urine  scanty  and  high  colored. 
No  jaundice,  no  vonuting,  no  black  stools  had  appeared.  The  case 
was  diagnosed  as  j^ellow  fever  by  the  writer,  and  was  ordered  by  the 
Cuban  quarantine  officer  to  the  city  hospital  with  all  necessary  pre- 
cautions, the  patient  being  well  protected  by  a  mosquito  bar  wnile 
being  conveyed  to  the  isolation  ward  in  the  hospital,  and  the  vessel 
was  immediately  after  thoroughly  fumigated  with  sulphur  by  the  Cuban 
service.  I  cabled  the  Bureau  and  also  telegraphed  Passed  Assistant 
Surgeon  von  Ezdorf  on  August  14,  reporting  the  case  so  soon  as  the 
nature  of  the  disease  had  been  determined. 

I  visited  the  patient  again  at  4  p.  m.  of  August  14,  and  noted  his 
temperature  36.5  and  pulse  52.  His  general  condition  had  improved 
and  ne  was  feeling  better.     The  \irine  was  again  examined,  and  it  was 
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found  that  the  quantity  of  albumin  was  somewhat  increased.  During 
the  first  twenty-four  hours  after  the  patient  was  in  the  hospital  his  urine 
was  carefully  measured,  only  voiding  550  grammes.  The  patient's 
condition  continued  aiore  or  less  the  same,  with  the  exception  of  a 
slight  fever,  running  up  to  88,  the  highest  from  August  13  to  16. 

August  17,  10  a.  m. :  Tempemture,  36;  pulse,  48.  Some  trace  of 
albumin  was  still  detected  in  the  urine.  The  patient  had  slept  soundly 
during  the  night,  and  was  asking  for  solid  food. 

I  based  my  diagnosis  in  this  case  mainly  on  three  important  symp- 
toms: (1)  The  uninterrupted  dropping  of  the  pulse  rate,  not  only  when 
the  temperature  rose,  but  also  when  it  went  down,  without  correlation 
in  either  case  between  each  other,  not  even  after  defervescence  was 
ushered  in:  (2)  the  stationary  temperature  without  marked  remis- 
sions or  ^acerbations  during  the  evening,  as  compared  with  that  of 
the  morning,  while  the  pulse  was  falling  bv  about  10  beats  daily:  (3) 
the  appearance  ot  albumin  in  the  urine  in  increasing  proportions. 

Doctor  Guiteras  arrived  from  Habana  during  the  morning  of  August 
16  and  examined  the  case  in  my  presence  with  two  other  physicians 
of  this  locality.  He  called  our  attention  to  the  presence  of  a  very 
slight  icterus  fiue  in  the  sclerotics,  which  could  only  be  perceived  at  a 
distance.  Although  Doctor  Guiteras's  impression  of  tne  case,  after 
the  examination  of  the  patient  and  the  clinical  data  furnished  by  me 
from  the  time  the  disease  was  detected,  was  that  the  case  was  one  of 
yellow  fever,  and  he  so  expressed  it,  yet  not  one  of  the  local  practi- 
tioners who  accompanied  him  nor  an}^  of  those  who  saw  the  case  agreed 
with  his  views  nor  with  my  diagnosis.  The^^  all  pronounced  the  case 
to  be  one  of  grippe  and  not  yellow  fever.  In  view  of  so  much  con- 
trov^ersy  Doctor  Guitems  deferred  the  final  decision  on  the  case  until 
the  following  morning,  August  17,  when  my  original  diagnosis  of  yel- 
low fever  was  definitely  confirmed. 

As  the  patient  was  not  able  to  locate  the  places  he  visited  in  Habana, 
the  focus  of  infection  in  that  city  where  he  contracted  the  disease  has 
not  as  yet  been  traced. 

The  Spanish  steamship  Migxu'J  M.  PlniUoa  was  carefully  refumi- 
gated  by  me  and  the  condition  of  all  the  crew  ascertained  as  good  on 
August  15,  when  she  left  for  New  Orleans  direct  at  6  p.  m.  The 
Bureau  was  notified  by  cable  the  destination  and  date  of  departure  of 
this  vessel  from  this  port. 

On  August  17  the  confirmation  of  the  case  of  yellow  fever  was  also 
reported  to  the  Bureau  by  cable. 

As  every  precaution  was  taken  with  the  patient  while  on  board  by 
the  Cuban  authorities  and  he  was  landed  after  the  infective  stage  was 
over,  not  bringing  any  contagion  into  the  city,  I  will  continue  to  call 
the  sanitary  condition  of  this  port  only  suspicious,  as  heretofore.

Durine  the  month  of  July,  1906,  there  were  12  deaths  in  Guayaquil 

from  yellow  fever  and  18  irom  smallpox.     Ten  vessels  received  bills 

of  health;  8  of  these  were  fumigated  to  kill  vermin. 
Influenza  was  epidemic  in  Guayaquil  and  various  other  places  in 

Ecuador  during  the  months  of  June  and  July,  and  cases  continue  to 

occur. 

FRANCE. 

Report  from  Havre — Suspect  ca^e  proved  not  to  he  plague. 

Consul  Gaulin  states  as  follows,  under  date  of  July  17,  in  regard  to 
a  case  and  death  at  Havre  reported  to  be  suspicious  of  bubonic  plague: 

An  employee  on  a  lighter,  was  taken  suddenly  ill  while  at  work,  and 
died  the  following  day.  He  developed  a  bubo,  which,  on  microscopical 
examination  by  the  director  of  the  bureau  of  hygiene  and  of  the 
municipal  laboratorv  of  Havre,  was  declared  by  them  to  be  due  to 
acute  septicemia.  l?he  deceased  had  been  employed  on  a  ship  trading 
with  the  west  coast  of  Africa,  but  had  not  been  in  that  country  for  six 
months  previous  to  his  death.

At  the  request  of  the  board  of  health  of  Puerto  Cortez,  I  visited 
Pimienta  on  August  11,  in  order  to  give  an  opinion  as  to  the  advisa- 
bility of  opening  traffic  between  said  place  and  this  port. 

The  town  was  found  to  be  as  clean  as,  if  not  cleaner  than,  San  Pedro. 
There  is  not  a  tank  or  cistern  in  the  town,  the  water  supply  being  taken 
from  the  Ulna  River;  all  barrels  have  either  been  destroyed  or  screened 
and  oiled.  The  town  has  been  cleared  of  tin  cans,  bottles,  and  other 
receptacles  in  which  rain  water  might  accumulate,  and  thus  make  it 

Kossible  for  the  Stegomyia  to  reproduce.  Most  of  the  houses  have 
een  whitewashed  inside  and  outride;  all  have  been  thoroughly  and 
svHtematically  fumigated.  The  yards  are  remarkably  free  or  weeds. 
The  last  case  of  yellow  fever  in  Pimienta  was  reported  on  July  2, 1906. 
A  house  to  house  inspection  is,  however,  made  daily. 

San  Pedro  is  still  in  very  good  condition,  and  the  workof  sanitation 
is  continued.  In  Choloma  less  has  been  accomplished  than  in  the 
above-mentioned  places.  The  work  of  cleaning  Puerto  Cortez  is  pro- 
gressing.

After  discharging,  the  vessel  was  detained  forty-eight 
hours  in  the  open  bay  to  observe  4  cases  of  fever,  and  during  this 
time  they  were  under  my  care  and  treatment.  These  cases  all  proved 
to  be  malaria  of  the  intermittent  type,  and  the  vessel,  after  thorough 
fumigation  with  sulphur  and  a  search  for  breeding  places  for  mosqui- 
toes, was  allowed  to  proceed  on  her  voyage  to  Port  Arthur,  Tex.  The 
crews  of  vessels  of  this  class  during  such  a  long  stay  in  port  indulge 
in  alcoholic  stimulants  to  excess  and  consume  quantities  of  unripe 
fruit,  and  in  consequence  suffer  severely  from  gastritis  and  enteritis* 
when  attacked  by  malaria. 

It  is  now  three  months  since  the  last  case  of  yellow  fever  was 
reported,  and  one  month  since  the  last  case  of  smallpox.

Assistant  Surgeon  Wightman  reports,  July  29  and  August  4,  as 
follows: 

Week  ended  July  28, 1906.  Chilean  steamship  Limari  was  dispatched 
on  the  27th  for  Ancon,  Canal  Zone,  with'  general  cargo  and  a  total 
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personnel  of  194,  of  whom  76  cabin  passengers  and  34  steerage  were 
from  this  port.  The  vessel  was  fumigated  and  steerage  baggage  was 
inspected  and  passed  or  disinfected.

Week  ended  August  4.  British  steamship  California  was  dispatched 
on  the  4th  for  Ancon,  with  general  cargo,  and  a  total  personnel  of 
205,  of  whom  15  new  members  of  crew,  64  cabin  and  22  steerage 
passengers  were  from  this  port.  The  vessel  was  fumigated  and  baggage 
of  steerage  passengers  inspected  and  passed,  or  disinfected.

The  work  of  the  bureau  of  health  is  greatly  hampered  by  the  propa- 
ganda that  is  being  made  by  the  Filipino  and  S^mnish  press  against 
3ie  isolation  of  the  sick,  the  consequence  of  which  is  that  cases  of 
cholera  are  not  very  frequently  discovered  until  after  death.  Under 
these  circumstances  it  is  aifficult  to  see  how  much  relief  can  be  expected 
m  Uie  local  cholera  situation  for  some  time  to  come.  The  weather 
conditions  during  July  and  August  are  most  favorable  for  its  propa- 
gation and  spread. 

During  the  week  vessels  bound  for  United  States  ports  were  cleared 
as  follows: 

On  July  2  the  British  steamship  Changslia^  with  73  crew  and  2  pas- 
9^igers,  en  route  from  Yokohama  to  Zamhoanga,  was  granted  a  sup- 
plemental bill  of  health  under  the  usual  outgoing  quarantine  restrictions. 

On  July  C  the  American  schooner  W,  iL  Tawot.  with  12  crew,  was 
granted  a  bill  of  health  to  Port  Townsend  via  United  States  Naval 
Station,  Olongapo. 

On  July  5  tne  British  steamship  Wray  Castle^  with  43  crew,  en 
route  from  Kobe  to  Boston  and  New  York,  was  granted  a  supple- 
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mental  bill  of  health.     Miscellaneous  cargo  certified,  15,288  pieces. 
AH  persons  on  board  inspected  immediately  prior  to  vessel's  departure.

There  has  been  a  reduction  of  22  cases  and  21  deaths  of  cholera 
from  the  number  reported  for  the  preceding  week,  which  shows  that 
even  if  the  disease  is  not  under  control  in  the  city,  at  least  it  has 
stopped  spreading,  and  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  it  will  not  reach 
the  proportions  of  the  epidemic  of  1902.  As  the  regulations  with 
regard  to  the  sale  of  food  stuffs,  and  particularly  vegetables,  become 
more  and  more  effective,  a  still  further  reduction  in  the  number  of 
ca^es  may  be  expected. 

In  the  provinces  the  disease  has  made  its  appearance  in  man^^  of  the 
towns  in  which  it  was  present  last  fall  and  during  the  early  winter. 

The  hiding  of  cases  is  continued. 

During  the  week,  one  case  of  cholera  was  removed  from  the  steam- 
ship Chut^uca  during  the  time  that  vessel  was  undergoing  her  out- 
going quarantine  detention.  The  case  terminated  fatally  a  few  hours 
after  arrival  in  the  station  hospital  at  Mariveles. 

On  July  14,  the  American  steamship  Shawmut^  with  144  crew  and 
41  passengers,  was  granted  a  bill  of  health  for  Tacoma  via  Hong- 
kong and  Japan  porS.  Baggage  was  inspected  and  either  disinfectM 
or  passed,  and  all  persons  on  board  were  inspected  at  the  hour  of  sail- 
ing.

Rep^frt  from  Delaware  Breakwater  quarantine — Case  of  sickness  on 
steamship  Elswick  Lodge  from  Tampico — Departure  of  vessel. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Bahrenburff  reported  as  follows: 

August  30.  Elmoick  Lodge  arrived  here  to-day.  The  patient  has 
no  jaundice  nor  albuminuria.  Morning  temperature  to-day,  37.4, 
puUe  108;  at  5  p.  m.,  37.2  and  72,  respectively;  nausea  moderate;  no 
epigastric  tenderness.     Probable  diagnosis,  malarial  fever. 

On  August  31  the  Bureau  instructed  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon 
Bahrenburg  as  follows: 

Remove  patient  from  steamship  Elsioick  Lodge  to  shore;  fumigate 
vessel  for  destruction  mosquitoes;  inspect  p)ersonnel  critically  and  if 
all  well  on  completion  process  and  no  reason  to  contrary  known  to 
Tou  release  ve&sel  and  personnel.  Bureau  understands  steamer  will 
remain  at  Breakwater  possibly  several  days  awaiting  charter.  Keep 
her  under  observation  and  wire  her  departure  and  destination. 

September  1.  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Bahrenburg  reported  as 
follows: 

Elmcick  Lodge  sailed  at  3  o'clock  for  Cape  Charles  bound  to  Norfolk. 

The  steamship  Elsicick  Lodge  arrived  at  Cape  Charles  quarantine, 
Va.,  with  a  case  of  sickness  on  board  which  was  regarded  as  suspicious. 
The  vessel  was  fumigated,  August  26,  and  allowed  to  proceed  to  Dela- 
ware Breakwater  quarantine,  August  28.  See  Public  Health  Reports, 
August  31,  page  1007.

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Some  eflfort  has  been  made  to  ascertain  the  source  of  infection  in 
the  case  which  occurred  on  the  steamship  Miguel  M.  PlniUos^  dis- 
covered in  Matanzas  and  confirmed  on  August  17.  (See  Public  Health 
Reports,  August  31, 1906,  p.  1020.)  Nothing  could  be  learned  except 
that  the  man  stated  that  he  had  been  sleeping  around  the  docts 
and  that  he  had  not  lived  in  any  particular  house  in  Habana.  The 
registers  of  lodging  houses  near  and  around  the  water  front  were 
examined,  but  the  name  could  not  be  found.  This  would  indicate  that 
an  unknown  focus  of  infection  exists  near  the  water  front. 

There  were  2  cases  of  yellow  fever  reported  from  the  Esperanza 
plantation,  which  is  near  Alacranes,  of  which  I  received  no  reports 
until  to-day.  The  first  case  was  taken  sick  on  August  IS  and  was  con- 
firmed some  days  afterwards.  The  second  case  was  taken  sick  on 
August  21,  and  while  not  yet  confirmed  as  yellow  fever,  is  believed  to 
be  a  case. 

Thirty -nine  cases  of  dengue  fever  were  reported  during  the  month  of 
July,  1906. 

^ptember  3:  One  new  case  of  yellow  fever  reported  and  confirmed 
to-day;  Spaniard,  taken  sick  August  28;  had  been  diagnosed  dengue. 
There  are  8  suspects. 

September  6:  Case  of  yellow  fever  reported  September  3  died  yes- 
terday, September  5. 

Report  from-  Santiago — Inspection  and  funnigation  of  vessels. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Wilson  ^reports,  August  22,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  August  18,  1906:  Bills  of  health  issued  to  6  vessels 
bound  for  the  United  States. 

No  quarantinable  disease  has  been  reported. 

The  Cuban  steamship  Julia^  which  sailed  on  the  13th  instant  for 
San  Juan,  P.  R.,  via  Santo  Domingo,  was  fumigated  at  the  agents' 
request,  as  they  received  a  telegram  that  morning  stating  that  Porto 
Rico  had  removed  the  quarantine  against  Santo  Domingo.  The  French 
steamship  Salvador^  which  left  the  day  before  for  Porto  Rico,  via  Haiti 
and  Santo  Domingo,  was  not  fumigated,  the  vessel  having  been  refu- 
migated  at  Porto  Rico  on  the  previous  trip,  on  account  of  having 
stopped  at  infected  ports  after  leaving  Santiago.

An  expert,  Sutgeon 
Guiteras,  on  request  of  local  authorities  and  of  Dr.  Robertson  and 
others,  was  sent  to  Ceiba,  where  he  arrived  August  17,  and  on  August 
19  declared  yellow  fever  to  be  present  in  Ceiba. — [Editor.]

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On  August  12  traffic  was  opened  between  Pimienta,  San  Pedro  and 
Cboloma,  and  Puerto  Cortez.  All  passengers  from  Pimienta  to  this 
port  are  held  under  observation  for  five  days,  although  the  town  is 
perfectly  clean  and  has  been  free  from  yellow  fever  since  July  6, 
1906.

-Chohra^  plag^ie^  and  smallpox — Mortality  in 
the  Punjab  in  1905, 


Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Eakins  reports,  August  2,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  July  28,  1906:  No  transactions. 

During  the  week  ended  July  21,  1906,  there  were  14  deaths  from 
cholera,  8  deaths  from  plague,  and  12  deaths  from  smallpHdx  in 
Calcutta. 
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In  India  during  the  week  ended  July  14,  1906,  there  were  450  cases 
and  346  deaths  from  plague. 

Mon^tality  in  tfie  Punjab  in  1905 » 

The  Punjab,  for  the  fourth  successive  year,  shows  the  highest  rate 
of  mortality  in  India  in  1905.  Of  a  total  of  956,108  deaths  which 
occurred  in  the  province,  334,897  were  due  to  plague,  the  ratio  per 
mille  from  this  cause  alone  being  16.65. 

The  sanitary  commissioner  for  the  Punjab  remarks  that  since  the 
appearance  of  plague  there  have  been  1,127,186  deaths  recorded  from 
the  disease.  The  registered  deaths  from  "  fever "  are  much  more 
numerous,  numbering  3,925,247.  Calculating  from  the  last  census  in 
1901  the  aeaths  from  fevers  during  the  four  years  and  nine  months 
have  numbered  2,239,146  and  from  plague  1,122,977,  making  a  total  of 
3,362,123  from  these  two  causes  alone.

Reports  from  Ptogreao —  Yellow  fever. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Harrison  reports,  August  18  and  25,  as 
follows: 

Period  from  August  4,  inclusive,  to  August  18,  1906:  On  August 
8  there  was  1  fatal  case  of  yellow  fever  in  the  lazaretto  at  Progreso. 
The  history  of  the  case  has  not  been  obtained.  In  Merida  conditions 
remain  unchanged.  The  Mexican  medical  officer  here  has  begun  the 
inspection  of  all  passengers  embarking  from  this  port  for  aU  other 
ports.  During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  10  steamships  and 
2  sailing  vessels  were  dispatched,  with  crews  of  481  persons,  and  pas- 
sengers from  this  place,  87.     Of  these  vessels  6  were  fumigated. 

Week  ended  August  24,  1906.  In  Progreso  no  quarantinable  disease 
has  been  reported  since  the  one  case  and  death  of  yellow  fever  in 
lazaretto  August  8.  In  Merida  yellow  fever  has  been  continuous, 
with  1  or  2  new  cases  daily.  During  the  week  6  steamers  were  dis- 
patched, carrving  passengers  from  this  port,  29,  and  crews,  257;  1  ves- 
sel fumigated. 

Report  from  Veracruz — Mosquito  hreedmg  places  found  in  vicinity 
of  locality  in  which  yellow  fever  case  occv,i*red. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Frick  reports,  August  4,  as  follows: 
In  confirmation  of  my  cablegmm  of  this  date  stating  that  a  case  of 
yellow  fever  had  been  reported  on  the  previous  day,  of  which  Vera- 
cruz was  the  focus,  I  have  further  to  say  that  I  found  seveml  mos- 
quito breeding  places  in  the  vicinit}'  of  the  house  in  which  the  case 
was  found.  These  breeding  places  contain  many  larvae  of  the  Oid^t 
tsenimynchfus  and  T^niovynchus  fascialatus^  some  Stegomyia  fasciata^ 
and  other  larvae.

Re^fffrts  from  Gulf  (piarantine^  2tiHsis^ippi — Mal<irial  fever  on 
schrtoiier  Blomidon  from  Colon — Death  from  noncontagious  disease 
(tn  steamship  Utofrmn  Habana. 

Past  Assistant  Surgeon  Wille  reports,  August  28  and  September 
3,  a8  follows: 

The  British  s<'hooner  Blomidon^  from  Colon,  arrived  at  this  station 
on  the  2*6th  instant  with  4  eases  of  malarial  fever  on  board,  including 
the  master. 

This  vessel  was  picked  up  in  distress  off  Pensacola,  Fla.,  and  was 
towed  to  Ship  Island,  her  destination,  on  the  26th  instant. 

The  Norwegian  steamship  Uto  from  Habana  arrived  at  this  station 
August  31,  with  chief  engineer  sick.  He  died  soon  after  arrival  at 
quarantine.  The  clinical  diagnosis  and  post-mortem  findings  showed 
noncontagious  disease. 

After  the  completion  of  5  days'  detention  from  the  time  of  disin- 
fection at  Habana,  the  vessel  was  released  for  Gulf  port,  with  disinfec- 
tion prior  to  her  release. 

Bf'f  port  from  Delaware  Breahcater  Quarantine — Patient  removed  f^om 
steamship  Elsie ick  Lodge  released. 

Past  Assistant  Surgeon  Bahrenburg  reports,  September  6,  as  fol- 
lows: In  accordance  with  the  authority  granted  by  Bureau  telegram, 
dated  8epteml>er  5,  19<)6,  I  released  from  quamntine  yesterday  even- 
ing the  patient  removed  from  steamship  Elswi^'k  Lodge,  He  has  pro- 
ceeded to  Galveston,  Tex.,  to  rejoin  his  vessel.  He  was  entirely  free 
from  any  symptoms  pointing  to  any  quarantinable  disease.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Eakins  reports,  August  9,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  August  4,  190(5:  Bill  of  health  issued  to  the  steamship 
B^chnaua^  bound  for  Philadelphia  and  New  York,  with  a  total  crew 
of  62.  The  usual  precautions  were  taken,  holds  fumigated,  rat  guarda 
placed  on  wharf  lines,  and  lascars'  effects  disinfected. 

Week  ended  Julv  28,  1900:  Five  deaths  from  cholera,  9  deaths  from 
plague,  and  9  deatns  from  smallpox  in  Calcutta. 

In  India,  week  ended  July  21,  1906:  Nine  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
cases  and  796  deaths  from  plague.  Week  ended  July  28,  1906:  68S 
cases  and  562  deaths  from  plague. 
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OutbreaJc  of  epidennc  plug^ie  at  Verawal — Maritime  quaraniine  regula- 
tions to  he  enforced — Analysis  of  plague  prevalence  in  hidia. 

Consul-General  Michael,  at  Calcutta,  reports,  July  21  and  26,  as 
follows: 

The  marine  department  of  the  government  of  Bengal  has  this  day 
informed  this  consulate-general  that  plague  has  broken  out  in  epidemic 
form  at  Verawal,  Bombay  presidency.  Verawal  has  been  declared  an 
infected  port,  and  the  regulations  for  the  prevention  of  the  introduc- 
tion of  plague  by  sea,  which  are  in  force  in  the  ports  of  Bengal,  will 
be*  enforced  in  the  ports  of  Orissa  against  vessels  arriving  from 
Verawal,  in  the  Bombay  presidency. 

Analysis  of  plague  prevalence  in  India, 

The  prevalence  of  i)lague  in  India  is  local,  and  the  impression  which 
is  general  in  western  countries  that  all  India  is  infectecl,  more  or  less, 
with  this  dread  disease  is  entirely  erroneous. 

For  example,  in  the  Bombay  presidency  and  Sind,  the  section  of 
India  which  is  most  atfected,  only  19  districts,  and  states  and  towns 
out  of  108  are  reported  infected  at  this  date,  and  of  the  19  places  15 
furnish  cases  running  from  1  to  11. 

The  city  of  Bombay  reports  for  the  week  ended  July  14,  40  cases 
and  38  deaths;  the  Surat  aistrict,  19  cases  and  20  deaths:  Karachi  town 
and  port,  26  cases  and  22  deaths;  Kolhapur  and  Sonthirr  Mahratta 
country,  ()5  cases  and  2o  deaths.  Thus,  four  districts,  towns,  and 
states,  covering  a  vast  area  of  territory  and  embracing  two  large  cities, 
furnish  150  cases  out  of  247  reported. 

The  other  places  furnishing  fatal  cases  are:  Fogo  port,  1;  Bulsar 
port,  2;  Thama,  4;  Bandra,  4;  Thana district,  4:  Poona  city,6:  Satara, 
9;  Kolaba  district,  1;  Ratnagiri  district,  1;  Parbandar  port,  11 :  Jam- 
nagar  town  and  port,  6;  Verawal,  1;  Kodinar  port,  7;  and  i^roda 
State,  3,  makinir  ^  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  week  U\S, 

Madras  presidfotcy, — The  Madras  presidenc>y  reports  a  total  numl^er 
of  cases  for  the  week  ended  July  14  to  be  5,  and  deaths  3.  All  of 
these  cases  occurred  in  Tellicherry  port.  There  are  34  districts, 
towns,  and  states  in  this  presidency. 

Bengal.- -In  Bengal  there  are  38  towns  and  ports — including  Cal- 
cutta, a  city  of  a  million  inhabitants — and  for  these  places  only  25 
cases,  with  27  deaths  (2  held  over),  wei*e  reported  for  the  week 
ended  Juh-  14.  Ten  of  the  cases  occurred  in  Calcutta  and  the  remain- 
ing 17  in  the  outlying  places;  Howrahtown,a  suburbof  Calcutta,  fur- 
nished 3,  Saran  district  9,  Patna  city  5. 

Eastern  Bengal  and  Assam  reported  for  the  week  ended  July  14, 
9  cases  and  6  deaths.  There  are  5  aistricts  and  towns  included  in  eastern 
Bengal  and  Assam,  embraced  in  the  report. 

C nifrd  Pror! net's,— The  number  of  districts  and  towns  embraced  in 
the  United  Provinces  reported  upon  is  77.  These  contain  the  large 
cities  of  Agra,  Allahabad,  Benares,  Lucknow,  and  others.  Vet  in  all 
this  large  area  and  immense  population  only  13  seizures  and  9  deaths 
from  plague  are  reported  for  the  week. 

T/tf"  Punjab. — In  the  Punjab  there  are  31  districts  and  towns,  and 
the  cities  of  Delhi,  Julladur,  Lahore,  Rawalpindi,  and  Multan  are 
included  in  the  report.  The  number  of  plague  cases  in  this  area  was 
103,  and  the  number  of  deaths  100.  These  were  distributed  a^? 
follows: 

Jullundur  district,  1;  Hoshiarpur,  2;  Ferozepur,  10  cases  and  10 
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deaths;  Amritsar  (Mty,  2  cases  and  2  deaths;  Amritsar  district,  3  cases 
and  3  deaths;  Gurdspur  district,  46  cases  and  46  deaths;  Lahore  City, 
1  case  and  no  deaths:  Lahore  district,  21  cases  and  19  deaths:  Gujran- 
wala  district,  9  cases  and  9  deaths:  Slalkot  district,  7  cases  and  7  deaths; 
Rawalpindi  district,  1  case  and  no  deaths;  Gurat,  1  case  and  1  death; 
making  as  above  stated  103  cases  and  100  deaths. 

Bnrin'i, — Reports  had  not  been  received  at  this  writing,  but  it  is 
believed  that  the  number  of  cases  was  few.* 

Mijxore  State, — The  total  number  of  cases  and  deaths  reported 
from  the  12  districts  and  cities  of  Mysore  for  the  week  was  39  cases 
and  29  deaths.  Bangalore  civil  and  military  station  furnished  about 
one-third  of  these,  the  cases  being  12  and  the  deaths  13;  Bangalore 
di^itrict,  4  cases  and  2  deaths;  Mysore  district,  3  cases  and  3  deaths; 
Kadur  district,  18  cases  and  1  death,  making  the  total  as  stated. 

Central  India. — All  of  Central  India,  embracing  40  states,  districts, 
towns,  and  cities,  reports  1  case  and  1  death  for  the  week.  The  death 
occurred  at  Indire  City,  and  was  doubtless  carried  there  by  railroad. 

RajpiUana, — This  province  reports  upon  25  states,  districts,  towns, 
and  cities,  for  the  week,  and  not  a  single  case  appears. 

Kashmere. — Kashmere  reports  5  cases  and  2  deaths,  all  occurring  in 
the  district  of  Jammu. 

North'  West  Province, — This  province  embraces  Abbottabad  town, 
Peshawar  town,  and  the  districts  of  Hazara,  Peshawar,  and  Dera 
Ismail  Khan.     No  cases  are  reported. 

Baluchistan. — Baluchistan,  containing  Las  Bela  State,  Sonmiani, 
Hirak,  and  Sibi,  reports  no  cases. 

Grand  U>tal. — For  the  week  ended  July  14  the  grand  total  of  cases 
for  all  India  was  450,  and  the  total  deaths,  346. 

Considering  that  India  has  a  population  approximating  three  hun- 
dred millions  of  people,  this  statement  is  not  alarming.  In  fact,  it  is 
quite  satisfactor3\

Of  these  26,760  would-be  imniigi-ants  to  the  I'^nited  States  or  their 
possessions  23,264  were  intended  for  Honolulu,  1,652  for  San  Fran- 
cisco, 1,608  for  Seattle,  150  for  Taconia,  and  86  for  Manila. 

Sixty-eight  aliens  certified  at  previous  ports  of  call  as  free  from 
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loathsome  or  dangerous  contagious  disease  have  been  removed  here 
by  my  advice,  having  probablv  developed  disease  en  route. 

Any  conclusions  and  deductions  from  the  statistics  alone  are  apt  to 
be  extremely  misleading;  for  instance,  not  only  are  the  1,652  appli- 
cants, of  whom  563  were  certified  for  ^n  Francisco,  destined  for  that 
port  and  the  United  States  proper,  but  an  unknown  tho  very  large 
per  cent  of  the  23,264  who  are  ostensibly  offering  for  Honolulu  regard 
the  Hawaiian  Islands  as  resting  places,  and  of  the  7,876  aliens  certified 
for  that  port  few  intend  to  remain  there.

One  case  of  cholera  was  removed  at  the  Mariveles  quarantine  sta- 
tion from  the  steamship  Dos  Ilennanos  during  the  time  that  vessel 
was  serving  the  outgoing  quarantine  imposed  upon  vessels  prior  to 
leaving  Manila.  The  patient  was  admitted  to  the  station  hospital  and 
will  probably  recover. 

Vessels  proceeding  to  United  States  ports  were  treated  as  follows: 

On  July  16  the  British  steamship  Schuylkill^  with  62  crew,  en  route 
from  Yokohama  to  Boston  and  New  York  via  Cebu,  was  granted  a 
supplemental  bill  of  health  after  the  usual  detention. 

On  July  21  t^ie  United  States  army  transport  Thomas^  with  177 
crew,  121  cabin  and  161  steerage  passengers,  en  route  to  San  Fran- 
cisco via  Nagasaki  and  Honolulu,  was  granted  a  bill  of  health.  Crew 
and  stt^erage  passengers  were  bathed  and  their  effects  and  baggage 
disinfected.  Vessel  partially  disinfected.  At  the  request  of  the  mili- 
tarj^  authorities,  the  crew  and  steerage  passengers  were  held  in  quaran- 
tine for  fifty  hours  after  leaving  Manila.  All  persons  on  board  were 
inspected  at  the  hour  of  sailing. 

On  July  21  the  British  steamship  Chingtu^  with  70  crew,  5  cabin 
and  1  steerage  passengers,  en  route  from  Yokohama  to  Zamboanga, 
was  granted  a  supplemental  bill  of  health  after  the  usual  detention  at 
Mariveles.

It  is  very  satisfactor}^  to  state  that  durincr  the  week  covered  by  this 
report  there  was  a  reduction  of  1-1:  cases  and  li  deaths  from  the  number 
reported  for  the  city  of  Manila  for  the  preceding  week.  This  being 
the  season  of  the  year  in  which  cholera  in  the  past  has  always  been  at 
its  worst,  the  steady  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  during  the  past 
three  weeks  indicates  that  the  outlook  for  still  further  improvement 
in  the  near  future  in  the  cholera  situation  is  very  encouraging. 

In  the  provinces  the  disease  has  remained  about  stationary.     It  has 
been  almost  entirely  eradicated  in  the  province  of  Rizal,  but  there  ha 
been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  in    Bulacan   to  offset  the 
improvement  in  Rizal. 

One  particularly  disquieting  feature  of  the  situation  in  the  provinces 
is  that  cholera  has  tmveled  overland  over  the  new  road  which  has 
recently  been  opened  from  the  province  of  Laguna  to  the  sea.  The 
disease  made  its  appearance  almost  simultaneously  at  the  ports  of 
Pagbilao  and  Lucena  in  the  province  of  Tayabas.  Owing  to  the  fact 
that  it  is  impossible  to  give  that  careful  attention  to  outgoing  vessels 
leaving  these  ports  which  is  given  to  vessels  leaving  Manila,  it  is 
feared  that  the  disease  may  be  carried  by  small  sailing  vessels  to  near-by 
islands,  from  which  it  may  again  spread  thruout  the  Philippine  Archi- 
pelago, as  was  the  case  in  1902. 

The  bureau  of  health  has  taken  most  vigorous  measures  to  combat 
the  outbreak  at  the  ports  of  Tayabas  Province.  While  the  disease  has 
not  been  entirely  stamped  out  in  the  ports  mentioned,  yet  there  has 
been  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  and  no  spread  to  other  ports 
during  the  past  ten  days. 

The  impression  here  is  that  if  the  disease  can  be  confined  to  the  same 
territory  which  it  has  occupied  during  the  past  year,  which  section 
is  embraced  within  an  area  of  75  miles  from  Manila,  the  chances  of 
entirely  eradicating  it  during  the  next  dry  season  are  very  good;  but 
if  the  disease  should  now  gain  another  foothold  in  the  southern  islands 
it  would  probably  be  several  years  before  it  could  be  successfully 
eradicatea. 
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During  the  week  vessels  bound  for  United  States  ports  were  treated 
as  follows: 

On  July  22  the  American  ship  Amaranth^  with  14  crew,  was  granted  a 
bill  of  health  for  Astoria,  Oreg.  After  spending  five  days  in  quaran- 
tine at  Mariveles  the  vessel  was  released  on  the  27th. 

On  July  25  the  British  steamship  Kanchow^  with  69  crew,  en  route 
from  Amoy  to  Cebu  and  Iloilo,  was  granted  a  supplemental  bill  of 
health.     The  usual  (quarantine  was  imposed. 

On  July  28  the  British  steamship  Indramayo^  with  60  crew,  en  route 
from  Singapore  to  Iloilo,  was  granted  a  supplemeittal  bill  of  health 
after  the  usual  detention.

One  case  of  yellow  fever  was  reported  during  the  week.  This  oise 
occurred  in  a  S[)aniard,  aged  24  years,  whose  residence  on  the  island 
has  been  one  year.  He  was  taken  sick  on  August  26,  entered  the  hospi- 
tal on  the  26th,  and  was  diagnosed  dengue  fever.  The  commission  on 
infectious  diseases  was  called  upon  to  see  the  vuse  September  2,  as  sus- 
picious symptoms  developed.

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TURKEY. 

Report  from  Trebizond — Proposed  measures  against  spread  of  plagwe. 

Consul  Jewett  reports,  August  14,  as  follows: 

As  reported  on  August  9, 4  cases,  with  1  death,  of  a  disease  suspected 
to  be  plague  occurred  August  8  in  the  prison  at  Trebizond.  Altho 
jio  bacteriological  examination  has  been  made,  there  seems  to  be  no 
doubt  that  the  disease  is  plague.  Eight  cases  and  3  deaths  were  offi- 
cially reported  up  to  and  including  the  13th  instant. 

Tfie  prison  is  situated  near  the  other  Government  buildings  in  the 
center  of  the  city.  It  contains  700  prisoners  crowded  togetner  in  7 
rooms  that  give  not  more  than  10  square  feet  of  floor  space  for  each 
inmate.     The  sanitary  condition  of  the  prison  is  of  the  worst  type. 

As  the  local  authorities  were  negligent  and  dilatory  in  carrying  out 
measures  to  prevent  the  development  of  the  disease,  the  consuls  of  the 
nine  powers  represented  at  Trebizond  held  a  meeting  to-day  to  discuss 
the  measures  required  to  protect  foreigners  and  commerce.  A  letter 
was  addrest  by  them  to  the  governor-general  reiterating  measures  of 
prevention,  as  follows: 

Measures  proposed  hy  the  consuls  resident  at  Tr^izond. 

1.  Evacuation  of  the  prisons  and  transfer  of  noncontaminated  prie- 
ooers  after  bath,  disinfection,  and  favorable  individual  inspection. 

2.  Disinfection  of  the  section  occupied  by  the  aforesaid. 

3.  Transfer  in  small  groups  of  the  prisoners  in  the  contaminated 
section  after  disinfection  ana  incineration  of  every  suspect  object,  the 
Hection  to  be  disinfected  and  sealed. 

4.  Particular  and  minute  care  to  be  given  to  the  sick,  and  daily  dis- 
infection of  the  hospital,  the  prison  court,  and  the  latrines  to  be 
performed. 

5.  The  mouth  of  the  prison  sewer  which  empties  into  the  ravine  of 
the  tanneries  to  be  closed. 

6.  Filth  to  be  removed  from  the  city,  taken  outside,  and  burnt. 

7.  The  openings  of  the  city  sewers  to  be  closed  and  streets  cleaned 
daily.

Report  from   Oulfport^  Miss. — Malarial  fever. 

Passed  ABsistant  Surgeon  Amesse  reports,  September  17,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  September  15, 1906.  Health  conditions  are  unchanged. 
Except  for  a  few  cases  of  malarial  fever,  the  shipping  has  been  tree 
from  sickness.  Ths  is  true  of  the  city  and  suburban  towns.  Vigilance 
on  the  part  of  the  Service  and  local  authorities  will  not,  however, 
be  relaxed. 

Vessels  from  infected  ports  and  ports  south  of  ^5^  north  latitude  to  he 
held  5  days  at  ports  in  Texas. 

The  following  is  received  from  Dr.  George  R.  Tabor,  State  health 
officer  of  Texas,  under  date  of  September  17: 

I  have  to-day  directed  all  Texas  quarantine  officers  to  detain  vessels 
from  infected  ports  and  ports  south  of  25°  noilh  latitude  5  days 
instead  of  6,  as  at  present.  This  will  be  5  days  from  the  disinfection 
at  port  of  .departure,  and  when  not  disinfected  at  port  of  departure  5 
days  after  disinfection  at  port  of  arrival.

Report  from  Rio  de  Janeiro— luHpection  of  vessels — Plague  and 
smallpox — Plaque  in  Campos. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  August  28,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  August  25,  1906.  Vessels  inspected  and  received  bills 
of  health  as  follows: 

On  the  24th  instant  the  British  steamship  Woodfeld^  for  New  York, 
in  water  ballast,  with  no  passengers  and  with  no  change  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  crew  while  in  this  port;  on  the  25th  instant  the  Brazilian 
steamship  Goyaz^  for  New  York,  via  Brazilian  ports  and  the  West 
Indies,  with  2  first-class  and  no  steerage  passengers— the  whole 
crew  was  shipp)ed  here,  as  this  is  a  Brazilian  vessel  oelonging  to  the 
Lloyd  Brazilian  Line  and  the  first  one  of  a  monthly  service  just 
inaugurated  between  this  port  and  New  York. 

Mortality  report  from  City  of  Rio  d^.  Janeiro. — Week  ended  August 
26,  1906.  Total  deaths,  223.  No  cases  nor  deaths  from  yellow  fever, 
no  deaths  from  variola,  but  2  new  cases;  plague,  2  new  cases  and  2 
deaths. 

At  the  close  of  the  week  there  wei*e  1  case  of  variola  and  1  case  of 

Elague,  with  7  cases  of  suspicious  illness  under  observation  in  the 
[ospital  Sao  Sebastiao.     It  is  now  nearly  four  weeks  since  there  has 
been  a  case  or  death  from  yellow  fever  in  this  city. 

The  plague  aathreak  in  Campos. — The  last  obtainable  reports  of  this 
outbreak  are  as  follows:  On  tne  26th  instant  there  were  3  new  cases, 
with  a  total  of  10  cases  undergoing  treatment  in  the  pest  house;  on  the 
following  day  there  was  1  new  case,  with  10  cases,  reported  as  being 
very  serious  as  regards  the  intensity  of  the  infection,  undergoing  treat- 
ment in  the  pest  house.

Report  from  Shanghai — Inspection  of  vessels. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  reports,  August  14,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  August  11, 1906:  Two  original  bills  of  health  issued  (1 
to  a  steamship  and  1  to  a  sailing  vessel),  and  3  supplemental  bills  of 
health  granted  to  3  steamships  with  an  aggregate  of  751  crew,  102 
cabin  and  110  steerage  passengers.  In  the  case  of  the  United  States 
cruiser  Cincinnati  bul  of  health  was  issued  without  inspection  upon 
certificate  of  the  medical  otficer  on  board.  The  forecastle  of  1  vessel 
and  the  etfects  of  48  crew  were  disinfected,  and  the  effects  of  3  steerage 
passengers  and  2  packages  of  freight  insjjected  and  passed.  Manifests 
were  visaed  for  11,854  packages  of  freight  and  37  pieces  (hides  not 
properly  cured)  were  rejected.  Three  cases  of  illness  were  investi- 
gated. Glandular  examination  was  made  of  all  Asiatics  on  l)oard 
the  st<jamship  Tremont  from  Kobe  to  Manila  on  account  of  the  preva- 
lence of  plague  in  the  former  port. 

One  emigrant  for  Manila  per  steamship  Tremont  was  passed. 

COSTA   RICA. 

Report  from  Limon — Yellmo  fever — Fumigation  of  infected  locality 
for  mosquito  d^structioji. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Goodman  reports,  September  11,  as  fol- 
lows: 

The  two  cases  of  vellow  fever  in  Limon  reported  in  my  cablegram 
of  this  date  occurred  in  two  Italians  taken  from  a  lodging  house  in 
the  center  of  the  town  to  the  hospital,  one  on  the  third,  the  other  on 
the  second  day  of  illness. 

The  hospital  is  thoroly  screened  and  is  free  from  mosquitoes.  The 
Limon  health  officer  has  fumigated  the  lodging  house,  and  promises 
to  continue  the  fumigation  until  all  mosquitoes  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood  are  killed. 

While  mosquitoes,  Anopheles  and  Stegomyia^  are  not  as  numerous 
as  in  former  years,  enough  are  present  to  convey  infection  to  the 
many  nonimmunes  in  Limon,  under  favorable  circumstances. 

Nothing  definite  can  be  ascertained  as  to  the  origin  of  this  new  out- 
break of  yellow  fever.  A  native  from  the  interior  locality  which  was 
regarded  as  infected  in  June,  who  was  reported  to  have  slept  one 
night  in  this  lodging  house  about  three  weefes  ago,  was  sick  all  night 
He  returned  to  the  interior  next  morning  and  all  trace  of  him  has  S&en 
lost.  The  2  sick  men  have  been  for  months  living  in  this  lodging 
bouse. 
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One  of  the  cases  has  just  died  with  suppression  of  urine  and  the  con- 
sequent toxemia;  the  other  is  doings  fairly  well. 

The  regulations  governing  ffuit  vessels  in  infected  ports  having 
been  continuously  enforced  here  since  June  20,  there  will  be  no  change 
in  the  local  rules  on  account  of  these  new  cases.

Span- 
iara,  in  island  two  months.  Said  to  have  arrived  at  Cruces  sick,  from 
Habana.  Delay  in  report  probably  due  to  fact  Cruces  under  insur- 
gents.    Will  be  investigated  by  superior  lx>ard  of  health.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  September  17,  as  follows:

Report  from  Guayaquil — Smallpox  and  yellow  fever  ^  month  of  August^ 
1906 — SmMpox  among  railroad  employees. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Lloyd  reports,  September  3,  as  follows: 
During  the  month  of  August,  1906,  tnere  were  9  deaths  from  yellow 
fever  and  39  from  smallpox  in  Guayaquil.     Twenty-nine  immunie  cer- 
tificates were  issued,  23  persons  were  vaccinated,  and  7  vessels  were 
inspected  and  fumigated. 

Smallpox  having  appeared  among  the  employees  of  the  Guayaquil 
and  Quito  Railroaa,  I  had  a  number  of  conferences  with  the  chief  sur- 

feon  and  other  officials  of  the  road  and  have  made  frequent  visits  to 
)uran,  directing  the  construction  of  a  detention  camp,  vaccinating,  etc. 
Many  of  these  employees  are  Americans  who  frequently  return  to  the 
United  States.  Up  to  date,  eighteen  days  after  isolation  of  the  first 
case,  there  have  been  no  further  developments.  1  have  advised  revac- 
cination  of  all  the  employees  as  smallpox  is  genei-al  thruout  Ecuador. 
The  superior  board  of  nealth  of  Guayaquil  has  under  discussion  the 
subject  of  extermination  of  yellow  fever  in  this  port,  but  as  yet  no 
definite  action  has  been  taken.

Acting  AssistEDt  Surgeon  Friek  reports,  September  30,  as  follows: 

September  2,  inspected  and  past  the  Norwegian  steamship  City  of 
Mexicfu  bound  for  New  Orleans,  via  Tampico,  with  18  in  the  crew; 
vessel  sails  in  the  remains  of  an  American  partial  cargo.  Inspected 
and  past  the  Austrian  steamship  Pedne^  crew  24,  bound  for  New  York, 
via  Tuxpam  and  other  Mexican  coast  ports,  for  a  cargo  of  njahogany 
and  other  hard  woods.  September  4,  fumigated  and  past  the  Norwe- 
gian steamship  Molina^  bound  for  Galveston,  with  18  in  the  crew; 
vessel  sails  in  ballast.  September  6,  fumigated  and  past  the  British 
steamship  Breckfdd^  bound  for  Galveston,  with  23  in  the  crew;  vessel 
sails  in  ballast.  September  6,  inspected  and  past  the  American  steam- 
ship Rmeranza^  bound  foi*New  York,  via  Progreso  and  Habana,with 
97  in  the  crew,  118  first-class  and  50  steerage  passengers;  vessel  sails 
in  general  cargo.  September  8,  bill  of  health  was  issued  the  German 
steamship  Markomannla^  but  sailing  to-morrow  will  be  transmitted 
next  week. 

The  case  of  yellow  fever  reported  on  the  8d  instant  was  that  of  a 
passenger  arriving  at  this  port  August  31  via  the  American  steamship 
J>peranza^  embarking  at  Progreso,  apparently  well  on  arrival  here. 

The  Ei<peranza^  as  is  customary  with  vessels  arriving  from  Progreso, 
was  partially  fumigated  by  the  Mexican  authorities. 

Another  ca«e  of  yellow  fever  was  reported  September  9.  It  occurred 
in  the  near  neighborhood  of  the  San  Sebastian  hospital  and  somewhat 
remote  from  the  focus  of  the  case  reported  August  23. 

Mosquitoes  are  not  numerous.

Norwegian  steamship  Aladdin  for  a  port  in  the  United  States,  via 
Cuba,  September  12,  with  23  crew  and  no  passengers;  holds  and  living 
quarters  fumigated. 

Norwegian  steamship  Dictator  for  New  Orleans,  September  12,  with 
19  crew  and  no  passengers;  holds  and  living  quarters  fumigated. 

During  the  month  of  August,  1906,  there  were  81  deaths  officially 
reported  in  the  municipalities  of  Colon  and  Cristobal  from  the  follow- 
ing causes:  Malarial  fever,  24;  pneumonia,  18;  tj^phoid  fever,  2; 
smallpox,  1;  dysentery,  2;  tuberculosis,  4;  sepsis,  1;  meningitis,  1; 
meningitis,  pneumococcic,  1;  convulsions,  1;  pericarditis,  1;  mvocar- 
ditis,  1;  asphyxia,  2;  broncho-pneumonia,  1;  liver  abscess,  1;  enlarged 
spleen,  1;  peritonitis,  1;  diarrhea,  1;  nephritis,  4;  abortion,  2;  debility, 
1;  senilitv,  1;  drowned,  1;  stillborn,  2;  unknown,  6.  Population, 
about  14,700. 

Of  the  above  given  deaths  6  were  foreign  whites,  2  were  employees 
of  the  Canal  Commission.  Causes  of  death:  Malaria,  1;  pneumonia,  1; 
dysentery,  1;  tuberculosis,  1;  myocarditis,  1;  unknown,  1. 

Of  the  total  number  of  deaths  82  were  among  employees  of  the 
Canal  Commission,  30  of  these  being  negroes. 
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It  will  be  seen  that  one-half  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  during 
the  month  was  due  to  2  diseases  alone,  i.  e.,  malarial  fever  and  pneu- 
monia. The  spread  of  pneumonia  among  ()he  negroes  is  assuming  a 
aeriouH  aspect  and  the  type  of  the  disease  is  severe,  Uie  mortality  being 
as  high  as  75  per  cent.  A  separate  ward  in  t)2e  hospital  for  pneumonia 
cases  has  been  established  in  which  there  are  $it  present  about  15  cases. 
An  investigation  is  being  made  by  the  sanitary  department  to  ascertain 
the  cause  of  the  spread  of  this  disease  in  the  Uiflferent  labor  camps.

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales. — The  deaths  registered  in  76 
great  towns  in  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  September  1, 
1906,  correspond  to  an  annual  rate  of  18,3  per  1,000  of  population, 
which  is  estimated  at  15,818,360. 

London. — One  thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles  16,  scarlet  fever  7, 
diphtheria  11,  whooping  cough  11,  enteric  fever  2,  and  455  from 
diarrhea.  The  deaths  from  all  causes  correspond  to  an  annual  rate  of 
17.3  per  1,000.  In  Greater  London  2,327  deaths  were  registered.  In 
the  "'outer  ring"  the  deaths  included  1  from  diphtheria,  3  from 
measles,  5  from  whooping  cough,  and  154  from  diarrhea. 

Ireland. — ^The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  weekended  September  1, 1906,  in  the  21  principal 
town  districts  of  Ireland  was  19  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which 
is  estimated  at  1,101,499.    The  lowest  rate  was  recorded  in  Drogheda, 
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viz,  4.1,  and  the  highest  in  Wexford,  viz,  42  per  1,000.  In  Dublin 
tod  suburbs  166  deaths  were  registered,  including  enteric  fever  2,  and 
27  from  tuberculosis. 

Scfftland, — ^The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  September  1, 1906,  correspond  to  an  annual  rate  of  14.2  per 
1,000  of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,787,788.  The  lowest 
rate  of  moi-tality  was  recorded  in  Paisley,  viz,  11.4,  and  the  highest 
in  Greenock,  viz,  22.9  per  1,000.  The  aggregate  number  of  deaths 
registered  from  all  causes  was  487,  including  diphtheria  5,  enteric 
fever  5,  measles  3,  scarlet  fever  2,  and  11  from  whooping  cough.

fieportfrom  PenscLcola^  Flu, — Destruction  of  property  at  Santa  Boaa 
Qicarantine  Station  by  hurricane. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  White  reports  as  follows: 
September  28.  Station  swept  by  flood.  All  buildings  practically 
destroyed.  Hospital  swept  to  sea  with  10  persons.  Reported  that  5 
have  been  picked  up  alive.  Oflicers  and  employees  save  2  safe.  Float- 
ing property  lost.  Condition  Genevieve  not  known.  Will  board 
vessels  Pensacola  till  further  advised. 

On  October  1  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  White  was  informed  by  the 
Bureau  that  Inspector  Raymond,  who  had  been  sent  to  Ship  Island  to 
report  on  wrecked  property,  would  stop  at  Pensacola  to  make  recom- 
mendations for  repairs  and  for  restoration  of  station. 

Report  from  Oulf  Quarantine  Station^  Ship  Idand^  Miss, — Destruc- 
tion of  property  hy  hurricane. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Wille  reports  as  follows: 
September  30.  Ship  Island  raked  by  heavy  hurricane  September 
26  and  27.  Barometer,  28.40.  Rise  in  tide,  13  feet.  Estimated  dam- 
age, $50,000  to  $60,000.  All  floating  property  except  schooner  Hei^mes 
and  two  skiffs  swept  away.  Fumigating  barge  swept  to  sea  across 
Ship  Island.  Revenue  cutter  reports  barge  is  high  and  dry  on 
Dauphin  Island,  12  miles  away.  Ballast  wharf  and  machinery  boat, 
landing  pier,  and  lagoon  bridge  all  swept  away.  Boathouse  east  dormi- 
tory totally  destroyed.  Three  attendants  in  wreckage,  but  were  saved. 
General  hospital  and  laundry  buildings  washt  from  foundations  and 
in  bad  shape.  Executive  building  has  settled.  Carpenter  shop  and 
east  dormitory  badly  listed.  Assistant  surgeon's  quarters  wrecked. 
Surgeon's  quartera,  yellow-fever  hospital  intact  except  for  minor  dam- 
a^.  No  casualities  here  or  west  end.  Understand  west  end  is  intact. 
On  October  1,  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Wille  was  informed  that 
Inspector  Raymond  had  been  ordered  by  the  Bureau  to  report  to  him 
for  consultation  concerning  repairs  and  estimates  for  new  structures 
and  appliances  necessary  for  rebuilding  station.  On  the  same  date 
the  captain  of  the  revenue  cutter  at  Mobile  was  directed  by  the  Rev- 
enue-Cutter Service  to  visit  Dauphin  Island,  and  if  possible  pull  off 
the  barge  and  convey  it  to  the  station.

in  Cape  Colony. 

The  following  is  received  from  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  the 
colony  under  date  of  August  13  and  20,  1900: 

EaH  L<mdon. — Week  ended  August  11,  1906.  Rodents  examined, 
49;  13  found  dead;  no  infection  found.  Infection  was  proved  in  a  rat 
found  dead  on  July  30. 

Week  ended  August  18,  1906.  Rodents  examined,  79;  4:  found 
dead;  no  infection.     • 

King  Williams  Toum, — Week  ended  August  11,  1906.  Rodents 
examined,  105;  4  found  dead;  no  infection. 

Week  ended  August  18,  1906.  Rodents  examined,  229;  11  found 
dead;  no  infection. 

Port  FJlizabeth.—^Qok  ended  August  11,  1906.  Rodents  examined, 
177;  8  found  dead;  no  infection. 

Week  ended  August  18,  1906.  Rodents  examined,  172;  9  found 
dead;  no  infection. 

Report  from  Sierra  Leone — Sauitainf  conditions, 

Vice-Consul  King  reports,  August  31,  as  follows: 
The  general  health  of  the  European  residents  in  the  colony  is  some- 
what better  than  is  usual  in  the  rainy  season. 

BRAZIL. 

Reports  from  Rio  de  Janeiro — Inspection  of  vessels — Mortality — 
Plagae  and  smallpox — Plague  in  Campos — Special  sennce  estah- 
lished  at  Sao  Paulo  for  treatment  and  prophylaxis  of  trachoma. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  August  24  and  September 
4,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  August  18,  1906.  Vessels  inspected  and  received  hills 
of  health:  On  the  13th  instant,  the  British  steamship  Maria  d^  Lar- 
rinaga^  for  Pensacola,  in  water  ballast,  with  no  passengei^s,  no  carg6, 
and  with  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew  while  in  this  port; 
on  the  16th  instant,  the  American  barkentine  Josephine^  for  Balti- 
more, with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers,  and  with  no  change  in 
the  personnel  of  the  crew  while  in  this  port;  on  the  18th  instant,  the 
British  bark  Belmont^  for  Boston,  with  no  passengers,  in  stone  ballast^ 
and  with  3  new  members  of  the  crew  taken  on  in  this  port;  and  on  the 
1158 
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same  date,  the  British  steamship  Tintoretto^  for  New  York,  with  a  cargo 
of  coffee,  4  first-class  passengers,  and  12  steerage  passengers  from  this 
port,  and  with  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew  while  in  this  port; 
also,  on  the  same  date,  the  British  steamship  Crmon  Prince^  for  New 
York,  with  no  passengers,  a  small  cargo  of  coffee  from  here,  and  no 
change  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew  while  in  this  port. 

Mortality  in  Rio  de  Janeiro. — Week  ended  August  19, 1906.  Total 
deaths,  257,  including  1  death  from  plague. 

Xo  deaths  from  yellow  fever  and  no  cases  during  the  week.  The 
city  has  been  free  from  this  infection  for  the  past  sixteen  days.  No 
deaths  from  variola;  2  new  cases. 

At  the  close  of  the  week  there  were  in  the  Hospital  S^o  SebastiSo 
1  case  of  variola,  3  cases  of  plague,  and  7  cases  of  suspicious  illness 
under  observation. 

Bvhonic  plague  in  Campos, 

The  outbreak  of  bubonic  plague  in  the  city  of  Campos  continues. 
Campos  is  a  city  on  the  Leopoldina  Railway,  about  two  and  one-half 
hours'  journey  from  this  city.  It  is  not  a  seaport,  but  is  situated 
near  a  lagoon,  about  thiity  miles  from  the  coast  line. 

According  to  a  report  from  that  city  dated  the  18th  instant  there 
have  been  up  to  date  7  deaths,  all  apparentlv  from  one  focus.  There 
was  no  new  case  on  the  17th  instant.  On  the  18th  instant  1  case  was 
removed  to  the  isolation  hospital  and  4  other  cases  were  found. 

On  the  16th  instant  9  new  cases  occurred  in  the  same  focus.  This 
gives  some  idea  of  the  intensity  of  the  infection,  there  having  been 
only  one  focus  dist^overed.  On  the  18th  instant  a  commission  of  phy- 
sicians sent  by  the  health  officer  of  this  Republic  arrived  at  Campos, 
and  the  chief  of  the  commission  assumed  the  direction  of  the  entire 
health  service  in  regard  to  the  suppression  of  this  disease  in  that  city. 

Week  ended  September  2,  1906.  Vessels  inspected  and  received 
bills  of  health:  On  the  29th  ultimo,  the  British  steamship  Crathonu^ 
for  Port  Tampa,  in  water  ballast,  no  passengers,  and  no  change 
in  the  crew  personnel;  on  the  same  date,  the  Belgian  steamship 
Cnnova^  for  New  Orleans,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers, 
and  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew;  on  the  31st  ultimo,  the 
British  steamship  Kilsyth^  for  New  York,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no 
passengers,  and  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew;  and  on  the 
1st  instant,  the  British  steamship  Teiinysori.  for  New  York,  with  a 

cargo  of  coffee, first-class  passengers  ana steerage,  and  with 

new  members  of  the  crew. 

Trachoma. — A  dispatch  from  S^o  Paulo,  dated  September  4,  states 
that  on  that  date  trachoma  was  declared  an  infectious  disease,  and  a 
decree  issued  providing  a  special  service  for  its  treatment  and  prophy- 
laxis provided.  All  physicians  discovering  any  cases  of  this  disease 
are  required  to  report  the  same  at  once  to  the  director  of  public 
health. 

Plague  in  Campos. 

According  to  the  latest  reports  there  have  been  no  new  cases  of 
habonic  plf4]fue  in  Campos,  State  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Brazil,  for  the 
past  three  da^s. 

Mortality  in  Rio  de  Janeiro. — Week  ended  the  2d  instant,  253 
deaths;  none  from  yellow  fever  or  variola.     No  cases  of  yellow  fever 
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in  this  city  for  the  past  four  weeks.  There  were  6  case^  of  variola 
and  3  cases  and  2  deaths  of  bubonic  plague.  At  the  close  of  the  week 
there  were  in  the  Hospital  Sao  Sebastifio  1  case  of  variola,  1  case  of 
plague,  und  13  suspicious  erases  of  illness  under  observation.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom  reports,  August  22,  25,  and  29, 
as  follows: 

Week  ended  August  18,  1906:  One  original  and  2  supplemental 
bills  of  health  granted  to  3  steamships,  and  3  vessels;  370  crew  and 
178  steerage  passengers  inspected.  One  case  of  illness  which  proved 
Donquarantinable  was  investigated.  Manifests  were  visaed  for  7,351 
pieces  of  freight,  1  piece  of  uncertified  personal  effects  from  Tientsin 
was  rejected;  45  crew  and  33  packages  steerage  passengers'  effects 
were  disinfected  and  18  immigi-ants  per  steamship  Siberia  were 
examined  and  passed,  while  2  for  San  Francisco  were  recommended 
for  rejection  on  account  of  trachoma.  This  recommendation  was  not, 
however,  acted  upon  by  the  steamship  authorities,  as  they  claimed  the 
men  were  returned  crew,  discharged  from  a  vessel  in  this  port,  hence 
the  immigration  restrictions  did  not  apply. 

From  native  sources  1  learn  of  36  deaths  in  three  days  in  one  gild, 
the  cause  being  sudden  seizure  with  pain  in  the  abdomen,  diarrnea, 
and  vomiting,  death  ensuing  in  from  twelve  to  twenty-four  hours. 
I  shall  allow  no  shipments  of  vegetables,  etc,,  to  Manila  for  the  present. 

Xo  quarantinable  diseases  were  reported  during  the  week  from  out- 
ports,  but  Newchwang  reports  4  new  cases  of  dysentery. 

Week  ended  August  25,  1906.  Two  supplemental  bills  of  health 
were  issued  to  2  steamers,  and  2  vessels,  208  crew,  and  57  steerage 
passengers  were  inspected.  Three  cases  of  illness  were  investigated, 
none  of  which  proved  to  be  quarantinable.  Manifests  were  viseed  for 
2,973  pieces  of  freight,  and  1  vessel  was  fumigated  thruout  with  sulfur 
to  kill  vermin.  Two  emigrants  for  San  Francisco  per  steamship  China 
were  examined  and  both  recommended  for  rejection.  Smallpox  has 
practically  disappeared. 

Xo  quarantinable  disease  was  officially  reported  from  any  outport. 

Statistics  relative  to  cases  of  qnar  an  tin  able  diseases  held  at  the  qnaran- 
iine  sUitimi  at  Woosung  during  the  calendar  year  1905,  — Plague,  8  cases 
(natives),  no  deaths;  smallpox,  3  cases  (foreigners),  no  deaths. 

The  plague  cases  seem  to  have  been  taken  from  coasting  vessels,  and 
are  set  down  as  *' chronic  forms  of  the  disease,''  the  patients  being  dis- 
charged after  an  average  detention  of  fifteen  days.  The  mortality 
seems  to  have  been  astonishingly  low  for  this  disease. 

I  learned  this  week  that  there  had  been  an  outbreak  of  bubonic 
plague  at  Hangchow,  a  large  native  city  200  miles  up  the  river  from 
Shanghai.  There  is  very  close  communication  between  the  two  places 
by  means  of  launches  and  other  native  boats.

One  new  case  of  yellow  fever  was  reported  during  the  week.  This 
case  occurred  in  a  Spaniard  aged  22  3^ears,  a  resident  in  the  island 
eleven  months,  residence  No.  53  Obispo  street.  He  was  taken  sick 
September  12,  and  the  case  was  at  first  diagnosed  as  one  of  dengue 
fever.  The  patient  was  isolated  September  13  at  La  Benefica  Hospital 
and  confirmed  as  a  case  of  yellow  fever  on  the  18th. 

A  death  from  yellow  fever  was  reported  to  have  occurred  on  the  18th 
instant  at  Cruces,  Santa  Clara  Province.  An  investigation  of  this 
case  will  be  made  by  the  superior  board  of  health. 

Surgeon  Lownos  of  the  United  States  Navy,  who  is  the  senior  medi- 
cal officer  of  the  United  States  naval  forces  now  in  the  harbor  of 
Habana,  called  at  this  office  to  obtain  information  regarding  health 
conditions  in  Habana.  He  was  given  a  full  report  of  the  cases  of  yel- 
low fever  which  have  been  reported,  and  informed  that  the  source  of 
infection  in  the  eases  had  not  been  traced.  I  also  advised  that  shore 
leave  should  not  be  gmnted  to  anyone,  and  that  those  coming  ashore 
should  be  enjoined  to  attend  strictly  to  official  business  and  return  to 
their  vessels  immediately  thereafter. 

September  24.  A  second  case  yellow  fever  reported  to-day  is  from 
Guanabacoa  and  isolated  at  Covadonga  Hospital,  Habana. 

September  27:  One  new  case  of  yellow  fever  from  Guanabacoa, 
isolated  at  Covadonga  Hospital,  Habana,  reported  to  day.

Decrees. — 1.  Health  certificates  can  not  be  granted  to  immigrants 

'     who  are:  {a)  Idiots,     {h)  Insane,     {c)  Suffering  from  any  chronic  dis- 

.    ease  which  is  transmissible  or  repugnant,     id)  Those  that  may  become 

■     a  public  burden. 

^  2.  The  following  diseases  shall  be  considered  chronic,  transmissible, 
I  or  repugnant:  Tuberculosis,  syphilis,  leprosy,  cancer  in  its  different 
I  forms,  fiipus,  eczema,  the  different  skin  diseases,  yaws,  itch,  trachoma, 
or  granular  conjunctivitis,  and  filariasis. 

3.  The  following  shall  be  considered  as  liable  to  become  a  public 
burden:  Habitual  drunkards;  those  suffering  from  rupture,  chronic 
rheumatism,  or  chronic  diseases  of  the  heart;  those  above  60  years  of  age, 
under  60  3^ears  who  exhibit  evident  signs  of  old  age;  those  suffering 
from  dilated  veins  in  the  lower  limbs;  those  of  weak  constitution  who 
exhibit  marked  physiological  debility,  subject  to  epileptic  attacks,  or 
suffering  from  geneml  paralysis,  chronic  myellitis,  polyneuritis,  partial 
paralysis  or  atrophy,  which  renders  them  unfit  for  work.  Finally, 
those  who,  in  consequence  of  any  physical  trouble  not  already  mentioned, 
may  become  unfit  for  work. 
L  Beriberi  shall  be  a  matter  for  special  medical  investigation. 

5.  Immigrants  who  do  not  prove  that  they  have  been  vaccinated 
against  smallpox,  or  have  already  had  this  disease,  are  bound  to  sub- 
mit to  vaccination. 

6.  Immigrants  coming  from  places  where  cases  of  bubonic  plague 
or  cholera  are  occurring  must  be  placed  under  observation  for  five 
consecutive  days  previous  to  their  embarking. 

7.  Health  certificate  must  be  issued  to  immigrants  by  the  physician 
named  by  the  Peruvian  consul  in  the  port  of  shipment,  and  shall  be 
countersi^ed  by  that  official. 

8.  The  immigrant  arriving  in  Peru  without  the  said  certificate  shall 
be  repatriated  at  the  expense  of  the  captain  or  owner  of  the  vessel,  in 
case  of  his  having  no  right  to  a  health  certificate. 
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9.  Vessels  bringing  immigrants  are  bound  to  receive  the  visit  of 
the  Peruvian  consul  in  order  that  the  said  official,  together  with  the 
physician  whom  he  may  choose,  may  be  able  to  verify  its  sanitary 
conditions,  so  as  to  affix  a  statement  of  them  to  the  respective  bill  of 
health. 

10.  The  Peruvian  consul  shall  countersign  only  such  health  certifi- 
cates as  refer  to  immigraitts  who  can  be  accommodated  in  the  com- 
partments of  the  vessel  destined  to  carry  them,  bearing  in  mind,  for 
this  purpose,  that  in  the  aforesaid  compaitments  there  should  be 
assigned  to  each  person  a  space  of  2  square  meters  at  least,  with  a 
height  o(  roof  eouivalent  more  or  less  to  1.80  meters. 

11.  The  vessels  carrying  immigrants  must  be  provided  with  an 
infirmary  suitably  arranged,  in  which  the  space  for  each  patient  must 
be  at  least  3  square  meters,  and  of  which  tne  capacity  must  be  calcu- 
lated at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent  of  the  individuals  taken  on  board. 

12.  These  vessels  must  carry  a  doctor  and  the  necessary  medical 
stores  for  the  attendance  of  the  sick.  Thev  must  also  be  provided 
with  a  stove,  in  perfect  workinj^  order,  for  tlie  disinfection  of  all  con- 
taminated articles  or  objects  in  all  cases  in  which  there  may  have 
occurred  on  board  transmissible  diseases. 

13.  Every  incident  connected  with  the  health  of  those  on  board,  the 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  vessels,  the  prophylactic  measures  carried 
out  during  the  voyage,  etc.,  shall  be  duly  noted  in  a  book  specially  set 
apart  for  that  object. 

PHILIPPINE   ISLANDS.

During  the  week  ended  August  11, 1906,  there  was  a  steady  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases,  especially  during  the  last  four  days  of  the 
week,  21  eases  being  reported  for  Saturday.  The  total  number  of 
cases  for  the  week  shows  an  increase  of  35  cases  and  26  deaths  over 
the  preceding  week. 

The  indications  are  that  this  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  is  only 
temporary  and  that  an  improvement  will  take  place  in  the  next  few 
days.  For  the  first  time  since  the  outbreak  began— nearly  a  year 
ago— several  cases  are  being  found  in  the  same  house;  but  the  infec- 
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tion  occurs  almost  simultaneously  in  all  cases,  which  would  indicate 
that  it  was  due  to  infected  food  which  was  introduced  into  the  house. 

A  rigid  inspection  made  of  the  truck  farms  in  and  around  Manila 
shows  that  in  spite  of  the  precautions  taken  there  are  still  a  number  of 
gardeners  who  use  liquid  human  excrement  for  fertilizing.  Quite  a 
number  of  them  were  arrested  during  the  week  and  fined  before  the 
municipal  court.  It  seems  quite  probable  that  the  outbreaks  which 
occur  from  time  to  time  in  Manila  may  be  attributed  to  this  source. 

The  first  outbreak  in  the  province  of  Ta3^abas,  mention  of  which 
was  made  in  the  report  of  two  weeks  ago,  seems  to  be  arrested.  There 
has  been  no  spread  of  cholera  from  the  towns  which  were  infected  two 
weeks  ago,  but  so  far  it  has  been  impossible  to  stamj)  out  the  infection 
in  the  towns  originally  infected.  However,  considering  the  migratory 
habits  of  the  people  of  that  province,  it  is  encouraging  that  no  further 
spread  of  the  disease  has  taken  place.  The  conditions  in  the  provinces 
generally  show  a  considerable  improvement  over  the  preceding  week, 
180  fewer  cases  being  reported. 

During  the  week  the  following  vessels  cleared  for  the  United  States: 

On  August  11  the  U.  S.  army  transport  Sheridan^  with  vl78  crew 
and  219  passengers,  was  granted  a  bill  of  health  for  San  Francisco  via 
Nagasaki  and  Honolulu.  Crew  and  steerao^e  passengers  were  bathed 
and  their  effects  and  baggage  disinfected.  Vessel  partially  disin-» 
fected.  All  cargo  and  baggage  inspected  and  either  disinfected  or 
past,  and  so  labeled.  All  persons  on  board  inspected  at  the  hour  of 
sailing. 

On  August  11  the  British  steamship  Jesseric^  with  36  crew  and  4 
passengers,  en  route  from  Yokohama  to  Boston  and  New  York  via 
Cebu,  was  granted  a  supplemental  bill  of  health  after  the  usual 
detention.

For  the  week  ended  August  18,  1906,  there  were  80  cases  with  72 
deaths,  as  against  73  cases  and  56  deaths  for  the  preceding  week,  which 
shows  that  the  outbreak  has  again  been  pi-actically  brougnt  to  a  stand- 
still, and  that  an  improvement  may  be  expected  for  the  coming  week. 

In  the  provinces  tnere  were  about  100  more  cases  than  for  the  week 
previous,  but  at  no  place  has  the  disease  assumed  an  epidemic  char- 
acter. One  case  of  cholera  was  taken  from  the  steamship  Corregidor 
during  the  time  that  vessel  was  undergoing  her  outgoing  quarantine 
at  Mariveles. 

The  question  of  fertilizing  vegetables  with  human  excrement,  of 
which  mention  has  been  made  heretofore,  became  so  acute  that  the 
Philippine  Commision   has   taken   legislative  action  and  past  a  law 
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which  makes  it  a  penal  offense  to  use  this  substance  for  fertilizing 
purposes.     The  two  important  sections  provide: 

No  farmer,  market  gardener,  or  other  person  or  persons  shall  use  any  human 
excreta,  excrement,  dejecta,  or  the  contents  of  any  water  or  earth  closet,  privy, 
vault,  cesspool,  latrine,  pail,  or  other  receptacle  for  human  feces  or  urine  as  a  ferti- 
lizer for  any  laiid  on  which  is  grown  any  article  or  product  intended  for  human  food 
or  human  consumption,  or  allow  any  human  excrement,  excreta,  or  dejecta  to  be 
sprinkled  or  applied  in  any  manner  or  for  any  purpose  to  any  crop,  product,  or 
v^etable  erowmg  on  said  land.  ^ 

A  fine  of  not  less  than  $25,  nor  more  than  $100,  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six 
months,  or  both,  shall  be  imposed  upon  each  person  found  guilty. 

It  was  deemed  advisable  to  modify  the  outgoing  quarantine  deten- 
tion which  has  heretofore  been  placed  upon  outgoing  vessels.  A  copy 
of  the  oixler  putting  the  same  into  effect  is  herewitn  inclosed  for  the 
information  of  the  Bureau. 

Regular  Army  medical  officers  were  detailed  to  act  as  Quarantine 
officers  under  the  direction  of  this  office  at  outgoing  ports,  wnichmade 
it  possible  to  inspect  many  vessels  at  the  port  of  arrival,  thus  effecting 
a  considerable  reduction  in  the  q^uarantine  detention  period.  This 
modification  has  been  much  appreciated  by  the  shipping  interests  and 
by  the  provinces,  persons  living  outside  of  Manila  Imng  able  thereby 
to  obtain  much  better  freight  rates  than  when  full  quarantine  is 
•  imposed.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  have  a  material  effect  in  relieving 
the  business  depression,  and  at  the  same  time  give  reasonable  security 
to  the  provinces  against  being  invaded  by  cholera  through  the  man- 
time  traffic.  The  necessity  for  granting  some  relief  to  the  shipping 
interests  will  be  better  appreciated  when  it  is  remembered  that  outgo- 
ing quarantine  has  now  been  imposed  continuously  for  almost  one 
year. 

During  the  week  vessels  clearing  for  United  States  ports  were 
treated  as  follows: 

On  August  14  the  British  steamship  Taiff^mn^  with  71  crew  and  3 
passengers,  en  route  from  Kobe  to  Zamboanga,  was  granted  a  supple- 
mental bill  of  health  after  the  usual  detention. 

On  August  15  the  American  steamship  Tr^niont,  with  141  crew  and 
58  passengers,  was  granted  a  consular  bill  of  health  for  Tacoma  via 
Hongkong  and  Japan  ports.  Cargo  and  baggage  certified.  All 
persons  on  board  were  inspected  at  hour  of  sailing.

Manila,  P.  I.,  August  11^  1906, 
To  the  inasff-rH^  otrners^  and  agents  of  vessels^  and  others  concerned: 

From  this  date  vessels  leaving  Manila  whose  first  port  of  call  is 
either  Calbayog,  Tacloban,  Antimonan,  Daet,  or  Camp  Daraga 
(Albay)  will  l>e  held  at  Mariveles  only  long  enough  to  make  the 
detention  period  and  the  time  consumed  on  the  voyage  amount  to 
sixty  hours,  provided  the  master  of  the  vessel  agrees  to  return  imme- 
diately to  Mariveles  in  the  event  of  any  suspicious  sickness  occurring 
on  board  his  vessel. 

Such  vessels,  upon  arrival  at  Calbayog,  Tacloban,  Antimonan,  Daet, 
or  Camp  Daraga,  shall  await  quarantine  inspection  by  the  army  med- 
ical officer  acting  as  quarantine  officer  of  the  port  and  must  carry  out 
carefully  such  measures  as  he  may  direct. 
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Vessels  sailing  from  ports  on  the  west  coast  of  Luzon,  between  San 
Fernando,  Union,  and  Pasacao,  will  also  await  inspection  upon  arrival 
at  the  ports  named  above. 

Vessels  whose  first  |K)rt  of  call  is  Iloilo  or  Cebu  will  ?>aii  as  hereto- 
fore— direct  from  Manila — consuming  fifty  hours  on  the  voyage  before 
being  granted  pratique  at  the  port  of  arrival.

TURKEY. 

Report  f ram  Tr^izond^- Plague  situation. 

Consul  Jewett  rej)orts,  August  29,  as  follows: 

Plague  continues  in  a  mild  form  in  the  prison  at  Trebizond. 

There  were  oflScially  reported  on  the  8th,  4  cases  and  1  death;  on 
the  9th,  2  cases;  on  the  10th,  1  case;  on  the  12th,  1  death;  on  the  13th, 
1  case  and  1  death;  on  the  18th,  1  case,  and  on  the  29th,  1  case,  all  in 
the  prison.  The  health  of  the  city  and  surroundings  is  reported  to  be 
good. 

A  bacteriologist  from  Constantinople  confirmed  the  diagnosis  of 
plague  by  bacteriological  examination  on  the  23d  instant.  The  bacillus 
found  was  of  the  Yersin  involuted  type.  The  material  examined  was 
pus  from  cases  that  had  been  going  on  for  some  time,  and  the  glands 
examined  were  suppurating.  The  diagnosis  of  the  case  repoiled  to-day 
has  been  confirm^  by  bacteriological  examination. 

The  preventive  ana  sanitary  measures  undertaken  here  so  far  have 
been  inadequately  carried  out. 

There  is  a  proposal  to  take  merchandise  to  Platana,  about  5  miles 
from  Trebizond,  oy  boats  or  other  means,  and  to  ship  it  from  that 
port  as  noninfected.  It  is  true  that  as  far  as  we  know  no  cases  of 
plague  have  occurred  at  Trebizond  outside  of  the  prison,  but  in  view 
of  the  central  situation  of  the  prison,  its  terribly  filthy  condition  and 
lax  administration,  and  the  general  neglect  of  the  required  preventive 
measures,  it  seems  probable  that  the  city  is  already,  or  will  become, 
infected.     Three  prisoners  escaped  from  the  prison  on  the  2Gth  instant. 

I  shall  endeavor  to  prevent  the  exportatioB  to  the  United  States  of 
any  susceptible  merchandise  from  Trebizond  or  from  the  vicinity 
until  this  locality  may  safely  be  considered  free  from  plague.

Great  Britain — England  and  Wales. — ^The  deaths  registered  in  76 
great  towns  in  England  and  Wales  during  the  week  ended  September 
8,  1906,  correspond  to  an  annual  rate  of  22.3  per  1,000  of  population, 
which  is  estimated  at  15,818,360. 

London. — One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety -two  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles  9,  scarlet  fever  6,  diph- 
theria 13,  enteric  fever  4,  whooping  cough  17,  and  529  from  diarrhea. 
The  deaths  from  all  causes  correspond  to  an  annual  rate  of  20.9  per 
1,000.  In  Greater  London  2,779  deaths  were  registered.  In  the 
"outer  ring"  the  deaths  included  4  from  diphtheria,  5  from  measles, 
2  from  scarlet  fever,  and  3  from  whooping  cough. 

Ireland. — The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  September  8,  1906,  in  the  21  princi- 
pal town  districts  of  Ireland  was  21.7  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
which  is  estimated  at  1,101,499.  The  lowest  rate  was  recorded  in 
Sligo,  viz,  4.8,  and  the  highest  in  Portadown,  viz,  31  per  1,000.  In 
Dublin  and  suburbs  184  deaths  were  registered,'  including  1  from 
whooping-cough,  2  from  enteric  fevei*,  and  30  from  tuberculosis.

Report  from  South  AtUintic  Quarantine^  Georgia — Yellow  fever  and 
tuberculosis  on  hark  Hahana  from  Hahana, 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Gwyn  reports  October  2  as  follows: 

The  Spanish  bark  Hahana  arrived  here  September  25,  remanded 
from  Brunswick,  Ga.,  on  account  of  a  suspected  case  of  yellow  fever. 
In  addition  there  was  1  case  of  tuberculosis. 

In  accordance  with  the  regulations,  the  sick  were  removed  to  the 
hospital  before  the  vessel  was  fumigated.  One  was  in  the  hospital  2 
davs  and  the  other  6  days. 

^he  history  of  the  vessel  is  as  follows:  Fumigated  in  Habana  Septem- 
ber 13,  1906;  sailed,  September  14;  arrived  at  quarantine,  Brunswick, 
Ga.,  September  20.  '"On  arrival,  one  man,  J.  S.  y  V.,  brother  of 
the  captain,  had  an  elevated  temperature,  which  caused  the  vessel's 
detention."  ''On  the  22d,  another,  V.  O.  R.,  had  a  temperature  of 
38|^,  pulse  98,  gums  red,  tongue  of  strawberry  appearance.  Septem- 
ber 23,  morning  temperature  37^^,  pulse,  standing  82,  lying  60; 
evening  temperature  39|^,  pulse,  standing  80,  lying  53.  September 
24,  morning  temperature  39^,  pulse,  standing  120,  lying  60."  No 
jaundice,  albumin,  or  chill  were  noted,  but  '' characteristic  pains,  a 
slow  pulse  with  rise  of  fever,  red  and  easily  bleeding  gums  were 
present." 

The  bark  was  remanded  and  arrived  at  the  South  Atlantic  Quaran- 
tine Station  on  the  night  of  the  24th,  and  when  boarded,  about  mid- 
night, V.  O.  R.  was  found  to  have  a  temperature  of  38.5^  C.  and  a 
pulse  of  42;  J.  S.  y  V.  had  a  temperature  of  40^  C.  and  a  pulse  of 
120.  On  the  morning  of  the  25th  R.'s  temperature  fell  to  normal  and 
remained  so  thruout  his  detention  period  of  6  days.  S.  y  V.  had  a 
temperature  of  39.2^  C.  and  continued  to  exhibit  a  high  temperature 
with  but  a  slight  remission  during  his  entire  stay. 

A  diagnosis  of  yellow  fever  was  made  in  the  case  of  V.  O.  R.  and 
tuberculosis  in  the  case  of  J.  S.  y  V.  The  vessel  was  fumigated  and 
detained  6  days,  being  discharged  from  quarantine  at  4  p.  m.  October  1.

One  bill  of  health  for  a  Panaman  port  was  visaed. 

September  25.  Another  case  of  yellow  fever  has  occurred  in  Limon 
in  the  person  of  a  Costa  Rican  youth,  a  clerk  in  a  store  situated  about 
400  feet  from  the  Italian  lodging'  house  from  which  the  last  2  ca^^es 
came.  He  slept  in  a  lear  room  of  the  store.  Both  store  and  room 
have  been  fumigated,  but  not  the  adjacent  stores,  nor  the  upper  story 
of  the  building.  The  patient  was  taken  to  the  hospital  Septeml>er  22, 
on  the  second  day  of  his  illness. 

The  special  regulations  governing  fruit  vessels  in  infected  ports  are 
observed.  The  piers  at  which  fruit  vessels  load  are  several  hundred 
feet  from  shore,  and  orders  forbidding  the  presence  of  exposed  stag- 
nant water  thereon  are  strictly  enforced,  thus  preventing  the  invasion 
of  the  pier  by  mosquitoes  from  land,  or  their  propagation  if  by  chance 
brought  by  the  ships.

Six  new  cases  of  vellow  fever,  with  2  deaths,  were  reported  during 
the  week.  Two  of  tliese  cases  were  from  (juanabacoa,  which  is  a  town 
located  across  the  bay  of  Habana.  1  learned  that  one  of  the  cases  was 
discovered  in  the  genei*al  wards  of  Covadonga  Hospital  and  that  no 
precautions  in  the  case  had  been  taken. 

In  none  of  the  cases  coulcf  the  source  of  infection  be  traced.  It  is 
evident  that  the  disease  is  spreading,  and  that  unknow  n  foci  of  infec- 
tion are  scattered  over  the  city  of  Habana,  and  in  two  suburbs,  Guana- 
bacoa  and  Vedado. 

I  am  informed  that  the  sanitary  forces  in  Guanabacoa  have  been 
increased  and  that  medical  inspectors  are  inspecting  daily  the  non- 
immunes in  and  around  the  suspected  districts. 

The  fumigating  and  oiling  forces  in  Habana,  which  at  the  beginning 
of  the  month  had  been  decreased,  were  also  increased,  so  that  there 
are  now  150  men  in  the  fumigating  brigades;  110  men  compose  the 
oiling  forces  and  30  men  are  for  cleaning  of  ditches  and  makifig 
drains.

Report  from  Htmolulu—Disi  refection  of  steamships  Kasato  Mami  and 
Amiral  I)  upt^re  from  Hongkong  on  account  of  Violation  of  quarantine  ^ 
regulaticms. 

Chief  Quarantine  Officer  Cofer  reports,  September  12  and  13,  as 
follows: 

The  steamship  Kasato  Maru  arrived  to-day  from  Hongkong  for 
Callao  via  Japanese  ports  with  freight  and  passengers  for  Honolulu, 
said  vessel  having  failed  to  obtain  a  bill  of  health  at  Hongkong.  On 
account  of  this  violation  of  the  United  States  quarantine  laws  1  disin- 
fected all  living  quarters  of  steerage  and  crew  and  sent  777  persons  to 
the  quarantine  station.  A  Japanese  steerage  passenger  died  at  sea  five 
days  out  from  Yokohama  witn  peritonitis,  accompanied  by  high  tem- 
perature followed  by  collapse.  The  bod 3^  was  buried  at  sea,  therefore 
the  element  of  doubt  as  to  the  cause  of  death  would  have  made  another 
reason  for  quarantining  the  vessel. 
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The  steamship  Amhal  Duperre  arrived  to-day  from  Hongkong  via 
Japanese  ports,  said  vessol  having  failed  to  procure  a  bill  of  health  at 
Hongkongand  havingdisregardedthe  requirements  of  the  United  States 
quarantine  regulations  at  Shanghai.  While  everyone  was  well  on  board 
at  the  time  of  arrival,  1  placed  the  vessel  in  quarantine  and  sent  264 
steerage  passengers  to  the  quarantine  station.  Supplies  for  disinfect- 
ing the  vessel  were  delivered  on  board,  but  afterwards  removed,  for 
the  reason  that  the  vessel  preferred  to  proceed  to  San  Francisco  for 
disinfection.

Imtructiona  to  Acting   Assistant    Surgeon   Altree  at   Tampa^  Fla.^ 
relative  to  transport  Andes. 

On  October  2  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Altree,  at  Tampa,  Fla.,  was 
instructed  by  the  Bureau  as  follows: 

Steamer  Andes  will  probably  leave  Habana  to-day  for  Tampa  to 
take  troops  and  artillery  from  Port  Tampa.  Have  given  authority  for 
vessel,  after  fumigation  at  Mullet  Key,  to  come  up  to  Port  Tampa 
and  anchor  from  quarter  mile  to  half  mile  from  pier  while  carpenters 
eo  aboard  to  make  necessary  alterations,  and  then  to  come  to  pier  for 
four  or  five  hours  and  take  aboard  animals  and  troops.  Point  involved 
is  to  prevent  any  member  of  crew  from  leaving  the  ship.  You  are 
directed  to  go  to  Port  Tampa  and  board  the  vessel  as  soon  as  she 
reaches  the  stream,  stay  on  board,  and  watch  crew  until  vessel  is  ready 
to  depart,  which  will  be  in  about  twenty-four  hours. 

On  October  11  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Altree  reported  that  he 
had  complied  with  instructions,  not  leaving  the  Andes  until  the  vessel 
was  about  to  proceed  to  sea. 

Report  froTn  Cape  Fear  Quarantine  Station^  N.  C. — Malarial  fever 
and  beriberi  on  schooner  Cartagena  froin  Colon  and  way  ports. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Sprague  reports,  October  8,  as  follows: 
The  British  schooner  Cartagena^  bound  for  New  York  from  Colon, 
Porto  Etello,  and  numerous  other  ports,  the  last  of  which  was  San  Bias, 
Isle  of  Pines,  vdth  a  cargo  of  cocoanuts,  put  into  this  port  on  the  4th 
instant  because  of  illness  of  captain,  second  mate,  and  one  sailor.  The 
captain  and  mate  are  suffering  from  pernicious  malarial  fever,  or  a 
form  that  has  become  pernicious,  and  the  sailor  has  benberi.  He  had 
been  residing  in  Colon  for  eleven  months  previous  to  shipping  aboard 
the  Cartagena  two  months  ago.  He  continued  well  with  the  exception 
of  occasional  attacks,  probably  malarial,  of  no  special  severity 
until  twenty  days  ago,  wnen  his  legs  began  to  swell.  Since  that  time 
he  has  been  practically  incapacitated  for  labor,  altho  owing  to  illness 
of  others  of  the  crew  he  has  been  compelled  at  times  to  perform  such 
work  as  he  was  capable  of. 

As  soon  as  the  captain  has  recovered,  which  will  probably  be  in  a 
few  days,  he  will  ship  some  extra  men  and  proceed  on  his  voyage  to 
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New  York.     I  will  allow  the  case  of  beriberi  to  go  with  him  and  note 
it  upon  bis  pratique. 

One  sailor  died  at  sea  September  16,  1906,  ten  days  out  from  San 
Bias.  From  the  history  obtainable  he  apparently  suffered  from  the 
same  disease  as  the  captain  and  mate.

— Rodents  examined,  265;  9  found  dead;  no 
infection.

Durinff  the  first  fifteen  days  of  the  present  month  there  were  2  deaths 
from  yellow  fever  and  19  from  smallpox  in  Guayaquil.  A  recent 
count  of  the  number  of  cases  of  smallpox  in  Guayaquil  revealed  82 
cases  being  treated  by  physicians  in  their  private  practise.  So  far  as 
I  know,  nothing  has  been  done  by  the  board  of  health  in  these  cases. 

The  physician  to  the  superior  board  of  health  has  been  active  in  his 
efforts  to  induce  that  body  to  take  action  looking  to  the  improvement 
of  conditions  here,  but  so  far  little  has  been  accomplished.

Proposed  sanitary  m^a^nires. 

The  work  of  sanitation  at  this  port  continues.  The  towns  along 
the  railroad  are  still  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

The  Honduranean  Government  has  granted  a  concession  to  reBIl  the 
low  parts  of  Puerto  Cortez  until  a  level  within  6  inches  of  the  ties 
of  the  railroad  track  now  in  use  is  reached.     The  area  to  be  refilled 
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is  limited  by  a  straight  line,  drawn  from  east  to  west,  from  the  Lagoon 
of  Alvarado  toward  the  light-house  to  a  straight  line  drawn  just  io 
front  of  the  custom-house  and  running  from  north  to  south.  This 
strip  of  land  is  to  be  1,100  feet  in  width.  A  plat  of  ground  of  25 
squares,  each  measuring  300  English  feet  per  siae,  facing  the  sea  and 
situated  between  the  custom-house  and  the  light-house  will  also  be 
refilled. 

The  work  is  to  be  completed  within  five  years,  and  is  to  be  carried 
on  in  such  a  way  that  at  least  one-fifth  shall  be  done  each  year,  the  work 
to  be  begun  before  February  1,  1907. 

The  Government  assumes  the  obligation  to  establish  drains  iir  the 
city  and  also  to  provide  all  necessary  sanitary  measures.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Eakins  reports,  September  13,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  September  8,  1906.     No  transactions. 

Week  ended  September  1,  1906.  Six  deaths  from  cholera  and  7 
deaths  from  plague. 

In  Bengal,  week  ended  August  28,  1906:  127  cases  and  100  deaths 
from  plague;  week  ended  September  1, 1906:  137  cases  and  115  deaths 
from  plague. 

In  India,  week  ended  September  1,  1906.  3,503  cases  and  2,523 
deaths  from  plague. 

Plague  conditions  in  Calcutta, 

The  following  is  received  from  Consul-General  Michael  under  date 
of  September  5: 

The  most  prominent  feature  in  the  plague  history  of  Calcutta  dur- 
ing the  past  year  was  the  alarming  recrudescence  of  the  disease,  the 
mortality  from  which  having  decfined  from  8,222  in  1903  to  4,689  in 
1904,  again  rose  to  7,011.  Other  disappointing  features  of  the  year's 
plague  history  were  the  increased  virulence  of  the  disease  and  the 
conspicuous  increase  of  mortality  in  the  sparsely  populated  areas  to 
the  south  of  the  town. 

The  melisures  taken  to  combat  the  disease  underwent  considerablf 
alteration  during  the  year.  A  large  staff  of  medical  inspectors  was 
employed  thruout  the  year  to  investigate  the  cause  of  ail  deaths  in 
the  city  and  these  investigations  throw  considerable  light  upon  the 
causes  of  general  mortality. 
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No  further  action  was  taken  in  the  direction  of  the  demolition  of 
plague-infected  huts,  this  measure  having  been  abandoned.  In  the 
absence  of  any  arrangements  for  rehousing  the  dislodged  poi)ulation 
demolitions  aggravated  the  evils  of  overcrowding  in  the  vicinity  of 
operations. 

A  satisfactory  feature  of  the  year's  work  was  the  far  larger  per- 
centage of  living  cases  ascertained.  Action  was  also  takeq  to  register 
deaths  occurring  outside  of  Calcutta,  the  corporation  contributing  to 
the  pay  of  registrars  at  the  neighboring  burning  ghats  and  burial 

Sounds.  Attention  is  drawn  to  tne  number  of  corpses  brought  to  the 
icutta  burning  ghats  from  outside  the  city  and  indicates  that  the 
mortality  from  plague  in  the  suburban  municipalities  is  greatly  under- 
estimated. 

The  statistics  of  the  year's  work  confirm  the  facts  previously 
repoited  in  regard  to  the  small  number  of  houses  in  which  plague 
infection  recurs.  Even  in  the  case  of  houvses  where  more  than  one 
death  occurred  the  infections  were  generally  simultaneous.  It  is 
noteworthy  also  that  the  mortality  in  kuteha  huts  was  about  double 
that  in  masonry  houses,  where  most  of  the  cases  occurred  on  the 
ground  floor.  The  reason  may  possibly  be  that  infection  is  more 
easily  carried  on  mud  floors  tnan  on  masonry  plinths,  which  can  be 
more  thoroly  cleansed. 

Little  success  was  attained  in  the  crusade  against  rats,  altho  vari- 
ous methods  of  destruction  were  employed.  Little  progress  was 
also  made  with  inoculations,  which  are  still  unpopular.  The  question 
whether  it  is  possible  to  pass  by-laws  under  the  municipal  act  to  com- 
pel owners  of  grain  godowns  to  make  them  rat  proof  has  been  referred 
to  the  advocate-general  for  his  opinion.

Rfjporf  frojH  Cardenas —  Inspect  ion  of  nmeh —  San  itary  conditions. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ives  reports,  October  15,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  October  13.  1906.  One  '"supplemental  bill  of  health" 
ii*sued  to  steamship  Regina,  with  a  crew  of  26;  men  in  good  health. 
No  communicable  aiseases  have  been  reported.  One  health  certificate 
was  issued.  During  the  week,  in  company  with  the  American  consul, 
I  examined  some  latrines,  water-closets,  back  alleys,  and  ba<*k  yards, 
with  the  object  of  forming  an  accurate  opinion  of  sanitary  condition 
of  premises.  Some  of  them  were  decidedly  unsanitary.  The  general 
cleaning  of  the  city  has  been  very  much  neglected. 
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Reports  from  Oietifuegos — Inspection  and  fumigation  of  vetfueU— 
Sanitary  conditions — Yeflmo  fever — Leprosy — ffistory  of  ydlcnt- 
fever  case. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Marsiilan  reports,  October  12  and  15,  as 
follows:

The  vessels  fumigated  were  steamship  Ole  Bull  for  Mobile,  steamship 
Vivina  for  Pensacola,  and  steamship  Dortmund  for  New  Orleans. 
Two  vessels  were  inspected  and  temperatures  of  crews  taken,  the 
steamship  Camaguey  for  New  York,  and  steamship  Manzanilio  for 
New  York  via  Santiago  de  Cuba. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  cit}"  infected,  yellow  fever  being 
present,  and  one  case  of  leprosy  reported  and  confirmed  by  local  hoard 
of  health.  This  city  in  its  central  part  looks  quite  clean,  but  the  inte- 
rior of  many  houses  and  the  environs  are  in  a  miserable  condition  of 
uncleanness. 

Two  cases  of  yellow  fever  are  reported  this  week  in  the  city,  but 
only  one  is  confirmed.  This  is  the  case  I  reported  by  cable  on  October 
11.  The  other  case  is  one  1  reported  as  suspicious  at  "LaCx)lonia 
Espafiola."  The  opinion  of  physicians  here  is  divided  as  to  this  ca^e. 
The  history  of  the  case  seems  to  show  it  to  be  acute  yellow  atrophv  of 
the  liver.  The  patient,  as  I  saw  him  on  the  13th  instant,  has  a  dark 
mahogany  color  of  the  skin,  no  black  vomiting,  ver}^  little  fever,  slow 
pulse  and  very  little  or  no  urea  in  the  urine;  no  hemorrhage.  The 
patient  is  held  isolated  in  a  properly  prepared  room  as  a  good  precaution. 

There  are  2  cases  of  quarantinable  aiseases  in  the  city.  The  mos- 
quito brigade  consists  of  10  men;  ought  to  have  20  or  more. 

The  sanitary  conditions  at  Cruces  and  other -interior  towns  of  thi-* 
Province  are  reported  as  extremely  bad.  A  sanitary  commission  from 
Habana  is  doing  sanitary  work  of  disinfection  at  Cruces  at  present 

Iliiiiory  fpf  ydlow'f^rer  ra.v^— M.  R.,  a  native  of  Orense,  Spain,  "11 
vears  old,  with  one  vear  of  residence  in  Cuba,  was  taken  sick  at  Cruces, 
in  this  Province,  some  time  before  the  7th  of  this  month.  On  the  7th 
he  came  to  this  city  and  entered  the  hospital,  with  a  temi>erature  of 
37.1  C.  As  his  temperature  continued  to  rise,  the  case  was  suspected 
to  be  yellow  fever  after  the  Mth  instant,  but  the  diagnosis  was  not  con- 
firmed until  the  lOth,  when  the  examination  of  the  blood  was  made. 
When  I  saw  the  ca^^e  yesterday  the  patient  was  in  the  third  stage  or 
collapse  with  dry  tongue  and  skin,  characteristic  jaundice,  and  littlo 
vomiting.  His  mind  was  quiet,  and  he  had  a  temperature  of  8(5.3  C 
His  pulse  was  soft.  compressii)le,  and  irregular.  Tho  he  is  in  a  dan- 
gerous stage,  he  may  recover.  The  case  is  well  isolated,  with  wire 
netting  in  the  doors  and  windows  of  his  room,  and  all  precautions  are 
taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  diseaso. 

lam  informed  that  there  had  been  at  Cruces  3  more  cases,  two  of 
which  have  ended  fatally,  and  oni^  in  a  little  girl  \^  years  old,  con- 
tinues. These  cases  all  occurred  among  Spaniarns  recently  arrived  in 
Cuba.  They  were  all  taken  sick  almost  at  the  same  time  in  one  local- 
ity, in  the  town  of  Cruces. 
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All  vessels  foi  the  south  are  fumigated  by  me  and  temperatures  of 
crews  taken. 

No  new  case  of  yellow  fever  is  reported  to-day. 
.  A  suspicious  case  was  held  under  observation  at  La  Colonia  Espanola, 
conveniently  isolated,  but  it  proved  to  be  ictenis  grave. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  is  bad.

There  were  7  new  cases  and  1  death  from  yellow  fever  reported  in 
Habana  during  this  week.  From  this  it  may  be  judged  that  the  dis- 
ease is  on  the  increase. 

During  the  month  of  September  35  cases  of  dengue  were  reported. 

I  learn  that  the  sanitary  forces  in  Hal>ana  will  be  increased.  It  is 
proposed  to  have  50  inspectors  for  oiling  and  under  each  ins^pector  4 
men  to  do  oiling  of  breeding  places  for  mosquitoes.  I  am  informed 
that  fumigation  of  houses  is  now  being  more  generally  done  with 
sulfur. 

Since  the  case  and  death  from  yellow  fever  which  occurred  at  Cruces 
on  September  18,  1906,  3  other  cases  hav^e  been  reported  from  there 
as  follows:  One  on  October  8,  died  October  10:  1,  October  13,  found  at 
Cienfuegos;  1,  Octo>>er  13,  confirmed  at  Cruces.  I  obtained  from  the 
superior  board  of  health  a  report  of  measures  to  be  adopted  to  control 
the  spread  of  the  disease.     Tne  report  was  as  follows: 

Investigations  made  by  the  department  have  brought  to  light  the  existence  of  a 
dangeroas  focus  of  vellow  fever  at  Cruces,  on  the  Cuban  Central  Railroad.  The 
recent  disturbances  had  interrupted  all  municipal  control  in  that  district  and  all 
conmiuni(«tion  with  Habana.  A  certificate  of  death  by  yellow  fever  issued  on  the 
18th  of  September  did  not  reach  this  department  until  the  22d.  Unfortunately  the 
same  disturbe<i  condition  of  the  country  prevented  the  instituting  of  the  necessary 
measures  for  the  control  of  the  disease.  Three  other  cases  have  since  originated 
from  the  same  center.  One  of  them  had  moved  from  Cruces  and  was  discovered  in 
the  city  of  Cienfuegos. 

The  central  position  and  railroad  connections  of  Cruces  make  it  a  dangerous  focus 
against  which  most  energetic  measures  must  at  once  be  established.  Dr.  C.  Delgado 
is  already  in  charge  there. 

The  plan  which  I  would  suggest,  subject  to  ulterior  modification,  is  as  follows: 

For  sanitary  f>urpo8e8  we  shall  consider  as  the  infected  zone  the  4  adjacent  districts 
of  Cmce«,  Ranchuelo,  Palmira,  and  Lajas,  the  3  last  named  being  the  nearest  rail- 
road stations  on  the  3  lines  which,  meeting  at  Cruces,  diverge  therefrom  toward  the 
dties  of  Santa  Clara,  Cienfuegos,  and  all  the  important  cities  lying  to  the  north  and 
northwest  of  Cruces. 

Chief  inspectors  will  be  appointed  to  direct  the  work  to  be  done  at  each  of  the 
above-mentioned  places.     In  addition  to  the  measures  which  were  successfully 
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adopted  last  spring  at  Bolondron,  Union  de  Reyes,  and  Alacranes,  an  efficient  quar- 
antine will  l)e  established. 

At  each  of  the  4  stations  (and  also  on  the  big  sugar  estate  Caracas)  screened  rooma 
will  be  prepare<l  for  the  isolation  of  patients  and  suspects  of  yellow  fever. 

Medical  inspectors  will  be  attached  to  all  the  trains  running  between  Cruces  an^ 
the  other  3  stations  either  way. 

Local  or  delegated  physicians  will  be  appointed  to  keep  a  record  of  the  morning 
and  evening  temperatures  of  the  nonimmunes  within  the  zone. 

A  detention  camp  will  be  established  near  Cruces,  where  nonimmunes  will  be 
subjected  to  a  period  of  observation  of  5  days  before  they  are  permitted  to  leave  the 
infected  zone. 

Vigilance  will  be  maintained  by  the  police  and  the  rural  guard. 

Competent  disinfection  and  mosquito  brigades  wid  at  the  same  time  be  established 
within  the  zone. 

The  aforesaid  measures  will  be  maintained  until  a  period  of  six  weeks  has  elapsed 
from  the  invasion  of  the  last-known  case  of  yellow  fever  within  the  suspected  zone. 

The  chief  quarantine  officer  for  the  island  of  Cuba  directed  a  circular 
letter  to  all  (juarantine  officers  on  the  island,  in  which  he  recommends 
that  an  inspection  of  all  vessels  in  the  harbor  bo  made  daily;  that  in 
case  a  nonimmune  be  found  to  have  a  fever  such  case  be  isolated  and 
every  measure  taken  to  destroy  mosquitoes  aboard  the  vessel. 

October  "22.  Three  new  cases  yellow  fever  Habana  confirmed  yes- 
terday, 19th.

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On  arriving  at  Puerto  Barrios  yesterday  to  inspect  and  dispatch  the 
steamship  Anselm  1  received  information  from  Doctor  Ly tie  at  Gualan 
that  4  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  had  developed  at  that  place.  There 
had  been  a  great  influx  into  the  town  of  people  from  the  surrounding 
country  ana  the  infection  developed  among  this  new  and  nonimmune 
material.  Gualan  is  situated  on  the  railroad  80  miles  from  the  seaport. 
The  Government  has  issued  some  restrictive  orders  to  protect  the  port. 
*    *     *    The  port  seems  to  be  entirely  free  from  infection. 

The  Hamburg- American  steamship  Flandria^  now  in  port  and  to  sail 
in  the  morning  for  New  York,  has  on  board  10  passengers  taken 
aboard  at  Barrios  without  my  knowledge  or  examination.  Some  of 
these  passengers  are  from  Za<^pa.  a  station  on  the  railroad  30  miles 
from  Gualan.  The  vessel  has  haa  an  irregular  itinerary  on  her  pres- 
ent trip,  touching  at  Puerto  Barrios  and  returning  to  Belize  before 
coming  to  this  port.  In  consequence  I  was  not  apprized  of  the  taking 
of  the  passengers  until  her  arrival  at  this  port  this  morning.  They 
were  taken  on  board  before  the  recent  appearance  of  fever  at  Gualan 
and  have  now  been  on  board  eight  days.

contemplated  in  the  immigration  laws,  of  which  number  539  were  rec- 
ommended for  acceptance. 

The  decided  decrease  in  the  number  of  would-be  immigrants  into 
the  United  States  is  due  partly  to  the  new  emigration  laws  of  the 
Empire,  partly  to  shipments  to  Mexico  and  South  America  by  direct 
lines  just  established,  and  partlv  to  the  time  of  year. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  disease  quarantinable  under  the  United 
States  laws  reported  in  this  vicinity. 

The  press  of  this  instant  reports  a  wide  spread  epidemic  of  what 
appears  to  be  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  in  Tokyo,  and  plague  appears 
to  oe  rather  serious  in  \\  akayama  Ken,  a  prefecture  not  far  from  Kobe.

Malarial  fever  on  titeamshlp  KirhHtall  from  Colon — Remittent  fevei* 
at  Mississippi  City, 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Amesse  reports,  October  22,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  October  20,  1906.  Sanitary  conditions  fair.  Several 
cases  of  enteric  fever,  all  of  a  mild  type,  have  been  reported  to  the 
local  health  office  during  the  month.  Vigorous  measures  against 
a  possible  epidemic  were  taken  early  in  the  season,  including  daily 
inspections  of  premises  and  protection  of  the  water  supply. 

One  case  of  malarial  fever  was  found  on  board  the  British  steamship 
Kirkstall^  40  days  out  from  Colon,  via  Pensacola.  The  man  had  had 
several  previous  attacks,  and  responded  readily  to  treatment. 

At  Mississippi  City  a  number  of  remittent  fever  cases  are  under 
treatment.     Mone  of  the  cases  present  unusual  symptoms.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  September  26  and  Octo 
ber  1,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  September  23,  1906.  Vessels  inspected  and  received 
bills  of  health  as  follows:  On  the  17th  instant  the  British  steam- 
ship Archhank\  for  some  southern  United  States  port,  via  St.  Lucia 
for  orders  and  for  disinfection,  in  water  ballast,  no  passengers, 
and  with  no  change  in  the  crew  personnel;  on  the  18th  instant  the 
British  steamship  Sahara,  for  Philadelphia,  with  a  c^irgo  of  manganese 
ore,  no  passengers,  and  with  no  change  in  the  crew  personnel;  on  the 
same  date  the  British  steamship  Volga,  for  New  York,  with  no  cargo, 
water  ballast,  no  passengers,  and  no  change  in  the  crew  while  here; 
on  the  20th  instant  the  British  steamship  Ilotn^^  for  New  Orleans, 
with  a  cargo  of  cotfee,  no  passengers,  and  with  no  change  in  the  crew 
while  in  this  port;  on  the  21st  instant  the  British  steamship  Canning^

Total  deaths,  297,  includingf  3  from  bubonic  plague.  There  were  also 
15  new  cases  of  plague,  and  during  the  last  3  weeks  31  cases  of  plague 
with  only  5  deatns.  No  cases  of  yellow  fever  or  deaths  were  reported, 
this  being  the  sixth  week  since  any  cases  of  this  disease  have  occurred 
in  this  city.  Variola  caused  3  cases  but  no  deaths.  At  the  close  of 
the  week  there  were  2  cases  of  variola  and  14  cases  of  plague  in  the 
Hospital  Sdo  Sebastiao,  and  there  were  also  20  cases  of  suspicious  ill- 
ness held  there  for  observation.

for  Savannah,  in  water  ballast,  no  passengers  and  no  change  in  the 
crew;  the  British  steamship  ltd  urn  Prince^  for  New  York,  with  a 
cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers  and  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the 
crew  while  here;  on  the  28th  ultimo  the  British  steamship  El>nv!cJc 
Grange^  for  New  Orleans,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers  and 
no  change  in  the  vessel's  personnel  while  in  this  port.

— A  dispatch  received 
here  on  the  29th  ultimo  states  that  a  case  of  plague  had  been  reported 
from  the  island  of  Itaparica,  State  of  Bahm  and  across  the  bay  of 
Bahia  from  the  city  of  the  same  name,  locally  known  as  San  Salvador 
da  Bahia.     No  further  reports  have  been  received  up  to  this  date. 

Mortality  report^.,  State  of  Sao  Paulo^  BraziL — SSo  Paulo,  capital 
of  State.  Week  ended  September  23,  1906.  Total  deaths,  105,  includ- 
ing 1  from  bubonic  plague  (died  in  isolation  hospital). 

Mitrtality  in  Rio  de  Janeiro, — W^eek  ended  September  30,  1906. 
Total  deaths,  266.  One  case  and  1  death  from  yellow  fever,  the  firs|i 
case  occurring  here  in  7  weeks;  4  cases  and  2  deaths  from  bubonic 
plague,  and  2  new  cases;  no  deaths  from  variola. 

In  regard  to  the  fatal  case  of  yellow  fever  the  health  report  for  the 
week  bears  the  following  statement:  "This  fatal  case  offers  no  expla- 
nation as  to  its  origin."  At  the  close  of  the  week  there  were  in  the 
Hospital  Sao  Sebastifio  2  cases  of  variola,  14  cases  of  plague,  and  20 
cases  of  suspicious  illness  under  observation. 

The  lute  recrudescence  ofhuhmic  plagve  in  Rio, — Plague  cases  have 
considerably  increased  in  number  during  the  past  few  weeks.  The  rec- 
ord of  cases  for  the  last  five  weeks  is  as  follows:  3,  6,  10,  15,  4. 
Deaths  for  same  periods  as  follows:  2,  0,  3,  2,  2.  Plague  in  Rio  ap- 
pears to  reach  its  height  at  this  season,  and  many  of  the  foci  occurred 
m  localities  where  houses  were  in  the  process  of  demolition  for  the 
purpose  of  opening  up  new  and  wider  streets.  These  foci  have  in 
most  cases  been  destroyed  by  this  demolition.

Acting  As^^istant  Surgeon  McConnell  reports,  October  11,  as 
follows:

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ives  reports,  October  22,  as  follows:

There  were  7  new  cases  and  1  death  from  yellow  fever  reported  in 
Habana  during  the  week  covered  by  this  report.  One  of  these  cases 
was  from  Vedado  and  the  rest  were  scattered  over  the  cit}.  This 
makes  14  cases  reported  within  the  last  two  weeks. 

On  Wednesday,  October  18,  a  severe  hurricane  swept  over  Habana, 
causing  considerable  daniajife  and  loss  to  property  in  the  city  and  to 
shrppinjj  interests  in  the  harbor. 

October  23.  One  case  yellow  fever,  Habana,  on  21st. 

October  25.  One  death  5  miles  from  Cruces,  on  autopsy  proved  to  be 
yellow  fever.     Was  reported  yesterday,  24th. 

Passed  Assistant  Surt^eon  Stanstield  reports  as  follows: 

October  27.  Two  yellow  fever  cases  contirnied  October  20. 
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October  29.  Yellow  f^ver,  Habana,  1  case  October  27,  1  October  28. 
Case  on  28  came  to  Habana  from  Patos  and  received  infection  there. 
October  31.  One  new  case  yellow  fever  October  30. 

Terunnation  of  close  quarantine  reason. 

On  October  30,  the  following  instructions  were  sent  by  the  Bureau 
to  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  von  Ezdorf : 

After  October  31,  and  until  further  notice,  enforce  provisions  para- 
graph 13  quarantine  regulations,  inspect  all  passengers,  and  permit 
embarkation  nonimmunes  southern  ports  if  well.  List  nonimmunes 
for  Florida  points  and  send  list  by  same  steamer  to  one  of  below- 
designated  agents  Florida  State  boarcl,  according  to  destination:  J.  M. 
Jackson,  Miami;  J.  N.  Fogarty,  Key  West;  C.  W.  Bartlett,  Tampa; 
W.  E.  Anderson,  Pensacola.  Notify  service  officers  Matanzas,  San- 
tiago, and  Cienfuegos. 

On  the  same  date  the  following  telegram  was  sent  to  Dr.  J.  Y.  Porter, 
State  health  officer  of  Florida: 

Under  Treasury  regulations  close  quarantine  season  temlinates 
November  1.  Have  sent  following  to  von  Ezdorf,  to  remain  in  force 
pending  further  developments:  '*After  October  31  and  until  further 
notice  enforce  provisions,  paragraph  13,  quarantine  regulations,  inspect 
all  passengers,  and  permit  embarkation  nonimmunes  southern  p)orts,  if 
well.  List  nonimmunes  for  Florida  points  and  send  list  by  same 
steamer  to  one  of  below  designated  agents,  Florida  State  board,  accord- 
ing to  destination:  J.  M.  Jackson,  Miami;  J.  N.  Fogartv,  Key  West; 
C.  W.  Bartlett,  Tampa;  W.  E.  Anderson,  Pensacola.  Notify  service 
officers,  Matanzas,  Santiago,  and  Cienfuegos."  The  lists  are  sent  to 
your  agents,  so  that  if  you  desire  they  may  be  forwarded  to  health 
officers  at  points  of  destination.  Please  instruct  the  service  quaran- 
tine officers  to  make  careful  inspection  Cuban  vessels,  but  refumiga- 
tion  or  detention  is  not  required  under  regulations  unless  conditions 
on  arrival  denmnd.     Letter  follows. 

In  response  to  a  recjuest  of  Doctor  Porter  the  following  supplemental 
telegram  was  sent  to  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  von  Ezdorf:  **  Octo- 
ber 31.  Referring  Bureau  telegram  30,  in  addition  lists  therein  men- 
tioned, make  complete  list  nonimmune  passengers  for  Florida  points 
and  mail  to  State  health  officer,  Jacksonville,  Fla.  Include  Habana 
passengers  for  Jacksonville  via  steamship  Klcaragua.'^'^ 

The  following  telegram  was  sent  October  30  to  President  Irion,  State 
board  of  health.  New  Orleans,  La. ;  State  Health  Officer  Tabor,  Austin, 
Tex.;  Doctor  (ioldthwaite,  quarantine  officer.  Mobile,  Ala.;  Paa^ed 
Assistant  Surgeon  AVille,  Gulf  quarantine,  Biloxi,  Miss.,  and  Passed 
Assistiint  Surgeon  Berry,  Tampa,  Fla. : 

In  accordance  with  Treasury  regulations,  close  quarantine  season  ter- 
minates November  1.  Service  officer,  Habana,  instructed,  after  Octo- 
ber 31  (uiforce  provisions  paragraph  13,  quarantine  regulations  of  the 
United  States,  at  Habana  and  other  Cuban  ports,  closely  inspecting  all 
passengers.  Treasur\'  regulations  require  continued  inspection  at  all 
ports  of  arrival,  but  refumigation  and  detention  not  required  unless 
conditions  on  arrival  demand. 
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Rep&t'ts  frona  Matanzas — Inspection  of  vessels — Yellmc  fetjer  at 
Alacranes — House  to  house  inspect  Ion  reestahllshed — Daily  inspec- 
tion of  vessels  from  Hahana  o7*aered. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nuiiez  reports,  October  16  and  22,  as 
follows:

A  new  invasion  of  yellow  fever  occurred  at  Alacranes,  Matanzas 
Province,  on  the  2d  instant.  I  have  addrest  a  communic^ation  to  the 
provincial  governor  requesting  him  to  issue  orders  to  the  effect  that 
all  communicable  diseases,  particularly  yellow  fever,  be  promptly  re- 
ported to  this  office. 

No  quarantinable  diseases  were  reported  during  the  week. 

Week  ended  October  20,  1906.  Bills  of  health  issued  to  3  vessels 
leaving  this  port  for  the  United  States,  and  2  health  certificates  granted 
to  passengers  bound  to  the  United  States  via  Habana. 

No  quarantinable  diseases  reported. 

The  brigade  for  house-to-house  inspection  and  sanitation,  which  was 
abolished  in  September  last,  has  been  reestablished,  and  is  again  doing 
good  work. 

A  daily  inspection  of  vessels  arriving  from  Habana  has  been  ordered 
at  this  port,  biit  no  restriction  on  travel  by  land  is  yet  being  enforced. 

Report  from  Santiago — Inspection  of  vessels. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Wilson  reports,  October  17,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  October  13,  1906.     Bills  of  health  issued  to  7  vessels 
bound  for  the  United  States.     No  vessel  was  fumigated. 
No  quarantinable  disease  has  been  reported. 

ECUADOR. 

Report  from  Guayaquil — Summary  for  month  of  Sevtemher^  1906— 
Inspection  and  fumigation  of  vessels — Smallpox  ayia  yellow  fever— 
Case  of  leprosy  on  steamship  Guatemala  for  Ancon. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Lloyd  reports  as  follows: 

Month  of  September,  1906.  Bills  of  health  issued  to  11  vessels,  10 
of  which  were  fumigated.  Twenty-three  immune  certificates  issued 
and  30  persons  vaccinated. 

One  case  of  leprosy  was  discovered  in  the  steerage  of  the  steamship 
Guatemala^  bound  for  Ancon,  Canal  Zone.  The  man  embarked  in 
Paita  for  Guayaquil,  and  being  an  Ecuadorean  was  landed  by  the 
authorities  at  this  port. 

There  were  39  deaths  from  smallpox  and  5  from  yellow  fever  during 
the  month.  Both  diseases  exist  in  various  other  ports  and  adjacent 
towns,  but  statistics  are  not  obtainable. 

An  effort  is  being  made  to  begin  a  campaign  against  yellow  fever. 

Iheiiumber  of  infected  mosquitoes  in  Guayaquil  is  probably  conjsid 
erable,  but  nonimmune  material  is  scarce.  At  least  4  cases  of  yellow 
fever  have  been  treated  in  private  houses  during  the  month,  and  so 
far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn  no  precautions  were  taken.     Many 
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deaths  are  recorded  in  the  civil  register  as  being  caused  by  '"fever" 
without  further  classification. 

October  1  to  7,  1906,  2  deaths  from  yellow  fever  and  4  deaths  from 
smallpox  in  Guayaquil.

CAMPAIGN    AGAINST   SLALARIA   IN   ITALY. 

In  response  to  Bureau  letter  dated  September  14,  1906.  Passed 
Asst.  Surg.  A.  J.  McLaughlin  reports  as  follows  concerning  the  pre- 
ventive measures  practised  in  Italy  against  malaria: 

The  existence  of  malaria  in  Italy  and  the  efforts  to  recognize  and 
combat  the  disease  date  back  to  very  ancient  times.  Marcus  Varro, 
in  the  Re  Kustica  (book  1,  ch.  12),  advises  never  to  build  houses  in  t 
malarial  location,  because  in  summer  minute  little  animals  grow  which 
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can  not  possibly  be  seen  bv  the  naked  eye,  and  which,  entering  from 
the  air  into  the  human  bodfy,  produce  terrible  diseases.  Here  it  has 
been  tirmly  believed  that  malaria  bears  a  relation  to  the  hydrographie 
condition  of  the  soil,  because  where  water  became  stagnant  or  could 
not  flow  away  because  of  obstructions  or  geologic  peculiarities,  then 
malaria  was  always  to  be  found. 

The  campaign  directed  against  malaria  dates  b^ck  seveml  centuries. 
As  far  as  Naples  is  concerned,  it  is  sufficient  to  remember  the  eminent 
Lettieri  and  his  work  in  the  time  of  the  Spanish  viceroy  Don  Pedro 
de  Toledo.  Besides  constructing  the  sewers  of  Naples  and  reopening 
the  aqueduct  of  Claudius,  which  in  ancient  times  carried  the  Serino 
water  to  the  famous  reservoir  at  Cumae  to  supply  the  Roman  fleet, 
Lettieri  planned  to  reclaim  the  immense  plain  that  extends  from  the 
foot  of  the  Apennines  to  the  Gulf  of  Gaeta  between  Miseno  and  the 
mouth  of  the  Volturno.  With  this  end  in  view,  he  excavated  the  mag- 
nificent collector  of  water  known  as  the  Kegii  Lagni. 

Toward  the  beginning  of  the  last  century  there  was  created  in  Naples 
a  special  bureau  whose  duty  it  was  to  study  and  execute  works  for 
reclaiming  the  malarial  marshes  of  the  kingdom  of  Naples.  These 
measures  for  the  redemption  of  malarial  soil  were  soon  followed  in  all 
the  other  parts  of  Italy,  in  many  instances  being  enforced  by  speoial 
laws.  Unity  was  given  to  these  efforts,  and  the  value  of  concerted 
action  secured  by  the  law  of  March  22,  1900.  According  to  this  law 
all  works  of  redemption  are  divided  into  two  categories.  The  first 
contains  workii  of  special  advantage  to  hygiene  or  agriculture,  or  to 
both.  The  second  category  contains  other  measures  which  ao  not 
present  these  special  characteristics.  The  measures  in  the  first  cate- 
gory are  carriea  out  directly  by  the  Government,  which  may,  however, 
Jield  the  right  to  the  province,  the  commune,  or  societies  of  land- 
olders.  The  measures  in  the  second  category  are  executed  and 
maintained  by  the  proprietors  or  by  a  society  of  proprietors.  • 

All  works  for  redeeming  land  are  considered  works  of  public 
utility,  and  as  such  enjoy  certain  special  privileges  and  prero^tives. 
The  work  for  the  reaeinption  of  marsh  land  resolves  itself  mto  aa 
effort  to  control  the  course  of  the  water.  To  prevent  the  overflowing 
of  the  rivers  embankments  are  constructed  and  trees  are  planted  ob 
the  hillsides  surrounding  the  plain. 

To  raise  the  level  of  the  soil  two  methods  are  used:  First,  by  dump- 
ing soil  brought  from  other  localities;  second,  by  a  deposit  obtained 
by  subsidence  of  the  soil  contained  in  the  muddy  rivers  in  flood.  The 
water  is  allowed  to  overflow  certain  low  sections  by  opening  gates  ia 
the  embankment.  This  is  always  done  at  the  time  when  the  river  con- 
tains the  greatest  quantity  of  suspended  matter.  Under  the  law  a  sec- 
tion of  land  must  submit  to  these  measures  for  reclaiming  it  until  it  is 
in  a  condition  for  cultivation. 

With  the  progress  of  the  knowledge  of  the  disease,  esc^cially  of 
its  etiology,  the  necessity  for  further  legislation  arose.  Tne  etticacy 
of  quinine  being  recognized,  it  was  evident  that  many  lives  were  sacri- 
ficed bettause  of  the  high  price  of  the  drug  and  the  difficulty  of  obtain- 
ing it  in  a  pure  state.  The  law  of  December  23,  1900,  was  past  by 
which  the  right  to  manufacture  or  sell  preparations  of  quinme  was 
restricted  to  the  Government.  The  law  of  November  2,  1901,  was 
enacted  to  further  combine  the  various  measures  for  stamping  out  the 
disease. 
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This  law  provides  for — 

First.  The  determination  of  •'malarial  zones.'" 

Second.  .The  administration  of  quinine  to  all  laborers,  workmen,  or 
employees  working  in  a  malarial  zone. 

Third.  The  mechanical  protection  against  mosquitoes  believed  capable 
of  transmitting  the  infection. 

The  regulations  based  upon  this  law  were  approved  March  30,  1902, 
Und  prescribe  how  the  law  must  be  applied  in  practise.  A  malarial 
zone  is  a  zone  of  territory  in  which  have  occurred  several  cases  of 
malaria  contracted  on  the  spot,  simultaneously  or  at  brief  intervals, 
coincident  with  the  presence  of  mosquitoes  believed  capable  of  trans- 
mitting the  disease,  and  the  presence  of  stagnant  water.  When  a  dis- 
trict is  declared  to  be  a  malarial  zone  the  following  duties  become 
.obligatory:  The  proprietors  and  employers  of  labor  are  required  to 
furnish  quinine  to  the  laborers  or  employees  as  well  as  to  their  families 
gratis.  The  doctors  are  obliged  to  re;  ort  all  cases  of  malaria  and  must 
also  report  to  the  police  the  failure  of  proprietors  or  employers  of  labor 
to  furnish  quinine  gratis  to  the  employed.  The  doctors  are  also 
obliged  to  report  deaths  from  pernicious  malaria  and  to  send  the  cer- 
tificate of  such  death  to  the  police.  In  cases  of  doubt  a  post-mortem 
examination  must  be  made. 

An  article  of  the  law  of  November  2,  1901,  enacted  that  mechanical 
defense  against  aerial  insects  be  employed.  The  regulations  for  put- 
ting into  practise  the  mechanical  defenses  were  promulgated  by  a 
decree  of  the  minister  of  the  interior  June  12,  1902,  and  contained  the 
following  directions:  All  habitations  and  buildings  used  by  people  in 
a  zone  of  territory  declared  malarial  must  be  protected  against  the 
entrance  of  aerial  insects.  Such  protection  shall  consist  of  the  appli- 
cation of  a  netting  of  wire,  linen,  cotton,  or  otKer  textile,  over  every 
aperture  communicating  with  the  exterior  (door^,  windows,  ventila- 
tors, chimneys,  etc.).  This  netting  must  not  be  coarser  than  25 
meshes  to  each  square  centimeter  of  surface.  The  netting  must  be 
applied  solidly  and  be  immovable.  The  entrance  shall  be  protected 
by  a  double  door  so  arranged  that  the  second  door  can  not  be  opened 
except  when  the  first  door  is  closed.  The  doors  must  be  fittexl  with 
a  contrivance  for  automatic  closure.  Special  care  must  be  taken 
with  the  doors  of  sleeping  apartments.  To  protect  the  apertures  of 
chimneys  the  top  of  the  chimney  must  be  covered  with  a  cap  of  iron 
wire,  and  the  opening  from  the  room  into  the  chimney  must  also  be 
covered  with  a  netting  of  iron  wire.  Continued  vigilance  is  enjoined 
to  detect  the  slisfhtest  imperfection  in  the  netting  or  other  arrange- 
ments for  protection. 

In  general  these  regulations  are  enforced  from  June  1  to  December 
each  year,  except  when  modified  f)y  special  order  to  suit  unusual  con- 
ditions in  certain  places.  These  protective  measures  are  obligatory 
also  in  the  barracks  of  the  custom-house  guards,  in  the  houses  of  per- 
sons employed  upon  Government  or  provincial  roads,  upon  other  piiblic 
works,  and  upon  the  railroads. 

Another  law  became  effective  February-  25,  1904,  which  rendered 
more  general  the  use  of  quinine.  By  this  law  quinine  is  distributed 
free  to  all  the  poor  for  curative  purposes,  and  by  another  law.  May 
19,  r.*04,  this  was  extended  so  that  the  drug  was  to  be  furnished  free 
for  prophylactic  purposes  as  well.  The  price  of  quinine  is  now  as 
follows:  Bisulfatt^  of  <iuinine  costs  8  centimes  to  the  public   and  6 
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centimes  to  communes  and  charitable  societies  for  each  gram.  Hydro- 
chlorate  of  quinine  costs  10  centimes  to  the- public  and  8  centimes  to 
communes  for  each  ^ram.  For  hypodermic  injections  12  centimes  are 
charged  for  each  phial  containing  1  gram  of  the  solution. 

[An  Italian  centime  equals  about  one-tifth  of  1  cent.] 

To  rec^apitulate,  the  war  against  malaria  is  conducted  along  these 
lines:  The  reclamation  of  marsh  land;  protection  against  mosquitoes; 
obligatory  administration  of  quinine;  and  (Government  control  of 
quinine,  insuring  a  pure  drug  at  the  lowest  possible  co-t. 

All  the  forces  of  tne  Government  are  coordinated  in  this  work.  The 
Italian  army  medical  department  enforces  similar  measures  under  a 
special  code  of  regulations.  Valuable  support  and  collaboration  are 
received  from  certain  private  associations,  notably  the  Society  for  the 
Study  of  Malaria  and  tne  Red  Cross.  Every  year  special  commissions 
are  established  by  the  Society  for  the  Study  of  Malaria  in  each  mala- 
rial zone  to  study  the  epidemiology,  prophylaxis,  and  cure  of  malaria. 
These  stations  are  maintained  thruout  the  malarial  season.  The 
researches  are  conducted  with  precision  and  vigor.  In  all  stations 
there  are  able  scientists,  clinicians,  microscoplsts,  and  entomologists. 
Besides  these  researches  a  very  valuable  campaign  of  education  is 
carried  on,  diffusing  among  the  people  knowledge  of  the  proper  use 
of  quinine,  both  as  a  prophylactic  and  as  a  curative  measure. 

The  Italian  Red  Cross  Society  also  gives  its  very  valuable  help  in  the 
struggle  against  malaria,  especially  in  the  Roman  Campania.  Every 
means  Is  employed  to  lessen  the  menace  to  life  among  the  peasants 
of  the  Campania  and  to  conquer  not  only  the  disease  itself,  but  the 
indifference  and  ignorance  of  the  sufferers.  The  good  effect  of  all 
these  measures  may  be  judged  from  the  statistics,  which  show  a  steady 
diminution  botd  in  the  number  of  cases  and  the  death  rate  since  the 
active  war  upon  malaria  was  begun.

Aitho  decreasing  rapidly  under  these  efforts,  malaria  continues  to 
be  the  greatest  affliction  with  which  the  Italian  sanitary'  authorities 
have  to  deal,  except  perhaps  that  other  scourge  of  southern  Italy 
and  Sicily,  trachoma,  m  which  Americans  have  a  more  than  common 
interest  because  of  the  enormous   Italian  emigration.     These  ener- 

fetic  measures  are  being  carried  out  with  persistence  and  assiduity, 
'hey  are  bound  to  have,  finally,  the  result  hoped  for — the  extinction 
of  malaria  as  an  epidemic  disease  in  Italy.

Cholera  still  shows  a  tendency  to  decrease,  the  reduction  being 
most  marked  in  the  provinces,  where  only  189  cases,  with  146  deaths, 
were  reported,  as  against  262  cases  and  190  deaths  for  the  preceding 
week.  Outbreaks  of  cholera  have  been  reported  among  the  Moros 
near  Camp  Vickers,  in  Mindanao,  and  in  lloilo  and  in  several  places 
on  the  island  of  Panay.  The  diagnosis  has  not  yet  been  thoroly 
authenticated.  Every  endeavor  has  been  made  to  ascertain  the  source 
of  the  infection,  but  the  facts  are  so  meager  that  it  is  impossible  to 
form  an  intelligent  opinion. 

Manila  remains  entirely  free  from  plague,  no  case  having  been 
reported  since  April  20,  19U6.  Altho  Amoy  has  been  unofficially 
reported  to  be  free  from  plague,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  not  to 
discontinue  the  quarantine  restrictions  against  Amoy  until  this  fact  has 
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been  satisfactorily  established  by  official  information.  It  is  hoped, 
however,  that  it  will  be  possible  to  modify  the  quarantine  restrictions 
by  October  1,  1906. 

During  the  week  the  following  vessels  cleared  for  United  States 
ports; 

On  September  7  the  U.  S.  army  transport  Mead^^  with  172  crew  and 
100  pa<<sengers,  was  granted  a  consular  bill  of  health  for  New  York. 
Crew  and  steerage  passengers  were  bathed  and  their  effects  disinfected 
on  September  5  at  Mariveles.  Vessel  partially  disinfected.  Cargo 
and  baggage  inspected  and  certified.  All  persons  on  board  inspected 
at  the  hour  of  sailing.  Owing  to  the  weather,  vessel  did  not  sail  until 
the  8th. 

On  September  7  the  U.  S.  army  transport  higalls^  with  104  crew 
and  19  passengers,  was  granted  a  consular  bill  of  health  for  New  York. 
Crew  were  bathed  and  their  effects  disinfected  at  Mariveles  on  Sep- 
tember 5.  Vessel  partially  disinfected.  Cargo  and  baggage  inspected 
and  either  past,  or  disinfected,  and  so  labeled.

[Reports  to  the  Sargeon-Gieneral,  Public  Health  and  Marine-Hoepital  Service.] 

Report  from,  Gulf  port.  Miss. — Sanitary  conditions  satisfactory. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Amesse  reports,  October  29,  as  follows: 
The  sanitary  status  or  Gulfport  and  vicinity  continues  satisfactory. 
During  the  week  ended  October  27, 1906,  there  were  no  arrivals  from 
foreign  ports,  and  no  cases  of  illness  were  found  among  the  shipping 
or  at  the  various  seamen's  lodging  houses  in  the  town,  which  have 
been  under  surveillance  during  the  entire  season. 

Report  of  meeting  of  Association  of  California  Health  OfbCi^rs — Meas- 
ures for  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis — Thei'apcutic  value  of  min- 
eral springs. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Hobdy,  at  San  Francisco  quarantine  sta- 
tion, Angel  Island,  Cal.,  was  detailed,  September  24,  to  attend  the 
meeting  of  the  Association  of  California  Health  Officers  convened 
October  12  at  San  Jose.  He  reports  as  follows  on  the  proceedings  of 
the  association,  under  date  of  October  25: 

The  association  met  at  Alum  Rock  Park.  This  park,  containing  400 
acres,  is  situated  about  9  miles  from  San  Jose  and  is  a  spot  of  great 
natural  beauty.  It  abounds  in  mineral  springs — soda,  sulfur,  and  chaly- 
beate—of  various  degrees  of  strength,  and  hot  and  cold. 

The  principal  subject  for  discussion  was  mineral  springs,  their  for- 
mation, use,  and  the  mineral  springs  of  California. 

Prevention  of  tu/)ercHlosis, — The  committee  appointed  to  consider 
measures  for  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis  presented  their  report  in 
the  form  of  an  ordinance.     It  contained  the  following  requirements: 

(1)  Every  case  to  be  reported  by  the  attending  physician  within  one 
week  of  first  visit. 

(2)  Boarding-house  keepers  and  hotel  managers  to  report  all  cases 
arriving  at  their  respective  places  within  one  day. 

(3)  Everyone  knowing  of  a  case  to  report  the  same  to  the  board  of 
health. 

(4)  Boardipg-house  keepers  and  hotel  managers  to  report  all  cases 
that  are  removed  from  their  respective  houses. 

(5)  Every  death  to  be  reportea  by  the  medical  or,  in  his  absence,  by 
other  attendant. 

(6)  Following  report  of  death,  quarters  to  be  disinfected,  cleaned, 
and  renovated. 
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(7)  All  knowledge  obtained  from  the  reports  required  above  to  be 
strictly  confidential.  All  cases  to  be  known  not  by  name  but  by  a 
given  number,  and  all  reference  to  the  case  to  be  by  number.  A  sec- 
ond volume  to  be  kept  in  which  these  numbers  are  to  be  recorded, 
together  with  the  names  for  which  they  stand. 

(8)  City  boards  of  health  to  furnish  blanks  for  the  reports  required 
above. 

(9)  No  surveillance  to  be  practised  on  cavses  unless  the  attending 
physician  refuses  to  give  the  necessary  observation,  in  whFch  case  the 
tx)ards  of  health  may  do  so. 

(10)  To  be  a  misdemeanor  to  disobey  these  requirements,  the  amount 
of  the  fine  to  be  determined  by  each  board  of  health  adopting  this 
ordinance. 

Mineral  8j^ri7}gs, — -A  report  was  presented  containing  the  results 
of  a  year's  investigation  of  California's  mineral  springs.  It  stated 
that  the  State  had  a  host  of  extremely  valuable  springs.     Of  these,  a 

freat  number  had  marked  medicinal  properties  and  curative  p)ower. 
I'ew  of  these  springs  had  been  accurately  analyzed.  Further,  by 
anal^^sis  alone  the  value  of  a  spring  could  not  be  determined  nor  the 
ailments  for  which  it  would  be  beneficial,  probably  because  the  com- 
bination of  the  mineml  constituents  was  not  known. 

In  the  discussion  that  followed  there  was  a  diversity  of  opinion  as 
to  the  value  of  the  different  springs  for  different  diseases,  tho  the  gen- 
eral opinion  was  that  there  was  much  curative  value  in  these  waters. 

One  of  the  delegates  present  exprest  the  opinion  that  the  benefi- 
cial effects  of  mineml  springs  were  due  to  change  of  climate,  and  the 
keynote  to  the  success  of  these  spring  resorts  lay  in  the  change  of 
scene,  change  of  climate,  and  rest  from  work. 

The  association  past  a  resolution  asking  the  legislature  for  a  suffi- 
cient sum  to  equip  a  laboratory  at  which  all  these  waters  would  be 
analyzed  and  from  this  the  curative  powers  as  far  as  possible  deduced, 
this  analysis  and  the  deductions  to  be  furnished  to  the  different 
resorts.  In  the  discussion  it  was  brought  out  that  in  those  springs 
that  had  been  accurately  analyzed  there  had  been  no  discoverable 
change  in  the  constituents  in  a  number  of  years. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  Del  Monte  next  April.

Report  from  Cape  Town — E.vamhmtion  of  rodents  for  plagne  inf^tion 

in  the  Colony, 

The  following  is  received  from  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  Cape 
Colony,  under  date  of  September  24,  1906: 

Eant  London, — Week  ended  September  22, 1906.  Rodents  examined, 
174:  8  found  dead;  no  infection. 

King  Williams  Toion. — The  laist  plague  infection  (12  rats)  was  dis- 
covered during  the  week  ended  July  21  last. 

Port  Elizabeth, — The  la«t  plague  infection  (2  mice)  was  discovered 
July  21  last. 

In  the  event  of  no  further  infection  occurring  at  King  Williams 
Town  and  Port  Elizabeth,  the  issue  of  reports  from  these  two  centers 
will  be  discontinued.

CHINA. 

Quarantine  regulations  for  the  port  of  Ne\ochv:ang, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ransom,  at  Shanghai,  forwards  the  fol- 
lowing under  date  of  September  22: 

QUARANTINE    REGULATIONS,   APPROVED    BY  THE    CONSULAR    BODY   AND 
THE  JAPANESE   ADMINISTRATOR. 

It  has  been  determined  by  the  administmtion,  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  treaty  power  consuls,  that  the  following  regulations  shall  be 
instituted  for  the  sanitary  protection  of  this  port:  » 

1.  When  any  infectious  disease  is  known  to  be  prevalent  at  any 
port  from  which  vessels  may  be  expected  to  arrive  at  Newchwang,  the 
administration  will,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  treaty  power  consuls, 
issue  a  proclamation  declaring  such  place  infected,  and  shall  put  in 
force  the  following  regulations: 

2.  Any  vessel  coming  from  an  infected  port,  either  direct  or  via 
Chefoo,  even  if  ten  days  or  more  have  past  since  leaving  an  infected 
port,  shall,  on  entering  the  river,  hoist  the  quarantine  flag,  Q,  at  the 
fore  and  the  flag  of  the  infected  port  from  which  she  comes  underneath 
theQ. 

3.  Such  vessel  shall  hold  no  communication  with  the  shore,  i.  e.,  from 
the  time  of  her  entering  the  river  no  passengers  or  member  of  the 
crew  shal    hf     llowed  to  leave  the  vessel,  no  person  may  go  on  board 
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her,  and  no  baggage  or  cargo  may  be  removed,  without  the  permission 
of  the  quarantine  authorities.  Anyone  wishing  to  hold  communica- 
tion witn  such  vessel  under  necessity,  or  supply  the  vessel  with  food 
or  water,  must  first  report  the  matter  to  the  quarantine  authorities  and 
act  by  their  directions. 

4.  Any  vessel  from  an  infected  port  with  a  case  of  illness  on  board 
or  on  which  serious  illness  or  a  death  has  occurred  during  the  voyage 
shall  come  to  an  anchor  below  Hunters  Point  on  the  right  bank  oiF  the 
river  and  the  west  end  of  the  town  on  the  left  bank. 

5.  Vessels  from  an  infected  port  on  which  there  is  no  case  of  illness 
and  on  which  no  serious  illriess  or  death  has  occurred  during  the  voy- 
age shall  anchor  below  the  lower  limits  of  the  harbor  and  await  there 
the  visit  of  the  quarantine  officers. 

6.  The  quarantine  authorities  shall  board  the  vessel  on  her  arrival 
without  unnecessary  delay  and  shall  inspect  her  passengei*8  and  crew. 
Such  inspection  can  only  take  place  dunng  daylight. 

7.  If  as  a  result  of  inspection  the  quarantine  officers  find  no  case  or 
suspicious  case  of  infection  on  board,  the  vessel  shall  be  admitted  to 
immediate  pratique. 

8.  Should  there  be  a  suspicious  case,  or  should  the  vessel  be  found 
an  infected  vessel,  her  treatment  shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  Should  there  be  a  suspicious  case,  the  suspected  persons  shall  be 
removed  and  isolated  under  the  direction  of  the  quarantine  authorities 
in  a  hospital  provided  for  the  purpose,  and  the  vessel  concerned  shall 
be  placed  in  quarantine  in  the  river  below  the  west  end  of  the  town 
until  the  nature  of  the  disease  is  determined,  when  the  vessel  shall 
either  be  admitted  to  pmtique  or  pronounced  infected,  according  to 
circumstances. 

(b)  Should  the  vessel  be  infected,  measures  shall  be  taken  for  the 
removal  and  isolation  of  infected  persons,  the  removal  of  infected 
bodies,  and  the  disinfection  of  the  vessel,  and  quarantine  shall  be  im- 
posed for  a  period  not  exceeding  ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  removal 
of  the  last  mfected  case,  or  from  the  tiiue  of  the  disinfection  of  the 
vessel. 

9.  Masters  of  incoming  vessels  from  infected  ports  shall  make  a 
declaration  to  the  quarantine  officers  as  to  the  healtli  of  the  vessel  dur- 
ing the  voyage,  and  should  it  appear  from  the  master's  declaration 
that  there  was  a  case  or  suspicious  case  of  infection  during  the  voyage, 
quarantine  shall  be  imposed  for  a  period  not  exceeding  ten  days  from 
the  date  of  the  removal  of  the  last  infected  case  from  the  vessel. 

10.  The  quamntine  officers'  report  shall  be  made  out  in  triplicate  in 
everv  case,. and,  if  the  vessel  be  foreign,  one  copy  shall  be  supplied 
by  the  quarantine  officers  the  first  opportunity  to  the  consul  of  the 
vessel  concerned.  If  the  vessel  be  Chinese,  the  quarantine  officers' 
report  shall  be  sent  to  the  commissioner  of  customs. 

11.  The  importation  of  furs,  skins,  hair,  old  gunny  bags,  rags,  old 
paper,  fresh  fruit,  vegetables,  plants,  coffins  conteining,  corpses,  earth, 
mold,  sand,  from  infected  ports  and  ports  from  which  the  declaration 
of  inifection  has  been  withdrawn,  shall  be  governed  by  the  following 
regulations: 
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I.    IMPORTATION   FROM  PORTS   DECLARED    INFECTED   PERMITTED  UNDER 
THE  FOLLOWING  CONDITIONS: 

ia)  Furs,  skins,  hair.  , 

f  accompaniea  by  a  certificate  of  disinfection,  giving  marks  for 
identification,  from  the  medical  officer  of  the  port  of  shipment. 

(b)  Uags,  old  paper. 
Iraportatipn  not  permitted. 

(c)  Fresh  fruit. 

If  accompanied  by  a  certificate  or  bill  of  health  from  the  medical 
officer  of  the  port  showing  that  no  cholera  is  present  in  the  district, 
apples,  bananas,  citrons,  grapes,  lemons,  lichees,  loquats,  mango- 
steens,  mangoes,  olives,  oranges,  peaches,  pears,  pineapples,  pome- 
granates, pumeloes,  and  sugar  cane,  if  in  sound  condition  and  cleanly 
packed  as  careo. 

(Apricots,  cherries,  figs,  melons,  plums,  raspberries,  strawberries, 
tomatoes,  and  thin-skinned  fruit  are  prohibited.) 

01)  Vegetables. 

Tubers,  roots,  bulbs,  and  bamboo  shoots,  if  cleanly  packed  as  cargo. 
(Celery,  lettuce,  endive,  and  other  leaf  vegetables  are  prohibited.) 

(e)  rlants  of  any  kind  to  which  earth  or  vegetable  mold  adheres. 
Importation  not  permitted. 

(f)  Coffins  containing  corpses. 
Importation  not  permitted. 

(g)  Earth  and  mold, 
dportation  not  permitted. 

(h)  Sand.  If  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  the  medical  officer 
of  the  port  that  it  has  been  taken  from  the  seashore. 

II.  IMPORTATION  FROM  PORTS  FROM  WHICH  THE  DECLARATION  OF 
INFECTION  HAS  BEEN  WITHDRAWN,  PERMITTED  UNDER  THE  FOLLOW- 
ING  CONOmONS. 

(a)  Kags,  old  paper.  If  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  disinfection 
from  the  medical  officer  of  the  port  of  shipment. 

(b)  Coffins  containing  corpses.  If  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from 
the  medical  officer  of  the  port  that  the  coffin  is  in  sound  condition  and 
that  death  occurred  at  least  six  months  before,  importation  permitted 
during  April,  May,  October,  and  November. 

(c)  Earth  and  mold.  If  adherent  to  plants  or  bulbs  in  small  quan- 
tities and  cleanly  packed,  permitted  importation  when  accompanied 
by  certificate  from  the  medical  officer  of  the  port  that  the  earth  and 
mold  is  from  a  plague-free  district. 

UI.    ARTICLES  CONSIDERED   DANGEROUS. 

Old  gunny  bags  are  considered  dangerous  articles,  whether  coming 
from  a  port  declared  infected  or  from  a  port  from  which  such  declara- 
tion has  been  removed. 

These,  unless  accompanied  bv  a  certificate  of  disinfection,  giving 
marks  for  identification,  from  the  medical  officer  of  the  port  of  ship- 
ment or  have  l)een  so  cleaned  that  on  examination  here  they  show  no 
trace  of  their  former  food  contents,  are  liable  to  be  refused  entry. 
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The  restrictions  on  importation  from  ports  from  which  the  declara- 
tion of  infection  has  been  removed  may  be  terminated  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  quarantine  authorities. 

12.  Any  person  who  commits  a  breach  of  these  regulations  shall  be 
dealt  with  by  the  authority  to  whose  jurisdiction  he  is  amenable. 

13.  All  expenses  connected  with  quarantine  will  be  borne  by  the 
administration. 

CUBA. 

Report  from  Card^mas — Inspection  of  vessels — Sanitary  conditions. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Ives  reports,  October  29,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  October  27,  1906.  Bills  of  health  issued  to  2  steamers 
after  inspection  of  sanitary  condition  of  passengers  and  crews.  The 
steamship  Miguel  Gallart  had  aboard  143  passengers,  most  of  whom 
were  steerage  passengers  en  route  for  different  ports  along  the  route 
of  the  vessel.  One  immune  certificate  was  issued  to  a  resident  of  the 
city  of  Cardenas,  immunity  being  established  by  length  of  residence 
in  this  city. 

No  cotamunicable  diseases  have  been  reported  during  the  week. 

An  effort  is  being  made  to  improve  tne  sanitary  condition  of  the 
city. 

Reports  from  Cienfueqos — Inspection  and  fumigation  of  i^essefs — 
lellmc  fever  at  Graces — Measures  for  destruction  of  nvosquitoes  at 
Cruces — Sanitary  conditions— Lejrrosy, 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Marsillan  reports,  October  22  and  29,  as 
follows:

Four  vessels  were  fumigated,  viz,  the  steamship  Lugano^  for  Gal- 
veston; steamship  Martin  Saenz^  for  Galveston;  steamship  /«Vz,  for 
Port  Tampa,  Fla.,  and  the  barkentine  N(rra  Wiggins^  for  rascagoula. 
Miss.     No  sickness  among  crews. 

The  suspicious  case  of  yellow  fever  reported  in  this  city  resulted  in 
death  on  the  17th  instant.  (See  Public  Health  Report,  October 
26,  1906,  page  1260.)  This  case  occurred  in  a  Spaniard,  22  years 
old,  residing  in  Cuba  for  one  year.  He  was  infected  at  Cruces. 
Pathological  material  from  the  cadaver  has  been  sent  to  Habana  for 
post-mortem  examination. 

One  new  case  of  yellow  fever  at  Cruces  was  confirmed  October  18  by  the 
medical  commission  there.  The  patient,  S.  R.,  is  21  years  old,  a  native 
of  the  Canary  Islands,  laborer,  with  three  months'  residence  in  Cuba. 
He  came  to  Cruces  on  the  3d  instant  and  lodged  in  the  same  block 
with  the  house  previously  infected.  On  the  13th  he  was  taken  sick 
and  was  seen  by  a  physician,  who  declared  the  case  yellow  fever. 
Three  cases  of  yellow  fever  are  reported  at  present  at  Cruces. 

A  disinfecting  brigade  of  50  men  is  doing  work  against  mosquitoes 
at  Cruces.  In  all  the  interior  towns  in  this  vicinity  screened  isolation 
rooms  against  mosquitoes  are  in  preparation  for  use  in  case  of  an  out- 
break of  vellow  fever. 
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No  new  case  of  yellow  fever  has  appeared  this  week  in  this  city. 

On  October  22  the  local  board  of  health  reported  that  the  case  of 
yellow  fever  at  '*La  Quinta  de  San  Rafael"  in  this  city  ended  in 
recovery  to- day. 

The  sanitary  conditions  are  still  unsatisfactory.  Heavy  rainfall  has 
partially  cleaned  the  city. 

Week  ended  October  27,  1906:  Vessels  inspected  and  bills  of  health 
issued,  3;  crews  of  outgoing  vessels  inspected,  88.  These  vessels  were 
for  ports  in  the  United  States  south  of  the  southern  boundary  of 
Maryland  and  all  were  fumigated.  No  sickness  among  crews  and  all 
temperatures  normal.  No  passengers,  and  not  any  immune  certificate 
issued  ihis  week.  No  new  case  of  yellow  fever  is  reported  this  week 
in  this  city,  and  the  only  case  of  quarantinable  disease  existing  here  is 
one  of  leprosy,  which  is  to  be  sent  to  Santa  Clara. 

On  the  26th  instant  2  cases  of  yellow  fever  were  reported  atCruces, 
in  this  province.  Three  cases  of  malarial  fever  were  brought  to  this 
cit}'  from  Cruces  on  the  24th  and  25th  instant,  and  are  under  observa- 
tion.    None  have  proved  to  be  yellow  fever. 

The  American  schooner  Frontenac  arrived  from  Philadelphia  on 
October  9;  has  2  of  the  crew  sick.  One  is  a  case  of  malarial  fever,  and 
the  other  the  result  of  an  accident.  Both  are  under  treatment  on 
board  said  vessel. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  continues  unsatisfactory.  A 
heavy  rain  fell  yesterday,  which  will  help  materially  in  cleaning  the 
streets  and  environs  of  the  city. 

Report  from  Hdbana — Inspection  and  fumigation  of  vemds — Yellow 
fever — Yellow  fever  in  Guines  and  vicinity — YMow  fever  case  on 
transport  Sumner.

During  the  week  there  occurred  in  Habana  4  cases  of  yellow  fever 
and  one  death.  The  death  was  a  case  carried  over  from  the  previous 
week. 

These  new  cases  occurred  in  various  parts  of  the  city  and  their 
source  of  infection  could  not  be  traced  to  any  particular  focus.  The 
sanitary  work  is  continued  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

On  October  28  a  case  was  reported  in  Habana  which  came  from  an 
interior  town  named  PaloJ^.  This  man,  a  Spaniard,  had  been  living 
in  Palos  and  arrived  in  Habana  sick,  in  fact,  in  the  second  day  of  the 
disease.  He  stayed  in  the  city  twenty-four  hours  before  entering  the 
hospital. 
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On  October  13  a  case  occurred  in  San  Nicolas  and  was  taken  to 
Guines  and  reported  as  a  case  from  Guines.  From  Guines  to  San 
Nicolas  is  about  2  miles  and  from  Guines  to  Palos  about  5  miles,  so 
that  it  would  appear  that  the  towns  about  Guines  must  be  considered 
infected.  It  would  also  appear  that  mild  cases  must  have  gone  from 
•  one  town  to  the  other,  as  the  distance  is  too  great  for  mosquitoes 
to  fly. 

Passed  As>istant  Surgeon  von  Ezdorf  reports  as  follows: 

November  1.  Two  new  cases,  1  death,' yellow  fever,  reported  Octo- 
ber 31,  for  Habana.  One  case  yellow  fever  repoited  city  of  Santa 
Clara. 

November  4.  Army  officer,  passenger  on  transport  Siunnef\  taken 
on  here,  was  seen  by  me  ana  diagnosed  verv  suspicious.  He  was 
transferred  to  Las  Animas  Hospital.  Vessel  l>een  m  open  hay.  All 
living  quarters  except  holds  fumigated  with  sulfur  prior  to  sailing  for 
Newport  News. 

November  5.  Army  officer  taken  oflf  transport  Sumner^  as  reported 
November  4,  was  confirmed  as  yellow  fever. 

November  6.  Yellow  fever  report,  1  new  case,  November  3;  3  new 
cases  confirmed,  November  4 — all  in  Habana.  November  1  one  new 
case  yellow  fever  Nueva  Paz  confirmed  November  2.  One  death  from 
yellow  fev^r  occurred  at  Rodas;  came  from  Cruces;  reported  to  me 
to-day. 

November  6.  Two  new  cases  yellow  fever  at  Habana  reported 
to-day. 

Decree  of  provisional  governor  of  Cuba  relative  to  meamires  against 
yelhtw  fecer  at  Crueea^  Santa  Clara  I^ovince, 

The  following  is  received  from  Minister  Morgan,  at  Habana,  under 
date  of  October  19: 

[From  Official  Gazette.  October  17, 1906.] 
[Decree  No.  28.] 

SECRETARY  OF  GOVERNMENT, 

Habana,  October  13^  1906. 

Whereas  the  investigations  made  by  the  superior  board  of  health 
have  established  the  existence  of  a  focus  of  yellow  fever  in  Cruces, 
province  of  Santa  Clara,  from  which  the  case  of  said  disease  discov- 
ered in  Cienfuegos  originated;  taking  into  consideration  that  the  recent 
political  disturbances  prevented  any  municipal  action  in  that  town  and 
consequentlv  stopped  any  sanitary  service,  and  whereas  this  abnormal 
state  of  affairs  mafees  urgently  necessary  the  adoption  of  extraordinary 
means  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  this  disease  under  control  and  pre- 
venting its  propagation,  in  pursuance  with  the  recommendation  of 
the  superior  board  of  health,  I,  Charles  E.  Magoon,  provisional  gov- 
ernor of  Cuba, 

RcMflve:  1.  The  municipal  districts  of  Cruces,  Ranchuelo,  Palmira, 
and  Lajas  shall  be  considered  as  the  infected  zone. 

2.  Chief  inspectors  will  be  appointed  to  direct  the  work  to  be  done 
at  each  town  above  mentioned. 
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3.  In  each  of  the  towns  mentioned  and  also  in  the  Central  "Cara- 
cas" (Caracas  sugar  plantation)  adequate  screened  rooms  will  be  pre- 
pared for  the  isolation  of  patients  and  suspects  of  yellow  fever. 

4.  The  passenger  trains  running  between  CrucCvS  and  the  other 
three  towns  mentioned  will  carry  physicians  who  will  make  inspec- 
tions en  route. 

5.  The  local  physicians  appointed  will  keep  a  record  of  the  morning 
and  evening  temperatures  of  the  nonimmune  persons  within  the 
infected  zone. 

6.  A  detention  camp  will  be  established  near  Cruces,  where  non- 
immunes will  be  subjected  to  a  period  of  observation  of  five  days 
before  being  permitted  to  leave  the  infected  zone. 

7.  Brigades  will  be  established  in  the  infected  zone  for  the  extirpa- 
tion of  the  mosquito  and  proper  disinfection  of  the  dwellings. 

8.  Of  the  aforesaid  measures  only  such  will  be  maintained  as  may 
be  necessary,  and  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  six  weeks  after  the 
occurrence  of  the  last  case  of  yellow  fever  within  the  suspected  zone. 

9.  The  police  and  rural  guard  will  render  such  assistance  as  they 
may  be  called  upon  to  give,  for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of 
this  decree. 

10.  The  services  made  necessary  for  the  execution  of  this  decree 
will  be  established  as  follows: 

One  medical  inspector  for  trains  between  Cruces  and  Santa  Clara. 

One  medical  inspector  for  trains  between  Cruces  and  Cienfuegos. 

One  medical  inspector  for  trains  between  Cruces  and  Santo  Domingo. 

One  auxiliary  for  trains  between  Cruces  and  Caracas. 

Four  medical  inspectors  for  the  surrounding  plantations. 

Detention  camp, — One  inspector  in  charge  of  detention  camp;  1 
assistant;  1  foreman  for  sanitary  guards;  12  sanitary  guards;  4 
attendants. 

Four  screened  isolation  rooms, — Eight  nurses;  8  attendants;  8  sani- 
tary guards. 

(Mling  brigade ^(/r  Cruces. — Twelve  laborers;  3  foremen. 

Fuvngatinghrxgadefor  Cruces  and  Caracas, — Fifty  laborers;  5  fore- 
men. 

Forty  equipped  beds  for  detention  camp;  furniture  for  detention 
camp;  24  equipped  beds  for  the  4  screened  isolation  rooms;  furniture 
for  the  rooms:  wire  netting,  lumber,  hardware,  etc.,  for  the  deten- 
tion camp  and  the  isolated  rooms. 

11.  The  superior  board  of  health  may  take  such  measures  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  to  enforce  all  the  provisions  of  this  decree,  but  it  can 
not  substantially  change  it. 

Rep<rrt  from  Matanzas — Insjyectom  of  vessels. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nunez  reports,  October  29,  as  follows:

Phgue  in  Queen)<lHnd — Port  of  Brisbane  declared  clean — Examination 
ofrodentH  for  plague  infection. 

The  following  information  relative  to  the  status  of  plague  in  Aus- 
tralia is  taken  from  plague  bulletins  issued  by  the  Depaitment  of 
Public  Health  and  forwarded  by  Consul-General  Bray  at  Melbourne: 

Queensland — Brisbane, — In  view  of  the  fact  that  no  case  of  plague 
has  occurred  in  man  in  Brisbane  and  the  surrounding  districts  since 
June  20,  and  that  the  2  last  plague-infected  rats  found  in  this  city  or 
the  neighborhood  were,  reported  on  August  17  and  20,  respectively,  no 
further  bulletins  will  be  issued  in  regard  to  Brisbane  unless  another 
case  of  plague  should  occur.  Clean  bills  of  health  are  consequently 
being  now  issued  at  the  port  of  Brisbane. 

Cairns. — Two  cases  of  suspiciout^  illness  reported  during  the  week 
ended  September  15,  proved  to  be  bubonic  plague.  One  oi'curred  in 
a  school  bo}^  and  1  in  a  laborer.  Kat  destruction  and  sanitation  are 
being  earned  on  under  oflScial  direction.

on  the  lOtn  instant,  the  British  steanaship  Grecian  Ptnnce^  for  New 
York,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers  from  here,  and  with  no 
change  in  the  crew  personnel  while  in  this  port;  on  the  11th  instafit, 
the  Portuguese  bark  Nona  Angela^  for  Gulfport,  Miss.,  in  stone  bal- 
last, no  passengers,  and  no  change  in  the  crew  while  in  this  port;  on 
the  12th  instant,  the  British  steamship  Brookwood^  for  New  York, 
with  a  full  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers,  and  no  change  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  crew  while  in  this  port,  and  on  the  13th  instant,  the 
British  steamship  Bellena^  for  New  Orleans,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee, 
no  passengers,  and  no  change  in  the  crew  personnel  while  here. 
This  last-named  vessel  proceeded  to  New  Orleans,  via  St.  Lucia  or  Bar- 
bados, for  disinfection  prior  to  entr}^  at  New  Orleans.

EPIDEMIC  OF   SCORBUTUS   IN   THE  REPUBLIC   OF  CHII£. 

A  despatch  received  here  on  the  12th  instant  from  Valparaiso,  Chile, 
states  that  the  epidemic  of  scurvy  in  the  seacoast  towns  and  cities 
is  assuming  alarming  proportions.  The  disease  appears  in  various 
environs  of  the  city.  ^ 

MORTALITY   IN    RIO   DE  JANEIRO. 

During  the  week  ended  October  14,  1906,  1  fatal  case  of  yellow 
fever  was  reported.  There  were  6  deaths  from  plague,  with  9  new 
reported  cases,  and  no  deaths  from  variola,  with  2  new  cases  of  this 
disease  reported.  At  the  close  of  the  week  there  were  in  the  Hospital 
S^o  SebastiSo  3  cases  of  variola,  8  cases  of  bubonic  plague,  and  17 
cases  of  suspicious  illness  under  observation.

This  port  has  been  remarkably  free  from  infectious  diseases  of  all 
kinds.  During  my  term  of  oflSce  here  I  have  discovered  one  case  of 
leprosy  not  isolated,  which  was  reported  to  the  Bureau  at  the  time. 
I  have  seen  one  other  case  which  seems  to  be  fairly  well  isolated.  The 
local  hospital  is  well  prepared  to  care  for  yellow  fever  should  the  dis- 
ease break  out  in  this  city,  as  there  is  a  ward  especially  prepared  for 
the  purpose,  being  well  screened,  and  all  suspicious  cases  are  isolated 
in  this  ward  until  a  positive  diagnosis  has  been  determined.

During  the  week  covered  by  this  report  there  were  5  cases  and  1 
death  from  yellow  fever  reported  in  the  city  of  Habana. 

For  the  month  of  October  22  cases  and  4  deaths  from  yellow  fever 
were  reported  in  Habana.  One  ease,  a  Mexican,  believed  to  have 
contracted  the  disease  in  Habana,  went  to  Nueva  Paz,  Habana  Prov- 
ince, and  then  to  Guines,  where  he  died  of  the  disease.  This  would 
give  23  cases  and  5  deaths  for  Habana  as  occurring  during  October. 
Cases  of  yellow  fever  were  reported  as  follows: 

October— 5th,  1  case;  7th,  1  case;  10th,  1  death;  11th,  1  case;  12th, 
3  cases;  18th,  2  cases,  counting  1  at  Guines;  14th,  2  cases;  16th,  2 
cases;  19th,  3  cases;  20th,  1  death;  21st,  1  case,  1  death;  26th,  2  cases; 
2Tth,  1  case;  2i:Jth,  1  case:  30th,  1  case;  3l8t,  2  cases,  1  death;  total, 
23  cases,  5  deaths. 

Two  cases  of  yellow  fever  originating  in  Palos  and  1  in  Santa 
Clara  were  also  reported  during  the  month  of  October.  This  gives  2 
new  foci  of  infection  in  the  interior  of  the  island. 

On  November  3  1  was  requested  by  the  medical  officer  of  the  U.  S. 
army  transport  Sumner  to  see  a  passenger  who  had  embarked  the  day 
previous  and  who  had  since  developed  a  fever.  I  saw  the  patient, 
who  was  in  a  stateroom  on  the  upper  deck  and  under  a  mosquito  bar. 
1  obtained  from  him  the  following  history:  Had  been  in  Habana  the 
past  three  weeks  and  lived  for  a  short  time  on  Cuba  street;  was  taken 
sick  with  a  fever  on  November  2:  headache;  pains  in  the  limbs;  eyes 
ached,  had  vomited  after  taking  quinine  and  whisky  during  the  evening 
of  November  2.  Temperature  was  101°  F.,  pulse  100  during  after- 
noon of  November  2;  evening  temperature  103°  F.,  pulse  100. 

On  the  morning  of  November  3  I  found  his  temperature  101^  F., 
pulse  70;  eyes  injected,  face  flushed,  gums  slightly  injected,  slight 
stasis  elicited  by  pressure  over  neck  region,  no  epigastric  or  other 
abdominal  tenderness,  spleen  normal.  I  considerea  the  case  as  very 
suspicious,  and  told  the  medical  officer  of  the  vessel  that  the  case  must 
be  removed  and  should  go  to  Las  Animas  hospital.  The  patient  being 
an  army  officer,  it  was  reported  to  Major  and  Surgeon  Kean,  U.  b. 
Array,  who  also  examined  him  and  agreed  in  the  iindings.  The  case 
was  confirmed  as  yellow  fever  November  4,  when  albumin  was  also 
found  in  his  urine.     He  proved  to  be  a  mild  case. 

Upon  making  an  inspection  of  the  stateroom  in  which  the  case  had 
been  isolated  1  saw  two  mosquitoes  flying  about.  One  of  these  T 
caught;  it  proved  to  be  a  female  Steyomyia. 
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The  vessel  was  anchored  rather  near  to  shore  and  as  it  had  beeo 
rather  cahn,  mosquitoes  could  easily  have  flown  aboard.  All  the  liv- 
ing quarters  on  that  deck  and  the  two  decks  below,  also  the  forecastle 
and  staterooms  aft,  were  fumip^ated  with  sulfur  dioxide  immediately 
prior  to  the  sailing  of  the  vessel  for  Newport  News.  It  was  not 
thought  necessary  to  fumigate  the  holds  of  the  vessel. 
'  I  addrest  a  letter  to  the  United  States  armj^  quartermaster  in  Habana, 
recommending  that  instructions  be  given  to  medical  oflScers  on  trans- 
ports entering  this  port  to  take  the  temperatures  of  all  passengers  upon 
embarking,  and  to  reject  all  passengers  presenting  a  temperature  of 
1(K)^  F.  or  over,  and  that  passengers  be  required  to  embark  only  oa 
the  day  of  sailing.

Cuevitas  is  a  rural  town  situated  at  a  distance  of  about  45  miles  to 
the  southeast  of  Matanzas,  beyond  this  municipal  district.  A  railway 
line  connects  that  town  with  this  city,  and  daily  passenger  trains  are 
run.  The  case  of  yellow  fever  under  consideration  occurred  in  a 
young  Spaniard,  R.  D.,  who  arrived  in  Habana  from  his  native  (x>un- 
try  about  a  month  ago.  He  stayed  in  that  city  up  to  October  2H 
la*st,  when  he  went  to  Cuevitas.  On  November  3,  that  is  six  days 
af t^^r  leaving  Habana,  he  was  taken  sick.  A  local  practitioner  was 
summoned  to  see  the  case  on  the  following  day  and  advised  the  patient 
to  go  to  Habana.  The  patient  left  on  the  same  day  for  that  city, 
where  he  was  admitted  at  the  sanatorium  known  as  "La  Benefica,"'  to 
undergo  treatment.  On  November  6  the  case  was  diagnosed  as  one 
of  yellow  fever,  and  reported  as  such  in  Matanzas  on  November  7. 

The  origin  of  the  infection  in  this  case  has  l>een  attributed  to  Habana.

JJicaraguan  bill  of  health  of  steamship  Ynln,  bound  for  Limon, 
visaed  bv  me  October  23  upon  request  of  agent.  Her  5  passengers 
complied  with  sei*viee  regulations  as  tho  bound  for  a  southern  port 
in  the  United  States,  according  to  request  of  agent.  Three  of  the  pas- 
seogei^s  were  vaccinated;  two  gave  evidence  of  recent  satisfactory  vac- 
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cination.  Limon  health  authorities  advised  that  passengers  would 
not  be  admitted  unless  vaccinated. 

Passengers  on  steamship  Yulu  received  service  certificates. 

Stegomyia,  the  predominating  species  of  mosquitoes  here,  are 
noticeably  scarce  since  the  recent  storm,  which  seems  to  have  blown 
them  away. 

The  representative  of  the  Louisiana  State  board  of  health  sails  for 
New  Orleans  upon  the  first  available  steamer  after  this  date.  The 
exact  date  of  his  departure  is  unknown  at  present.  Since  the  storm 
of  the  9th  instant,  which  destroyed  the  fruit  crop,  vessels  ply  very 
irregularly,  and  after  discharging  freight  here  go  elsewhere  for 
return  cargoes  of  bananas.  The  resident  inspector  of  the  Louisiana 
State  board  of  health,  like  other  passengers,  will  have  to  return  home 
via  a  Central  American  port.

TURKEY. 

Report  from  Trebizond — History  of  plague  outhrenlt. 

Consul  Jewett  reports,  September  30,  as  follows: 

The  occurrence  or  plague  at  Trebizond,  a  Turkish  port  on  the  Black 
Sea,  presents  some  points  of  interest.  Its  origin  and  the  check  of  its 
diflFusion  are  unexplained. 

A.  K.,  a  native  of  Ordou,  described  as  a  vagrant,  was  arrested  at 
Constantinople  and  kept  in  prison  there  for  several  weeks.  He  was 
sent  from  Constantinople,  July  7,  1906,  on  the  steamship  Rraih  to 
Trebizond,  where  he  arrived  fiuly  11.  He  was  conducted  directly  to 
prison.  It  appears  that  some  days  after  his  arrival  in  the  Trebizond 
prison  he  was  not  well,  but  he  refused  to  accept  the  advice  of  his 
rellow-prisoners  and  did  not  report  to  the  visiting  physician.  During 
this  time  he  complained  of  headache,  walked  lame,  was  feverish, 
vomited,  and  had  frequent  dejections.  He  grew  woi*se,  and  t]nally,0D 
August  8,  the  physician  was  informed.  The  doctor  reports  that  the 
patient  presented  the  following  symptoms:  Temperature  41.03  C, 
pulse  140,  respiration  accelerated,  intense  headache,  eyes  injected,  and 
diarrhea.  In  the  right  inguinal  region  was  a  very  painful  bubo  about 
the  size  of  a  hen's  egg.  - 

The  patient  became  comatose  on  the  same  day  and  died  about  noon. 
That  da}^  the  physician  saw  3  other  patients  in  the  same  room  of  the 
prison,  all  presenting  about  the  same  symptoms,  viz,  chills,  vom- 
iting, frequent  dejections,  headache,  high  fever,  dr^-  skin,  frequent, 
bounding  pulse,  tongue  coated,  with  red  tip  and  border,  eyes  injected, 
«tools  dark  colored,  enlarged  and  painfLil  glands  in  the  groin  or  axilla, 
unexplained  by  any  apparent  inherited  or  acquired  cachexia.  One  of 
these  patient^  is  described  as  having  a  malignant  abscess  on  the  top  of 
the  foot.  The  fact  that  all  these  cases  occurred  in  the  same  room,  and 
presented  the  same  severe  symptoms  including  buboes,  and  the  fact 
that  an  unusual  number  of  dead  rats  had  been  observed  for  some  days 
in  the  prison  premises  suggested  plague.  A  consultation  was  held  of 
all  the  principal  physicians  of  the  city,  who  diagnosed  the  disease  as 
plague.  They  recommended  the  isolation  of  the  sick  and  the  cleansing 
of  the  prison  and  city.  The  patients  were  transferred  to  the  prison 
hospital,  a  room  imperfectly  separated  from  the  other  rooms  of  the 
establishment.  In  the  hospital  were  4  other  patients  suflfering  from 
ordinary  illnesses.  They  were  not  removed  when  the  plague  patients 
were  introduced. 

Two  other  persons  in  the  same  room  were  taken  sick  on  the  follow- 
ing day  and  presented  the  same  svinptoms.  One  of  these  had  served 
as  nurse  for  the  first  patients,  ite  died  the  fourth  day  of  his  illness. 
His  symptoms  were  more  severe,  and  he  had  a  malignant  pustule  on 
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the  top  of  the  foot  on  the  8aine  side  as  the  inguinal  bubo.  Other  cases 
ocfurred — 1  on  the  10th,  1  on  the  13th,  1  on  the  18th,  and  1  on  the 
29th — 10  cases  in  all.  The  deaths  were  3—1  on  the  8th,  1  on  the  12th, 
and  1  on  the  13th — all  within  6  days  from  the  beginning  of  the  disease. 

The  case  reported  on  the  18th  was  sick  for  4  days  before  he  was 
discovered.  AH  these  cases  came  from  the  same  room  of  the  prison. 
None  of  the  ordinary  patients  in  the  hospital  contracted  plague. 

On  the  23d  the  diagnosis  of  bubonic  plague  was  confirmed  by  bac- 
teriological examination  by  2  experts  from  Constantinople.  The 
bacillus  found  was  of  the  involution  type.  In  4  cases  the  buboes  sup- 
purated and  in  2  cases  the\'  were  al>6orbed. 

The  prison  is  an  old  and  poorly  constructed  building,  with  stone  walls 
and  loose  wooden  floors,  situated  in  the  center  of  the  city  near  most  of 
the  other  Government  buildings.  It  is  composed  of  7  rooms  for  men 
and  1  room  for  women,  each  room  about  20  by  30  feet  and  each  contain- 
ing from  70  to  80  prisoners.  The  prisoners  and  guards  of  the  contami- 
nated room  numbered  82  persons.  The  total  population  of  the  prison 
is  about  900.  The  building  is  damp,  poorly  ventilated,  dark,  extremely 
filthy,  and  swarming  with  all  sorts  of  vermin.  Altho  very  excellent 
sanitary  measures  were  recommended  and  strongly  urged  by  the  physi- 
cian of  the  international  sanitary  council  and  by  others,  nothing  was 
done  thoroly  or  in  the  manner  called  for  by  modern  sanitary  science 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  An  attempt  was  made  to  evacuate 
the  prison  and  remove  the  prisoners  to  camps  outside  the  city,  but 
only  about  150  prisoners  were  removed.  Two  rooms  were  then  washt 
with  coiTOsive  sublimate  solution  and  whitewasht,  and  the  well  pris- 
oners from  the  contaminated  room  were  transferred  to  those  rooms 
August  25,  16  days  after  the  disease  appeared.  Fumigation  of  the 
prison  was  impossible,  because  of  its  being  full  of  cracks  and  holes. 

On  August  30,  3  prisoners  from  the  contaminated  room  broke  out 
of  the  prison  and  have  not  been  captured.  The  prisoners  receive  food 
brought  to  them  by  friends  or  relatives  living  outside,  and  thus  daily 
eommunication  is  established  between  the  prison  and  the  different 
quarters  of  the  city.  Trebizond  is  a  city  of  51,000  persons  and  is 
infested  with  rats.  No  attempt  was  made  to  destroy  the  rats  of  the 
city.  I  observed  a  few  dead  ratB  in  the  streets  before  and  after  plague 
appeared,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  these  had  died  of  the  disease. 

On  August  31,  22  days  after  the  disease  was  diagnosed,  the  eighth- 
odd  persons  of  the  contaminated  room  In  the  prison  were  innoculated 
with  antipest  serum.  Thev  were  given  a  second  injection  on  Septem- 
ber 16.     No  cases  occurred  except  in  the  one  room  mentioned. 

The  origin  of  the  disease  at  Trebizond  is  unexplained.  There  was 
BO  suspicion  of  plague  here  or  in  this  region  until  the  tirst  case  was 
discovered.  The  patient  had  been  in  prison  at  Constantinople  for  sev- 
eral weeks,  and  his  illness  was  not  discovered  until  32  days  after  he 
left  Constantinople  and  28  days  after  his  arrival  here.  The  steamship 
Braila^  on  which  he  came  to  Trebizond,  brought  no  pilgrims  on  that 
Toyage  and  no  merchandise  from  Egypt. 

The  pilgrims  returning  from  Mecca  to  Trebizond  have  been  few 
thiti  year  and  they  have  returned  in  excellent  condition.  None  of 
them  are  known  to  live  near  the  prison  or  to  have  any  communication 
with  the  prisoners.  Some  merchandise,  including  rice  in  sacks  or 
bat^kets,  old  tar  cloth  for  covering  boxes,  new  and  old  sacks,  and  dry 
akins,  comes  here  from  Egypt  and  India,  passing  by  Port  Said.     The 
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last  lot  of  skins  wa^  imported  July  25,  1906,  by  the  French  steamship 
Danube,  No  plague  is  known  to  exist  in  any  Kussian  port  in  commu- 
nication  with  Trebizond.  Supposing  that  the  germ  was  brought  here 
by  mfM'chandise  or  by  pilgrims,  the  fact  that  it  occurred  in  one  room 
of  the  prison  only  and  not  in  the  city  is  unexplained.  The  disease  has 
never  been  known  in  the  prison  before.  Three  years  ago  a  girl  of  li 
years,  living  in  quite  another  quarter  of  the  city,  had  .some  illness 
that  was  suspectfed  of  being  plague.     This  was  the  only  case.     The 

Satient  recovered  before  the  experts  saw  her,  and  it  is  more  tiuui 
oubtf ul  that  it  was  plague.

20,  1&06,  correspond  to  an  annual  rate  of  14.6  per  1,0<X>  of  population, 
which  is  estimated  at  15,818,360. 

Bradford, — Two  weeks  ended  October  20,  1906.  Estimated  popu- 
lation, 288,544.  Total  number  of  deaths,  157,  including  diphtheria  1, 
enteric  fever  5,  scarlet  fever  1. 

London. — One  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  deaths  were 
registered  during  the  week,  including  measles  5,  scarlet  fever  9,  diph- 
theria 11,  enteric  fever  8,  whooping  cough  13,  and  78  from  diarrhea. 
The  deaths  from  all  causes  correspond  to  an  annual  rate  of  18.6  per 
1,000.  In  Greater  London  1,706  deaths  were  registered.  In  th« 
"outer  ring"  the  deaths  included  4  from  diphtheria,  1  from  scarlel 
fever,  and  2  from  whooping  cough. 

Ireland, — The  average  annual  death  rate  represented  by  the  deaths 
registered  during  the  week  ended  October  20,  1906,  in  the  21  princi- 
pal town  districts  of  Ireland  was  18.4  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
which  is  estimated  at  1,101,499.  The  lowest  rate  was  recorded  in 
Dundalk,  viz,  4.0,  and  the  highest  in  Armagh,  viz,  27.5  per  1,000. 
In  Dublin  and  suburbs  166  deaths  were  regij^tered,  including  diph- 
theria 2,  enteric  fever  4,  scarlet  fever  2,  whooping  cough  2,  and  25 
from  tuberculosis. 

Scotland, — The  deaths  registered  in  8  principal  towns  during  the 
week  ended  October  20,  1906,  correspond  to  an  annual  rate  of  15.8 
per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  is  estimated  at  1,787,788.  The 
lowest  rate  of  mortality  was  recorded  in  Leith,  viz,  11.4,  and  the 
highest  in  Greenock,  viz,  22.1  per  1,000.  The  aggregate  number  of 
deaths  registered  from  all  causes  was  540,  including  diphtheria  8, 
enteric  fever  3,  measles  5,  scarlet  fever  4,  and  10  from  whooping  cou^h.

STATISTICAL  REPORTS  OF  MORBIDITY  ANt)  MORTALITY,  STATES  AND 
CITIES  OF  THE   UNITED  STATES — YEARLY   AND  MONTHLY. 

Connecticut. — Month  of  October,  1906.  Reports  to  the  State 
board  of  health  from  162  towns,  having  an  aggregate  population  of 
999,651,  show  as  follows:  Total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes, 
1,273,  including  diphtheria  36,  enteric  fever  25,  measles  1,  scarlet 
fever  1,  whooping  cough  23,  and  133  from  phthisis  pulmonalis.  Cases 
of  contagious  diseases  were  reported  as  follows:  Diphtheria,  235  in  39 
towns,  enteric  fever,  135  in  46  towns;  measles,  41  in  13  towns;  scar- 
let fever,  74 in  29  towns;  whooping  cough,  64  in  15  towns,  and  phthisis 
pulmonalis,  37  in  19  towns. 

Florida. — Reports  from  the  State  health  officer  for  the  two  weeks 
ended  November  3,  1906,  show  as  follows:  Duval  County,  diphtheria 
7  cases,  enteric  fever  3  cases,  tuberculosis  3  cases;  Hillsboro  County, 
diphtheria  3  cases,  enteric  fever  1  case,  tuberculosis  3  cases.  One 
case  of  tuberculosis  reported  from  each  of  the  following  counties: 
Alachua,  Columbia,  Leon,  Levy,  Marion,  and  Volusia. 

Illinois — Bockford.— Month  of  September,  1906.  Estimated  popu- 
lation, 40,000.  Total  number  of  deaths,  37,  including  2  from  tubercu- 
losis. Cases  of  contagious  diseases  reported:  Diphtheria  1,  scarlet 
fever  2.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Stewart  reports,  October  9,  as  follows: 

Vessels  inspected  and  bills  of  health 
issued  as  follows:  On  the  Ist  instant  the  British  steamship  Nonnan 
Prince^  for  New  Orleans,  with  a  cargo  of  cotFee,  no  passengers,  and 
no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew  at  this  port;  on  the  5tn  instant 
the  British  steamship  Lewisham^  for  Pensacola,  via  the  West  Indies, 
for  disinfection,  with  no  cargo,  in  water  ballast,  no  passengers,  and  no 
change  in  the  personnel  of  the  crew;  on  the  same  date  the  British 
steamship  Conway^  for  some  southern  United  States  port,  via  the 
West  Indies,  for  orders  and  disinfection,  no  cargo,  in  water  ballast, 
no  passengers,  and  no  change  in  the  crew  personnel;  on  the  same  date 
the  Britisn  steamship  Nyanza.^  for  some  southern  United  States  port, 
via  the  West  Indies,  for  disinfection  and  orders,  in  water  ballast,  no 
passengers,  and  no  change  in  the  crew;  on  the  6th  instant  the  British 
steamship  Byron  ^  for  New  York,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  —  first -class 
and  —  steerage  passengers  from  this  port,  and  with  no  change  in  the* 
personnel  of  the  crew,  and  on  the  same  date  the  Brazilian  steamship 
Sergipe^  for  New  York,  via  Brazilian  ports,  in  general  cargo,  and  witn 
2  tirst-chiss  and  2  steerage  passengers  from  this  port  for  New  York. 
As  this  last-named  vessql  sailed  directly  from  this  port,  the  crew  may 
be  considered  as  all  being  taken  on  here. 
No  other  vessels  requiring  inspection  left  this  port  during  the  week. 
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EPIDEMIC   OF  VARIOLA   IN   THE   ARGENTINE   REPUBLIC. 

According  to  late  reports  from  Buenos  Ajres,  Argentina,  variola  has 
again  assumed  epidemic  form  in  that  city  and  in  the  surrounding 
neighborhood.  Keport^  dated  three  days  ago  state  that  18  eases  had 
occurred  the  previous  day,  and  that  many  cases  were  of  daily  occur- 
rence. All  passengers  on  the  vessels  of  the  mail  lines  leaving  this  port 
and  Santos  for  Argentina  ports,  are  required  to  be  vaccinated  before 
entry  into  Argentina.  This  order  is  a  recent  one  and  the  vessel  leav- 
ing this  port  for  Buenos  Ay  res  yesterday  was  the  first  to  be  subjected 
to  it. 

MORTALITY   AND   MORBIDITY— RIO   DE  JANEIRO. 

Week  ended  October  7, 1906.  One  fatal  case  of  yellow  fever.  Until 
the  occurrence  of  this  and  the  fatal  case  reported  last  week,  there  had 
been  absolute  freedom  from  this  disease  jfor  almost  8  weeks.  There 
was  also  1  case  of  variola,  with  no  mortality.  Plague  shows  5  cases 
and  2  deaths.  At  the  close  of  the  week,  there  were  in  the  Hospital 
S§o  Sebastido,  no  cases  of  yellow  fever,  3  cases  of  variola,  and  11  cases 
of  plague,  with  22  cases  of  suspicious  illness  under  observation.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Marsillan  reports,  November  5  and  16,  as 
follows: 

Vessels  inspected  and  hills  of 
health  issued.  5;  total  crews,  116;  no  passengers  and  no  immune  cer- 
tificate issued.  Three  of  these  vessels  were  fumigated^  as  follows: 
Steamship  Satumina^  for  Galveston;  steamship  Ole  BuU^  for  Mobile, 
and  schooner  Frontenac,  for  Port  Tampa,  Fla. 

No  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  have  appeared  during  this  week  at 
this  city.  On  November  1  a  case  of  yellow  fever  was  reported  at 
Santa  Clara,  the  capital  of  this  province. 

The  case  of  leprosy  has  disappeared  and  could  not  be  found  to  be 
sent  to  Santa  Clara. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  city  is  bad.  There  are  swarms  of  mos- 
quitoes all  over  the  city. 

Week  ended  November  10,  1906.  No  vessel  cleared  at  this  port 
for  ports  in  the  United  States.  No  immune  certificate  issued  this 
week. 

The  only  case  of  quarantinable  nature  inside  the  city  is  that  of 
leprosy,  already  reported. 

On  November  10  two  suspicious  cases  of  yellow  fever  were  reported 
at  Cruces,  in  this  province. 

November  13,  1906.  On  November  12,  shortly  after  I  mailed  my 
weekl}^  report,  I  was  informed  by  the  city  board  of  health  that  on  the 
10th  instant  a  sanitary  commission  from  the  board  went  to  Crucesand 
found  the  two  reported  cases  of  yellow  fever  confirmed.  Official 
information  is  received  of  a  new  case  at  Santa  Clara,  capital  of  this 
province. 

The  following  information  is  received  from  the  local  board  of  health 
in  regard  to  the  two  cases  at  Cruces.     One  is  of  very  bad  pathological 
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character,  occurring  in  a  young  man — Spaniard — 17  years  old  and 
with  one  year  of  residence  in  Cuba.  The  other  case,  also  a  Spaniard, 
is  a  benign  form  of  the  disease.  Both  these  cases  are  laborers  who 
have  been  employed  at  the  San  Francisco  plantation,  where  they  con- 
tracted the  disease.  The  third  case,  or  that  at  Santa  Clara,  appeared 
in  a  young  man,  living  next  door  to  the  house  where  a  case  existed  in 
a  Spanish  girl,  already  reported  by  me,  who  contracted  the  disease  at 
the  said  San  Francisco  plantation.  The  patient  is  reported  to  be  a 
Cuban  with  eight  years'  absence  from  Cuba.  The  three  cases  are  thus 
shown  to  have  originated  fit)m  the  new  focus  at  San  Francisco  plan- 
tation. This  plantation  is  more  than  24  miles  distant  from  this 
citv. 

November  16.  Two  more  ca«es  yellow  fever  confirmed  ye8ter4ay 
in  Cruces.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Nuiiez  reports,  November  5,  12,  and  13, 
as  follows: 

Week  ended  November  3,  1906.  Bills  of  health  issued  to  4  vessels 
bound   for  United  States  ports.     The  British  barkentine  Reynard^ 
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bound  to  Fernandina,  Fla.\  was  fumigated  November  2,  and  while 
trying  to  weigh  a  foul  anchor  to  be  towed  out  of  the  harbor  she 
became  stranded  and  has  not  as  vet  been  able  to  leave  this  port. 

Summary, — During  the  month  of  October,  1906,  13  bills  of  health

Week  ended  l^ovember  10,  1906.  Bills  of  health  issued  to  3  ves- 
sels bound  for  United  States  pjoi-ts,  and  2  immune  certificates  granted 
to  passengers  going  to  the  United  States  via  Habana  and  Porto  Rico 
via  Santiago  de  Cuba. 

Since  November  7  no  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  have  been  reported, 
either  in  the  city  or  province.

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The  cholera  situation  in  the  island  of  Luzon  and  Manila  improved 
very  much  during  the  week  covered  by  this  report.  In  the  provinces 
there  were  121  cases  with  87  deaths,  as  against  120  cases  and  94  deaths 
for  the  preceding  week.  , 

The  presence  of  cholera  in  the  Province  of  Iloilo  has  been  definitely 
confirmed  by  the  examinations  made  by  the  Bureau  of  Science  of  cul- 
tures which  were  forwarded  from  Iloilo.  Up  to  the  week  ended 
September  22  there  have  been  164  cases  with  142  deaths  reported. 
The  first  known  cases  occurred  at  Dumangas,  Iloilo,  which  is  a  small 
town  of  about  12,000  inhabitants,  situated  about  15  miles  north  of 
the  port  of  Iloilo,  on  a  river  somewhat  interior  from  the  east  coast  of 
the  province.  The  first  cases  occurred  in  persons  who  had  not  been 
away  from  Dumangas  for  several  weeks  preceding  their  illness,  and 
who  scarcely  had  the  means  to  obtain  imported  food  of  any  kind. 
The  first  reports  of  the  disease  were  not  received  until  about  Septem- 
ber 10,  1906,  but  an  examination  of  the  vital  statistics  of  the  munici- 
pality of  Dumangas  showed  that  deaths  from  cholerine  were  recorded 
as  early  as  August  24,  1906. 

These  cholerine  cases  occurred  in  persons  who  had  not  been  away 
from  Dumangas.  and  who  were  in  very  poor  physical  condition  from 
the  want  of  fooa.  From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  noted  that  there  is 
no  evidence  that  the  disease  was  imported,  and  the  only  plausible  expla- 
nation for  its  presence  is  based  upon  the  theory  of  latent  infection :  in 
other  words,  it  seems  probable  that  cholera  organisms  are  much  more 
widely  distributed  thruout  the  islands  than  has  heretofore  been  thought 
to  have  been  the  case,  and  when  they  have  past  thru  a  human  intes- 
tine, under  favorable  conditions,  they  become  virulent  in  much  the 
same  manner  as  similar  organisms  in  the  laboratory  when  they  have 
been  past  thru  animals.  * 

It  is  also  proper  to  state  that  so  far  as  known  there  has  not  been 
any  communication  between  Dumangas  and  any  island  that  was  known 
to  have  been  infected.  The  nearest  infected  port  was  Lucena,  and  the 
sea  for  the  several  weeks  preceding  the  outbreak  was  such  that  it 
would  have  been  impossible  for  a  small  boat  not  regularly  clearing 
to  have  made  the  trip  to  Dumangas. 

While  there  was  free  communication  with  Manila,  which  was  an 
infected  port,  and  Iloilo,  which  is  the  nearest  port  to  Dumangas,  yet 
all  these  vessels  underwent  quai-antine  detention  and  no  case  of  dtjease 
was  detected  among  the  crew  or  passengers  of  such  vessels. 

During  the  weeE  the  following  vessels  cleared  for  United  States 
ports: 

On  September  19  the  British  steamship  Atholl^  with  47  crew,  en  route 
from  Yokohama  to  New  York,  was  granted  a  supplemental  bill  of 
health.  All  persons  on  board  were  inspected  at  nour  of  sailing. 
Cargo  was  certified. 

On  September  20  the  United  States  army  transport  Logan^  with  177 
crew  ana  865  passengers,  was  gmnted  a  consular  Mil  of  health  for  San 
Francisco  via  Nagasaki  and  Honolulu.  Crew  and  steerage  passengers 
were  bathed  and  their  effects  and  baggage  disinfected.  Cargo  and 
baggage  inspected  and  either  disinfected  or  past  and  so  labeled.

Sirs:  In  view  of  the  improved  cholera  conditions  in  Manila  and 
vicinity,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  reduce  the  quarantine  upon 
outgoing  vessels,  effective  October  8,  1906,  as  follows: 

''AH  vessels  leaving  Manila  for  Philippine  ports  outside  of  the  dis- 
trict limited  by  San  Fernando,  Union,  on  the  north,  and  Mulanay, 
Tayabas,  on  the  south,  will  be  held  twenty-four  horn's  at  Mariveles 
for  inspection.  This  applies  to  all  vessels  going  outside  of  the  district 
before  mentioned,  even  tho  theii-  first  port  of  call  is  within  this 
district. 

*' Vessels  whose  first  port  of  call  after  leaving  Manila  is  either 
Tacloban,  Antimonan,  Daet,  Camp  Connell  (Calbayog),  Camp  Daraga 
(Albay),  Zamboanga,  or  Jolo,  shall  wait  for  quarantine  inspection  in 
Manila  Bay  prior  to  sailing,  and  if  the  inspection  is  satisfactory  the 
vessel  will  be  permitted  to  proceed  without  further  delay.  Such  ves- 
sels, upon  tirrival  at  Daet,  Tacloban,  etc.,  shall  await  quarantine 
inspection  by  the  army  medical  officer  acting  as  quarantine  officer  of 
the  port,  and  must  carefully  carry  out  such  measures  as  he  may  direct. 

''Vessels  whose  first  port  of  call  aft^r  leaving  Manila  is  either 
Iloilo  or  Cebu,  after  obtaining  a  bill  of  health  at  this  office,  will  be 
permitted  to  sail  from  this  port  without  inspection  or  detention. 

"All  other  i-egulations  with  regard  to  quarantine  and  cargo  not  in 
conflict  with  the  foregoing  remain  in  force  as  heretofore."

Quarantine  transactions. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Creel  reports,  October  1,  thru  the  chief  quaran- 
tine officer,  as  follows: 

Month  ended  September  30,  1906. 

During  the  month  cholera  again  made  its  appearance  in  Iloilo.     The 

Sresence  of  this  disease  was  not  known  until  September  8,  on  which 
ate  a  case  was  discovered  in  La  Paz,  but  investigation  showed  that 
one  or  two  deaths  per  day  had  occurred  there  since  August  27.  The 
first  case  at  Jaro  occurred  September  1,  and  the  disease  nas  continued 
with  a  daily  average  of  2  deatns.  Later  on  cholera  appeared  at  Pavia, 
several  miles  inland  from  Jaro.,  and  on  September  16  the  first  case 
appeared  in  Iloilo. 

It  is  probable  that  the  first  occurrence  was  in  Dumangas,  a^  the  first 
known  cases  appeared  there,  and  the  lavages  of  the  disease  have  been 
most  severe  at  that  point. 

During  the  montn  the  town  of  Cabatuan,  15  or  20  miles  inland, 
suffered  severely,  an  average  of  20  deaths  per  day  being  reached  in  a 
comparatively  small  community.  All  attempts  to  prove  an  importa- 
tion of  the  disease  failed.  No  known  cases  of  cholei^a  exist  between 
that  place  and  Jaro. 

The  history  of  the  first  cases  shows  that  there  had  been  no  travel  on 
their  part,  and  that  no  one  had  been  in  towns  of  the  cholera  district. 

An  outgoing  quarantine  of  three  days  was  imposed  on  the  appear- 
ance of  the  first  case  in  Iloilo.  This  detention  as  indicated  in  circular 
letters  forwarded  to  Manila  office  applied  to  all  ships  leaving  Iloilo, 
except  those  to  Dumangas.  In  the  latter  case  an  incoming  detention 
was  placed  on  vessels  from  that  port. 

In  order  to  prevent  any  communication  between  Dumangas  and  out- 
side points  a  launch  has  been  placed  at  the  delta  of  Dumangas  River, 
the  Marirehs  being  first  put  on  that  diit}^  and  later  the  customs-cutter 
Shua  relieving  the  MariveleH, 

Quamntine  between  Guimaras  and  Panay  has  been  vigorously 
enforced.  Camp  Jossman  and  vicinity  remaining  clean.  Several  cases 
appeared  in  Nabala^s,  on  the  northern  extremity  of  Guimaras,  traceable 
to  Dumangas,  but  no  apprehent'ion  is  felt  in  that  quarter,  the  military 
maintaining  a  strict  land  quarantine.

Passed 
Assistant  Surgeon  McLaughlin,  stationed  at  Naples,  was  directed  b\^ 
the  Bureau  by  letter  on  November  1(5  and  later  by  cable  on  Novem- 
ber 19  to  proceed  to  Trieste  and  Fiume  and  investigate  the  presence 
of  plague  at  the  former  place,  reporting  to  the  Bureau  whether  the 
necessities  of  the  case  permitted  the  enforcement  of  paragraph  86  of 
the  United  States  quarantine  regulations,  relative  to  the  detention  of 
emigrants.  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  McLaughlin  cabled  from  Trieste 
as  follows,  under  date  of  Noveml)er  28: 

**The  necessities  of  the  case  do  not  permit  of  our  insisting  on  para- 
graph 36.     Fatal  case  November  8;  none  since/' 

Doctor  Doty,  quarantine  officer  at  New  York,  was  informed  by  the 
Bureau  November  24  that  no  necessity  existed  for  the  detention  of 
emigrants  at  Trieste  prior  to  enibarkation.

Week  ended  October  21,  1906.     Vessels  inspected  and  bills  of  health 

issued  as  follows:  On  the  14th  instant  the  Portuguese  bark  Alhutroz^ 

for  New  Orleans,  in  stone  balhist,  with  no  passengers,  and  with  7  new 
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members  of  the  crew  taken  on  here  in  this  port.  On  the  17th  instant 
the  British  steamship  Thespis^  for  New  York,  N.  Y.,  with  a  cargo  of 
coffee,  11  first-cabin  passengers  and  19  steerage  passengers  from  this 
port,  and  also  1  new  member  of  the  crew  signed  on  in  this  poit.  On 
the  19th  instant  the  British  steamship  Glencoe^  for  New  York,  N.  Y., 
with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers,  and  with  no  change  in  the  crew 
personnel.

On  the  same  date  the  German  steam- 
ship Gertrude  for  New  York,  N.  Y.,  with  one  steerage  passenger  from 
this  port,  no  cabin  passengers,  and  with  no  change  in  the  personnel  of 
the  crew,  and  on  the  20th  instant  the  British  steamship  Merchant 
Prince^  for  New  Orleans,  La.,  with  a  cargo  of  coffee,  no  passengers  of 
any  class,  and  with  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  ship^s  crew  while 
in  this  port. 

No  other  vessels  requiring  inspection  left  this  port  during  the 
period  under  report. 

Mortality  and  morbidity  of  Rio  de  Janeiro. 

Week  ended  October  21,  1906.  Total  deaths  during  the  week,  229. 
No  deaths  from  yellow  fever,  and  no  cases  reported  during  the  week. 
There  were  4  cases  of  variola  reported  during  the  week,  but  no  deaths 
from  this  disease;  but  bubonic  plague  gives  a  total  of  4  deaths  with 
19  reported  cases,  the  largest  number  of  cases  reported  in  any  one 
week  this  current  year. 

At  the  close  of  the  week  there  were  in  the  Hospital  Sao  Sebastiao, 
1  case  of  variola,  11  cases  of  bubonic  plague,  and  28  cases  of  suspicious 
illness  under  observation.

Temporary  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Mills  reports,  October  15  and 
23,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  October  13,  1906.  One  original  and  one  supplemental 
bill  of  health  issued  to  2  steamships.  The  U.  S.  S.  El  Cano^  to  which 
the  original  bill  was  issued,  was  not  inspected,  but  was  certified  to  by 
the  actmg  assistant  surgeon  on  board.  One  steamer  had  the  quarters 
of  the  crew  and  48  pieces  of  effects  disinfected.  Manifests  were  visoed 
for  23,623  pieces  of  freight. 

No  official  reports  have  been  received  from  outports,  but  a  bill  of 
health  issued  at  Hankow  shows  24  deaths  from  cholera.

Report  frtym.  Ciej^fuegos — Hutory  of  2  caiiea  (f  yell oicf  fever  at  Cinices^ 

Acting  A**sistant  Surgeon  Marsillan,  reports,  November  16,  as 
follows: 

On  the  13th  instant  I  was  informed  by  the  city's  sanitary  board  that 
there  were  two  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  at  Cruces,  and  that  a  com- 
mission from  .said  board  was  going  by  train  next  morning  to  examine 
the  cases.     This  commission  came  back  on  the  14th  at  8  o  clock  p.  m. 

The  first  case — M.  G.  C. — a  woman  20  years  old,  a  native  of  Spain, 
j*ingle,  with  one  3^ear's  residence  in  Cuba,  and  only  fifteen  days  in 
Cruces.  She  felt  indisposed  on  the  9th  of  this  month,  being  one  night 
near  the  infected  location  at  Cruces.  She  had  a  chill,  headache,  pain 
in  the  bones  and  in  the  lumbar  region.  On  the  10th,  she  felt  worse, 
without  spirits  to  do  anything.  She  then  took  a  purgative  in  two 
parts,  vomiting  the  first  part,  but  retaining  the  second,  which  operated. 
On  the  11th,  more  serious  symptoms  appeared  and  she  was  seen  by 
a  physician,  having  since  then  reg^ular  symptoms  of  yellow  fever — 
flushed  face,  injection  of  the  conjunctivae,  tongue  wicle,  humid,  and 
coated,  gUms  somewhat  reddish  and  congested,  frontal  headache,  pain 
in  eves,  it  being  painful  for  her  to  move  her  eyes,  and  some  epigastric 
tenderness.     Temperature,  38.6^  C;  pulse,  100. 

On  the  12th  more  cephalalgia,  pain  at  stomach  continued,  and  nausea 
but  no  vomiting.  Temperature,  38.6^  C;  pulse,  96 — in  the  evening, 
temperature,  37^  C. ;  pulse,  88.  There  was  albumen  in  the  urine.  On 
the  13th  more  grave  symptoms  appeared,  such  as  nausea,  gastric  pains 
when  taking  any  remedy,  profound  prostration,  and  a  notable  weak- 
ness of  the  pulse.  Temperature,  38*  C. ;  pulse,  82 — in  the  evening, 
temperature,  38°  C;  pulse,  92;  abundance  of  albumen  in  the  urine. 
•  On  the  14th,  the  day  when  the  commission  saw  the  case,  her  condition 
was  as  on  the  day  before.  Temperature,  38.3°  C. ;  pulse,  112;  albumen 
in  considerable  amount  in  the  urine.  Case  was  diagnosed  as  yellow 
fever. 

The  second  case  was  a  man,  E.  V.  P.,  17  years  old,  a  native  of 
-  Gralicia,  Spain,  clerk  in  a  coffee  house,  with  one  year's  residence  in 
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Cuba  and  five  months  in  Cruces  in  the  infected  block  where  the  first 
ca;se  took  the  disease.  All  these  houses  communicate  by  interior  doors 
and  the  infection  was  easy.  This  case  was  taken  sick  on  the  morning  of 
the  11th  instant,  and  it  was  then  that  he  first  suffered  from  lumbago, 
chills,  and  fever.  On  the  12th  these  symptoms  continued.  On  the  13th 
he  was  seen  for  the  first  time  by  a  physician,  and  had  then  a  tempei-a- 
ture  <^d'^  C,  pulse  108,  and  all  the  symptoms  of  first  stage  of  the  dis- 
ease with  albumen  in  the  urine.  He  was  taken  to  the  lazaretto,  where 
he  became  delirious.  On  the  14th  he  was  seen  by  the  commission. 
Case  was  confirmed  as  yellow  fever. 

Both  these  cases,  as  already  seen,  were  infected  in  the  town  of 
Cruces,  and  this  statement  was  confirmed  by  the  commission.

During  this  week  4  new  cases  of  yellow  fever  were  reported  in 
Habaiia.  One  of  these  was  from  Guanabacoa,  a  small  town  located 
across  the  bay  of  Habana.  There  were  also  2  cases  of  yellow  fever 
reported  at  Cruces,  Santa  Clara  Province,  also  one  new  case  resulting 
in  death  on  November  17,  at  Santa  Clara. 

The  reports  for  the  month  of  October,  1906,  show  that  19  ca^^es  of 
dengue  fever  were  reported  in  Habana. 

The  sanitary  forces  in  Habana,  operating  especially  on  the  work  of 
mosquito  extermination,  have  been  reorganized  under  the  following 
plan:  The  city  of  Habana  has  been  divided  into  42  districts,  and  in 
each  district  an  oiling  inspector  is  detailed,  with  2  men  to  do  the  oiling 
under  his  direction.  It  is  expected  that  at  least  40  houses  will  be 
carefully  inspected  in  each  disitrict  each  day  and  oiling  of  all  possible 
breeding  places  done  in  the  houses  inspected.  A  district  will  be  cov- 
ered every  ten  days,  thus  making  an  average  of  400  houses  to  a  district. 

There  are  also  75  men,  divided  into  squads  of  1  captain  and  4  men, 
who  do  oiling  of  pools  and  large  collections  of  standing  water. 
Twenty-five  of  these  men  are  for  Vedado  and  the  others  (50)  for 
Habana.  There  are  also  24  men  engaged  in  ditching  and  draining 
work.  Four  special  or  auxiliary  inspectors  follow  up  the  work  done. 
The  fumigating  forces  comprize  200  men,  and  are  diviaed  into  brigades 
of  about  25  men  in  each. 

The  occurrence  of  a  case  of  yellow  fever,  a  recent  arrival,  early  in 
the  month,  caused  sus{>icion  to  be  placed  on  the  detention  camp  at 
Triscornia.     A  young  Spaniard  had  arrived  November  2,  was  trans- 
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ferred  to  Triscornia  November  3,  left  Triscornia  at  3  p.  ni.  on  the  4th, 
and  was  taken  sick  with  yellow  fever  at  8  a.  m.  of  the  6th.  The  case 
was  confirmed  on  the  10th.

The  British  barkentine  Reynard^  which  ran  aground  November  2  .

she  proceeded  to  Fernandina,  Fla.

GERMANY. 

Report  froNi  Hamburg — Medical  inspection  of  vessels  during  the  year 

1905. 

The  following  repnort  of  the  medical  inspection  of  vessels  and  special 
precautions  against  importation  of  cholera  from  Russia  by  river  traffic 
was  received  from  Consul  General  Pitcairn  under  date  of  November  1: 

During  the  year  1905  the  port  surgeon  of  Hamburg  inspected  10,776 
vessels  with  231,552  persons,  besides  6,215  vessels,  with  184,487  per- 
sons, lying  in  port,  and  778  river  barges  with  a  crew  of  2,318. 
116 
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In  inspecting  arriving  vessels  14,444  cases  of  sickness  which  had 
occurred  during  the  voyage  (of  which  there  were  562  cases  of  midaiia 
and  20  deaths  therefrom)  were  ascertained. 

Vessels  arriving  from  plague-infected  ports  were  held  under  constant 
medical  supervision  during  their  sojourn  in  port.  In  this  respect 
careful  search  was  particularly  made  for  dead  or  diseased  rats  on  the 
part  of  officer  especially  assigned  for  such  purpose.  Suspected  dead 
rats  thus  found  were  delivered  to  the  Municipal  Hy^enic  Institute  for 
bacteriological  examination.  On  4  vessels  plague-infected  rats  were 
found,  altho  no  cases  of  plague  had  occurred  among  the  persons  on 
board.  One  hundred  and  ninety-three  vessels  were  disinfected  during 
the  year  under  report. 

In  August  and  September,  1905,  3  cases  of  Asiatic  cholera  appeared 
in  this  city.  In  consequence  of  this  fact  and  of  the  epidemic  prevail- 
ing at  the  same  time  in  Russia  and  eastern  Grermany,  measures  were 
immediately  taken  to  prevent  an  introduction  of  the  disease  by  means 
of  the  river  traffic  from  the  upper  Elbe.  From  September  7  to  12  all 
river  vessels  arriving  were  inspected  by  officers  of  the  board  of  health 
at  Entenwaerder,.a  short  distance  above  Hamburg.  On  September  13 
this  <juarantine  station  was  removed  to  Zollenspieker,  still  farther  up 
the  nver.  At  this  point  a  control  station  was  established,  with  a  staff 
of  1  physician,  1^  quarantine  officer,  2  police  sergeants,  and  1  dis- 
infector.  A  launch  was  also  stationed  on  the  river  to  facilitate  the 
duties  of  the  station  and  to  exercise  a  better  control  over  passing 
vessels. 

The  station  was  equipped  with  hospital  barracks  and  a  floating  dis- 
infecting establishment.  Barges  and  other  vessels  inspected  at  Zol- 
lenspieker were  also  held  under  observation  upon  arrival  in  Hamburg 
for  a  period  of  5  days.  On  November  15  the  quarantine  station  was 
abolisned.  Its  worfi  from  September  13  to  November  15  consisted  of 
inspecting  3,805  vessels  with  18,006  persons  on  hoard.  All  these  ves- 
sels, as  above-mentioned,  had  subsequently  to  undergo  a  further  quar- 
antine in  the  harbor  of  Hamburg.  No  cases  of  cholera,  or  persons 
suspected  of  the  disease,  were  discovered.  The  personnel  of  the  har- 
bor surgeon  was  increased  during  this  period  by  2  physicians  and  2 
quarantine  inspectors.  The  total  number  of  river  craft  inspected  was 
13,116  vessels,  manned  by  51,398  persons. 

At  the  quarantine  station  of  Groden,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Elbe,  near 
Cuxhaven,  which  is  also  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Hamburg  part 
surgeon,  1,141  vessels  were  inspected  and  44,215  persons  examined. 
Sucn  vessels  were  held  for  inspection  because  of  their  arriving  from 
infected  ports. 

On  593  vessels  the  prescribed  annual  inspection  of  medicine  chests 
and  other  medical  supplies  took  place.  In  connection  therewith  phar- 
maceutico-chemical  tests  were  made  of  the  medicines  on  104  vessels. 

Furthermore,  there  were  396  emigrant  vessels  inspected  prior  to 
departure. 

The  personnel  of  the  service  consisted  in  Hamburg  of  the  port  sur- 
geon, 1  assistant  surgeon,  5  health  inspectors,  6  men  forming  the 
crews  of  launches,  ana  5  disinfectors,  whose  duty,  outside  of  disinfec- 
tion, was  to  seai'cb  for  dead  and  diseased  rat9  on  suspected  vesseU.  In 
Cuxhaven  the  staff  consisted  of  2  assistant  surgeons,  1  chief  disin- 
f ector,  1  engineer,  and  6  disinfectors.

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Frick  reports,  November  12  and  15,  as 
follows: 

Week  ended  November  10^  1906.  November  5  inspected  and  ^ast 
the  German  steamship  Syria^  bound  for  Now  Orleans  via  Tampico, 
with  52  crew,  1  cabin,  and  7  steerage  passengers.  Vessel  sails  with 
the  residue  of  a  European  general  cargo;  inspected  and  past.  The 
German  steamship  Ascan'ia^  bound  for  a  port  in  the  United  States  via 
Kingston,  Jamaica,  with  34  in  the  crew.  Vessel  sails  with  a  general 
cargo. 

November  7.  Inspected  and  past  the  British  steamship  Gloxinia^ 
bound  for  a  port  north  of  Hatteras  via  Laguna,  with  25  in  the  crew. 
Vessel  sails  m  ballast.  Inspected  and  past  the  Norwegian  steamship 
Molina^  bound  for  Texas  City  via  Coatzacoalcos,  with  19  in  the  crew 
and  1  cabin  passenger.     Vessel  sails  with  a  general  cargo. 

November  8.  Inspected  and  past  the  American  steamship  Monterey^ 
bound  for  New  York  via  Progreso  and  Habana,  with  97  in  the  crew; 
82  cabin  and  35  steerage  passengers.    Vessel  sails  with  a  general  cargo. 

On  November  9  a  case  of  yellow  fever  was  reported  at  the  hospiul. 
There  are  very  few  mosquitoes. 

A  fatal  case  of  yellow  fever  was  reported  on  November  14.  The 
The  weather  is  somewhat  more  favorable.     A  few  Stegomyia  and 
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Anophdes  hare  recently  been  seen,  but  no  appreciable  increase  has 
been  noticed  in  the  number  of  these  mosquitoes.  The  case  reported  on 
the  9th  instant,  and  which  ended  fatally  on  November  10,  was  a  resi- 
dent of  Veracruz  and  lived  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  Veracruz 
and  Pacific  Railway  station.

PERU. 

Reports  front  Callao — Inspection  and  fumigation  of  vemeU — Smallpox 
in  Lima — Plague  in  CaUao — Smallpox  in  Chilean  ports. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Wightman  reports,  October  29  and  November  4, 
as  follows: 

Week  ended  October  27,  1906.  The  following  two  vessels  were  dis- 
patched, both  on  the  27th,  viz:  The  British  steamship  Colombia  for 
Ancon,  Canal  iione,  with  a  general  cargo  and  a  total  personnel  of  213, 
of  whom  7  were  new  members  of  tne  crew.  Fifty  cabin,  and  47 
steerage  passengers  were  from  this  port. 

The  German  steamship  Ilathor  for  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  with  a  gen- 
eral cargo  and  a  total  personnel  of  85,  of  whom  1  new  member  of  the 
crew  and  6  cabin  passengers  were  from  this  port. 

Smallpox  continues  in  Lima. 

A  case  of  plague  occurred  in  Callao  last  week  and  died  in  hospital 
on  the  20th  inatant — the  first  case  in  this  port  since  March  26  of  this 
year.  The  health  oflScer  of  Callao  states  that  the  patient,  a  Chinese 
laborer,  was  not  a  resident  of  this  town,  but  came  from  a  farm  near 
Lima  and  had  only  been  in  Callao  a  few.  hours  before  his  removal  to 
hospital. 

No  other  reports  on  plague  have  been  received  since  my  last  report. 

Bills  of  health  from  Chilean  ports  report  smallpox  as  follows:  Anto- 
fagasta,  4  cases  with  no  deaths  in  two  weeks  ended  October  17; 
C^uimbo,  25  cases  with  1  death  in  two  weeks  ended  October  13; 
Iquique,  still  present,  number  of  cases  unknown. 

Week  ended  November  3, 1906.     Vessels  were  dispatched  as  follows: 

The  Norwegian  steamship  HercuUs^  on  October  28,  for  San  Fran- 
cisco, Cal.,  in  water  ballast,  with  a  crew  of  31  and  no  passengers. 

The  Chilean  steamship  Aconca^ua^  on  November  3,  for  Ancon, 
Canal  Zk)ne,  with  a  general  cargo,  and  a  total  personnel  of  145,  of 
whom  1  was  a  new  member  of  crew.  Twenty-bcven  cabin  and  37 
steerage  passengers  were  from  this  port. 
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Both  vessels  were  fumigated,  steerage  passengers  for  Panama  were 
vaccinated  unless  they  presented  evidence  of  probable  immunity  to 
smallpox,  and  steerage  baggage  was  inspected  and  past  or  disinfected. 

No  further  reports  on  plague  or  smallpox  in  Peru  have  been  received 
since  my  last  report.  Bills  of  health  from  Chile  record  smallpox  as 
follows:  Antofagasta,  5  cases,  with  no  deaths  in  two  weeks  ended 
October  24;  Coquimbo,  27  cases,  with  1  death  in  two  weeks  ended 
October  21.

The  cholera  situation  in  the  island  of  Luzon  and  in  the  citv  of 
Manila  continues  to  improve.  In  the  entire  island  of  Luzon  there 
were  only  43  cases  and  30  deaths,  as  against  121  cases  and  87  deaths 
for  the  corresponding  period  two  weeks  ago,  and  6  cases  and  9  deaths^ 
as  against  16  cases  and  9  deaths  for  the  preceding  week  in  the  city  of 
Manila. 

In  the  province  of  Iloilo,  however,  mention  of  which  was  made  in 
the  report  of  two  weeks  ago,  the  situation  is  not  so  favorable.  Since 
the  outbreak  there  have  been  584  cases  with  480  deaths,  and  several 
new  towns  have  become  infected.  At  the  town  of  Miagao,  at  which 
one  of  the  popular  feasts  characteristic  of  the  islands  was  held,  the 
conditions  were  particularly  favorable  for  the  propagation  of  the  dis- 
ease, and  some  80  cases  occurred  before  any  action  was  taken  by  the 
local  health  officials. 

So  far  the  outgoiiijg  quarantine  for  the  province  of  Iloilo  has  proved 
entirely  effective.  There  is,  however,  much  opposition  to  it,  and  the 
governor-general  has  repeatedly  been  requested  to  intercede  with  the 
view  of  having  it  removed. 

Owing  to  the  improved  conditions  with  regard  to  cholera  in  Manila 
and  vicinity,  the  outgoing  quarantine  heretofore  imposed  on  vessels 
has  been  reduced  from  sixty  to  twenty-four  hours.  Vessels  proceed- 
ing direct  to  Iloilo  and  Cebu,  where  service  officers  are  stationed,  are 
permitted  to  sail  without  detention.  A  copy  of  the  circular  letter 
issued  is  inclosed. 
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The  following  vessels  cleared  for  United  States  ports  during  the 
week: 

On  October  1  the  British  steamship  Hupeh^  with  62  crew,  en  route 
from  Swatow  to  Iloilo,  was  granted  a  supplemental  bill  of  health. 
Vessel  and  personnel  were  disinfected  at  Mariveles  on  arrival  from 
Swatow. 

On  October  3  the  British  steamship  Saint  George^  with  36  crew,  en 
route  from  Cebu  to  Boston  and  New  York,  was  granted  a  supplemental 
bill  of  health  after  the  usual  inspection  of  personnel  and  cargo,^ 

On  October  3  the  United  States  army  transport  Kilpatrick^  with 
151  crew  and  116  passengers,  was  granted  a  consular  bill  of  health  for 
New  York.  Crew  bath^  and  their  effects  and  baggage  disinfected  at 
Mariveles.  All  persons  on  board  inspected  at  the  hour  of  sailing. 
All  cargo  and  baggage  inspected  and  either  disinfected  or  past,  and 
so  labefed. 

On  October  5  the  American  schooner  David  Evana^  with  10  crew, 
entered  quarantine  prior  to  sailing  for  Port  Townsend. 

On  October  6  the  American  schooner  Amazon^  with  14  crew,  entered 
quarantine  prior  to  sailing  for  Portland,  Oreg.

On  October  8  the  British  steamship  Kaifong^  with  ^^  crew  and  40 
passengers,  en  route  from  Hongkong  and  Amoy  to  Cebu  and  Iloilo, 
was  granted  a  supplemental  bill  of  health.

Sanitary  police — Resolution  past  at   the  Intei'imtional  Conference  of 

American  Republics, 

The  following  resolution  was  past  at  the  Third  International  Con- 
ference of  American  Republics,  which  met  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  in  July, 
1906: 

The  Third  International  American  Conference  recognizes  the  utility 
of  the  principles  of  international  sanitary  police,  which  inspired  the 
last  convention  celebrated  in  Rio  de  Janeiro,  applicable  to  a  definite 
region,  and  the  convention  signed  in  Washington,  on  the  14th  of 
October,  1905,  which  is  applicable  to  all  the  nations  of  America,  and, 
in  virtue  of  this,  recommends  to  the  countries  here  represented: 

1.  That  as  a  general  rule  they  adopt  the  said  International  Sanitar}' 
Convention  of  Washington,  adhering  to  it  and  putting  its  precepts  into 
practise. 

2.  The  adoption  of  measures  tending  to  obtain  the  sanitation  of  the 
cities,  and  especially  of  the  ports,  and  to  attain  as  far  as  possible  to  a 
better  knowledge  of  the  greater  observance  of  hygienic  and  sanitary 
principles. 

3.  The  advisability  that  all  American  nations  attend  the  next  Inter- 
national Sanitary  Convention  to  be  celebrated  in  the  City  of  Mexico  in 
December,  1907,  and  that  they  instruct  their  respective  delegates  to 
study  and  solve  the  following  points: 

A.  A  practical  means  of  rendering  effective  the  second  of  the  present 
recommendations. 

B.  Establishment  and  regulation  in  each  of  the  American  countries 
of  a  committee  composed  of  three  medical  or  sanitary  authorities  to 
constitute,  under  the  direction  of  the'  International  Sanitary  Bureau 
established  at  Washington,  an  International  Sanitary  Committee  on 
information  of  the  American  Republics  with  authority  to  meet  and  to 
communicate  between  themselves  data  referring  to  public  health  and 
for  anv  other  purpose  that  the  convention  may  think  proper. 

C.  Establishment  and  regulation  in  some  place  in  South  America 
designated  by  the  Convention  of  a  center  of  sanitary  information  that 
shallsupply  to  the  already  existing  International  Sanitary  Bureau  the 
elements  necessary  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  5,  6,  and  7  on 
sanitary  police,  made  by  t6e  Second  International  American  Confer- 
ence. 

D.  Establishment  of  relations  between  the  International  Bureau 
established  at  Washington  and  the  Bureau  Sanitaire  International  of 
Paris,  in  order  to  obtain  the  best  information  in  sanitary  matters  and 
take  resolutions  tending  to  the  object  intrusted  to  both  bureaus. 
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4.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  article  3,  paragraph  C,  the 
city  of  Montevideo  is  hereby  designated  as  the  seat  of  tne  center  of 
sanitary  information.

Suggestions  regarding  quarantine^  Kygieiie^  and  sanitation  for  am- 
sideration  at  the  Conference  of  American  Repnhlics  at  Rio  de  Janeiro 
July,  1906.

Sir:  In  accordance  with  your  request  I  submit  herewith  certain  con- 
siderations regarding  quarantine,  hygiene,  and  sanitation,  which  appear 
to  me  worthy  of  being  brought  before  the  Third  Conference  of  Ameri- 
can States  to  be  held  in  Rio  de  Janerio  in  July  next. 

PROPOSITIONS. 

First.  International  conference  on  health  matters  have  heretofore 
considered  only  the  management  of  epidemic  diseases  in  their  progress 
from  one  nation  to  another. 

Second.  These  diseases  are  simply  the  result  of  unhygienic  condi- 
tions in  the  several  countries. 

Third.  These  unhygienic  conditions  are  local,  and  the  responsibility 
on  their  aceount'lies  with  municipal  or  State  authorities. 

Fourth.  The  national  governments,  therefore,  are  required  to  deal 
with  conditions  due  to  faults  of  the  States  and  municipalities. 

Fifth.  In  the  measure  to  prevent  the  spread  of  disease  from  one 
country  to  another,  plainly  the  duty  of  the  national  government^i,  the 
latter  are,  therefore,  dealing  only  with  the  effects  and  not  with  the 
cause;  thej^  are  dealing  with  the  symptoms  rather  than  with  the  caus- 
ative conditions. 

Sixth.  Therefore,  notwithstanding  that  the  fons  et  origo  of  disease 
is  ordinarily  considered  as  within  the  legal  jurisdiction  and  adminis- 
tration (police  power)  of  the  states  and  municipalities,  the  national 
governments  must  find  some  means  of  exercising  effective  influence  Id 
these  local  conditions  which  produce  disastrous  effects  that  quickly 
become  the  care  and  reajjonsibility  of  the  nation. 

Seventh.  Quarantine  and  quarantinable  diseases,  which  heretofore 
have  been  the  subject  of  international  conventions  and  agreementA, 
should  now  be  put  to  one  side  as  having  been  duly  considered  and 
acted  upon,  and  an  advance  should  be  made  in  international  delibera- 
tions by  the  consideration  of  hygiene  and  sanitation;  in  other  words, 
the  deliberations  of  international  sanitarians  should  be  transferred 
from  ships  to  the  shore. 

Eighth.  In  considering  the  possibility  of  an  international  agreement 
for  a  more  direct  and  effective  influence  of  the  national  governments 
in  local  sanitation  and  hygiene,  it  will  be  more  practicable  to  limit 
such  agreement  to  seaport  cities  and  towns,  since  these  are  the  points 
of  contact  between  nations. 

Ninth.  In  the  effort  to  perfect  the  sanitary  and  hy^enic  condition 
of  seaports,  we  find  an  international  commercial  Justifacation  therefor 
in  the  resultant  elimination  of  yellow  fever.     There  is  another  all- 
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important  disea-se,  tuberculosis,  for  whose  elimination  the  commercial 
rea.son  does  not  apply,  but  against  which  the  whole  civilized  world  is 
making  warfare.  Tliis  disease,  on  account  of  its  universality  and  con- 
tagiousness, is  well  worthy  of  consideration  in  international  agreement, 
irrespective  of  the  commercial  relations  between  nations. 

Tenth.  In  the  sanitary  and  hygienic  measures  necessary  to  eliminate 
the  two  above-mentioned  diseases,  yellow  fever  and  tuberculosis,  are 
embraced  the  sanitary  and  hygienic  measures  (with  the  exception  of 
minor  details)  necessary  to  overcome  all  the  greater  epidemic  and 
domestic  contagious  diseases. 

Eleventh.  The  more  specific  the  objects  of  an  agreement,  the  more 
direct  and  effective  will  be  the  efforts  to  enforce  it.  Therefore  there 
is  recommended  an  international  agreement  for  national  effort  in  san- 
itary and  hygienic  measures  necessary  to  eliminate  yellow  fever  and 
tuberculosis. 

From  the  foregoing  propositions  it  appears  necessary  that  the  cen- 
tral or  national  government  of  each  republic  should  give  greater 
attention  to  local  sanitai'3'  measures.  It  is  admitted  that  the  activity 
of  the  national  government  in  local  sanitation  is  more  difficult  in  some 
of  the  republics  than  in  others,  yet  it  is  believed  that  in  all  much  can 
be  accomplished  beyond  the  present  activities  and  beyond  the  limita- 
tions which  now  seem  to  be  acknowledged. 

The  proposed  limitation  of  an  international  agreement  to  seaports 
is  defended  by  the  following  considerations: 

Fii-st.  Seaports  have  a  more  direct  influence  in  conveying  diseases 
from  one  country  to  another  than  interior  ports. 

Second.  The  good  effect  of  sanitation  in  seaports  will  be  so  obvious 
that  interior  cities  will  take  note  thereof  and  profit  by  the  example. 

Third.  By  making  the  agreement  relate  to  seaports  only  the  scope 
thereof  is  limited  and  defin^,  and  the  plan,  therefore,  more  practicabfe. 

It  may  be  remarked  that  in  many  of  our  larger  seaport  cities,  such 
as  New  Orleans,  Rio  de  »Ianerio,  Veracruz,  and  others,  sanitary 
improvements  of  a  broad  character,  such  as  improved  water  supply, 
sewerage,  drainage,  and  paving,  are  already  under  way. 

In  quite  a  number  of  the  smaller  ports,  particularly  in  some  of  the 
Central  and  South  American  republics,  there  has  been  manifested  dur- 
ing the  past  four  years  an  awakening  of  the  need  of  sanitation,  and 
actual  work  has  been  done.  But  in  all  our  larger  ports,  no  matter 
how  extensive  the  improvements,  much  remains  to  be  done  to  bring 
local  sanitation  and  hygiene  up  to  the  required  standard,  and  in  numer- 
ous smaller  ports  in  all  of  the  republics,  both  on  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  coasts,  sanitation  is  at  the  present  time  outrageously  neglected. 
These  smaller  seaport  towns  and  cities  are  potent  factors  in  the  breed- 
ing and  dissemination  of  disease,  and  yet  their  proper  sanitation  would 
involve  comparatively  moderate  expense. 

In  considering  local  sanitary  measures  it  is  worthy  of  note  that 
measures  to  eradicate  and  prevent  two  of  the  most  important  diseases 
will  be  sufficient  practically  for  the  eradication  of  other  communicable 
diseases. 

Sanitation  for  tuberculosis  requires  sufficiency  of  air  and  sunlight 
in  domicils,  good  water  supply,  drainage,  and  sewerage,  while  the 
sanitation  for  yellow  fever,  demanding  the  removal  of  collections  of 
water  to  prevent  the  breeding  of  mosquitoes,  involves  general  hygienic

condition  of  premises,  so  that  with  the  cleanliness  in  and  around  the 
domicil,  and  assumnce  of  the  proper  environments  of  man,  condi- 
tions are  produced  favorable  to  the  elimination  of  all  disease. 

The  whole  civili^d  world  is  fighting  against  tuberculosis,  the  ^reat 
white  plague,  which  causes  at  least  one  in  seven  of  all  deaths,  and  any 
international  agreement  for  its  suppression  will  redound  to  the  honor 
of  every  nation  concerned  therein.  As  to  the  yellow  plague— yellow 
fever — a  disease  which  is  the  curse  of  the  Western  Hemisphere,  con- 
joint action  of  the  republics  is  necessary  for  its  elimination. 

It  is  therefore  respectfull}^  suggested  that  the  delegates  from  the 
United  States  to  the  Rio  conference  endeavor  to  secure  from  the 
conference,  b}^  treaty,  or  by  resolution,  or  in  whatever  form  they 
deem  to  be  most  practicable,  the  adherence  of  each  of  the  republii^s 
represented  in  the  conference  to  the  foregoing  principles  ana  their 
practical  application. 

The  agreement  should  recite  that  epidemic  diseases,  which  so  fre- 
quently require  national  intervention,  are  due  to  insanitary  loi-al 
conditions,  and  that  the  central,  or  national,  administration  of  each 
republic  will  use  it^  utmost  endeavors  to  institute  and  enforce  locally 
in  its  several  seaports  all  the  sanitary  measures,  destructive,  construc- 
tive, and  administrative,  which  are  necessary  to  eliminate  turberculosis 
and  yellow  fever. 

In  addition  to  the  reasons  given  above,  showing  the  necessity  for 
such  an  international  agreement,  there  are  others  which,  tho  less 
urgent,  should  nevertheless  lend  encouragement  thereto.  It  gives 
opportunity  for  the  countries  represented  in  the  Rio  conference  to  set 
an  example  which  may  be  utilized  in  the  coming  Hague  conference, 
at  which,  it  is  understood,  all  the  republics  of  the  Western  Hemisphere 
will  be  represented. 

In  the  present  relations  of  nations  with  one  another  there  are  two 
facts  whicn  seem  strangely  at  variance— first,  the  regularly  increas- 
ing naval  and  military  armaments;  second,  the  rapidly  growing  senti- 
ment for  universal  peace  and  disarmament. 

Few  will  den\^  that  universal  peace  is  a  desideratum.  It  is  said  that 
it  is  the  purpose  of  the  interparliamentary  union  to  make  of  the  Hague 
conference  a  permanent  body,  composed  of  two  houses,  an  upper  house 
representing  the  executives  of  the  world,  and  a  lower  house  composed 
of  the  members  of  the  highest  legislative  bodies  of  the  powers  of  the 
earth. 

Even  if  such  a  body  is  formed,  it  would  be  marvelous  if,  of  itself, 
it  should  be  able  to  bring  about  a  disarmament  of  the  nations.  Increase 
in  armaments  provides  increase  of  employment  of  all  kinds,  manual, 
professional,  and  administrative,  and  furnishes  an  outlet  for  the  energy 
of  a  nation.  It  is  worth  considering  whether  a  diversion  of  this  energy 
is  not  more  practicable  than  its  abrupt  termination. 

A  celebrated  manufacturer  in  the  United  States,  with  a  plant  cover- 
ing several  acres,  was  much  annoyed  by  the  mischievous  activities  of 
a  large  number  of  boys  in  the  neighborhood,  who  trespassed  upon  the 
property,  maliciously  injuring  the  same.  Instead  of  arresting  them 
and  causing  their  punishment,  he  diverted  their  energies  by  purchas- 
ing land  immediately  around  his  plant  and  employed  them  in  the 
development  of  lawns  and  gaixlens,  thus  adding  to  the  attractiveness 
and  utility  of  his  possessions  and  transforming  his  annoying  neighbors 
into  agents  of  help.

This  maj^  be  a  homely  illustration,  but  surely  an  international 
hygienic  agreement,  which  would  demand  physical  operations  of  great 
scope  and  professional  and  administrative  energies  of  the  highest 
character  would  be  more  eflfective  by  diverting  such  energies  from 
naval  and  military  establishments  than  would  be  an  effort  to  discon- 
tinue or  abandon  the  military  and  naval  armaments. 

The  same  principles  apply  whether  reference  is  made  to  disarma- 
ment, arbitration,  or  the  world-wide  movement  for  peace. 

An  international  agreement  for  sanitation,  with  the  avowed  purpose 
of  eliminating  communicable  diseases,  will  furnish  a  plane  upon  wnich 
nations  may  meet  and  an  object  for  attack  against  which  till  nations 
may  combine  without  fear  of  international  complications. 

In  closing,  there  is  one  more  suggestion  which  1  have  respectfully 
to  make. 

At  the  Second  International  Conference  of  American  States  in  the 
City  of  Mexico,  1901-2,  resolutions  were  past  providing  for  inter- 
national sanitary  conventions  and  for  the  establishment  of  an  inter- 
national sanitary  bureau.  Two  conventions  have  been  held,  and  af 
the  last  one,  held  in  the  city  of  Washington,  October,  1905,  there  was 
signed  by  the  dele^tes  an  agreement  ad  referendum  relating  to  the 
management  of  ships  and  persons  infected  with  or  exposed  to  the 
infection  of  cholera,  bubonic  plague,  and  yellow  fever.  This  agree- 
ment has  been  approved  by  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  and  it  is 
expected  that  it  will  be  approved  by  the  governing  bodies  of  the 
other  nations  represented  in  the  convention. 

It  is  worthy  of  the  efforts  of  the  delegates  from  the  United  States 
to  secure  the  adherence  to  this  same  convention  of  those  of  the  repub- 
lics of  the  Western  Hemisphere,  which  were  not  represented  at  the 
Washington  meeting.  The  adherence  of  every  republic  in  the  West- 
ern Hemisphere  to  the  principles  announced  in  that  convention  would 
make  complete  so  far  as  possible  the  understanding  with  re^rd  to  these 
quarantinable  diseases,  and  would  enable  all  of  the  republics  hereafter 
to  give  their  undivided  attention,  so  far  as  international  agreement  is 
concerned,  to  the  more  important  subject  of  hygiene  and  sanitation.

Report  fror)i  CaUao — Inspection  and  fumigation  of  vessels — Pl<igue  in 
Lima — Smaupox  in  Lima  ana  Chilean  ports. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Wightman  reports,  November  12,  as  follows: 

Week  ended  November  10,  1906.  The  Chilean  steamship  Palena 
was  dispatched  on  the  7th  for  A  neon,  Canal  Zone,  with  general  cargo 
and  a  total  personnel  of  101,  of  whom  3  were  new  members  of  crew. 
Eight  cabin  and  4  steerage  passengers  were  from  this  port.  The  ves- 
sel was  fumigated  and  steerage  ^ggage  inspected  and  past  or  dis- 
infected.    There  were  no  steei-age  passengers  for  Panama: 

Two  cases  of  plague  were  reported  in  Lima  on  the  8th  instant,  but 
no  report  for  the  rest  of  Peru  has  been  received.  Smallpox  still  con- 
tinues in  Lima,  but  it  is  impossible  to  learn  the  actual  number  of  cases. 

Bills  of  health  from  Chile  report  smallpox  as  follows:  Coquimbo, 
28  cases  with  1  death  in  two  weeks  ended  October  31;  Novembers, 
Iquique,  still  present,  number  of  cases  unknown.  Bill  from  Antofa- 
gasta,  dated  November  3,  is  clean.

AUSTRIA. 

History  of  fatal  plagxie  case  at  Trieste. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  McLaughlin  was  directed,  November  16 
and  19,  to  proceed  to  Trieste  and  Fiume  and  investigate  the  reported 
existence  of  plague  at  the  former* place.  (See  Public  Health  Reports, 
November  16,  page  1361,  and  November  30,  page  1425.)  He  reports 
as  follows,  under  date  of  November  24: 

In  response  to  Bureau  orders  received  November  20  I  left  Naples 
November  21  for  Trieste,  arriving  in  that  city  November  22  at  9  p.  m. 

At  10  a.  m.,  November  23,  I  called  on  Consul  Hotschick,  and  by 
him  was  presented  to  the  sanitary  authorities,  both  imperial  and 
municipal.  We  visited  first  the  president  of  maritime  police,  who  is 
in  charge  of  all  maritime  matters  for  the  Adriatic  coast.  From  this 
officer  and  his  adviser,  the  maritime  sanitary  inspector,  who  has  charge 
of  quarantine  matters,  I  obtained  a  very  clear  history  of  the  one  case 
of  pla^e.  This  history  was  further  corroborated  by  the  head  of  the 
municipal  board  of  health. 

I  went  to  the  Government  quarantine  station  and  laboratory  and 
saw  the  specimens,  cultures,  etc.,  from  the  fatal  case.  These  prepa- 
rations, slides,  cultures,  and'  plates  were  characteristic  of  bubonic 
plague. 

The  history  of  the  case  is  as  follows:  On  November  7  a  sailor  on  the 
steamnhip  Calypso^  which  plies  between  Trieste  and  Venice,  fell  ill  and 
was  removed  to  the  hospital  at  Trieste.  On  the  following  day,  Novem- 
ber 8,  he  died.  He  had  had  symptoms  of  pneumonia,  and  post-mortem 
examination  showed  bacilli  resembling  plague  bacilli  in  the  lung 
exudate.  The  customarv  tests  for  plague  were  made  upon  guinea 
pi^  and  rats,  and  the  animals  gave  typical  signs  of  plague  infection. 

The  origin  of  the  case  is  unexplained.  The  Calypso  had  not  been 
near  an  infected  port.  Only  one  supposition  is  probable,  and  this 
hypothesis  is  believed  by  the  authorities  to  explain  the  occurrence  of 
a  case  of  plague.  In  the  last  days  of  October  the  steamship  Austria^ 
of  the  Austrian  Lloyd  Line,  arrived  at  Trieste  from  India  with  a  cargo 
of  jute,  cotton,  and  castor  beans.  Her  cargo  was  unloaded  here.  The 
Austria  had  had  no  sickness  on  board,  and  there  was  nothing  suspicious 
to  point  to  infection.  The  vessel  was  disinfected  to  kill  rats,  and  only 
2  rats  were  found.  These  were  examined  and  found  not  to  be  plague 
infected.  Part  of  the  cargo  of  the  Austria  was  transshipped  here  to 
the  Calypso^  f^nd  soon  after  this  the  patient  referred  to  was  taken  sick. 
After  the  sick  man  had  been  removed  the  Calypso  sailed  for  Venice. 
When  the  Trieste  authorities  decided  that  the  man  had  died  of  plague 
the  Venetian  authorities  were  notified  and  the  C'tz/^y^w  was  quarantined 
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and  disinfected  at  Venice.  Ail  necessary  precautions  were  taken  both 
at  Venice  and  Trieste.  All  contacts  and  suspects  were  held  under 
observation  for  seven  days,  and  none  developea  sickness  of  any  kind. 
It  is  now  sixteen  days  since  the  plague  death  and  no  new  cases  have 
occurred. 

The  quarantine  station  and  plant  here  are  modern,  are  under  Gov- 
ernment control,  and  in  excellent  condition. 

Trieste  is  a  clean  city,  with  well-paved  and  well-kept  streets.  To-day 
I  inspected  the  emigrant  detention  barracks  of  the  Austro- American 
Line.  Thej'^  have  a  large  building  formerly  used  as  a  hospital,  with 
accommodation  for  about  800  persons.  It  is  in  good  sanitary  condi- 
tion and  the  company,  which  is  a  new  one,  seems  anxious  to  comply 
with  all  requirements.  They  have  no  steam  disinfecting  plant,  and 
the  facilities  for  quickly  bathing  a  large  number  of  emigrants  are 
inadecjuate.  The  director  assured  me  that  the  defects  would  be  reme- 
died in  the  near  future  and  that  a  good  modern  steam  disinfecting 
apparatus  would  be  installed.    •

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  cit}'  and  surrounding  country  is  very 
bad. 
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On  November  28,  1  new  case  of  yellow  fever  was  reported  and  con- 
firmed at  Isabela  de  Sagaa,  the  seaport  for  Sagua  la  Grande,  on  the 
north  coast  of  this  province.  Isabela  is  at  a  dis^nce  of  about  90  miles 
from  this  city. 

On  November  29  another  new  case  of  yellow  fever  was  reported  and 
confirmed  at  Cruces.  which  case  originated  from  the  focus  at  San  Fran- 
cisco plantation.  The  attack  occurred  on  November  22,  the  disease 
being  of  a  mild  form,  and  the  case  out  of  danger  at  present.

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On  November  29  and  30  last  3  cases  of  yellow  fever,  ending  in  death, 
were  reported  at  Union  de  Reyes,  this  Province.  Since  then  no  new 
cases  have  been  reported. 

Summary, — During  the  month  of  November  last  11  bills  of  health 
were  issued  to  vessels  leaving  for  United  States  ports,  having  an  aggre- 
gate number  of  323  crew  and  7  passengers  in  transit  for  United  States 
and  Cuban  ports;  4  certificates  of  immunity  and  1  of  protection  from 
smallpox  were  granted  to  passengers  bound  to  the  United  States  and 
Porto  Rico  by  way  of  Habana  and  Santiago  de  Cuba.  One  vessel,  the 
American  schooner  John  Franci^^  destined  to  Tampa,  was  fumigated. 
No  transactions  for  the  Canal  Zone  nor  for  the  Republic  of  Panama. 

Four  cavses  and  3  deaths  from  yellow  fever  were  reported  during  the 
month  within  this  Province,  as  follows:  One  case  reported  at  Cue  vitas, 
November  7;  3  cases,  ending  in  death,  at  Union  ae  Reyes,  reported 
November  29  and  30. 

The  cleaning  and  sanitation  of  courtyards  and  dwellings  has  been 
discontinued.  The  brigade  in  charge  of  this  work  has  been  detailed 
for  oiling  and  for  the  disinfection  of  houses. 

The  3  new  cases  of  yellow  fever,  ending  in  death,  at  Union  de  Reyes, 
this  Province,  reported  on  November  29  and  30  belonged  to  one  family 
of  Spanish  immigrants,  composed  of  father,  mother,  and  daughter,  who 
recently  arrived  at  Union  de  Reyes  from  their  native  country  thru 
Habana.  Eiarly  in  November  the  daughter,  a  young  girl,  was  taken 
sick.  About  fourteen  days  afterwards  the  father  and  mother  devel- 
oped the  disease.  The  mother  died  November  28;  the  nature  of  the 
disease  was  ascertained  by  a  necropsic  examination.  The  father  was 
transferred  to  a  mosquito-proofroom  at  the  city  hall  of  the  town,  where 
he  died  twenty-four  hours  later. 

While  the  last  2  cases  were  under  treatment  at  Union  de  Reyes,  and 
before  the  character  of  the  disease  had  been  determined,  a  detachment 
of  United  States  troops,  while  making  a  round  of  the  country,  en- 
camped one  night  in  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  and  is  now  held  under 
close  observation  at  the  post  in  this  city. 

A  sanitary  squad  has  been  ordered  to  Union  de  Re\"es  to  carry  out 
the  usual  precautionary  measures  recommended  in  such  cases  to  pre- 
vent the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Sanitary  measures  were  not  taken  during  the  infective  stage  of  these 
3  cases.

The  following  is  received  from  Consul-General  Gottsehalk,  at  the 
city  of  Mexico,  under  date  of  November  16:  . 

Beriberi  and  trachoma  have  of  late  been  found  to  be  present  in 
Mexico. 

The  port  of  Saliria  Cruz,  the  Pacific  terminal  of  the  Tehuantepec 
Railroad,  which  railroad  is  in  direct  communication  with  the  greater  part 
of  the  Republic,  receives  from  500  to  1,000  Asiatic  coolies  monthly. 
Altho  quarantine  precautions  are  taken  at  Salina  Cruz  with  this 
class  of  immigrants,  there  is  always  some  danger  of  their  carrying  the 
disease  inland  to  tne  plantations.  During  the  past  two  years  150 
cases  of  beriberi  have  been  treated  at  Salina  Cruz  by  the  medical  offi- 
cers of  the  port. 

Trachoma  has  been  found  present  among  children  in  one  of  the 
schools  of  the  Republic.  The  disease  is  believed  to  have  been  imported 
into  the  Republic  by  immigrants.

AUSTRALIA. 

Plague  at  Sydney — Examination  of  rodents  for  plague  infection. 

The  following  information  is  taken  from  plague  bulletins  issued  by 
the  department  of  public  health,  New  South  Wales,  and  forwarded 
by  Consul-General  Bra^s  at  Melbourne: 

Sydney, — Week  ended  October  6,  1906,  1  plague  case  reported. 
Total  cases  reported  since  March  12,  1906,  19,  of  which  16  were 
bubonic  and  3  pneumonic  plague.  During  the  week  ended  October  6 
1,457  rodents  were  destroyed;  343  examined;  found  infected,  2. 

Weekended  October  13, 1906:  Rodents  destroyed,  1,757;  examined^ 
457;  found  infected,  1.

Cholera  has  practically  divsappeared  from  the  island  of  Luzon,  which 
includes  Manila.  In  all  of  Luzon,  for  the  week  covered  by  this  report, 
only  22  cases  and  20  deaths  were  reported;  5  of  these  occurred  in  the 
city  of  Manila. 

The  outlook  in  the  province  of  Iloilo  is  grave,  principally  on  account 
of  the  attitude  which  the  people  of  that  province  take  toward  the  out- 
break. In  spite  of  the  fact  that  630  cases  with  446  deaths  were 
reported  for  the  week  ended  October  27,  they  refuse  to  believe  that 
true  cholera  is  present,  and  they  are  entirely  indifferent  to  the  rec- 
ommendations of  the  health  authorities.  The  disease  has  so  far  been 
confined  entirely  to  the  province  of  Iloilo,  thus  showing  that  the  out- 
going quarantine  imposed  upon  vessels  has  heen  effective. 

During  the  eai'ly  part  of  November  the  sugar  crop,  upon  which 
practically  all  the  revenues  of  Iloilo  and  nearby  provinces  depend, 
must  be  moved,  and  it  is  thought  that  the  present  quarantine  require- 
ments on  vessels  will  have  to  be  considerably  modified,  even  at  the 
risk  of  permitting  the  further  spread  of  cholera. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  governor-general,  based  upon  a 
request  of  the  provincial  board  of  the  province  of  Iloilo,  the  quaran- 
tine between  ports  in  Iloilo  Province  was  lifted  October  19. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  official  information  from  the  American  consul  at 
Amoy  that  no  plague  had  been  reported  for  more  than  twenty  days, 
the  circular  letter,  copy  of  which  is  inclosed,  was  issued  by  this  office.

In  the  province  of  lloilo  there  has  also  been  some  improvement  as 
far  as  the  number  of  cases  is  concerned,  but  owing  to  the  failure  of 
the  provincial  officials  to  cooperate  in  carrying  out  the  sanitary  meas- 
ures the  disease  has  spread  to  the  province  of  Capiz,  and  cases  of  ill- 
ness, suspicious  of  cholera,  have  also  been  reported  from  Catubig, 
Samar.  Talisay,  in  Occidental  Negros,  became  infected  thru  a  per- 
son who  came  from  Baratoc,  but  thru  the  very  energetic  measures 
used  by  the  health  officials  of  Negros  the  disease  was  finally  stamped 
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out  after  3  cases  had  occurred.  The  port  of  Iloilo  having  been  free 
of  cholera  for  a  period  of  two  weeks,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
Adst.  Surg.  R.  H.  Creel  the  outgoing  quarantine  was  lifted  November 
6,  1906.  In  this  connection  it  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  since  the 
outbreak  of  cholera  in  August,  1905,  the  disease  has  not  spread  from 
the  ports  at  which  the  Service  was  in  charge  in  any  single  instance. 

Tne  experience  with  cholera  in  the  islands  since  American  occupa- 
tion indicates  that  even  tho  measures  which  are  directed  against  the 
disease  are  not  always  entirely  effective  in  eradicating  it  completely, 
yet  if  its  progress  can  be  retarded,  and  if  its  spread  take  place  slowly 
instead  of  rapidly,  much  good  is  accomplished,  because  the  disease 
loses  in  virulence. 

Vessel  granted  consular  bill  of  health  as  follows: 

On  November  17  the  British  steamship  Nanshan^  en  route  from 
Saigon  to  Cebu,  was  granted  a  supplemental  bill  of  health. 

Report  from  Iloilo — Cholera  f^iUuition  during  October^  1906 — Cholera 
case  on  U.  S.  C  T.  Bolinao — Modification  of  quarantine. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Creel  reports,  November  3,  thru  Chief  Quaran 
tine  Officer  Heiser,  as  follows: 

The  cholera  situation  has  very  materially  improved.  There  have 
been  no  cases  in  Iloilo  for  the  past  2  weeks  and  only  2  or  3  cases  dur- 
ing that  period  in  distant  pueblos  of  the  municipality,  a  condition 
that  apparently  justifies  raising  of  quarantine.  The  number  of  cases 
thruout  the  province  has  diminished  correspondingly. 

During  the  past  month  one  case  of  cholera  developed  on  U.  S.  C.  T. 
£olinao  on  third  day  of  detention  in  person  of  a  native  carrier.  No 
secondary  cases  occurred.  On  October  22  quarantine  measures  were 
modified  according  to  instructions  from  the  Manila  office  by  abolish- 
ing detention  on  vessels  proceeding  to  ports  of  this  province.  On  sev- 
eral occasions  evasion  of  quarantine  requirements  has  been  attempted, 
the  offenders  in  each  case  oeing  fined  by  collector  of  customs.

UNITED  STATES. 

[Reports  to  the  Surgeon-General,  Public  Health  and  Marine-Hospital  Service.] 

Report  on  the  method  of  collecting  morbidity  statistics  in  the  State  of 

Pennsylvania. 

Ansistant  Surgeon-Ueneral  Eager  was  directed,  October  17,  to  pro- 
ceed to  Harrisburg,  Pa. ,  and  to  confer  with  the  State  department  of 
health  of  Pennsylvania  in  regard  to  the  collection  of  morbidity  statis- 
tics. He  reports  as  follows,  under  date  of  October  23,  on  the  method 
adopted  for  that  purpose  by  the  health  authorities  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania: 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  assembly,  April  27,  1905,  regula- 
tions have  been  promulgated  requiring  all  physicians  practicing  within 
the  limits  of  the  State  ^o  make  immediate  report  of  certain  diseases 
occurring  in  their  practice.  In  the  case  of  cities  and  boroughs,  the 
report  is  made  to  tne  secretary  of  the  board  of  health  of  such  cities 
and  boroughs;  when  occurring  within  the  limits  of  a  township,  the 
report  is  made  to  the  county  medical  inspector  and,  also,  to  the  depart- 
ment of  health  at  Harrisburg. 

Notification  is  required  in  the  case  of  29  diseases,  namely:  Actino- 
mycosis, anthrax,  bubonic  plague,  cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  chicken 
pox,  cholera,  diphtheria,  epidemic  dysentery,  erysipelas,  German 
measles,  glanders,  hydrophobia,  leprosy,  malarial  fever,  measles, 
mumps,  pneumonia  (true),  puerpei-al  fever,  relapsing  fever,  scarlet 
fever,  smallpox,  tetanus,  trachoma,  trichinia»sis,  tuberculosis  (form 
required  to  be  specified),  typhoid  fever,  typhus  fever,  whooping 
cough,  and  yellow  fever. 

The  reports  are  made  on  a  standard  postal  card,  giving  the  date  of 
the  report,  the  full  name  of  the  patient,  occupation,  nativity,  age,  sex, 
color,  and  address  of  patient,  including,  if  m  a  city  or  borough,  the 
name  of  the  street  and  the  house  number,  and  the  name  of  the  city  or 
borough  and  county;  if  in  a  township,  the  post-office  address  of  the 
patient,  the  name  of  the  township  and  county,  the  name  of  the  disease, 
the  date  of  the  onset  of  the  disease,  the  name  and  occupation  of  the 
householder  in  whose  family  the  disease  has  occurred,  the  number  of 
children  in  the  household  attending  school,  the  name  of  the  school  or 
schools,  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  physician  making  the  report. 
In  addition  to  the  regular  reports,  special  immediate  reports  by  tele- 
phone or  telegraph  of  all  cases  of  smallpox  are  required.  The  city 
and  borough  boards  of  health  are  required  to  report  weekly  to  the 
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State  department  of  health  on  prescribed  forms.  A  report  i»  also 
made  for  any  fraction  of  a  week  occurring  at  the  end  of  a  month,  so 
that  the  first  weekly  report  in  any  month  begins  with  the  fii-st  day  of 
the  month. 

Hospitals  and  all  other  institutions  for  the  care  of  the  sick  are 
required  to  make  special  monthly  reports  of  the  29  communicable  di^- 
eases  enumerated.  These  reports  of  institutions  are  carefully  checked 
in  the  State  department  of  health  to  prevent  duplicating  with  local 
reports. 

There  is  also  a  special  form  for  the  weekly  report  of  the  city  of 
Philadelphia  for  the  reason  that  in  that  city  the  street  name  and  house 
number  as  well  as  the  name  of  the  patient  are  rej)orted. 

Daily  reports  of  communicable  diseases  in  townships  are  made  to 
the  State  department  of  health,  confirmatory  of  the  reports  of  cases 
forwarded  directly  on  postal  cards  by  medical  practitioners. 

Weekly  summaries  of  communicable  diseases  in  cities^  boroughs, 
and  townships  are  also  forwarded  to  Harrisburg. 

The  reports  of  the  29  communicable  diseases  covered  by  regulatioD 
are  recorded  in  registers  at  the  State  department  of  health,  and  the 
data  are  arranged  by  the  aid  of  punching  machines  for  tabulation  in 
the  annual  report  of  the  department.  Defective  cards  are  returned 
for  completion.  The  first  annual  report  is  to  be  made  soon  after 
January  1,  1907.  No  bulletins  of  statistical  information  have  yet  been 
issued. 

The  collection  of  morbidity  statistics  was  begun  November  1,  11KI5. 
During  the  10  months  ended  August  81,  1906,  there  were  75,329  case* 
reported.  The  State  law  provides  for  prosecution  for  failure  to  notify* 
but  it  has  not  yet  been  found  necessary  to  proceed  against  any  physi- 
cian for  not  reporting.  There  are  about  10,000  medical  practitioners 
in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  death  certificates,  which  are  of  the  standard  form  of  the  United 
States  Census  Office,  are  used  as  a  check  on  the  reporting  of  morbidity. 
In  every  case  of  death  from  any  of  the  29  diseases  m  question  an 
inquiry  is  made  to  ascertain  whether  the  requirements  regarding  noti- 
fication of  the  disease  have  been  complied  with. 

During  the  first  month  that  the  work  was  in  operation  4,839  cases 
of  notifiable  disease  were  reported,  during  the  second  month  6,620 
cases,  during  the  third  month  10,148  cases,  and  during  the  fourth 
month  12,539  cases,  at  which  time  the  system  was  believed  to  be  in 
full  operation.  The  lowest  number,  3,963,  reported  in  any  single 
month  was  for  July,  1906. 

The  reports  of  morbidity  to  be  made  by  the  Pennsylvania  depart- 
ment of  health  are  to  follow,  as  far  as  applicable,  the  system  adopted 
in  the  preparation  of  the  yearly  mortality  statistics  of  the  United 
States  Census  Office.  The  collection  of  morbidity  statistics  in  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  is  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Wilmer  R.  Batt, 
chief  of  the  bureau  of  statistics,  department  of  health,  Harrisburg. 

Report  f ram  Savannah^  Ga, — Malarial  fever  mi  steamship  Melderskin 

from  CrUtohal. 

Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Linley,  stationed  at  Savannah  Quarantine 
Station,  reports  as  follows: 

December  17,  1906.  Arrived,  steamship  Melderskin  ten  days  from 
Cristobal;  clean  bill  of  health.     Five  cases  fever  while  at  Cristobal 
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and  12  cases  during  vo3'age.  Cases  all  give  history  of  malaria,  and 
Plasmodia  found  in  4  cases  sick  at  present.  If  Bureau  satisfied  Cristo- 
bal clean,  recommend  release  of  vessel  and  crew  after  fumigation  to 
kill  mosquitoes. 

On  the  same  date  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Linley  was  instructed 
by  the  Bureau  as  follows: 

Proceed  with  fumigation,  but  hold  ship  pending  instructions  to- 
morrow morning. 

On  December  18  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Linley  was  further 
instructed  as  follows: 

Bureau  satisfied  no  yellow  fever  Cristobal.  On  completion  fumiga- 
tion, if  satisfied  cases  malarial,  release  Melderskin, 

Report  from  Vajiceboro^  Me. — Smallpox  on   Canadian  bm'der — Train 

mspeetto'n, 

'  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  Young  reports,  December  17,  as  follows: 
Week  ended  December  15, 1906.  TCighteen  passenger  trains,  carrying 
about  1,000  passengers,  inspected;  90  passengers  vaccinated,  and  bag- 
gage of  20  disinfected.  Of  the  vaccinated  all  came  from  Kent  County, 
New  Brunswick,  and  Cumberland  Count}',  Nova  Si*otia,  and  were  all 
ticketed  for  New  England  points.  In  the  sections  from  which  these 
people  came  smallpox  is  epidemic,  with  more  than  a  thousand  cases  esti- 
mated. 

Rejxyrt  from  Nf>rf oik ^  Va. — Sntallpo.i\ 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Blue  rep)orts,  December  17,  as  follows: 
During  the  past  week  2  cases  of  smallpox,  both  colored,  have  been 
sent  to  the  Cmney  Island  Hospital.  One  is  supposed  to  have  come 
from  Petei-sbur^  and  the  other  from  Suffolk,  Va.  These  are  the  first 
cases  to  appear  in  Norfolk  since  the  epidemic  of  last  winter.  Small- 
pox exists  also  in  Richmond,  Va.,  and  Raleigh,  N.  C.

The  other  two  cases  were  probablv 
infected  at  Covadonga  Hospital,  making  3  cases,  the  infection  of  which 
could  be  traced  to  that  institution.

discontin  ued  at  Hahaiui, 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  von  Ezdorf  reported,  Deceml>er  22,  rec- 
ommending, on  account  of  favorable  conditions,  the  discontinuance  at 
Habana  of  certain  special  measures  applied  to  passenger  travel  to 
southern  ports.  These  special  measures  were  published  in  the  Public 
Health  Reports,  November  2,  1906,  page  1292,  in  the  form  of  instruc- 
tions sent  October  30  by  the  Bureau  to  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  von 
Ezdorf,  as  follows: 

After  Octol>er  31,  and  until  further  notice,  enforce  provisions  paragraph  13  quar- 
antine regulations,  inspect  all  passengers,  and  i)ermit  embarkation  nonimmunefi 
southern  ports  if  well.  List  nonimmunes  for  Florida  points  and  send  list  by  same 
steamer  to  one  of  below-designated  agents  Florida  State  board,  according  to  destina- 
tion: J.  M.  Jackson,  Miami;  J.  N.  Fogarty,  Key  West;  C.  W.  Bartlett,  Tampa; 
VV.  E.  Anderson,  Pensacola.  Notify  service  officers,  Matanzas,  Santiago,  and 
Cienfuegos. 

In  accordance  with  his  recommendation  and  in  view  of  the  satisfac- 
tory conditions  in  Habana  as  previously  reported,  Passed  Assistant 
Surgeon  von  Ezdorf  was  directed  by  the  Bureau,  December  27,  to  dis- 
continue the  fumigation  of  steamships  which  lie  in  the  open  bay  and  to 
discontinue  also  the  inspection  of  baggaee  for  southern  ports,  the 
order  to  become  effective  December  31.     He  was  directed  to  continue 
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the  inspection  of  passengers  prior  to  embarkation,  but  to  discontinue 
the  listing  of  passengers  for  localities  in  Florida.  The  State  health 
officer  of  Florida  has  been  informed  to  the  above  effect. 

Report  from  Matanzas — Inspection  of  vessels.

Report  from  Yokohoma — Inspection  and  fumigation  of  vessels — Sani- 
tary conditions  good — l^lague  at  Osaka  and  Matsuyaina. 

Passed  Assistant  Surgeon  Cumming  reports,  November  24,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Week  ended  November  17,  1906.  Bills  of  health  granted  after 
inspection  to  5  steamships,  having  an  aggregate  personnel  of  473  crew 
and  648  passengers.  The  holds,  etc.,  of  one  steamship  were  fumigated 
to  kill  vermin. 

Three  hundred  and  eighty -two  would-be  steerage  passengers  to  the 
United  States  or  their  possessions  were  examined  with  reference  to 
their  freedom  from  diseases  contemplated  in  the  immigration  laws,  and 
of  these  222  were  passed. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  this  vicinity  continues  good,  and  neces- 
sary restrictions  are  being  enforced  upon  steerage  passengers  from 
infected  districts.

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On  November  6  a  bov  at  Osaka  was  found  dead  of  plague,  and  later 
a  cat  with  which  he  played  died  of  the  same  disease.  On  the  19th 
instant  1  case  was  reported  at  Osaka,  and  on  November  20  1  case  at 
Osaka  and  1  at  Matsuyama.

RUSSIA. 

Report  from  St.  Petersburg — Plague  in  the  Transhaikal  territory. 

The  following  is  received  from  Ambassador  Meyer,  under  date  of 
November  24: 

In  a  Cossack  village  named  Abagaitoui,  district  of  Akchin,  in  the 
Transbaikal  territory,  a  family  of  6  persons  died  between  September 
27  and  October  19  last,  with  symptoms  of  plague,  and  in  the  village  of 
Mandjourie,  not  far  from  the  railway  station  bearing  the  same  name, 
between  October  22  and  26,  2  persons,  a  military  nurse  who  had 
arrived  from  Abagaitoui,  already  in  bad  health,  and  a  boy  who  accom- 
panied him,  died.  It  has  been  proved  that  the  first  fatal  case  at 
Abagaitoui  was  taken  ill  after  eating  the  flesh  of  a  marmot  of  the 
steppes  {Arctomys  hobac).  Several  doctors,  one  of  whom  was  a  spec- 
ialist in  bacteriology,  were  sent  to  the  villages  of  Abagaitoui  and 
Mandjourie.  In  conformity  with  the  regulations  in  force  relative  to 
measures  to  be  taken  against  plague,  they  decided  to  isolate  Abagaitoui 
by  a  military  cordon  and  to  take  measures  to  isolate  the  village  of 
Mandjourie. 

A  bacteriological  examination  detei'mined  the  disease  in  Mandjourie 
to  be  pneumonic  plague.  The  examination  of  suspicious  cases  at 
Abagatoui  has  not  yet  been  completed.  The  military  governor  of  the 
Transbaikal  territory  reports  that  no  further  plague  cases  or  deaths 
have  occurred  since  October  27  last.
